Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  cf  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  Ashland  Division,  No.  26,  Sona  of  Temperance,       I860.

ated  a  body  politic  and  corporate ;  and  by  that  name  shall 
be  competent  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,- sue  and 
be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  be  answered, 
defend  and  be  defended,  in  all  courts  and  places  whatever; 
may  hold  and  eiyoy  real  and  personal  estate,  not  exceeding 
five  thousand  dollars  in  value,  and  sell  and  convey  the 
same,  or  otherwise  dispose  thereof,  id  such  manner  as  said 
division  may,  by  its  by-laws  or  rules,  designate  :  Provided^ 
Such  by-laws,  orders,  and  rules  shall  not  be  contrary  to  the 
constitution  and  laws  of  this  State  or  of  the  United  States.

with  the  county  line  to  the  dividing  ridge  at  the  head  of 
Ten  Mile,  a  fork  of  Lass  creek ;  thence  with  the  diyiding 
ridge  between  said  Lass  creek  and  Grapevine  creek  to  the 
head  of  said  Lass  creek ;  thence  a  straight  line  to  the  be- 
ginning. 

§  2.  That  an  election  for  two  justices  of  the  peace  and 
one  constable  shall  be  held  in  said  district,  at  the  mouth  of 
the  Sixteen  Mile  fork  on  Lass  creek,  on  the  third  Monday  in 
April  next;  and  the  Perry  county  court,  at  its  next  April 
term,  shall  appoint  the  proper  and  necessary  officers  to  hold 
and  conduct  said  election ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
sheriff  of  said  county  to  attend  and  superintend  the  same ; 
and  in  all  respects  said  election  shall  be  held  and  conducted 
as  other  elections  are'required  by  law  to  be  conducted. 

§  3.  That  the  district  hereby  established  shall  be  a  voting 
precinct  at  all  elections  hereafter  held  in  said  county ;  and 
the  mouth  of  the  Sixteen  Mile  fork  shall  be  the  voting 
place  therein. 
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$  4.  That  after  the  election  to  be  held  in  April  next,  the       1860.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

That  a  company  is  hereby  formed  for  the  purpose  of  Company  form- 
tnaking  a  turnpike  road,  commencing  on  the  Louisville  J^f**"****®^ 
and  Shelbyville  road,  within  four  miles  of  Middletovvn,  in 
Jefferson  county,  to  a  point  on  BuUskin,  near  Dr.  Low- 
ery's,  in  Shelby  county ;  the  capital  stock  in  said  company  capital  stook, 
shall  be  sixty  thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  fifty 
dollars  each ;  and  subscriptions  may  be  taken  up  by  each 
of  the  commissioners  hereinafter  named,  for  two  years 
afler  the  passage  of  this  act,  unless  the  whole  amount 
shall  be  sooner  taken  up.  The  following  persons  are  here- 
by appointed  commissioners  to  perform  the  duties  of  this 
act:  C.  L.  White,  A.  Hinner,  L.  Lingenfelter,  J.  Hinkle,  Siye^wb^rl^ 
A.  Logan,  T.  J.  Long,  W.  E.  Powers,  W.  Q.  Taylor,  N.  tion»  of  nock. 
Gibson,  B.  Vincent,  J.  Vincent,  S.  Yeetger,  B.  O'Bannon, 
Dr.  Force,  and  W.  D.  Calaway;  the  said  commissioners, 
or  as  many  of  them  as  may  act,  shall  procure  one  or  more 
books  or  subscription  papers,  in  which  the  persons  taking 
stock  shall  bind  and  oblige  themselves,  in  writing,  to  pay 
the  BuUskin  and  Louisville  Turnpike  Road  Company,  by 
which  name  and  style  said  company  shall  be  known,  the 
fium  of  fifty  dollars  for  each  share  subscribed  by  them,  in 
such  proportions,  and  at  such  times  as  shall  be  determined 
by  said  company  or  corporation ;  that  so  soon  as  two 
thousand  dollars  shall  have  been  subscribed  per  mile  in  said  oyitockhSide^ 
capital  stock,  by  individuals  and  corporations,  the  cbmmis-  to  b€icaiied  for 
sioners  shall  give  ten  days'  notice  in  one  or  more  news-  SoS/'^"^ 
papers  printed  in  Louisville  and  Shelbyville  of  the  fact, 
and  appoint  a  time  and  a  place  for  a  meeting  of  the  stock- 
holders at  a  point  along  the  line  of  said  road,  who  shall 
by  vote  elect  a  president  and  five  managers  to  conduct 
the  business  of  said  corporation,  by  the  name  and  style 
aforesaid.  The  president  and  managers,  and  all  other 
officers  of  said  company,  shall  severally  take  an  oath  be* 
fore  some  justice  of  the  peace,  faithfully  to  execute  the 
duties  of  their  respective  offices;  they  shall,  so  soon  as 
may  be,  proceed  to  locate  said  road,  and  may  be  authorized 
to  receive  the  written  consent  of  any  of  the  landholders 
through  which,  or  near  which,  said  road  may  pass,  and  the 
grant  of  the  right  of  way,  lumber,  stone,  soil,  and  timber 
to  make  said  road  and  keep  the  same  in  repair;  which 
consent,  when  so  given,  shall  be  valid  and  effectual  to  every 
intent  and  purpose.  That  said  road  shall  be  opened  and 
graded  at  least  thirty  feet,  nor  more  than  fifly  feet  wide,  Width  of  road, 
and  the  artificial  part  thereof  covered  with  stone  shall  not 
be  less  than  fourteen  feet  wide ;  the  elevation  of  the  grade  of 
the  road  shall  be  fixed  and  regulated  by  the  president  and 
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1860.      managers  of  the  company.    That  when  said  road  shall  be 
opened  and  graded  for  any  distance  thereof,  equal  to  two 


beereote4.°^^  and  a  half  miles,  and  a  proper  and  sufficient  coating  of 
macadamized  stone  placed  thereon,  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
said  company  to  erect  a  gate  on  the  same,  and  to  coRect 
for  the  travel  on  said  road  the  same  rates  of  toll  which  are 
charged  and  collected,  to  be  collected  by  the  provisions  of 
an  act  to  charter  the  Louisville  and  Shelby  turnpike  road 
company ;  and  it  shall  be  lawful,  when  said  road  shall  have 
been  completed,  for  said  company  to  dispense  with  said 
half  gates,  and  in  lieu  thereof  erect  and  use  whole  gates, 
under  the  rules  and  regulations  of  said  Louisville  and 
Shelby  turnpike  road  company,  as  now  prescribed  by  law ; 
ProTuioBs  of  that  the  general  provisions  of  said  charter  of  the  Louisville 

be^iSSieabie^  and  Shelby  turnpike  road  company  shall  apply  to  the  com- 
pany hereby  created,  and  are  made  part  of  this  charter, 
except  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  inconsistent  with  this 
act.    That  said  company  shall  be  allowed  ten  years  after 

becompieui,*^  the  wholc  amouut  of  said  stock  shall  be  taken  or  sub- 
scribed to  complete  the  said  road;  and  if  the  same  shall 
not  be  completed  within  that  time,  then  this  charter  shall 
be  null  and  void  for  so  much  of  said  road  as  shall  not  be 
completed,  but  for  no  more.

CHAPTER  324. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  the  Proctor  and  Beattyrille  Diatricta,  in  Owalex 

county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  ike  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1 .  That  on  the  first  Monday  in  May  an  election  shall 
be  held  at  the  usual  voting  places  in  the  Proctor  and  Beat- 
tyville  districts,  in  the  county  [of  Owsley,]  by  the  same 
officers  and  according  to  the  same  rules  which  now  regu- 
late elections  under  the  existing  laws;  and  that  to  each 
voter  this  question  shall  be  put  by  the  officers  conducting 
the  election  :  ^'  Are  you  in  favor  of  having  a  tax  of  two  dol- 
lars imposed  on  all  the  persons  now  designated  by  law  to 
work  on  roads  in  this  district,  or  are  you  against  such  tax  ?'* 
Those  voting  for  the  tax  shall  have  their  votes  placed  in 
one  column,  and  those  against  it  in  another ;  and  the  result 
shall  be  returned  to  the  county  court  clerk's  office  of  said 
county,  and  the  same  compared  and  reported  in  the  same 
way,  and  by  the  same  officers,  who,  under  existing  laws^ 
examine  and  acyudge  the  poll  books  in  general  elections. 

§  3.  Should  a  m^'ority  of  the  qualified  voters  of  the  dis- 
tricts vote  for  the  tax  as  above  stated,  then  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  ooijinty  court  of  said  county  to  levy  a  tax  not 
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exceedrng  two  dollars  per  head  on  all  the  persona  in  said       1860. 

districts  now  designated  by  law  to  work  on  roads,  which " 

shall  be  collected  in  the  same  manner  as  other  taxes  are 
now  required  to  be  collected  by  the  sheriff  of  said  county, 
who  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  liabilities,  and  shall  re- 
eeive  the  same  commissions  thereon,  as  now  allowed  by 
law  in  similar  cases  for  collecting  tax. 

§  3.  That  Isaac  Congleton,  of  the  Proctor  district,  and 
John  G.  McGuire,  of  the  Beattyville  [district,]  be  appointed 
treasurers  and  commissioners,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  re- 
ceive the  moneys  thus  collected,  and  account  for  the  same 
to  the  county  judge  of  said  county,  as  hereinafter  pro. 
vided. 

§  4.  That  these  commissioners  shall  proceed  to  let  out 
the  work  to  be  done  on  the  roads  in  such  manner  as  best 
to  secure  the  permanent  improvement  of  the  roads  in  said 
districts,  as  far  as  the  same  can  be  done  by  a  judicious  ex- 
penditure of  the  funds  so  received  by  them.  Said  commis- 
sioners are  required  to  make  to  the  county  court  of  said 
county  an  annual  report  and  settlement,  showing  the  amount 
of  moneys  received  by  them  from  the  sheriff,  and  the  dis- 
bursements of  the  same,  and  oftener  than  once  a  year,  if  so 
to  do  required  by  said  court ;  and  for  any  misapplication  of 
the  road  funds  so  received  by  them,  may  be  proceeded 
against  before  said  court  by  motion,  and  upon  conviction 
thereof,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  county,  for  the  use  of 
said  districts,  the  full  amount  of  the  principal  so  misap- 
plied, and  twenty  per  cent,  damages  thereon ;  the  proceed- 
ings before  said  court  to  be  conducted  by  the  county 
attorney.  « 

§  5.  Before  acting  as  commissioners,  said  Congleton  and 
McGuire  shall  first  take  an  oath  before  some  justice  of  the 
peace  for  said  county,  faithfully  to  discharge  their  duties, 
and  shall  be  required  to  execute  bond,  with  good  security, 
for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  same ;  said  bond  to  be  ap- 
proved by  the  court  of  said  county,  and  filed  in  the  office 
of  said  county  court. 

§  6.  Full  power  and  authority  is  hereby  granted  to  said 
commissioners  to  do  whatever  may  be  in  their  judgment 
necessary  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  this  act,  such  as  hiring 
hands  to  work  the  road,  with  tools,  wagons,  carts,  teams,  and 
to  make  all  necessary  contracts  touching  the  same ;  and  in 
case  of  their  death,  resignation,  or  refusal  to  act,  the  county 
judge  of  said  county  is  authorized  to  nominate  persons  to 
act  in  their  stead ;  and  such  persons,  when  appointed,  shall 
be  subject  to  the  same  requirements  and  restrictions. 

^  7.  The  commissioners  to  be  allowed  a  reasonable  com- 
pensation of  the  sums  received  by  them  for  their  services. 

§  8.  Should  a  majority  of  the  votes  be  cast  against  the 
tax,  as  required  by  the  first  section  of  this  act,  then  no  tax

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  Jefferson  Gee  and  James  B.  Thomas. 

Whereas,  It  is  represented  to  the  present  General  As- 
sembly of  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky,  that  Jefierson 
Gee  and  James  B.  Thomas,  of  the  county  of  Monroe,  have 
several  free  persons  of  color  bound  to  them  by  an  order  of 
the  Monroe  county  court  until  they  are  twenty-one  years 
old ;  the  names  of  such  persons  as  are  bound  to  James  B. 
Thomas,  being  John,  born  in  July,  1843;  Bird  Willis,  born 
December  25,  1845;  Taylor,  born  May  25,  1847;  Sarah 
Jane,  born  May  30,  1851 ;  Rufus,  born  June  Ist,  1855;  and 
the  names  of  such  persons  as  are  bound  to  JelSTerson  Gee, 
being  Alfred  M.,  born  20th  May,  J 849,  and  Benjamin,  born 
30th  April,  1852;  and  whereas,  said  Thomas  and  Gee  are 
the- owners  of  the  father  of  eaid  free  persons  of  color;  and 
whereas,  the  said  Thomas  and  Gee  desire  and  intend  to  re- 
move to  and  locate  in  the  State  of  Texas,  and  desire  to 
take  said  free  persons  of  color  with  them  to  said  State  of 
Texas;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  oj  the  Comnumwealth 
ef  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  said  Thomas  and  Gee  be,  and  they  are  hereby, 
permitted  to  take  said  free  persons  of  color  to  said  State 
of  Texas:  Provided^  That  before  they  shall  take  said  per- 
sons out  of  this  State  they  shall  enter  into  bond  with  good 
and  sufficient  sureties,  payable  to  the  county  court  of 
Monroe  county  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  said  free  persons 
of  color,  in  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  conditioned 
that  they  will  return  each  of  said  persons  to  the  State  of 
Kentucky  as  they  severally  arrive  at  the  age  of  twenty-one 
j^ears,  which  bond  shall  be  executed  in  the  Monroe  county 
court,  and  the  sureties  therein  shall  be  approved  by  said 
court,  and  filed  with  the  clerk  of  said  county  court  for  safe- 
keeping; and  if  the  stipulations  of  said  bond  are  not  com- 
plied with,  then,  and  in  that  event,  said  free  persons  of 
color,  or  either  or  any  of  them,  shall  have  the  right  to  insti- 
tute suit  upon  said  bond,  and  recover  such  costs  and  dam- 
ages as  they,  in  the  estimation  of  a  jury,  may  be  entitled  to 
on  account  of  any  violation  of  said  bond. 

§  2.  That  when  said  Thomas  and  Gee  shall  take  said 
persons  to  the  State  of  Texas,  that  they  may  discharge 
themselves  and  their  securities  from  all  responsibility  grow- 
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ing  out  of  the  bofad  which  by  this  act  they  are  required  to  ]  860i 
execute  in  Monroe  county,  Kentucky,  by  entering  into  bond 
in  some  county  court  of  the  State  of  Texas  with  sufficient 
surety,  conditioned  that  they  will  do  and  discharge  all  that 
the  order  of  the  county  court  binding  said  persons  to  them 
and  the  laws  of  Kentucky  require ;  and  if  they  shall  vio- 
late said  last  mentioned  bond,  said  bound  persons,  or  any 
one  of  them,  shall  have  a  right  of  action  against  them,  and 
recover  such  damages  as  they  or  either  of  them  may  be 
entitled  to. 
§  3.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

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1860.  §  S*  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  sliall  be  one 
hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  and  any  three  corpo- 
rators herein  named  shall  have  the  right  to  open  books  at 
any  place  they  choose,  for  the  subscription  of  stock  in  this 
company  or  corporation ;  and  when  one  hundred  shares,  of 
one  hundred  dollars  each,  shall  have  been  subscribed  and 
paid,  or  secured  to  be  paid,  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders 
may  be  held  for  the  election  of  such  officers  as  may  be 
necessary  to  organize  same. 

§  3.  That  said  corporation  shall  have  authority  to  make 
and  ordain  any  and  all  such  rules,  regulations, and  by-laws, 
as  may  be  regarded  necessary  and  proper  for  the  govern- 
ment of  same,  not  inconsistent  with  the  constitution  and 
laws  of  this  or  the  United  States. 

§  4.  That  said  corporation  shall  have  the  right  to  im- 
prove, by  the  erection  of  such  buildings  as  may  be  neces- 
sary for  the  accommodation  of  guests  attending  said  springs, 
for  the  improvement  of  health  or  for  pleasure.

§  5.  That  said  corporation  may  procure  from  the  county 
court  for  Grayson  county,  Kentucky,  a  license  to  keep  a 
•  tavern,  may  erect  bowling-saloons,  shooting-galleries,  bil- 

liard-tables, and  pay  the  State  and  county  tax  pro  rata  on 
same  for  such  time  only  as  said  springs  are  open  for  the 
entertainment  of  guests. 

6.  That  said  corporation  shall  have  the  right  to  bore 
artesian  wells,  and  to  erect  the  necessary  buildings  and 
other  aparatus  for  a  water-cure  establishment;  may  erect 
hospitals  for  the  accommodation  and  cure  of  invalids,  and 
employ  the  necessary  physicians  to  attend  same. 

§  7.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

ileges, and  immunities  of  the  said  church,  which  now  do, 
may,  or  shall  hereafter  belong  to  the  same ;  alao  to  buy  any 
lot  or  lots,  and  receive  conveyances  therefor,  or  for  any  real 
estate  which  may  have  been  heretofore  purchased  by  the 
trustees  of  said  church,  or  by  other  persons  for  the  use  of 
the  same,  or  which  may  be  hereafter  given  or  devised  to 
them  for  the  use  of  said  church,  all  of  which  property  shall 
pass  to  them  and  their  successors  in  office  forever,  pursuant 
to  the  desire  or  express  limitation  of  the  grantor. 

§  2.  That  the  said  trustees  hereby  appointed  shall  con- 
tinue in  office  so  long  as  they  shall  continue  to  be  members  of 
said  church,  unless  they  sooner  resign  or  refuse  to  act;  and 
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1860.  whenever  vacancies  may  occur,  either  by  death,  resigna- 
tion,  refusal  to  act,  or  withdrawal  of  membership  or  expul- 
sion from  said  church,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  sam^  to  be 
filled  pursuant  to  the  discipline  of  said  church,  and  the 
rules  and  regulations  of  said  trustees.

measurement,  an  equal  number  of  miles  of  public  road,  due 
regard  being  also  had  to  the  amount  of  repairs  necessary 
to  keep  the  roads  in  good  order  in  each  district.

§  2.  The  said  county  courts  at  the  same  time  shall  appoint       I860, 
a  supervisor  for  each  of  its  districts,  to  continue  in  office  for 


the  period  of  two  years,  and  until  his  successor  shall  be  ^5?dutrio/S 
qualified^  unless  discharged  for  malfeasance  in  office ;  in  ^  »ppoint«d.

§  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  supervisor  to  clear  out  p^^y  ^^  ,^p^ 
and  keep  in  good  order  and  repair  all  the  roads  and  bridges '  Tinors. 
in  his  district :  Provided^  The  cost  of  repairs  on  a  bridge 
shsdl  not  exceed  in  cost  ten  dollars  at  any  one  time ;  to 
remove  all  stumps,  trees,  stone,  or  other  obstructions  that 
may  be  in  the  width  of  the  road  established  by  the  county 
court ;  he  shall  grade,  ditch,  and  build  culverts  for  the  same 
when  necessary,  and  the  road  fund  for  his  district  will  ad- 
mit of  it ;  he  shall  call  out  all  persons  in  his  district  liable  to 
work  on  roads  therein ;  superintend  the  labor  thereon,  and 
see  tbat  the  labor  is  faithfully  performed;  and  shall  sue  for 
and  collect  all  fines  in  his*  own  name  as  supervisor,  he  being 
a  competent  witness  in  his  own  behalf;  and  shall  pay  over 
the  same  to  the  county  treasurer  within  ten  days  after  the 
receipt  thereof,  for  the  benefit  of  his  road  district.  Such 
suit  or  prosecution  shall  be  commenced  and  prosecuted  be- 
fore a  justice  of  the  peace  in  the  district  where  the  defend- 
ant lives.

such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  necessary  and  proper, 
and  not  inconsistent  with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  this 
State  or  of  the  United  States ;  and  said  corporation  shall 
have  the  right  to  impose  such  fines  and  forfeitures  as  may  be 
necessary  to  secure  an  observance  of  its  rules  and  regula- 
tions upon  the  part  of  its  members,  and  to  collect  and  en- 
force tne  same. 

§  2.  That  said  corporation  shall  have  the  right  to  pur- 
chase, hold,  and  use  real  estate,  not  exceeding  in  value  the 
sum  of  thirty  thousand  dollars,  and  personal  estate  not  ex- 
ceeding in  value  ten  thousand  dollars,  and  may  sell  and  con- 
vey the  same  whenever  a  majority  of  all  the  members  thereof 
shall  deem  a  sale  necessary  and  proper ;  and  its  officers  may, 
from  time  to  time,  employ  a  treasurer  and  such  other  officers 
and  agents  as  they  may  think  necessary,  and  may  require 
from  them  bonds  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  their  duties, 
which  shall  be  binding  and  valid  in  law. 

§  3.  That  the  qualifications  for  membership  in  said  cor- 
poration shall  be  such  as  may  be  prescribed  by  its  consti- 
tution and  by-laws. 

§  4.  That  the  Legislature  shall  at  all  times  haVe  the  right 
to  alter  or  repeal  this  act;  and  this  act  shall  take  effect 
from  and  after  its  passage.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  county  court  of  the  county  of  Oldham,  in 
Supervisor  for  this  State,  may  appoint  a  supervisor  forr  each  road  district  in 
be^appo>  said  couuty,  to  be  appointed  at  its  September  term  in  each 

hisduUes.        year,  and  who  shall  hold  his  office  for  two  years  thereafter, 
unless  discharged  by  said  court  for  incompetency  or  mal- 
feasance; in  which  case  the  said  court  may  appoint  his 
successor  for  balance  of  term.     And  each  supervisor  shall 
receive  for  all  necessary  service  the  sum  of  one  dollar  per 
day,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  road  fund  by  the  county  treasu- 
rer; and  the  clerk  of  said  county  is  hereby  created  such 
treasurer.

county  line,  said  company  may  erect  a  gate  near  to  the

§  1.  That  the  Graves  county  court  at  the  April  term, 
1860,  be,  and  are  hereby,  directed  to  appoint  three  com- 
missioners, whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  lay  off  an  addi-

tional election  precinct  in  said  county ;  and  said  commis- 
sioners shall  fix  the  place  of  voting  therein  at  Dukedom, 
and  shall  report  the  same,  together  with  the  boundaries  of 
said  district,  for  record  to  the  county  court  of  said  county, 
at  or  before  its  July  term  in  the  year  1860. 

§  2.  That  the  qualified  voters  in  said  district  6hall,  at  the 
first  general  election  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  proceed 
to  elect  two  justices  of  the  peace  and  one  constable,  to 
serve  until  their  successors  shall  be  elected  and  qualified 
after  the  May  election,  1863  :  Provided^  hotvevevy  That  should 
there  be  one  or  more  justices  in  the  district  hereby  created, 
and  one  or  more  constables,  their  offices  shall  not  be ' 
vacated  by  the  establishment  of  this  district,  but  they  shall 
hold  their  offices  in  like  manner  as  though  this  district  had 
not  been  created;  and  the  voters  therein  shall  only  have 
power  to  fill  any  vacancy  as  to  justice  or  constable  to 
which  said  district  would  be  entitled;  and  the  Graves 
county  court  shall  fill  any  such  vacancy  in  any  other  dis- 
trict, for  the  time  being,  which  may  occur  from  the  crea- 
tion of  this. 

§  3.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  State 
to  furnish  to  said  two  justices  of  the  peace  to  be  elect- 
ed, such  law  books  as  other  justices  of  the  peace  are  by 
law  entitled  to  have,  to  be  furnished  in  the  same  manner 
as  other  justices  are  supplied  with  books.

AN  ACT  to  lay  off  Adair  county  into  Magistrates'  and  Election  Districts. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commontjoealtk 
'  qf  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  county  of  Adair  shall  be  laid  off  into  six 
districts  for  the  election  of  justices  of  the  peace  atnd  con- 
stables for  said  county,  agreeably  to  the  constitution,  which 
districts  shall  also  be  election  precincts.  Sam'l  B.  Field, 
,  Joshua  A.  Hatcher,  C.  T.  Dillingham,  Prank  Webb,  Milton 
Harvey,  John  B.  Yates,  William  L.  Walker,  Wm.  E.  Rus- 
sell, and  James  Garnett,  be,  and  they  are  appointed  com- 
missioners, who,  or  a  majority  of  whom,  after  taking  an 
oath  faithfully  and  impartially  to  discharge  their  duty,  shall 
lay  off  said  districts  and  designate  the  place  of  voting  in 
each :  Provided,  That  the  voting  place  of  the  precinct  in 
which  Columbia  is  situated  shall  be  at  the  court-house 
in  said  town. 

§  2.  Said  commissioners  shall  meet  at  the  court-house,  in 
the  town  of  Columbia,  on  the  first  Monday  in  March  next, 
or  as  soon  thereafter  as  may  be,  and  proceed  to  discharge 
the  duties  imposed  on  them  by  this  act ;  they  may  adjourn 
from  time  to  time,  and  from  place  to  place,  until  the  duties 
herein  required  shall  be  performed;  they  shall  make  out 
two  copies  of  the  boundaries  of  said  districts  and  the  places 
of  voting  therein,  one  of  which  shall  be  lodged  with  the  clerk 
of  the  Adair  county  court,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  record 
the  same  in  his  office,  and  file  and  keep  the  original ;  the 
other  copy  made  out  by  said  commissioners  shall  be  by  them 
forthwith  transmitted  to  the  Seciretary  of  State,  who  shall 
file  and  carefully  preserve  the  same  in  his  office.  Said 
commissioners  shall  perform  the  duties  herein  required  of 
them,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  May,  1860,  and  shall  be 
allowed  a  reasonable  sum  for  their  services,  by  the  Adair 
county  court,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  county  levy. 

§  3.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  county  judge  of  Adair 
county  to  change  or  alter  the  boundaries  of  said  districts, 
nor  to  change  the  places  of  voting  therein ;  and  all  laws  em- 
powering said  judge  to  change  or  alter  the  magistrates' 
and  election  precincts  in  Adair  county,  are  hereby  repealed. 

§  4.  It  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  qualified  voters, 
embraced  in  the  district  in  Adair  county  adjoining  the 
Metcalfe  county  line,  at  the  August  election,  1660,  to  elect 
two  justices  of  the  peace  for  said  district,  who,  after  being 
sworn,  shall  enter  upon  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  and 
hold  their  offices  until  the  next  regular  election  of  justices 
of  the  peace  in  this  Commonwealth. 

§  5.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

^  1.  That  Gilbert  Gordon,  William  Fulton,  and  Williarti 
Lindsay,  and  their  successors  and  associates,  be,  and  they 
are  hereby,  created  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  biy  the 
name  and  style  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Associate  Reformed 
Congregation  of  Louisville,  organized  according  to  the  con- 
stitution of  the  Associate  Reformed  Church,  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Associate  Reformed  Presbytery  of  Ken- 
tucky of  the  Associate  Reformed  Synod  of  the  South,  and 
holding  to  the  constitution  and  standards  of  said  Associate 
Reformed  Church;  and  they,. with  their  successors,  shall 
have  perpetual  succession,  and  by  that  name  are  made 
capable  in  law  as  natural  persons  to  sue  and  be  sued, 
plead  and  be  impleaded,  contract  and  be  contracted  with, 
answer  and  be  answered,  in  any  court  of  law  or  equity  in

the  northeast  corner  of  Seventh  and  Chestnut  streets,  and 
extending  back  same  width,  northwardly,  one  hundred  and 
forty  feet,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  declared  vested  in 
the  corporation  hereby  created,  to  be  held  and  managed

CHAPTER  361. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  an  act  to  incorporate  the  Paris,  Winchester,  and  Kentackj 
River  Turnpike  Road  Company »  approved  February  25,  ld4b. 

Whereas,  It  has  been  represented  to  the  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky,  and  satisfactorily 
appears,  that  the  body  corporate,  incorporated  by  the  act 
to  which  this  is  an  amendment,  has  constructed  its  turnpike 
road  from  the  town  of  Paris  to.  the  town  of  Winchester, 
and  has  abandoned  the  design  of  extending  it  to  the  Ken- 
tucky river,  and  that  another  company,  incorporated  by  the 
legislature  of  this  State,  was  authorized  to,  and  in  virtue  of 
said  act  of  incorporation,  have  constructed  a  turnpike  road 
from  Winchester  to  the  Kentucky  river ;  and  whereas,  the 
corporate  name  of  said  corporation  does  not  accurately 
designate  its  termini ;  therefore.

§  4.  They  may  hold  estate,  real,  personal,  or  mixed,  law- 
fully obtained,  whether  by  purchase  or  otherwise,  not 
exceeding  in  value  ten  thousand  dollars;  and  may  have 
power  at  any  time  to  sell  and  dispose  of  the  same  or  its 
proceeds,  as  they  may  think  best  and  proper ;  and  in  order 
to  govern  their  members,  to  regulate  their  proceedings, 
receipts  of  money,  expenditures,  and  outlays,  they  may 
make  a  code  of  by-laws :  Provided,  The  same  be  not  incon- 
sistent with  the  provisions  of  this  charter,  nor  in  conflict 
with  the  laws  in  force  in  this  State. 

§  5.  The  Legi^slature  reserves  the  right  to  alter,  amend, 
or  abolish  this  charter.

§  2.  The  qualified  voters  of  the  town  of  Moscow  may, 
on  the  first  Saturday  in  May  next,  and  on  the  same  day  in 
each  successive  year  thereafter,  hold  an  election  in  said 
town  for  the  election  of  persons  to  discharge  the  duties  of 
the  offices  created  by  the  charter  of  the  town  of  Moscow.

Hall,  as  president,  Thornton  Meri- 
wether, Walker  Daniel,  James  A.  McGaughey,  John  C, 
Brown,  John  B.  Offutt,  and  A.  M.  Snooks^  as  directors,  be  a 
body  politic  and  corporate,  known  by  the  name  and  style 
of  the  "  Mulberry  Turnpike  Road  Company,"  and  may  sue 
and  be  sued,  purchase,  hold,  and  dispose  of  property,  pass 
by-laM's  for  their  government;  they  shall  hold  their  officer 
for  one  year  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  or  until  their 
successors  ^hall  be  elected  and  qualified.

.    occur  in  their  body  by  death,  resignation,  or  removal.     The 
term  for  which  the  filrst  board  of  trustees  shall  serve,  shall 
be  designated  and  limited  by  those  who  appoint  them  as 
above.     After  the  first  board  of  trustees  have  been  ap- 
pointed as  above,  and  have  qualified,  they  and  their  sue- 
General  pro-  ^^sors  in  office  shall  exercise  all  the  corporate  powers  of 
TiiioDs.  the  corporation.     The  seven  trustees  shall  afterwards  be 

elected  by  a  majority  of  the  shareholders  who  may  vote  at 
such  election,  once  in  every  five  years,  due  notice  of  the 
time  and  place  of  voting  being  first  given  at  the  court-house 
door  and  at  the  several  churches  in  Williamstown,  by  notice 
in  writing,  stuck  up  at  the  places  aforesaid ;  and  the  elation 
aforesaid  shall  be  conducted  by  two  judges  and  clerk,  to  be 
appointed  by  the  board  of  trustees  then  in  office.  The 
trustees  thus  elected  shall  remain  in  office  for  the  term  of 
five  years,  and  until  their  successors  are  qualified.  If  any- 
thing should  prevent  an  election  within  the  prescribed 
time,  a  majority  of  the  trustees  in  office  shall  have  the 
power,  and  it  shall  be  their  duty,  to  call  a  meeting  for,  and 
cause  an  election  of  their  successors,  as  soon  afterwards  aa 
convenient.  The  trustees  shall,  at  all  times,  have  the  power 
to  fill  any  vacancy  that  may  occur  in  the  board  by  death, 
resignation,  or  removal.  Death,  removal  from  Grant  county, 
or  resignation,  shall  vacate  the  seat  of  a  trustee.  Four 
trustees  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of 
business.  Each  person  owning  burial  lots  to  the  value  of 
ten  dollars,  shall  be  regarded  as  holding  a  share,  and  each 
share  shall  entitle  the  holder  thereof  to  one  vote  for  trus- 
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tees ;  but  ho  one  person  or  body  corporate  shall  be  entitled 
to  cast  more  than  ten  votes.  When  a  share  is  vested  in 
several  persons,  a  majority  6f  those  present  at  the  time  of 
voting,  in  whom  the  legal  title  is  to  such  share,  shall  be  en- 
titled to  cast  such  vote  or  votes ;  the  trustees  shall  appoint  a 
clerk,  they  shall  keep  a  regular  record  of  their  proceedings, 
they  shall  keep  a  regular  record  of  all  sales,  transfers,  and 
disbursements,  and  shall  always  preserve  an  accurate  map 
and  survey  of  the  grounds  and  lots,  and  have  said  map  of 
their  grounds  recorded  in  the  clerk's  office  of  the  Grant 
county  court.  The  books  of  said  corporation  shall,  at  all 
limes,  be  subject  to  inspection  by  any  member  of  said  com- 
pany, or  any  one  interested  therein.  Each  trustee  shall, 
before  he  enters  upon  the  duty  of  his  office,  take  an  oath 
or  affirmation  befoi^e  some  officer,  competent  to  administer 
the  same,  that  he  will  faithfully  and  impartially  discharge 
the  duties  of  trustee,  according  to  the  best  of  his  abilities, 
and  will  not  be  influenced  in  his  conduct  as  trustee  by  any 
sectarian  or  political  partialities. 

§  3.  That  whenever  any  person  shall  hereafter  purchase 
any  burial  ground  from  said  company,  or  shall  contribute 
thereto  the  sum  of  ten  dollars,  he,  she,  or  they  so  contribut- 
ing the  amount  aforesaid,  or  purchasing  ground  of  the  value 
aforesaid,  shall  be  considered  a  member  of  said  corpora- 
tion ;  and  for  each  ten  dollars'  worth  of  ground  so  pur- 
chased, or  for  each  ten  dollars  so  contributed  as  aforesaid, 
there  ^all  be  allowed  in  the  selection  of  trustees  as  afore- 
said one  vote. 

§  4.  That  those  who  have  heretofore  purchased  grounds 
from  said  company,  or  contributed  money  thereto,  for  each 
ten  dollars  so  contributed  or  invested  as  aforesaid,  there 
shall  be  allowed  one  vote :  Provided^  No  corporation  nor 
any  member  shall  be  entitled  to  more  than  ten  votes  at  any 
one  time  in  the  selection  of  trustees. 

§  5.  That  all  the  resolutions  and  measures  heretofore 
adopted  by  the  members  of  this  corporation,  whilst  known 
as  the  Williamstown  cemetery  association,  not  inconsist- 
ent herewith,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  ratified  and 
confirmed,  and  shall  be  held  valid  until  the  said  resolutions 
and  measures  are  repealed  or  modified  by  said  corporation. 

§  6.  That  the  said  corporation  shall  have  the  power  to 
collect,  by  suit  or  otherwise,  any  money  heretofore  sub- 
scribed to  said  association,  which  remains  unpaid. 

§  7.  That  as  soon  as  the  trustees  are  appointed  and 
qualified,  they  shall  haVe  power  to  lay  out  and  ornament 
&e  e»aid  grounds,  and  from  time  to  time  alter,  repair,  and 
add  such  buildings  and  fixtures  as  may  be  necessary  for  the 
use  or  ornament  of  the  cemetery  grounds.  That  in  case 
the  owners  of  lots  fail  to  ornament  the  same  when  re- 
quired by  the  trustees^  they,  the  said  trustees,  shall  haye 
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1860.       the  power  to  ornament  the  seune,  and  compel  the  owner  or 

— owners  of  any  such  Ibt  to  defray  the  expense   thereof; 

that  the  said  trustees,  for  the  purposes  of  ornamenting  the 
streets  ai^d  alleys  of  said  ceinetery,  and  for  the  purpose  of 
defraying  the  incidental  expense  of  the  corporation,  shall 
«,pply  thip  funds  belonging  to  the  same ;  they  shall  have 
tlje  power  to  lay  off,  sell,  and  convey  burial  Ibts,  either  at 
public  or  private  sale,  at  such  prices  as  they  may  deem  the 
most  advisable ;  they  shall  have  the  power  to  make,  from 
time  to  time,  by-laws  for  the  control,  management,  and 
care  of  the  cemetery  grounds  and  graves,  and  the  mode  of 
ornamenting  the  same,  and  regulate  the  mode  in  which 
bodies  shall  be  interred,  and  make  such  other  by-laws  as 
shall  be  necessary  for  the  purposes  of  the  corporation; 
they  shall  have  full  power  to  enter  upon  and  remove  any 
ornaments,  fixtures,  or  shrubbery  that  may  be  placed  on  or 
around  the  graves,  against  the  by-laws  or  regulations  of 
the  corporation;  they  shall  have,  power  to  require  the 
owners  of  lots  in  said  cemetery  to  ornament  the  same ; 
they  shall  haye  power,  from  time  to  time,  to  appoint  such 
superintendent  or  other  officers  as  they  may  think  neces- 
sary, and  take  from  them  such  bond  or  bonds  as  may  be 
required.  That  each  person  who  has  contributed  to  the 
original  outlay  and  purchase  and  improvement  of  the 
grounds,  shall  be  permitted  to  select  burial  grounds  in  said 
cemetery,  equal  in  value  to  the  amount  so  contributed  by 
him,  at  the  price  now  or  that  may  hereafter  be  fixed  by 
the  by-laws  and  resolutions  of  said  corporation,  which 
shall,  when  so  selected,  be  conveyed  by  the  corporation  to 
him  as  hereinafter  prescribed ;  that  after  those  who  have 
contributed  to  the  original,  outlay  and  purchase  of  said 
grounds  have  selected,  or  have  had  an  opportunity  of  se- 
lecting grounds  equal  in  value  to  the  amount  contributed, 
as  is  or  may  hereafter  be  prescribed  by  the  by-laws  and 
resolutions  of  said  corporation,  then  the  proceeds  of  the 
sales  of  lots,  and  all  money  which  may  come  to  the  cor- 
poration from  any  other  source,  shall ^  in  all  time  to  come, 
be  applied  to  ornament  and  iniprove  the  grounds  and  de- 
fray incidental  expenses.  . 

§  8.  When  any  burial  lot  is  purchased  or  selected  aa 
idS^t??**?iT^  aforesaid,  the  trustees  shall  give  a  certificate  thereof  under 
odrtificate.  the  seal  of  the  corporation,  which  shall  vest  the  person 
thus  selecting  or  purchasing  with  the  legal  title ;  this  title 
may  be  transferred  according  to  such  rules  and  regulations 
as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  by-laws  of  the  corporation, 
but  in  no  other  manner ;  if  not  transferred  by  the  grantee, 
it  shall  descend  of  pass  by  devise  as  other  real  estate ;  such 
lots  shall  never  be  used  for  any  other  purpose  than  burial 
lots,  and  if  applied  to  any  other  Use,  the  title  shall  revert 
to  the  corporation. 
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^  0.  That  if  any  person  shall,  ^ithont  lawful  authority,       I860, 
violate  any  grave  or  graves  of  the  dead,  or  deface  any 


of  the  tombstones,  monuments,  or  inclosures,  shrubbery,  Tioiat'KffrarMl^ 
fixtures,  or  building,  or  in  any  manner  damage  the  fencing 
or  grounds  of  the  corporation^  such  person  or  persons  so 
ofiending  shall  be  liable  to  an  indictment  by  the  grand  jury 
for  a  misdemeanor,  and  punished  with  such  fine  as  a  jury, 
in  their  discretion,  may  determine;  and  the  person  thus 
ofiending  shall  also  be  liable  to  the  corporation,  or  any  per- 
son injured,  in  an  action  for  damages,  which,  when  recover- 
ed, shall  be  applied  by  the  corporation  to  restore,  as  far  as 
possible,  any  injury  that  has  been  done. 

§  10.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  per-  .  Kotto  Mtch 
sons  to  hitch  any  horse  or  other  animal  to  the  fencing  or  ing,  *o.  ^^^ 
any  part  thereof  inclosing  said  cemetery  grounds.  That 
should  any  person  violate  this  section,  for  the  first  ofiTense 
he  shall  be  fined  the  sum  of  one  dollar,  and  for  the  second 
and  each  succeeding  offense  five  dollars,  to  be  recovered 
before  any  Justice  of  the  peace  in  the  name  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky,  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  said 
corporation,  the  proceeds  of  which  shall  be  applied  to  the 
use  of  said  corporation. 

$11.  No  one  but  a  member  of  this  corporation  shall  be 
eligible  to  the  office  of  trustee  of  the  same. 

§  12.  This  act  shall  take  efiect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  S72. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  town  of  Hodgenville. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Gene7xd  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealtli 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1 . .  That  the  town  of  Hodgenville,  situated  in  the  county      Town  ineor- 
of  Larue,  as  now  established  by  law,  within  the  boundaries  p**'**^*    -.* 
defined  in  the  plats  of  said  town,  and  such  additions  as  may 
be  hereafter  made  to  said  town,  shall  be,  and  is  hereby,  ^ 
declared  to  be  the  town  of  Hodgenville. 

^  2.  That  the  fiscal,  prudential,  and  municipal  concerns  I^iaeai  oonceros 
of  said  town,  with  the  government  thereof,  shall  be  vested  vested ''in  th« 
in  a  principal  ofiicer,  to  be  styled  the  chairman  of  the  board  boaJJTof  twla- 
of  trustees,  and  four  trustees,  who  shall  be  elected  on  the  ^^^ 
first  Saturday  .in  April  in  each  year,  in  the  manner  herein- 
after prescribed,  an^  sfa^all  hold  their  offices  until  their  suc- 
cessors shall  have  been  duly  elected  and  qualified,  all  of 
whom  shall  be  freeholders,  and  shall  have  resided  in  said 
town  one  year  next  preceding  their  election. 

§  3.  That  on  the  first  Satqrday  in  each  year  there  shall  tJbifhidf*'**''

§  4.  The  chairman,  trustees,  marshal,  and  all  officers  ap-

their  respective  offices,  shall  take  an  oath  to  faithfully  dis- 
charge their  respective  duties.  The  chairman  shall  be  sworn

•  oath  to  the  trustees,  and  to  all  officers  appointed  by  the 
board. 

§  5.  The  chairman  and  trustees  shall  be  a  body  politic 

A  body  politic  and  corporate,  and  shall  be  known  by  the  name  and  style 

poweiS?^^^'*     of  the  chairman  and  boai'd  of  trustees  of  the  town  of 

Hodgenville ;  and  in  that  name  may  sue  and  be  sued  in 
the  courts  of  this  Commonwealth,  contract  and  be  contract- 
ed with,  use  a  common  seal,  and  do  all  other  acts  which  such 
a  body  politic  and  corporate,  having  perpetual  succession, 
may  do  rightfully  and  lawfully. 

§  6.  The  chairman,  trustees,  marshal,  and  all  officers 
offlctrt  to  re-  appointed  by  the  board,  shall  reside  and  keep  their  offices 
within  the  limits  of  said  town.  Three  months  absence  from 
the  town  of  the  chairman,  trustees,  marshal,  or  any  officer 
of  said  town,  shall  vacate  their  said  office,  if  so  declared 
by  unanimous  vote  of  the  trastees.

he  shall  countersign  all  orders  of  the  board  signed  by  the 
clerk ;  he  shall  report  all  improper  conduct  of  the  officers 
appointed  by  the  board  to  the  board  in  session,  who  shall 
have  the  power  to  remove  them  by  a  resolution  entered 
upon  the  journals,  two  thirds  of  the  board  concurring 
therein  ;  he  shall  have  the  care  and  superintendence  of  the 
public  property  of  said  town,  and  shall  perform  such  other 
duties  as  the  board  may  think  proper  to  impose  on  him  ;  as

§  8.  The  regular  meetings  of  the  board  shall  be  held  on

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ordinance.    A  majority^of  the  trustees  shall  be  capable  of      18&0. 
doing  business  in  session.     The  board  shaH  have  the  power 
to  enforce  the  by-laWs,  and  inflict  such  penalties  as  they . 
may  deem  proper^  for  the  non-attendance  of  the  chairman, 
trustees,  and  other  officers  elected  or  appointed  by  the  board. 

^  9.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  appoint  a  clerk,  whose  Clerk  to  b«ap- 
duty  it  shall  be  to  preserve  the  books,  papers,  records,  and  Sities!  ""  ** 
all  property  belonging  to  his  office,  and  deliver  the  same  to 
his  successor  in  office  on  application  being  made  therefor; 
he  shall  keep  a  regular  journal  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
board,  and  a  correct  account  of  the  fiscal  concerns  thereof; 
he  shall  record  all  the  acts,  ordinances,  resolutions,  and 
orders  of  the  board ;  he  shall  take  and  attest  all  bonds  and 
agreements  between  the  board  and  all  persons;  he  shall 
iiirnish  attested  copies  of  all  acts,  ordinances,  resolutions,

In  all  cases  of  the  pay- 
ment of  money  by  the  trustees  in  satisfaction  of  claims  on 
the  treasury,  it  shall  be  upon  an  order  drawn  by  the  clerk 
and  countersigned  by  the  chairman  for  the  amount  appear** 
ing  to  be  due  the  claimant;  such  order  in  the  hands  of  the 
treasurer,  receipted,  shall  be  evidence  of  its  payment.  Like 
bond  shall  be  required  of  the  treasurer,  and  like  remedies 
are  hereby  given,  as  in  the  case  of  the  collections  of  taxes. 

$11.  The  board  shall  annually  appoint  one  town  assess- 
or, who  shall  take  in  a  list  of  all  taxable  inhabitants  and 
owners  of  property  in  said  town  separately,  and  to  fix 
against  each  the  real  estate  in  said  town  owned  by  him, 
her,  or  them,  with  the  value  thereof,  an  the  tenth  day  of 
January  in  that  year  in  v^hich  the  list  is  taken,  and  also,  a 
true  and  just  value  of  such  other  estate  of  each  of  said 
inhabitants  or  owners,  whether  in  slaves,  goods,  stocks,  or 
other  property,  owned,  held,  possessed,  used,  or  employed 
by  him,  her,  or  them  in  said  town,  on  said  10th  day  of  Jan- 
uary, as  may  be  designated  for  taxation  by  said  board ; 
which  list  shall  be  made  on  the  oath  of  the  party,  or  if  the 
party  refuse  to  give  in  a  list,  and  swear  to  it,  or  fails  to  do 
so  from  any  cause,  the  list  shall  be  made  from  the  best  mtottd'^^

to  Include  all  free  males  over  the  age  of  twenty-one  years, 

and  all  slaves  held  on  hire,  with  the  value  of  each ;  all 
taverns^  groceries,  confectioneries,  hacks,  carriages,  and 
wagons  plying  in  said  town  for  hire,  if  required  by  the

§  13.  That  all  laws  heretofore  requiring  that  the  marshal

pJwSuS^^Ue!  bereby  repealed,  and  that  the  chairman  and  board  of  trus- 
tees shall  annually  appoint  a  marshal,  (and  fill  the  vacancy, 
should  any  occur,)  who  shall  be  duly  qualified,  and  give 
bond  and  security,  executed  and  made  payable  to  the  chair- 
man and  board  of  trustees  in  an  adequate  penalty,  for  the 
faithful  discharge  of  his  duties ;  and  he  shall  have  all  the 
power  the  present  law  gives  him  to  collect  town  taxes,  exe- 
cutions, selling  property,  &c.;  ^nd  for  his  failure  to  collect

§  14.  The  board  of  trustees  may  receive  conveyances,  or  How  streets* 
the  consent  in  writing,  of  proprietors  of  lots  of  land  within  Spened."^*' 
the  town,  for  the  purpose  of  locating  new  streets  or  alleys, 
or  extending  any  of  the  streets  or  alleys  to  the  limits  there- 
of; and  on  receiving  the  same,  may  direct  such  streets  or 
alleys  to  be  extended  or  opened ;  and  when  they  shall  deem 
it  proper  to  have  any  new  street  or  alley  opened,  or  any  of

CHAPTER  373. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  Princeton  College. 

•  Whereas,  It  is  represented  to  the  General  Assembly  that 
A  large  and  suitable  building  is  now  in  process  of  erection 
for  college  purposes,  acyoining  the  town  of  Princeton,  in 
Caldwell  county;  and  that  the  funds  for  the  erection  of  the 
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same  have  already  been  raised  by  the  munificence  of  the 
citizens  of  Princeton  and  others ;  and  whereas,  it  is  be- 
lieved that  the  location  is  healthy,  and  is  favorable  for  such 
an  institution,  and  that  the  educational  interests  of  the 
public  will  be  greatly  promoted  by  the  establishment  and 
endowment  of  such  an  institution  in  the  southern  part  of 
the  State ;  thereibre, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Qeneral  Assembly  of  the  CcmmorkDeaJtth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  an  institution  of  learning  be,  and  the  same  is 
hereby,  established  and  incorporated,  adjoining  the  town 
of  Princetdn,  in  Caldwell  county,  on  the  land  donated  to 
Princeton  college  association  by  Doctor  T.  L.  McNary, 
containing  six  acres  of  ground,  on  which  said  edifice  is 
now  being  erected,  to  be  known  and  designated  as  Prince- 
ton College ;  and  that  the  following  named  gentlemen  afe 
hereby  appointed  trustees  of  the  same,  to-wit :  Dr.  P.  B. 
McGoodwin,  Dr.  T.  L.  McNary,  W.  D.  Tinsley,  W.  H. 
Miller,  L.  B.  Overby,  W.  H.  Edmdnds,  Rev.  J.  Hawthorn, 
Dr.  J.  A.  Carr,  and  R.  B.  Ratliff,  who  shall  hold  their 
offices  until  the  last  Thursday  in  January,  1861',  and  until 
their  successors  are  duly  elected  and  qualified;  that  the 
board  of  trustees  shall  consist  of  a  president  and  eight 
additional  members;  the  president  to  be  chosen  by  the 
board  after  they  are  duly  qualified.  That  the  trustees,  be- 
fore entering  on.  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  shall  sever- 
ally take  an  oath  before  some  officer  authorized  by  law  to 
administer  oaths,  faithfully  to  discharge  their  duties  during 
the  time  of  their  continuance  in  office,  a  certificate  of 
which  shall  be  filed  and  recorded  by  the  secretary  of  the 
board  in  a  book  to  be  kept  by  the  board,  and  in  which 
shall  also  be  recorded  their  official  proceedings. 

§  2.  That  said  trustees  and  their  successors  in  office  be, 
and  they  are  herebj^,  incorporated  a  body  politic  and  cor- 
porate, by  the  name  and  style  of  the  trustees  of  Princeton 
College,  and  as  such  to  have  perpetual  succession,  and  by 
that  name  are  made  capable  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and 
be  impleaded,  in  all  courts  of  law  and  equity ;  and  to  hold, 
enjoy,  and  possess  all  moneys,  property,  or  choses  in  action, 
which  may  in  anywise  belong  to  said  college ;  and  they 
Kte  hereby  made  able  to  receive  and  hold  for  the  benefit 
of  said  college  all  lands,  tenements,  moneys,  choses  in 
action^  or  other  thing,  by  conveyances,  or  other  trans- 
fers, which  may  in  any  wise  belohg  or  fall  to  said  institu- 
tution,  including  all  endowments  that  may,  from  time  to 
time,  be  made  to  the  same. 

§  3.  In  the  event  of  the  death  of  any  of  the  trustees 
hereinbefore  appointed,  or  their  refusal  to  act,  or  in  the 
event  of  resignation  of  any  one  or  more  of  them,  the 
remailiing  members  of  the  board  are  authorized  to  fill

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I860.      vacancies  which  may,  from  time  to  time,  occm*,  who  shall 

■ continue  in  office  until  the  next  regular  election,  and  until 

their  successors  are  duly  elected  and  qualified. 
§  4.  The  board  shall,  at  their  first  meeting,  elect  a  presi- 
When  offlwrt  dent,  secretary,  and  treasurer.     The  treasurer  shall,  before 
toffivebond.'^  he  enters  on  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  execute  a  bond 

payable  to  the  board  with  good  security,  in  such  penalty  as 
'the  board  may  determine,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  dis- 
charge of  his  duties  as  such  treasurer,  which  bond  shall  be 
filed  with  the  papers,  and  be  recorded  by  the  secretary ; 
that  said  bond  may  be  put  in  suit  at  any  time  the  same 
may  be  viols^ted.     It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  to 
keep  safely  all  funds  and  means  belonging  to  the  institu- 
tion, under  the  orders  and  directions  of  the  board ;  and  he 
shall  not  be  authorized  to  pay  out  or  appropriate  any  of 
the  funds  which  may  come  to  his  hands,  except  by  order  of 
TrustMstaaiH  the  board.

means  and  the  exigencies  of  the  institution  may,  in  their 
judgment,  require. 

§  5.  There  shall  be  an  election  held  on  the  last  Thursday 
h«JrinJ»v^*  ^^  January,  18^1,  to  fill  the  vacancies  which  will  then 
1861,  to  fill  ya-  occur ;  and  the  stockholders  of  the  Princeton  college  asso- 
oancies.  ciation  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  for  every  fifty  dollars 

of  stock  subscribed  and  paid  in  by  him  or  her ;  and  the  nine 
persons  having  the  highest  number  of  votes  shall  be  the 
trustees  for  the  term  of  two  years  from  the  time  of  their 
election,  and  until  their  successors  are  duly  elected  and 
qualified.  An  election  shall  be  so  held  on  the  last  Thurs- 
day in  January  in  every  two  years  for  the  purpose  of 
electing  said  trustees,  and  the  stockholders  shall  be  the 
electors  in  the  manner  above  specified ;  the  vote  shall  be 
mva  vocCf  and  may  be  in  person  or  by  written  proxy. 
Should  there  be  a  failure  from  any  cause  on  the  days  above 
specified,  the  election  may  be  held  at  any  time  thereafter 
within  two  months  from  the  time  fixed  in  this  charter,  by 
the  board  in  office  giving  ten  days'  notice  of  the  time  and 
place  of  said  election ;  any  two  of  the  members  of  the 
board  in  office,  together  with  the  secretary,  shall  super- 
intend and  be  the  judges  of  the  election.  The  election 
shall  be  held  at  the  court-house,  in  the  town  of  Princeton ; 
and  the  secretary  of  the  board,  after  the  first  election,  shall 
give  ten  days'  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  election^ 
by  public  advertisement  posted  on  the  court-bouse  door 
and  two  or  more  other  public  places.  A  mc^ority  of  the 
board  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business. 

§  6.  The  trustees  shall  have  power  to  have  and  use  a 
Pawenoftroi-  common  seal  of  office,  with  such  devices  aa  they  may 
^^'  choose  to  adopt,  and  which  they  may  break  or  alter  at 
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pleasure ;  they  shall  have  power  to  pass  such  by-laws  and 
ordinances  as  they  shall  deem  best  calculated  to  promote 
the  interest  of  the  institution,  not  inconsistent  with  the 
laws  and  constitution  of  this  State  or  of  the  United  States. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  trustees  to  hold  annual  meet- 
ings and  sttch  other  meetings,  at  such  times  as  they,  by 
iheir  ordlnanees,  may  determine  on. 

^  7.  The  trustees  and  their  successors  in  office,  together 
with  the  faculty,  shall  have  power  to  hold  annual  com- 
mencements and  public  examinations ;  and  shall  also  have 
power  to  confer  such  honorary  degrees  and  diplomas  as  is 
usual  in  other  colleges  and  universities  in  the  United  States ; 
and  they  shall  have  all  the  powers,  privileges^  and  immuni- 
ties, and  be  subject  to  all  the  pains,  penalties,  and  liabilities 
of  similar  institutions  in  the  State  of  Kentucky.  Said  trus- 
tees shall  have  full  power  to  raise  an  endowment  by  sub- 
scription, donation,  or  by  the  receipt  of  legacies,  and  in  such 
modes  as  is  usual  in  such  institutions,  and  to  do  and  per*- 
fdrm  all  other  things  necessary  for  the  advancement  of  saM 
institution,  not  inoouMstent  with  the  laws  of  this  Com- 
monwealth. 

§  8.  Any  orthodox  denomination  of  Christianfl  may  en^^ 
dow  a  professorship  in  the  literary  department  of  said 
college,  by  subscribing  and  paying  into  the  treasury  of  the 
board  a  sum  not  less  than  fifteen  thousand  dollars,  the 
interest  of  which  sum  shall  alone  be  appropriated  to  the 
benefit  of  such  professor;  and  any  such  denomination 
having  paid  in  said  sum,  shall  have  the  right  to  nominate 
a  professor,  and  the  board,  if  satisfied  with  the  qualifica- 
tions of  such  person,  shall  appoint  him  as  such ;  and  the 
board  shall  at  all  times  be  governed  in  their  appointment 
of  such  professor  by  the-  advice  of  the  said  denomination 
legally  expressed ;  but  the  board  are  to  be  the  judges  of  the 
fitness  of  such  applicant;  should  such  denomination  fail 
to  recommend  any  such  suitable  person,  then  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  board  to  appoint  said  professor. 

4  9.  The  .board  of  trustees,  after  beixkg  qualified,  shall 
safely  keep  and  preserve  all  the  papers  of  the  association 
as  heretofore  adopted  and  agreed  upon;  and  shall  carry 
out  and  perform  all  the  undertakings  and  agreements  here* 
tofore  made  in  the  original  articles  of  association.

§  1.  That  a  company  is  hereby  formed,  tinder  the  name 

i«ame4  8tyie.  and  style  of  thie  "Concord  and  Tollsboro  Turnpike  Road 

Company,"  for  the  purpose  of  cbnertructing  an  artificial 

road  from  the  town  of  Concord,  in  Lewis  county,  to  the 

town  of  Tollsboro,  in  said  county. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  twelve 
thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars 
each ;  and  if  it  be  ascertained  that  the  amount  of  capital 
stock  is  not  sufficient  to  accomplish  the  object  of  this  act, 
then  the  president  and  directors  may  increase  it  to  such 
amount  as  they  may  deem  necessary,  and  open  subscrip- 
tion therefor  in  such  way  as  they  deem  proper. 

§  3.  Books  for  the  subscription  of  stock  shall  be  opened 
on  the  first  Monday  in  April,  1860,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as 
may  be  convenient;  ten  days'  notice  being  given  by  any 
three  of  the  company  in  the  town  of  Tollsboro,  under  the 
direction  of  Daniel  Halbert,  Alexander  Rummans,  Thomas 
Henderson,  A.  J.  Hendrickson,  Abram  Carr,  A.  H.  Pettitt; 
and  in  the  town  of  Concord,  under  the  direction  of  M.  H.

spring  of  David  Spivey,  on  a  branch  of  Sturgeon  creek.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  William  Stratker,  William  Gildehaus,  Fred- 
erick Brinkman^  Frederick  Bradenberg,  Frederick  Teecka, 
and  Henry  Winsell,  or  any  five  of  them,  and  their  success* 
ors  in  office,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created  a  body 
politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  aforesaid; 
and  by  that  name  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and 
be  in  law  capable  of  suing  and  being  sued,  pleading 
and  being  impleaded,  and  may  purchase  and  hold  real 
estate  upon  which  to  erect  buildings  suitable  for  the  ob« 
jects  of  this  association.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  town  of  Orangeburg,  in  Mason  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  town  of  Orangeburg,  in  Mason  county,  is 
hereby  incorporated,  the  boundaries  of  which  shall  be  the 
same  as  the  original  plat  of  said  town. 

5  2.  That  there  shall  be  elected,  by  the  qualified  voters 
of  said  town,  five  trustees,  who  shall,  before  they  enter 
upon  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  take  an  oath  before  some 
justice  of  the  peace  of  said  county,  that  they  will  faithfully 
and  impartially  discharge  the  duties  of  the  office  aforesaid. 
That  said  trustees  and  their  successors  in  office  shall  be  a 
body  politic  and  corporate,  and  shall  be  known  by  the  name 
and  style  of  "  The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the.  town  of  Orange- 
burg;" and  by  that  name  shall  be  capable  of  contracting 
and  being  contracted  with,  of  suing  and  being  sued,  of 
pleading  and  being  impleaded,  answering  and  being  an- 
swered, of  defending  and  being  defended,  in  all  courts  of 
this  Commonwealth,  and  have  and  exercise  all  the  powers, 
rights,  and  privileges  which  incorporated  bodies  may  law- 
fully do,  for  the  purposes  contemplated  by  this  act. 

§  3.  The  trustees  of  said  town  shall  keep  a  journal  of 
their  proceedings,  which  shall  at  all  times  be  open  lo  the 
inspection  of  the  citizens  of  said  town. 

§  4.  The  trustees  may  annually  appoint  one  of  their  own 
body  chairman,  who  shall  preside  at  their  meetings,  and 
also  a  treasurer  of  said  town,  who  shall  be  intrusted  with 
the  custody  and  safe-keeping  of  the  money  and  other  prop- 
erty of  the  corporation,  subject  to  the  order  of  the  trustees. 

§  5.  The  trustees  shall  have  power  and  authority  to  im- 
pose a  tax  upon  auction  sales  of  others  than  residents,  and 
upon  shows  and  exhibitions  of  all  sorts  within  said  town, 
in  any  sum  they  may  deem  proper. 

§  6.  The  trustees  of  said  town  shall  have  the  right  to  tax, 
and  the  exclusive  right  to  license  all  taverns,  groceries, 
victualers,  confectioneries,  retailers  of  spirituous  liquors, 
alleys  for  nine  or  ten-pins,  and  all  other  houses  of  public 
resort  in  said  town,  except  gambling-houses  or  houses  of 
ill-fame,  and  fix  the  tax  for  the  same  in  a  sum  not  exceed- 
ing one  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  and  to  discontinue  any 
of  said  licenses  at  pleasure  :  Provided^  however^  That  the  trus- 
tees shall  pay  to  the  trustee  of  the  jury  fund  for  said  county 
the  sum  of  ten  dollars  for  each  tavern  license  granted  in  said  ' 
town  each  year ;  and  any  law  giving  the  county  court  of  said 
county  authority  to  license  taverns  in  said  town,  is  hereby 
repealed.  When  any  prosecution  is  instituted  and  carried 
on  at  the  instance  of  the  trustees,  the  warrant  shall  state 
that  it  was  issued  at  their  instance,  in  which  case  they 
shall  be  entitled  to  the  fine  or  penalty  recovered ;  but  if  the 
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prosecution  fail,  the  said  traetees  shall  pay  the  costs  oJP  the       1866. 
same.  — 

§  7.  Before  the  treasurer  of  said  town  shall  enter  upon 
the  discharge  of  his  duties,  he  shall  execute  bond  to  the 
trustees  in  their  corporate  name,  with  security,  to  be  ap- 
proved by  the  trustees,  stipulating  for  the  faithful  discharge 
of  the  duties  of  his  office ;  and  for  the  violation  of  wiiich, 
any  person  aggrieved  thereby,  shall  have  a  remedy  by  the 
proper  action  or  proceeding.  All  money  derived  from 
taxes,  licenses,  or  otherwise,  shall  be  expended  for  the  ben- 
efit of  said  town. 

§  8.  None  but  persons  qualified  to  vote  for  State  officers 
shall  be  permitted  to  vote  at  any  election  of  trustees  for 
said  town. 

§  9.  No  person  shall  be  elected  to  the  office  of  trusted  of 
said  town,  who  has  not  been  a  resident  within  the  limits  of 
said  town  for  at  least  six  months  prior  to  the  election. 

§  10.  The  first  election  for  trustees  of  said  town  shall  be 
held  on  the  first  Saturday  in  April,  1860,  and  there  shall 
be  an  election  on  the  first  Saturday  in  April  in  every  year 
thereafter:  Provided^  That  in  case  an  election  should  not 
be  held  at  the  time  herein  provided  for,  the  trustees  then  in 
office  shall  hold  their  office  until  their  successors  are  elect- 
ed and  qualified. 

§  11.  ThatW.  H.  Pollitt,  Henry  Brisfield,  Benjamin  P. 
Anno,  D.  P.  Judd,  and  A.  Caldwell,  are  hereby  appointed 
trustees,  who  shall  hold  their  office  until  their  successors 
are  elected  and  qualified  as  herein  provided. 

§  12.  This  act  to  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

§  1.  That  the  county  court  of  Barren  county  be,  and  is 
hereby,  authorized,  upon  the  application  of  any  person  or 
persons,  to  grant  a  charter  to  create  a  corporation  or  cor-^ 
porations  in  the  county  of  Barren,  to  make  a  turnpike  road 
or  turnpike  roads  in  said  c6unty,  and  to  fixthe  tolls  to  be 
collected,  and  prescribe  their  manner  of  collection,  upon 
said  road  or  roads  when  completed ;  ndthing  shall  be  con- 
tained in  said  charter  or  charters  contrary  to  the  laws  and 
constitution  of  this  State ;  and  when  said  charter  or  char> 
ters  shall  'be  granted  by  said  court,  the  same  shall  be  re- 
corded in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose  by  the  clerk  ^f 
siUd  court. 
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1860.  §  ^*  That  said  company  or  oompanies,  whep  incorporated, 

may,  by  their  president  and  directors,  apply  to  said  county 

court  to  caui^e  to  be  held  in  such  district  or  dit$tricts  in  said 
county  an  election,  at  which  the  legal  voters  in  said  district 
or  districts  shall  vote  for  or  against  such  a  tax  proposition 
as  may  be  asked  for  by  said  president  and  directors,  and 
payable  upon  such  terms  as  they  may  prescribe,  to  aid  in 
the  construction  of  said  turnpikes;  the  same  to  be  collect- 
ed, as  may  be  prescribed  by  said  county  court;  and  the 
election  to  bt;  held  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  may 
be  prescribed  in  the  application  of  said  president  and  di- 
rectors to  said  county  court  to  cause  said  election  or  elec- 
tions to  be  held.  The  Legic^lature  hereby  reserves  to  itself 
the  right  to  amend,  alter,  or  abolish  any  charter  or  char- 
ters which  may  be  granted  as  aforesaid  by  said  county 
court.

§  1.  That  Richard  H.  Collins,  his  associates  and  assigns 
and  their  successors,  are  hereby  incorporated  and  made  a 
body  politic,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Covington  Coal 
Oil  Company.  >vith  perpetual  succession,  power  to  use  a 
common  seal,  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  and  all 
other  powers  granted  to  like  corporations  in  the  State  of 
Kentuck}^  Surh  by-laws,  rules,  and  regulations  for  the 
government  of  the  corporation  as  they  shall  make  shall 
have  the  force  of  legal  enactments,  if  they  do  not  conflict 
with  the  laws  of  the  land. 

§  2.  That  said  company  shall  have  the  right  to  hold, 
by  purchase  or  lease,  lands,  tenements,  coal  and  mining 
rights,  rights  of  way,  real,  mixed,  and  personal  property, 
in  or  out  of  this  State ;  and  the  same  to  improve,  use,  sell, 
lease,  or  otherwise  dispose  of  as  they  may  deem  best;  also, 
to  manufacture,  buy,  sell,  or  deal  in  any  articles  useful  in 
the  prosecution  of  their  business,  or  which  they  may  deem 
desirable. 

§  3.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be 
thirty  thousand  dollars,  with  power  to  increase  the  same  at 
any  time,  by  a  vote  of  the  stockholders,  to  sixty  thousand 
dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each. 
If  any  installments  remain  unpaid  for  one  month  after  due, 
upon  any  shares  of  stock,  said  stock  may  be  declared  for- 
feited after  giving  one  month's  notice  of  such  intention. 
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The  company  shall  have  a  lien  upon  the  stock  and  divi-       1860. 

dends  of  any  stockholder  for  any  debt  or  responaibility  he  "~ 

may  incur  to  said  corporation ;  the  certificates  of  stock  shall 
be  regarded  as  personal  estate. 

§  4.  That  said  company  may  lay  off  one  or  more  towns 
on  any  of  their  lands,  lay  off  the  same  by  streets  and 
alleys,  and.  sell  and  dispose  of  town  lots;  any  town  thus 
laid  off  shall  be  subect  to  the  laws  now  in  force. 

§  5.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  388. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  town  of  Dover,  in  Mason  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commontoealth 
rf  KcfUvcky: 

§  1.  That  hereafter  the  trustees  of  the  town  of  Dover,  in 
Mason  county,  shall  have  the  right  to  tax,  and  the  exclu- 
sive right  to  license  all  taverns,  groceries,  victualers,  con- 
fectioners, retailers  of  e^pirituous  liquors,  nine  and  ten-pirn 
alleys,  and  other  houses  of  public  resort,  for  which  a  license 
is  required  by  law,  and  impose  a  tax  upon  the  same  in  aay 
sum  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  and  to 
discontinue  any  of  said  licenses  at  pleasure :  Provided^  how- 
ever^ That  the  taxes  imposed  by  the  laws  of  this  Gommonr 
W€^alth,t2pon  taverns  and  other  retailers  of  spirituous  liquors, 
shall,  in  all  instances,  be  first  paid  to  the  trustee  of  the  jury 
fund  of  Mason  county;  and  any  law  giving  the  county 
court  of  Mason  county  authority  to  license  taverns  in  said 
town  is  hereby  repealed ;  but  any  license  which  any  tavern- 
keeper  has  heretofore  obtained  shall  be  good  u&til  the  time 
for  which  it  was  obtained  shall  have  expired. 

§  2.  The  trustees  of  said  town  shall  have  power  and  au- 
thority in  their  names  as  such,  to  institute  and  carry  on 
prosecutions  for  violations  of  the  ordinances  of  said  town  ; 
and  the  fines  impot*ed  under  any  prosecution  instituted  by 
the  trustees,  shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  said  town ; 
and  if  the  prosecution  fails,  the  trustees  shall  be  liable  for 
the  costs  of  the  same. 

$  3.  This  aot  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

That  the  place  of  holding  elections  and  voting  in  the 
Hamilton  or  Ninth  district,  in  Boone  county,  be  changed 
and  removed  from  Hamilton  to  the  Big  Bone  Lick,  in  said 
district;  and  that  the  place  of  holding  elections  and  voting 
be  the  frame  store-house  near  said  Big  Bone  Lick,  now  oc- 
cupied by Slater  as  a  store-house.

CHAPTER  390. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  H.  L.  Tye,  H.  S.  T^e,  and  Wm.  B.  White. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  the  further  time  of  two  years  from  and  after 
the  passage  of  this  act,  is  hereby  given  to  Wm.  B.  White, 
H.  L.  Tye,  and  H.  S.  Tye,'late  sheriiTs  of  Whitley  county, 
to  collect  their  unpaid  lists  of  taxes  and  sheriffs'  fees ;  and 
that  they  respectively  have  power  to  collect  the  same  by 
distraint,  either  by  themselves,  their  former  deputies,  or 
other  legally  empowered  officers.

§  7.  The  president  shall  give  notice,  in  such  manner  as 
Fresident  to  he  may  deem  proper,  for  the  amount  of  call  on  each  share 
SJfon*6tock.**  of  Stock,  and  of  the  time  of  payment;  and  if  any  stock* 
holder  shall  neglect  to  pay  his  amount  of  stock  so  called 
for,  for  the  space  of  thirty  days  after  the  time  of  payment, 
such  stockholder  shall,  in  addition  to  the  amount  so  called 
for,  pay  at  the  rate  of  one  per  cent,  per  month  for  every 
delay  of  payment ;  nor  shall  any  such  stockholder  be  entt<^ 
tied  to  vote  at  an  election  of  officers  of  said  corporation 
until  he  shall  have  paid  all  calls  made  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  this  section.

bon and  Harrison,  beginning  at  the  gate  of  Silas  Hedges, 
on  the  Paris  and  Georgetown  turnpike ;  running  thenoe  to  a 
point  at  or  near  the  cross  roads  at  Eli  Current's;  thence 
through  Jacksonville  to  Silas  meeting-house;  and  thence 
near  the  Harrison  and  Bourbon  line,  crossing  and  re-cross- 
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ing  the  same,  if  necesaary,  to  a  point  near  where  the  same 
orosaeB  the  Leesburg  axtd  Newtown  turnpike ;  and  that  said 
company  under  that  name  may  sue  and  be  sued  in  the 
courts  of  this  Commonwealth ;  may  have  a  common  seal, 
and  alter  the  same  at  pleasure ;  and  may  acquire  and  hold 
such  real  and  personal  property  as  may  be  necessary  in 
the  construction  of  said  road. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  not  exceed 
thirty  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  filly 
dollars  each. 

§  3.  Silas  Corbin,  Wm.  A.  Forman,  Aquilla  Palmer,  and 
such  others  as  they  may  select,  are  appointed  commis- 
oioners  to  procure  subscriptions  to  the  stock  of  said  com- 
pany. They  may  procure  one  or  more  books  in  which 
persons  desiring  to  become  stockholders  may  subscribe  an 
obligation,  in  substance  as  follows,  to-wit:  ''The  under- 
signed obligate  ourselves  to  pay  to  the  Paris  and  Jackson- 
yiile  turnpike  road  company  fifty  dollars  for  ^ach  share  of 
stock  affixed  to  our  names,  in  such  installnienta,  and  at 
such  times,  as  may  be  directed  by  the  officers  of  said  com- 
pany;" and  said  obligation  shall  be  binding  upon  the 
subscribers  thereto. 

§  4.  When  one  hundred  and  fifty  shares  of  said  stock  shall 
be  subscribed,  the  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
may  call  a  meeting  of  the  subscrihers  of  stock,  at  such 
time  and  place  as  they  may  designate,  by  advertisement 
twice  inserted  in  the  Western  Citizen  and  Kentucky  State 
Flag  newspapers;  and  at  such  meeting  a  president  and 
five  directors  shall  be  chosen,  and  said  president  and  di- 
rectors shall  appoint  a  treasurer,  and  such  other  officers  as 
they  may  deem  necessary;  and  all  of  said  officers  shall 
hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  and  till  their  successors  shall 
be  chosen.  The  treasurer,  before  entering  upon  his  office, 
shall  execute  his  bond  to  said  company  with  security  to  be 
approved  by  the  directory,  that  he  will  faithfully  distcharge 
the  duties  of  his  office,  and  pay  over  all  money  that  may 
come  into  his  hands  belonging  to,  the  company,  upon  the 
order  of  the  directory. 

§  5.  Said  company  may  use,  so  far  as  they  may  deem  it 
denirable,  the  track  of  either  of  the  old  dirt  roads  running 
in  the  same  general  direction ;  and  to  the  extent  that  they 
may  locate  their  road  upon  other  ground,  may  procure  the 
right  of  way  by  purchase,  relinquishment,  or  writ  o£ad  quod 
damnum;   they  may,  in  the  same  way,  acquire  suitable 

auarries  at  convenient  distances  apart  to  furnish  rock  for 
le  construction  and  repair  of  their  road;  and  also  suffi- 
cient ground,  not  exceeding  one  acre  at  a  place,  for  the 
residence  of  toll-gate  keepers. 

§  6.  The  width  of  said  road  shall  not  exceed  thirty-two 
feet,  and  of  the  part  covered  with  metal  shall  not  be  less 
than  fifteen  feet.

§  7.  When  five  continuous  miles  of  said  road  are  com- 
pleted, the  directory  may  erect  a  toil-gate,  and  when  the 
whole  road  is  completed,  may  erect  another  toll-gate  at 
such  points  as  they  may  designate,  daid  gates  not  being 
less  than  five  miles  apart;  and  may  charge  and  receive 
there&t  toll  according  to  the  rates  prescribed  in  chapter 
103  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  under  the  head  of  ''General 
Traveling:"  Provided^  That  persons  traveling  upon  said 
road  shall  only  be  charged  toll  bearing  the  same  propor- 
tion to  said  rates  that  the  distance  they  travel  does  to  the 
distance  of  five  miles. 

§  8.  Said  company  may  make  such  by-laws,  not  incon- 
sistent with  this  act  nor  with  the  laws  of  the  State,  as  they 
may  deem  necessary  for  the  management  of  said  road, 
and  may  alter  and  amend  the  same,  from  time  to  time ;  and 
may  prescribe  in  what  manner  their  stock  may  be  assigned 
so  as  to  vest  the  ownership  thereof  in  the  assignees. 

§  9.  An  election  of  officers  in  said  company  shall  be  held 
once  in  each  year,  at  such  time  and  place  as  may  be  pre* 
scribed  by  the  directory ;  and  if  no  time  and  place  should 
be  thus  fixed,  on  the  same  day  of  the  year,  and  at  the  same 
place,  where  the  first  election  was  held ;  and  at  all  such 
elections  each  stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  for 
each  share  he  may  own  in  said  company,  which  he  may 
cast  either  in  person  or  by  written  proxy. 

§  10.  That  whenever  a  company  incorporated  by  the 
General  Assembly,  or  hereafter  to  be  incorporated  under 
the  style  of  the  Mlas  and  Newtown  Turnpike  Road  Com- 
pany, shall  complete  the  construction  of  its  road  upon  the 
route  and  in  the  manner  provided  in  its  charter,  it  shall  be 
entitled,  upon  application  by  its  president  and  directors,  to 
become  consolidated  with  the  company  incorporated  by 
this  act,  and  shall  be  fully  merged  in  the  same;  and  every 
stockholder  in  the  former  shall  become  a  stockholder  to  the 
extent  of  his  stock  therein  in  the  said  Paris  and  Jackson- 
ville turnpike  road  company,  and  entitled  to  all  the  rights 
and  privileges  of  the  original  stockholders  in  the  last  men- 
tioned company:  Provided^  That  said  Silas  and  Newtown 
turnpike  company,  at  the  time  of  such  application,  shall  be 
free  from  debt,  and  that  the  proceeds  of  its  Subscriptions  of 
stock  shall  have  been  applied  in  the  construction  of  its 
said  road,  and  in  procuring  the  right  of  way  for  the  same. 

§  11.  The  county  court  of  Bourbon  county,  at  any  term 
of  said  court,  a  majority  of  the  justices  of  the  peace  of 
said  county  being  present  and  concurring  therein,  may 
make  subscriptions  of  stock  to  said  company,  not  exceeding 
in  amount  the  rate  of  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  for 
each  mile  of  said  road  within  Bourbon  county,  and  may 
levy  and  collect  a  tax  sufficient  to  pay  the  same.

§  1 .  That  hereafter  the  trustees  of  the  town  of  Vance- 
burg shall  have  the  power  and  authority  to  grant  tavern 
license  and  merchants'  license  in  said  town ;  that  before 
the  county  court  of  Lewis  county  shall  be  authorized  to 
grant  a  tavern  license  or  merchant  license  to  any  person  in 
said  town  of  Vanceburg,  the  person  so  applying,  shall  first 
obtain  a  license  from  the  trustees  of  said  town. 

§  2.  Before  any  such  license  shall  be  granted  by  the  board 
of  trustees  of  said  town,  the  person  applying  for  the  same 
shall  pay  to  the  board  of  trustees  a.  tax  of  not  m^ore  than 
one  hundred  dollars. . 

§  3.  That  the  money  so  received  by  the  trustees  of  said 
town  shall  be  applied  by  them  in  improving  th^  streets  in 
said  town. 

§  4.  That  on  the  first  Monday  in  August,  1860,  the  qual- 
ified voters  of  the  town  of  Vanceburg  shall  elect  a  police 
judge  for  said  town,  who  shall  hold  his  office  until  the  first 
Monday  in  August,  1862,  and  until  his  successor  is  quali- 
fied; on  the  first  Monday  in  August,  1862,  and  every  fourth 
year  thereafter,  the  qualified  voters  of  said  town  shall  elect 
a  police  judge  for  said  town. 

§  6.  Within  said  town  the  police  judge  shall  have  con- 
current jurisdiction  in  all  cases  with  that  of  justices  of  the 
peace,  and  when  sitting  as  a  court  of  inquiry  or  examining 
court  in  criminal  cases,  he  shall  have  the  same  power  and 
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1860.       junsdiction  conferred  by  law  upon  two  justice?  of  the  peace ; 

' '- —  he  shall  have  jurisdiction  of  all  offenses  under  the  by-la wd 

and  ordinances  of  said  town ;  he  shall  keep  a  record  of 
his  proceedings,  as  justices  of  the  peace  are  required  to 
do;  appeals  may  be  taken  from  his  judgments  in  the  same 
manner  that  appeals  are  allowed  to  be  taken  from  judg- 
ments of  justices  of  the  peace ;  and  for  his  services  he 
shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  fees  allowed  justices  of  the 
peace  for  similar  services.

§  I.  That  the  Scott  county  court  be,  and  it  is  hereby, 
authorized  to  transfer  to  the  Geoi^etown  and  Paris  turn- 
pike road  company  the  portion  of  the  road  built  by  the 
Frankfort  and  Georgetown  turnpike  road  company,  lying 
east  of  Georgetown,  upon  such  terms  as  may  be  agreed 
upon  by  said  court  and  company. 

§  2.  That  upon  said  court's  having  entered  an  order.on  its 
order  book>  transferring  said  portion  of  said  road  to  s^iid 
Georgetown  and  Paris  turnpike  company,  the  title  to  the 
same  shall  vest  in  said  last  named  company,  and  they  shall 
have  the  same  rights  and  privileges  concerning  said  por- 
tion of  road  as  if  it  had  been  built  by  them  under  their 
original  charter.

^  5,  The  company  hereby  created  shall  have  the  same  Corpont« 
power  and  authority  to  enter  upon  lands  for  the  purpose  of  '^^®"' 
locating  and  constructing  their  road,  or  any  extension  there- 
of, and  the  procurement  of  materials,  that  are  conferred 
upon  turnpike  road  companies  chartered  by  the  county 
courts  of  this  Commonwealth,  under  the  general  law  upon 
that  subject. 

^  6.  The  board  of  directors  shall  have  authority  to  erect  WhenicAteiitty 
a  toll-gate  oh^aid  road  for  the  collection  of  tolls  as  soon  •'••"^'^ 
as  said  road  is  completed,  although  the  length  of  said  road 
may  be  less  than  five  miles :  Provided^  The  county  court  of 
Mason  county  shall  first  have  said  road  examined,  and  cer* 
tify  that  the  same  has  been  properly  made  and  completed. 

§  7.  No  greater  rate  of  toll  shall  be  collected  at  the  gate  lUteof  toll. 
on  said  road  than  is  allowed  by  the  general  laws  of  this 
Commonwealth  regulating  tolls  upon  turnpike  and  plank 
roads. 

§  8.  At  any  regular  meeting  of  the  stockholders  of  the  AoU  mat  ^ 
company,  a  minority  of  those  present  concurring  therein,  •**•"<*«*• 
the  company  may  extend  their  road  beyond  Taylor's  Mill, 
so  as  to  connect  with  other  roads :  Provided^  The  sum  of  not 
less  than  one  thousand  dollars  per  mile  for  the  length  of 
such  proposed  extension  shall  nave  been  first  subscribed 
foe  the  purpose;  and  to  obtain  subscription  of  stock  for 
such  extension,  the  board  of  directors  of  the  company  here- 
by created  may,  at  any  time  and  place,  upon  notice  given 
as  required  in  the  3d  section  of  this  act,  open  books  and 
receive  subscriptions  for  said  extension. 

§  9.  The  subscriptions  of  stock  to  said  road,  or  any  exten- 
sion thereof,  may  be  recovered  by  action  in  the  propev 
courts,  after  payment  thereof  has  been  demanded  and  re- 
fused.

Whereas,  It  appears  that  the  trustees  of  common  school

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1860.  ploy  W.  G.  Nunly  to  teach  a  common  school  in  said  dis- 
trict;  and  whereas,  it  appears  that  said  Nunly,  although 
possessing  the  proper  qualifications  to  teach  a  common 
school,  had  neglected  to  obtain  from  the  examiner  of  said 
county  a  certificate  of  qualification ;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwecdth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  trustees  of  said  district  be,  and  are  hereby, 
authorized  to  make  a  report  of  said  school,  to  the  commis- 
sioner of  common  schools  for  said  county,  and  that  he  be 
.  authorized  by  this  act  to  pay  to  said  trustees  the  amount 
of  money  that  may  be  due  to  said  district,  from  the  common 
school  fund  of  the  State,  for  the  year  1859. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  efiect  from  and  after  the  date  of 
its  passage.

course  of  study  and  discipline  to  be  adopted  in  said  col- 
lege ;  and  shall  make  such  by-laws  and  regulations  as  may 
be  necessary  for  their  own  government,  not  inconsistent 
with  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Kentucky. 

§  3.  That  the  faculty  shall  have  power,  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  board  of  council,  to  confer  degrees  and 
grant  diplomas,  signed  by  the  faculty  and  board  of  council, 
together  with  the  seal  of  the  college,  which  shall  be  as 
valid  as  those  conferred  by  any  other  institution  or  college 
In  this  or  any  other  State :  Provided^  That  no  degree  shall 
be  conferred  upon  any  of  the  students  but  those  who  shall 
have  completed  the  prescribed  course  of  study,  passed  a 
satisfactory  examination,  and  who  shall  have  maintained 
a  good  moral  character. 
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§  4.  That  the  act  chartering  the  Millersburg  male  and       I860. 

female  collegiate  institute,  passed  March  5th,  1856,  be,  and 

the  same  is  hereby,  repealed.

§  1.  That  the  institution 'dft^aing  located  in  the  town 
of  Russellville,  and  heretofore  <idll§?fl*th^  "  Russellville  Fe- 
male Institute,"  shall  hereafter  be  known-. and  designated 
by  the  name  and  style  of  the  SoutheralB^entucJcy  Female 
Collegiate  Institute.  /  ^  ^  /     ^ 

§  2.  That  the  stockholders  in  the?  real  estate  bil  l^j&bQve 
named  institute,  viz :  M.  B.  Morton,  H.  Barely,  G.'  P,.  Blflir  . 
key,  J.  M.  Beall,  J.  L.  Riger,  J.  M.  Perry,  and  others,  or  ar/y 
individual  or  board  of  trustees  in  trust,  to  whom  they  may 
transfer  said  property  for  educational  purposes,  be,  and  they 
are  hereby,  constituted  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  and  as 
such  shall  have  authority  to  use  a  corporate  seal,  and  to

daring  which  each  of  said  pupils  is  or  hereafter  may  be  " " — 

entitled  to  tuition  under  the  general  laws  in  relation  to 
common  schools,  then  the  school  trustees  may,  if  they  see 
proper,  report  the  same  as  the  common  school  of  said  dis- 
trict ;  and  it  shall  be  entitled  to  all  moneys  coming  to  such 
district  from  the  common  school  fund :  Provided alwaps^  That 
when  said  academy  shall  cease  to  furnish  facilities  for 
teaching,  as  s^bove  required,  then  the  benefits  conferred  on 
it  in  this  section  shall  cease  and  determine,  and  common 
schools  are  to  be  taught  in  said  district  as  heretofore  re- 
quired by  law.

to  the  Frankfort  road,  and  with  that  north  to  said  Cedar 
creek,  and  down  the  same  to  the  northern  line  of  said  town 
limits,  including  the  houses  and  mills  of  Luther  S.  Prentiss ; 
and  that  the  town  limits  of  said  town  be  extended  on  the 
west  side  by  extending  the  northern  and  southern  lines 
thereof  with  the  Owenton  and  Byrns  Landing  roads  to 
Mrs.  Yaught's  line,  so  as  to  include  the  lands  of  R.  M.  Lee 
and  Robert  Sandford* 

§  2.  That  all  the  free  white  males  over  twenty-one  years 
of  age,  who  are  now  by  law  voters  in  sstid  county  of  Owen, 
or  may  be  so  hereafter,  and  who  hold  the  legal  title  to  real 
estate  within  the  limits  of  said  town,  whether  residing 
within  the  limits  of  said  town  or  not,  shall  be  entitled  to 
vote  in  all  elections  for  the  election  of  town  officers  of  said 
town. 

§  3.  That  the  records  of  S.  B.  Calvert,  late  police  judge 
of  said  town,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  directed  to  be 
transferred  to  James  Fitzgerald,  a  justice  of  the  pea^e, 
residing  within  said  town,  who  is  hereby  authorized  to 
receive  the  same,  and  to  issue  executions  and  all  other  pro- 
cess thereon  in  the  same  manner  that  the  late  police  judge 
was  by  law  authorized  to  do,  and  to  receive  the  fees  there- 
for now  authorized  by  law  for  similar  service* 
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I860.  §  ^*  That  on  the  first  Monday  in  Angust  next,  an  election 

-^ flkall  be  held  in  said  town  for  the  election  of  a  police  judge, 

town  marshal,  and  board  of  five  trustees.  That  the  police 
judge  shall  hold  his  office  for  four  years,  and  the  town  mar- 
shal and  board  of  trustees  for  the  term  of  two  years. 

§  5.  That  the  town  marshal,  before  he.  enters  on  the  duties 
of  his  office,  shall  execute  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the 
county  court  of  Owen  county,  a  bond,  with  approved  secu- 
rity, for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office, 
and  he,  as  well  as  the  police  judge  and  board  of  trustees, 
shall  take  the  several  oaths  now  prescribed  by  the  consti- 
tution. 

%  6.  That  the  jurisdiction  of  said  police  judge  and  town 
marshal  shall  be  confined  to  the  limits  of  said  town  in  all 
civil  causes,  and  co-extensive  with  the  county,  and  concur- 
rent with  justices  of  the  peace  and  constables  in  all  crimi- 
nal and  penal  causes. 

^  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  justice  of  the  peace  who 
shall  receive  the  records  of  the  late  police  judge  of  said 
town,  to  hand  over  the  same  to  the  police  judge  of  said 
town  so  soon  as  he  is  elected  and  qualified.

to  be  known  and  styled  Trustees  of  Whitley  County  High 
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School,  and  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  the       I860, 
same  may  alter  or  change  at  pleasure,  and  may  by  that 


name  and  style  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  and^"^xTo»t« 

in  all  courts  of  law ;  and  for  the  purposes  of  establishing  p®^®"* 

a  high  school  in  the  county  of  Whitley,  shall  be  invested 

with  the  following  powers,  to-wit :  They  shall  have  power 

to  receive  donations,  subscriptions,  gifts,  and  contributions 

in  aid  of  an  endowment  fund,  or  for  purposes  of  erecting  a 

suitable  edifice  for  said  school,  or  furnishing  it  with  the 

necessary  library  and  other  literary  apparatus;  they  shall 

also  have  power  to  receive  deeds  to  any  real  estate  they 

may  purchase,  or  make  deed  to  any  it  may  be  expedient  to 

sell ;  and  shall  have  the  general  powers  of  a  corporate  body. 

§2.  Whenever,  by  subscription  or  otherwise,  said  trus-  whoRiotiunr 
tees  shall  have  obtained  a  sufficient  sum  to  defray  the  t«pttro>>»sed. 
expense  of  purchasing  a  suitable  lot  and  erecting  thereon 
a  suitable  building,  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  purchase  the 
lot  and  contract  for  the  building  of  a  house ;  and  they  are 
hereby  clothed  with  power  to  select  the  location  of  said  lot 
at  such  place  as  they  may  deem  best;  and  when  the  build- 
ing shall  be  completed,  and  they  may  have  secured  the 
payment  of  a  sufficient  fund,  they  shall  then  procure  the 
•ervices  of  competent  teachers  to  conduct  said  school ;  and

§  4.  That  bpfore  entering  upon  the  discharge  of  the  duties  corporation  to 
herein  assigned  them,  said  corporation  shall  give  bond  in  **^®  ^^^•' 
the  Whitley  county  court,  with  approved  security,  condi- 
tioned for  the  faithful  application  and  expenditure  of,  or 
accountability  for,  any  funds  which  may  come  into  their 
hands  under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

§  5.   Any  three  of  the  above  incorporated  individuals       jJ^V^*^^[. 
may  legally  transact  any  business  of  the  board,  and  they  nesa. 
may  delegate  to  their  agent  herein  provided  such  powers 
to  transact  their  business  as  may  be  legal,  and  to  them  may 
seem  proper.

At  each  place  of  voting  in  said  county,  the 
clerk  shall  propound  to  each  voter  the  question :  "Are  you 
for  or  against  the  six  cents  tax  ?"  and,  upon  comparison  of 
the  entire  vote  of  said  county,  by  the  board  of  poll  exam- 
iners of  the  county,  it  shall  appear  that  a  majority  of  all 
the  votes  cast  have  been  cast  in  favor  of  the  tax,  the  same 
shall  be  certified  to  the  county  judge  of  the  county,  who 
shall  order  the  same  to  be  placed  upon  the  records  of  said 
court,  and  annually  thereafter  the  said  tax  shall  be  levied

The 
fund  thus  disbursed  shall  be  annually  at  the  same  time  of 
disbursing  the  common  school  fund  by  said  commissioner.

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  Lancaster  and  Buckeye  Turnpike  Road 

Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
if  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  the  Lancaster 
and  Buckeye  Turnpike  Uoad  Company  shall  be  allowed  to 
construct  the  grade  of  said  road  at  an  elevation  of  not  ex* 
ceeding  six  degrees. 

§  2.  That  when  two  and  one  half  miles  of  said  road, 
commencing  on  the  Kentucky  river,  near  the  mouth  of  Paint 
Lick,  is  completed,  they  shall  be  allowed  to  erect  a  gate  and 
receive  toll  on  the  same,  not  exceeding  the  rates  now  allow- 
ed by  law  regulating  turnpike  roads  in  which  the  State  has 
an  interest. 

§  3.  That  the  stockholders  in  said  road  company,  who  live 
in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  said  road,  shall  have  one  hand 
exempt  from  working  county  roads  for  every  hundred  dol- 
lars of  stock  subscribed  and  paid  in  the  same;  and  such 
bands  as  may  be  exempted  shall  work  on  the  Lancaster  and 
Buckeye  turnpike,  under  the  control  and  management  o  f 
the  president  of  said  road ;  and  for  a  failure  shall  incur  the 
same  penalty  for  failing  to  work  on  county  roads;  the  fines 
for  failing  to  work,  as  herein  required,  shall  belong  to  the 
Lancaster  and  Buckeye  Turnpike  Road  Company.

§  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

§  1.  That  the  Washington  Literary  Society  be,  and  the 
same  is  hereby,  created  a  body  corporate. 

§  2.  That  Theodore  T.  Taylor,  Albert  S.  Willis,  Robert 
A.  Holland,  Nathaniel  Wolfe,  jr.,  H.  T.  Jefferson,  G.  W. 
Gill,  and  A.  S.  Parker,  and  their  successors  in  office,  are 
hereby  appointed  trustees  thereof. 

§  3.  That  the  trustees  of  said  body  corporate,  for  the 
purpose  of  enabling  them  to  carry  out  the  object  thereof, 
are  hereby  authorized  to  acquire  and  hold  in  trust  for  said 
literary  institution,  property,  whether  personal  or  real;  in 
the  city  of  Louisville,  to  the  amount  of  ten  thousand  dol- 
lars. 

§  4.  That  said  trustees  may,  by  consent  of  the  society, 
if  it  be  for  their  interest,  sell,  diHpo.<!e  of,  and  convey  any 
portion  of  the  property  so  acquired  or  owned  by  them. 

§  5.  Said  body  corporate  may  sue  and  be  sued  in  their 
corporate  capacity. 
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18C0.  $  0-  That  said  society  shall,  at  their  first  regular  meeting 

in  January  of  each  Bucceseive  year,  elect  seven  trustees, 

who  shall  enter  upon  the  discharge  of  their  duties  so  soon 
.thereafter  as  they  shall  have  qualified  according  to  the 
rules  established  by  said  society. 

§  7.  The  society  shall  have  the  right  to  elect  a  president, 
vice  president,  secretary,  and  such  other  officers  as  may  be 
necessary  to  attend  to  and  regulate  the  mode  of  transact- 
ing the  business  of  the  society;  but  such  elections  shall  not 
be  had  oftener  than  once  every  three  months. 

§  8.  The  society  may  enact  a  constitution  and  adopt  by- 
laws for  the  government  and  management  of  its  affairs, 
not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Kentucky 
and  the  United  States  of  America. 

§  9.  The  society  may  have  the  right  to  admit  honorary 
members  thereto. 

§  JO.  The  trustees  named  in  this  act  of  incorporation 
are  to  remain  in  office  until  its  first  regular  meeting  in 
January,  1601,  or  until  their  successors  shall  have  been 
elected  and  qualified. 

§  11.  The  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Kentucky 
reserves  to  itself  the  right  at  any  time  to  alter,  amend,  or 
repeal  this  act  of  incorporation.

completion  of  the  road;  and  that  whenever  the  road  is 
completed,  connecting  the  roads  designated  in  the  first  part 
of  this  charter,  including  bridging,  they  may  erect  a  gate, 
and  charge  full  toll  for  one  gate,  which  tolls  they  may  fix 
the  rates  of,  regulate  and  change  the  same ;  but  said  rates 
shall  not  exceed  those  prescribed  by  the  general  law ;  and 
that  each  stockholder,  for  every  one  hundred  dollars  of 
stock  subscribed  and  paid,  shall  be  exempt  from  the  work- 
ing of  one  hand  on  roads  as  now  required  by  law. 

§  5.  That  should  the  president  and  directors  at  any  time

§  3.  That  said  society  may  sue  and  be  sued  by  its  corpo- 
rate name ;  and  in  all  suits  against  the  society,  service  of 
process  upon  the  president,  and  in  his  absence  on  the  sec- 
retary or  treasurer,  shall  be  sufiicient. 

§  4.  That  should  said  society  ever  be  so  reduced  in  num-

long  to  it  shall  be  vested  in  the  city  of  Louisville  for  the    ■ 
use  of  the  public  schools  thereof.

F.  Barret,  the  present  trustees  of  the  First  Presby- 
terian church  in  the  city  of  Louisville,  or  the  survivor  or 
survivors  of  them,  or  their  successors  in  office,  to  institute

for  all  the  trustees  to  join  in  said  conveyance.

tions. 

§  2.  Said  tribe  shall  have  the  right  to  sue  and  be  sued, 
plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  any  court  of  competent  juris- 
diction under  the  laws  of  this  State ;  shall  purchase  and 
hold  any  and  all  property,  real,  personal,  and  mixed,  neces- 
sary to  the  pursuit  of  the  object  of  their  business. 

§  3.  The  trustees,  James  C.  Robinson,  Charles  McNeal, 
George  B.  Ritiby,  and  their  successors  in  office,  shall  make 
and  ordain  all  the  needful  rules  and  by-laws  for  the  gov- 
ernment of  their  said  tribe,  and  may  make  and  alter  them 
at  pleasure ;  may  have  a  common  seal,  which  they  may 
break  and  alter  at  pleasure. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  alter  its  passage.

I860.  CHAPTER  422. 

AN  At^T  to  incorporate  Mount  Pleasant  Church  of  United  Baptists,  in  Cumber- 
land county. 

Be  it  eruzcted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  James  Vincent,  Lewis  E.  Smith,  James  M. 
Smith,  Isaac  Garner,  and  Jacob  Dewese,  and  their  suc- 
cessors in  office,  are  hereby  created  a  body  corporate  and 
politic,  by  the  name  of  the  "Trustees  of  Mount  Pleasant 
Church  of  United  Baptists,"  in  the  county  of  Cumberland ; 
and  by  that  name  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  with 
powers  incident  to  corporations,  for  the  purpose  of  suing 
and  being  sued^  pleading  and  being  impleaded,  so  far  as 
may  be  necessary  to  protect  the  rights,  titles,  property,  and 
privileges  of  said  association ;  and  said  trustees  may  take 
and  hold  any  quantity  of  land  not  exceeding  three  acres 
for  the  use  and  benefit  of  said  association ;  and  the  title  to 
iJie  land  conveyed  to  said  association  by  Timothy  Vincent 
and  wife,  shall  vest  in  them  and  their  successors,  for  the 
use  and  benefit  of  said  association. 

§  2.  The  Legislature  reserves  to  itself  the  right  to  repeal 
or  alter  this  act  at  its  pleasure.

all  the  fights  and  privileges  to  enact  their  own  by-laws 
and  articles  of  faith,  &c.,  as  set  out  in  the  826  chapter  of 
the  acts  passed  at  December  session,  1857,  entitled  **An 
act  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  First  Protestant  St.  Peter's 
Congregation,  of  Louisville,"  approved  February  17,  1858. 

§  2.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  424.  I860. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  Thomas  J.  Walker  and  Mandley  Trussell,  execntors 

of  Mark  Walingsford,  deceased. 

Whereas,  The  assessor  of  tax  of  Lewis  county  assessed 
the  estate  of  Mark  Walingsford,  deceased,  at  nine  thousand 
dollars  more  than  said  estate  was  worth,  for  the  year  1858; 
and  the  executors  of  said  estate,  Thomas  J.  Walker  and 
Mandley  Trussell,  have  paid  the  tax,  to- wit :  eighteen  dol-

money  in  the  treasury. 

§  2.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  426. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Richmond,  Otter  Creek,  and  Boonesborough  Turn- 
pike Road  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commoiiwealili 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1 .  That  a  company  be,  and  is  hereby,  formed  for  the 
purpose  of  making  a  turnpike  road  from  Richmond  to 
Boonesborough,  by  way  of  the  Otter  creek  road,  in  Madi- 
son county,  under  the  style  of  the  "Richmond,  Otter  Creek, 
and  Boonesborough  Turnpike  Road  Company,"  whose  cap- 
ital stock  shall  be  thirty  thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares 
of  one  hundred  dollars  each.

garl  of  Kentucky. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  tJie  CommonwedUk 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1 .  That  Edward  Merkley,  Ben.  Rosenberg,  John  Spring- 
er, Conrad  Koehler,  and  Casper  Pfeiffer,  and  their  asso- 
ciates, be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created  a  body  politic  and 
corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  "Grand  Lodge 
of  the  Ancient  German  Order  of  Harugari  of  the  State  of 
Kentucky,"  and  they,  with  their  associates  and  successors, 
shall  so  continue  and  have  perpetual  succession;  and  by 
that  name  are  hereby  made  capable  in  law  as  natural  per- 
sons, to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  plead  and  be  impleaded,  to 
contract  and  be  contracted  with,  to  answer  and  be  answer- 
ed, in  all  courts  of  law  and  equity  in  this  Commonwealth 
and  elsewhere;  to  make,  have,  and  use  a  common  seal, 
and  the  same  to  break,  alter,  or  amend  at  pleasure ;  they 
may  make  and  ordain  such  regulations  and  by-laws  for 
their  government,  as,  from  time  to  time,  they  may  deem 
proper,  and  may  change  and  renew  the  same  at  pleasure: 
Provided^  That  they  be  not  in  contravention  of  the  consti- 
tution and  laws  of  the  United  States  or  of  this  Common- 
wealth. 

§  2.  The  said  corporation  shall  have  the  right  to  hold 
property,  real  or  personal,  not  exceeding  twenty  thousand 
dollars. 

§  3.  Said  corporation  shall  have  the  power  to  sell  or 
otherwise  dispose  of  the  real  estate  acquired  by  the  virtue 
of  this  act,  or  any  portion  thereof:  Provided^  They  deem 
the  same  necessary. 

§  4.  Within  —  days  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  the 
corporators^  herein  named,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  call 
a  meeting  at  a  convenient  time  and  place,  in  the  city  of 
Louisville,  and  give  due  notice  thereof  to  the  residue ;  and 
at  such  meetings  may  adopt  such  permanent  regulations 
as  to  the  majority  may  seem  proper. 

§  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  corporators  herein  named 
and  their  associates,  to  appoint  a  board  of  trustees,  con- 
sisting of  five  members  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  whose  duty 
it  shall  be  to  take  charge  of  the  fiscal  concerns  of  said  cor- 
poration; a  majority  of  whom  shall  constitute  a  quorun  to 
do  business. 

§  6.  Said  Grand  Lodge  shall  hot  have  or  exercise,  under 
this  charter,  any  power  or  privilege  not  herein  expressly 
granted ;  and  the  Legislature  reserved  the  right  to  amend, 
modify,  or  repeal  this  act ;  but  the  repeal  shall  not  deprive 
the  said  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Ancient  German  Order  of 
Harugari  of  the  property  and  efiects  acquired  and  held 
onder  this  charter.

§  1.  That  when  the  acts  and  journals  of  the  present 
General  Assembly,  and  other  public  documents,  shall  be 
distributed,  the  Secretary  of  State  shall  forward  to  Alex- 
ander Coleman  and  William  H.  Franklin  a  copy  of  the 
Revised  Statutes  of  this  Commonwealth ;  the  said  Cole- 
man and  Franklin  having,  been  elected  justices  in  the  6th 
district  of  said  county,  authorized  to  be  formed  by  act  of 
the  last  Legislature.

CHAPTER  432. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  town  of  Edmonton,  in  Metcalfe  connty. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  town  of  Edmonton,  in  Metcalfe  county, 
according  to  the  present  limits  of  said  town,  as  laid  down 
in  the  plat  thereof,  shall  be  known,  and  is  hereby  declared 
to  be  incorporated,  to  the  extent  and  limits  of  said  town  as 
so  laid  off  and  described. 

§  2.  That  hereafter  the  prudential,  fiscal,  and  municipal 
concerns  of  said  town  shall  be  vested  in  five  trustees,  who 
shall  be  elected  on  the  first  Saturday  in  April,  1860,  and 
annually  thereafter,  by  the  free  white  male  inhabitants 
thereof  over  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  and  who  have 
resided  in  said  town  six  months  prior  to  such  election ;  said 
trustees  shall  hold  their  office  for  one  year,  and  until  their 
successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 

§3.  That  said  trustees,  before  they  enter  upon  the  dis- 
charge of  their  duty,  shall  take  an  oath  before  some  judge 
or  justice  of  the  peace  for  this  Commonwealth,  that  they 
will  faithfully  and  impartially  discharge  their  duty ;  in  the 
event  of  a  vacancy  in  said  board,  those  remaining  in  ofiice 
shall  have  power  to  fill  such  vacancy  until  the  next  elec- 
tion. 

§  4.  That  said  trustees  and  their  sucessors  in  ofiice  shall 
be  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  and  be  known  by  the 
name  and  style  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Edmonton ; 
and  by  that  name  shall  be  known  and  called;  shall  be 
capable  in  law  of  contracting  and  being  contracted  with, 
of  suing  and  being  sued,  of  pleading  and  being  impleaded, 
of  answering  and  being  answered,  of  defending  and  being 
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defended,  in  all  courts  and  places;  and  may  use  a  common       18C0. 

or  private  seal,  and  do  all  other  acts,  matters,  and  things  

which  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  having  perpetual  suc- 
cession, can  lawfully  and  rightfully  do. 

§  5.  That  said  trustees  shall  have  power  to  make  and 
receive  all  necessary  conveyances  in  relation  to  said  town ; 
they  shall  have  power  over  the  streets,  alleys,  and  side- 
walks of  said  town,  or  when  the  interests'  of  said  town 
may  be  thereby  promoted,  to  close  up  or  change  alleys,  or 
open  new  ones,  on  paying  the  owners  such  damages  as  may 
be  assessed. 

§  6.  Said  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power  and  au- 
thority to  make  all  necessary  by-laws  for  the  regulation 
and  good  government  of  said  town,  as  are  not  inconsistent 
with  the  laws  and  constitution  of  this  State;  they  shall 
have  power  to  lay  and  collect  a  poll  tax  upon  all  legal 
voters  of  said  town,  and  others  owning  property  in  said 
town,  to  tax  all  groceries,  coffee-houses,  auction  sales, 
shows,  and  exhibitions  for  money,  such  sum  as  they,  by 
their  by-laws,  may  declare;  they  shall  have  power  to 
suppress  all  tippling-houses,  and  to  fine  all  those  who  may 
violate  their  by-laws  any  sum  not  exceeding  twenty-five 
dollars  for  each  ofl^ense,  which  may  be  recovered  before  the 
police  judge  of  said  town ;  they  shall  have  power  to  de- 
clare what  are  nuisances  within  said  town,  and  by  their 
order  may  direct  the  same  to  be  abated,  or  impose  fines  for 
continuing  the  same. 

§  7.  That  a  police  judge  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified 
voters  of  said  town  at  the  first  election  under  this  act,  and 
annually  each  year  thereafter,  who  shall  have  jurisdiction 
of  ail  the  matters  and  things  connected  with  the  municipal 
affairs  of  said  town,  and  the  fines  imposed  by  this  act  of 
incorporation. 

§  8.  That  a  marshal  shall  be  elected  at  the  sam^  time  and 
place  of  the  town  judge,  who  shall  hold  his  office  until  his 
successor  shall  be  elected  and  qualified,  who  shall  have 
the  same  jurisdiction  as  constables  have  within  the  limits 
of  said  town.

said  church,  and  as  such,  have  perpetual  succession:  that

of  the  Muddy  branch ;  thence  to  Delaware  Walker's ; 
thence  to  the  mouth  of  Jenny's  creek,  including  those  per- 
sons living  at  the  mouth  of  said  creek ;  thence  to  Lewis 
May's,  so  as  to  include  the  Mill  and  Burnt  Cabin  branch, 
including  J.  J.  Roger's ;  thence  to  Henry  Sherman's ;  thence 
to  the  beginning:  Provided^  That  those  residing  within 
said  limits  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  upon  said  question. 

§  2.  That  if  in  said  election  there  shall  be  a  majority  of 
voters  against  granting  the  licenses  aforesaid,  then  the  coun- 
ty court  shall  not  grant  them  during  the  year  in  which  said 
vote  was  taken.

CHAPTER  453. 

AN  ACT  to  prevent  the  destruction  of  fish  in  Fleming  creek,  in  Fleming  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  hereafter  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person 
or  persons,  by  means  of  any  seine,  drag-net,  trap,  or  simi* 
lar  contrivance,  to  take  or  catch  fish  of  any  kind  in  the 
waters  of  Fleming  creek,  between  the  mouth  of  said  creek 
and  Jackson's  mills :  Provided,  That  it  shall  be  lawful  to 
catch  or  take  in  any  manner,  minnows  or  other  small  fish 
for  bait,  but  for  no  other  purpose. 

^  2.  Any  person  ofTending  against  the  provisions  of  this 
act  shall  be  fined  any  sum  not  less  than  two  and  not  ex- 
ceeding thirty  dollars,  in  the  discretion  of  a  jury,  recovera- 
ble by  warrant  before  a  justice  of  the  peace  or  county 
judge,  or  upon  indictment  or  presentment  by  a  grand  jury 
in  the  circuit  court  of  Fleming  county. 

§  3.  Any  person  convicted  under  this  act  shall  stand 
committed  to  the  county  jail  until  the  fine  and  costs  are 
actually  paid  or  satisfied  by  imprisonment,  at  the  rate  of 
one  day  for  each  two  dollars  of  the  fine  imposed.

§  1.  That  on  the  second  Monday  in  May,  1860,  and  every 
four  years  thereafter,  the  citizens  of  the  town  of  Camp- 
bellsville  shall  elect  a  police  judge  for  said  town,  under  the 
same  rules  and  regulations  as  now  prescribed  by  law  under 
an  act,  entitled  "  An  act  to  reduce  into  one  the  several  acts 
concerning  the  town  of  Campbellsville,  in  Taylor  county," 
approved  March  24th,  1851. 

§  2.  That  said  police  judge  shall  have  jurisdiction,  both 
civil  and  criminal,  throughout  the  county  of  Taylor,  and 
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"an  the  otKer  powers  given  by  the  before  recited  act  to       1860. 
which  this  is  an  amendment, 

§  3.  That  on  the  second  Monday  in  May,  18ff0,  and  every  . 
two  years   thereafter,  the  citizens  of  the  town  aforesaid 
shall  elect  a  town  marshal,  who  shall  have  the  same  power, 
and  be  governed  }}y  the  same  rules  and  regulations,  as  pre- 
scribed by  the  act  aforesaid. 

§  4.  That  said  town  marshal  shall  give  bond  in  the  Tay- 
lor  county  court  in  the  same  manner,  and  conditioned  in  the 
same  way,  as  constables  of  this  State  are  required  to  do 
and  perform. 

§  5.  Should  a  vacancy  occur  in  either  of  the  foregoing 
offices,  the  board  of  trustees  for  the  town  aforesaid  shall 
order  an  election  to  be  holden  to  fill  such  vacancy  until  the 
next  regular  election,  first  giving  ten  days'  notice  by  post- 
ing the  same  on  the  court-house  door,  in  the  town  afore- 
said. 

§  6.  That  before  any  deputy  marshal  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  marshal  of  the  town  of  Campbellsville,  a  majority 
of  all  the  trustees  of  said  town  shall  concur  in  said  ap- 
pointment; and  the  marshal  shall  be  responsible  for  his 
deputy's  acts  in  all  cases  which,  by  law,  the  said  marshal 
would  be  responsible.

That  a  company  shall  be,  and  hereby  is  incorporated, 
as  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  in  the  counties  cf  McCracken 
and  Ballard,  by  the  name  and  style  of  "The  Paducah  and 
Lovelaceville  Turnpike  or  Gravel  Road  Company,'*  for  the

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  corporation  shall  be  one  capital  stock, 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  in  two  thousand  shares,  of  fifty 
dollars  each ;  but  if  at  any  time  after  the  organization  of  the 
company,  the  president  and  directors,  with  the  concurrence 
of  the  owners  of  a  majority  of  the  stock,  should  deem  it 
advisable  to  increase  the  capital  stock  of  the  company,  the.

Whereas,  Divers  persons  of  the  counties  of  Greenup, 
Carter,  and  Lawrence,  in  this  Commonwealth,  have  organ- 
ized an  association,  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  "  North- 
eastern Kentucky  Agricultural  and  Mechanical  Associa- 
tion,'' for  the  purpose  of  promoting  improvement  in  all  the 
various  departments  of  agriculture,  mechanics,  and  horti- 
culture, and  for  that  purpose  have  adopted  a  constitution 
and  by-laws,  and  chosen  a  president  and  two  vice  presi- 
dents, and  ten  directors,  to  control  and  manage  the  affairs 
thereof,  and  now  apply  to  the  General  Assembly  for  an 
act  of  incorporation ;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Genend  AssemUj/  of  the  Commonwealth 
df  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  said  association  be,  and  it  is  hereby,  crea-

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Shelby  county  Agricaltoral  and  Mechanica)  Absch 

ciation. 

Whereas,  Divers  persons  of  the  county  of  Shelby  and  ad- 
joining counties  have  organized  an  association,  under  the 
name  and  style  of  the  "  Shelby  County  Agricultural  and  Me- 
chanical Association,"  to  promote  improvement  in  the 
science  and  art  of  agriculture  and  mechanics  in  all  their 
branches,  relations,  and  interests,  in  horticulture  and  flori- 
culture, in  the  breeds  of  all  useful  domestic  animals,  poul- 
try, &c.,  &c.;  in  education  with  reference  to  the  elevation, 
dignity,  and  efficiency  of  agricultural  and  mechanical  pur- 
suits in  their  relations  to  commerce ;  to  advance  household 
industry,  manufactures,  and  rural  economy,  and  generallv  to 
disseminate  useful  knowledge  upon  those  subjects,  and  to 
exalt  the  minds,  morals,  and  interests  of  all  industrial  classes 
of  men  ;  and  for  those  purposes  have  adopted  a  constitution 
and  by-laws,  chosen  a  president,  vice  president,  and  direct-  I 

ors,  to  control  and  manage  the  affairs  of  the  association, 
and  desire  an  act  of  incorporation;  therefore,

§  2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  this  association  shall  be  six 
thousand  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  in  shares  of  twenty- 
five  dollars  each,  for  such  as  are  already  taken  and  paid  in ; 
and  if  at  any  time  the  board  of  directors,  by  instructions  from 
the  stockholders  expressed  at  any  regul9.r  or  legally  called 
meeting  of  the  same,  shall  think  it  advisable  to  enlarge  the 
capital  stock  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  twenty  thousand 
dollars,  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  do  so,  in  such  man- 
ner and  at  such  rates  per  share  as  the  association,  at  such 
regular  or  called  meeting  shall  direct,  a  majority  of  those 
present  concurring.  All  stockholders  must  have  paid  in 
the  amount  of  their  stock  before  they  will  be  entitled  to 
any  privileges  as  stockholders.  The  stock  of  the  associa- 
tion shall  he  held  to  be  personal  property,  and  shall  be 
transferable  on  the  books  of  the  company  only,  in  such 
manner  as  the  board  of  directors  shall  direct. 

§  3.  That  the  president,  vice  president,  directors,  treasu- 
rer, and  secretary,  already  chosen,  shall  continue  in  office 
until  the  second  Wednesday  in  May,  1860,  and  until  their 
successors  are  duly  elected  and  qualified.  An  election, 
however,  of  a  president,  vice  president,  nine  directors, 
treasurer,  and  secretary,  shall  be  had  on  the  second  Wed- 
nesday in  May,  1860,  by  the  qualified  stockholders  of  the 
association  in  person ;  and  annually  thereafter,  in  the  same 
way,  on  the  same  day,  unless  the  stockholders  of  said  asso- 
ciation, at  such  annual  election,  a  majority  concurring, 
shall,  by  resolution,  fix  upon  a  different  day ;  and  they  may, 
at  their  annual  election,  in  the  same  way,  increase  the 
number  of  vice  presidents  or  directors.  Notice  of  such 
annual  meetings,  and  their  place  and  object,  shall  be  given 
by  the  president,  through  the  Shelby  News,  published  in 
Shelbyville,  for  at  least  two  weeks  preceding  the  same; 
and  in  case  of  called  meetings  for  any  of  the  purposes  con- 
templated in  the  second  section  of  this  act,  notice  shall  be 
given  in  the  same  way,  for  at  least  three  weeks  preceding 
the  day  fixed  for  such  called  meetings. 

§  4.  That  the  prudential,  fiscal,  and  other  concerns  of 
this  association,  together  with  all  of  its  property  and  estate 
of  every  kind  whatsoever,  shall  be  under  the  control  and 
management  of  the  president,  vice  president,  and  direct- 
ors; and  they  shall  [have]  power  to  prescribe  the  duties  of 
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the  treasurer,  secretary,  and  such  other  officers  that  may  be 
appointed  by  them,  a&they  may  deem  necessary  to  carry 
on  the  business  of  the  association,  and  contribute  to  the 
good  order  and  management  of  the  same ;  they  shall  have 
power  to  make  and  adopt  such  by-laws,  rules  and  regula- 
tions, not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  this  Common- 
wealth, nor  the  constitution  of  this  association  already 
adopted,  as  in  their  opinion  will  contribute  to  the  good, 
proper  management,  and  prosperity  of  the  iassociation ; 
and  may,  from  time  to  time,  modify  or  repeal  the  same  at 
their  pleasure ;  and  the  constitution  and  by-laws  of  the  as- 
sociation now. in  force,  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of 
this  Commonwealth,  shall  be  and  remain  in  power  until 
repealed)  altered,  or  amended,  as  aforesaid;  they  shall 
have  power,  and  such  power  is  conferred  upon  them  alone, 
to  contract  and  .be  contracted  with  for  the  association,  in 
its  corporate  name  ;  and  in  such  capacity  they  may  do  any 
and  every  other  act  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  this 
Coikmonwealth,  which  in  their  opinion  will  contribute  to 
advance  the  objects  .of  the  association ;  they  shall  have 
power  to  fill  such  vacancies  in  office  as  may  o^cur  during 
their  term  of  office. 

§  -5.  That  any  five  directors,  together  with  the  president 
or  vice  president,  or  any  six  directors  without  the  president 
or  vice  president,  electing  one  of  their  number  president 
fro  ^^m.,  shall  be  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business, 
unless  the  association,  at  some'  regular  meeting,  shall  fix 
on  a  different  number. 

§  6.  That  the  board  of  directors  shall  have  power  to  fix 
the  amount  to  be  paid  for  entrance  at  the  gates  of  the  fair 
grounds  ;  and  that  any  person  who  shall,  during  the  days 
on  which  the  annual  or  other  fairs  are  held,  attempt  to,  or 
enter  the  grounds  of  the  association  clandestinely,  or  in 
any  other  manner  than  at  the  regular  gates,  after  first 
having  paid  the  regular  gate  fee,  or  being  privileged  to  do 
so  by  order  of  the  board  of  directors,  or  of  using  any  other 
shift  or  devise  whatever  to  defraud  the  association  out  of 
their  regular  gate  fees,  shall,  upon  conviction  theteof,  be- 
fore any  justice  of  the  peace  of  Shelby  county,  be  fined 
not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  ten  dollars ;  the  collection 
thereof  to  be  enforced  by  execution  or  capias  prqfine. 

§  7.  That  during  the  days  on  which  the  association  shall 
hold  its  annual  or  other  fairs,  no  person  shall,  without  the 
consent  of  the  board  of  directors  of  the  association,* erect 
upon  the  fair  grounds  of  the  association,  or  within  one  half 
mile  of  the  boundary  thereof,  any  stall,  booth,  or  shed,  nor 
sell  any  confectioneries,  cakes,  ale,  beer,  or  refreshments  of 
any  kind,  drugs,  nostrums,  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise, 
or  any  spirituous,  vinous,  or  malt  liquors,  or  exhibit  any^ 
show,  circus,  menagerie,  or  theatrical  performance,  with- 
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1860.       out  the  consent  of  said  board;  and  any  person  who  shall 

] —    violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall,  upon 

conviction  thereof  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  of  Shel- 
by county,  be  fined  in  a  sum  not  less  than  ten  nor  more 
than  one  hundred  dollars,  the  collection  thereof  to  be  en- 
forced as  provided  in  section  sixth  of  this  act;  and  it  is 
made  the  dutj'  of  the  police,  gate-keepers,  and  other  officers 
which  the  board  of  directors  may  appoint,  to  see'  that  the 
provisions  of  this  and  the  preceding  section  are  not  vio- 
lated ;  and  they  are  authorized  and  empowered  to  enforce 
the  same,  and  to  maintain  order,  quell  all  disturbances  of 
the  peace,  and  to  see  that  order  and  decorum  prevails  dur- 
ing the  time  of  holding  the  annual  and  other  fairs,  and  at 
any  other  time  that  their  services  may  be  required  to  carry 
out  and  enforce  the  rules  and  regalations  of  the  association. 
All  fines  for  violations  of  this  and  the  preceding  section, 
and  fines  for  breaches  of  the  peace  and  other  ofienses  com- 
mitted upon  the  fair  grounds  during  the  annual  or  other 
fairs,  shall  be  for  the  benefit  of  the  association. 

§  8.  That  said  association^  in  its  corporate  capacity,  with 
nbfTfoT'^debli  ^^^  ^^®  estate  belonging  thereto,. shall  be  liable  for  any  debt 
of  tame.  or  debts  heretofore  as  well  as  hereafter  created  by  its  au- 

thority ;  and  shall  have  power  to  sue  for  and  collect  any 
subscriptions  heretofore  made,  or  other  demands  justly  due 
them,  as  fully  as  though  the  same  had  been  contracted 
after  the  passage  of  this  act.

CHAPTER  462. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Green  County  Agricultural  and  Mechanical  Aaso* 

ciation. 

Whereas,  Divers  persons  of  the  county  of  Green  and 
its  vicinity,  have  organized  themselves  into  an  association, 
under  the  name  and  style  of  "  The  Green  County  Agricul- 
tural and  Mechanical  Association;"  and  under  such  orgaur 
ization  and  association  have  adopted  a  constitution  and 
by-laws,  elected  officers,  purchased  ground,  and  have  im- 
proved the  same,  near  the  town  of  Greensburg,  and  have 
applied  to  the  General  Assembly  for  an  act  of  incorpora- 
tion; therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Geneixd  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  said  association  be,  and  it  is  hereby,  created 
and^cowrai  *"d  declared  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  with  perpetual 
powers.  succession,  and  as  such,  and  under  its  name  and  style,  may 

sue  and  be  sued,  defend  and  be  defended,  in  all  courts  and 
places,  and  capable  of  contracting  and  being  contracted 
with,  and  to  have  and  ei\joy  all  the  rights  and  privileges 
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incident  to  corporatiouB ;  they  shall  be  capable,  and  are       I860. 

hereby  vested  with  full  power  to  acquire,  by  purchase  or 

atherwise,  any  quantity  of  land  in  addition  to  that  already 
owned  by  them,  but. not  exceeding  in  the  whole  fifty  acre?, 
and  to  improve  the  same  as  they  may  think  proper;  and 
may  sell,  swap,  exchange,  and  convey  any  part  or  all  of 
their  lands,  and  acquire  other  lands  in  their  stead ;  and  may^ 
in  like  manner,  acquire  any  personal  property,  and  dispose 
of  the  same  in  any  manner  they  may  deem  necessary  for  the 
advancement  of  the  interest  of  the  association ;  they  may 
adopt  and  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  alter  the  same 
at  pleasure,  or  use  the  private  seal  of  the  president  for  the 
time  being. 

§  2.  That  all  contracts  heretofore  made,  and  any  pur-  Contraeuhere- 
chase  of  or  conveyance  of  lands  and  personal  property  conflrmeT.***^ 
made  by  or  to  said  association,  or  to  the  president  and  di- 
rectors thereof,  are  hereby  confirmed  and  ratified ;  and  the 
title  to  said  lands  and  property  shall  hereby  vest  in  and 
become  the  property  of  said  association,  and  be  for  its  sole 
use,  as  fully  as  if  said  association  had  been  incorporated 
and  legalized  at  the  time  of  acquiring  said  lands,  &c.  . 

§  3.  The  president,  vice  president,  secretary,  and  treasu-  to  be^SehTand 
rer,  and  directors  already  chosen  and  now  acting,!  shall  twmo^^fficc. 
continue  in  office  until  the  first  Monday  in  May  next,  and 
until  their  successors  are  duly  elected  and  qualified ;  and 
upon  the  first  Monday  in  May,  1860,  and  on  that  day 
annually,  at  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the  association, 
unless  a  different  time  and  place  shall  be  previously  agreed 
on  and  advertised,  the  stockholders  shall  meet  and  proceed 
to  elect  of  their  number  a  president,  vice  president,  secre-  ^ 

tary,  treasurer,  and  nine  directors,  who  shall  hold  their 
offices  in  like  manner  until  their  successors  are  duly  elect- 
ed. The  election  shall  be  by  ballot  or  otherwise;  each 
stockholder  shall  ke  entitled  to  one  vote  for  each  share  by 
him  subscribed,  unless  he  be  disqualified  as  provided  in  the 
next  section. 

§  4.  The  capital  stock  of  said  association  shall  be  three  capiui  stoek. 
thousand  dollars,  but  may  be  increased  to  ten  thousand 
dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  twenty-five  dollars  each,  to 
be  paid  at  such  time  and  manner  as  the  president  and  di- 
rectors may  inquire ;  and  should  any  subscriber  for  stock 
be  at  any  time  in  arrear,  he  shall  be  disqualified  from 
voting  at  any  election  until  such  arrears  are  paid  up.  Five 
members  of  the  directory^  together  with  the  president,  shall 
her  a  quorum  to  do  business;  but  the  association  may,  in 
their  discretion^  fix  upon  a  less  number. 

§  5.  That  the  prudential,  financial,  and  other  concerns  who.tom»nag« 
of  said  association,  together  with  all  its  property,  real  and  "«o"*^»*>»- 
personal,  now  owned  by  it,  or  which  may  hereafter  be  ac- 
quired, shall  be  under  the  control  and  management  of  the 
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1*860.       president  and  directors  aforesaid;  they  shall  have  power 

— — to  make  all  by-laws,  rules,  and  regulations  for  the  good 

order  aiad  government  of  the  association,  and  for  the  pro- 
tection and  preservation  of  their  property,  and  for  the  se- 
eurity  of  their  finances  intrusted  to  its  treasurer  or  others : 
Provided,  That  in  the  exercise  of  this  right  they  do  not 
violate  the  constitution  and  general  laws  of  this  Common- 
wealth. 

§  6.  Said  association  may  annually,  or  oftener^at  the

'  shall  have  power  to  prohibit  the  exhibition  of  any  show, 
games,  or  the  direct  or  indirect  sale  of  spirituous  liquors 
anywhere  within  three  hundred  yards  of  their  fair  ground.

CHAPTER  463. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  City  Fire  and  MariQe  Iiisnrance  Company  of  Cot- 

ington. 

Be  it  enacted  ly  the  General  Assembly  of  tlie  Commonwealth 
of  Kentvjcky :        • 

*  §  1.  That  William  Ernst,  John  W.  Menzies,  John  W.  Corporatow' 
Finnell,  R.  K.  Summerwell,  S.  H.  Cambron,  Philip  S;  ?aTiiw^*S!:*^" 
Bush,  and  the  subscribers  to  the  stock  of  this  association, 
and  their  successors,  shall  be,  and  are  hereby,  declared  to 
be  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of 
the  "  City  Insurance  Company  of  Covington,  Kentucky," 
and  by  that  name  shall  be  capable  in  law  to  sue  and  be 
sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  ansvc^er  and  be  answered, 
defend  and  be  defended,  in  all  courts  of  law  and  equity, 
and  elsewhere,  with  full  authority  to  acquire,  hold,  and  pos- 
sess, use,  occupy,  and  enjoy,  and  the  same  to  sell,  convey, 
and  dispose  of,  all  such  real  estate  as  shall  be  necessary 
and  convenient  for  the  ttansaction  of  its  business,  or  which 
may  be  conveyed  into  said  company  for  the  security,  or  in 
payment  of  any  debt  which  may  become  due  and  owing 
to  the  same,  or  in  satisfaction  of  any  judgment  of  a  court 
of  law,  or  any  order  or  decree  of  a  court  of  equity  in  their 
favor;  and  to  make  sfnd  use  a  common  seal,  and  the  same 
to  alter  and  renew  at  pleasure;  and  generally  to  do  and 
perform  all  things  relative  to  the  object  of  this  institution. 

§  2..  That  the  capital  stock  of  this  company  shall  be  one  capital  stoek. 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  which  may  be  increased  at  the 
will  of  the  stockholders  to  two  hundred  thousand  dollars, 
divided  into  five  thousand  shares  of  twenty  dollars  each. 
At  the  time  of  subscribing  there  shall  be  paid  on  each 
share  five  dollars,  and  the  balance  on  each  shall  be  subject 
to  the  call  of  the  directots,  and  shall  be  secured  by  in- 
dorsed notes  payable  on  demand,  or  other  property  or 
stocks,  to  be  approved  by  the  president  and  directors  for 
the  time  being;  the  said  security  shall  be  renewed  when- 
ever the  directors  may  consider  it  proper ;  and  any  stock- 
holder neglecting  or  refusing  to  renew  his  security,  or  neg- 
lecting or  reftising  to  pay  an  installment  when  required  by 
the  directors,  the  president  and  directors  may  sell  and  dis- 
pose of  such  stock;  and  after  deducting  the  expenses  of 
such  procedure,  shall  pay  over  to  such  stockholder  any  ex- 
cess, which  may  remain;   nevertheless,  such  stockholder 
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shall  be  held  liable  for  hie  proportron  of  any  loss  which  may 
have  occurred  previous  to  such  neglect  or  refusal. 

§  3.  That  so  soon  as  one  thousand  shares  are  sqbscribed 
for  and  paid,  or  secured  to  be  paid,  the  company  shall  be 
competent  to  transact  all  kinds  of  business  i'or  which  it  is 
established. 

§  4.  The  transfers  of  stock  may  be  made  by  any  stock- 
holder, or  his  legal  representative,  subject  to  such  resti'ic- 
tions  as  the  the  board  of  directors  shall,  from  time  to  time, 
make  and  establish. 

§  5.  That  the  affairs  of  th^  company  shall  be  managed  by 
nine  directors,  all  of  whom  shall  be  stockholders,  to  be 
elected  as  follows:  The  stockholders  composing  this  asso- 
ciation shall  hold  a  meeting  for  the  first  election  of  direct* 
ors  within  one  month  after  the  amount  of  one  thousand 
shares  of  stock  shall  be  subscribed  for;  and  on  the  first 
Monday  in  January  in  each  year  thereafter,  and  choose  by 
ballot  nine  directors  from  among  the  stockholders,  and  each 
share  of  stock  shall  entitle  the  holder  to  one  vote:  and 
the  directors  so  chosen  shall  serve  to  the  first  Monday 
in  Januaiy,  1801,  and  until  others  are  chosen;  at  the  first 
meeting  ailer  every  election,  they  shall  choose  by  ballot  a 
president  from  among  themselves ;  and  in  case  of  the  death 
or  disability  of  the  president,  the  directors  shall  fill  the  va- 
cancy by  ballot  as  before ;  a;nd  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the 
board  of  directors,  it  shall  be  filled  by  the  directors  from  the 
stockholders  for  the  remainder  of  the  year. 

J  6.  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  said  company 
to  insure  houses  and  other  buildings,  and  personal  property 
contained  in  any  houses  or  buildings  of  whatever  kind ; 
also,  steamboats  or  otheV  vessels^  and  property  contained 
therein,  against  loss  or  damage  by  fire,  water,  or  otherwise ; 
and  shall  be  liable  to  make  good  all  losses  sustained  by  fi.re 
or  otherwise,  agreeably  to  such  terms  and  conditions  as 
shall  be  contained  in  the  policy  of  insurance. 

§  7.  The  said  company  shall  have  the  right  to  employ 
any  portion  of  their  capital  stock,  or  surplus  funds  on  hand^ 
in  the  purchase  or  discount  of  foreign  and  domestic  bills  of 
exchange  and  promissory  notes,  made  negotiable  and  paya- 
ble at  the  office  of  said  company,  or  at  any  of  the  banks  or 
branches  of  banks  chartered  by  this  Commonwealth  ;  and 
any  of  the  promissory  notes  purchased  or  discounted  by 
said  company  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  placed  on  the 
same  footing  with  foreign  bills  of  exchange,  and  remedy 
may  be  had  thereon,  jointly  or  severally,  against  the  draw- 
ers and  indorsers,  and  with  like  efiect,  except  as  to  dam- 
ages ;  said  company  shall  not  engage  in  the  business  or  op- 
eration of  banking ;  and  should  said  company  so  engage, 
and  cease  in  good  faith  and  practice  to  be  an  insurance 
company,  this  charter  shall  thenceforth  be  and  become  null 
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and  void;  and  upon  petition  being  filed,  and  proof  thereof 
being  made  in  the  Kenton  circuit  court,  shall  be  so  de- 
clared. 

§  8.  That  the  president  and  directors  shall  deelare  such 
dividends  of  the  profits  of  the  business  of  the  company  as 
shall  not  impair,  nor  in  anywise  lessen  the  capital  stock  of 
the  same ;  the  dividends  shall  be  made  half  yearly,  on  the 
first  Monday  in  January  and  July,  and  shall  be  paid  to  the 
stockholders  ten  days  thereafter;  but  no  dividend  shall  be 
paid  to  any  stockholder  whose  stock  is  delinquent. 
§  9.  That  the  president  and  directors  shall  have  power  and 
authority  to  appoint  a  secretary,  and  such  other  ofiicera  un- 
der them,  as  shall  be  necessary  for  transacting  the  business 
of  said  institution,  and  may  allow  them  such  salaries  as 
they  shall  deem  reasonable ;  to  ordain  and  establish  such 
by-laws  and  regulations  as  shall  appear  to  them  necessary 
for  regulating  and  conducting  the  concerns  of  said  insti- 
tution, not  being  contrary  to  or  inconsistent  with  this  act, 
the  constitution  and  laws  of  this  State,  and  the  United 
States ;  they  shall  keep  full,  fair,  and  correct  entries  of  their 
transactions,  which  shall  be  at  all  times  open  to  the  inspec- 
tion of  the  stockholders. 

§  10.  That  the  stock  of  this  institution  may  be  assigned 
and  transferred  on  the  books  of  the  company  in  person,  or 
by  power  of  attorney ;  but  no  stockholder  indebted  to  the 
company  shall  be  permitted  to  make  any  transfer,  or  receive 
any  dividend,  until  such  debt  is  paid  or  secured  to  the  satis- 
faction of  the  president  and  board  of  directors.

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1860.  such  policies  or  contracts  so  made,  subscribed,  attested,  and 
executed,  and  the  loans  and  other  business  of  the  com- 
pany may  be  made,  conducted,  and  carried  on  without  the 
presence  of  the  whole  of  the  directors,  but  by  such  com- 
mittee or  otherwise  as  the  board  may  authorize,  and  the 
same  shall  be  binding  on  the  company.

AN  ACT  to  improve  the  public  roads  in  Todd  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  die  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  a  tax,  not  exceeding  thirty  per  cent,  on  each 
one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  all  the  taxable  property 
within  the  county  of  Todd,  assessed  and  taxed  for  State 
revenue,  and  to  be  assessed  and  collected  in  the  same  man- 
ner, be  assessed  and  collected  annually  in  the  county  of 
Todd,  to  be  appropriated  by  or  under  an  order  of  the 
county  court  of  said  county,  to  macadamize,  gravel,  or 
construct  in  other  ways,  the  public  roads  in  said  county. 

§  2.  That  the  assessment  and  collection  of  such  tax  shall 
be  continued  and  kept  up  for  such  period  as  may  be  neces- 
sary for  the  completion  of  said  public  roads,  not  to  exceed 
ten  years;  and  the  amount  annually  to  be  assessed  and 
collected  shall  be  definitely  fixed,  and  an  order  for  the 
assessment  and  collection  thereof  shall  be  annually  made 
by  said  county  court :  Provided^  That  a  tax  for  not  more 
than  two  of  the  public  roads  in  said  county  shall  be  voted 
upon  in  any  one  year;  nor  shall  more  than  two  of  said 
roads  be  let  to  contract  in  any  one  year. 

§  3.  That  no  assessment  or  collection  shall  be  made,  nor 
shall  any  order  be  made  for  an  assessment  or  collection  of

by  the  name  and  style  of  "  Covington  Lodge,  No.  109,  of 
Free  and  Accepted  Masons;"  and  by  that  name  shall  have 
perpetual  succession,  and  be  capable  of  contracting  and 
being  contracted  with,  sueing  and  being  sued,  pleading  and 
being  impleaded,  of  acquiring  and  holding  such  real  and 
personal  estate  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  use  of  said 
lodge,  and  cemetery  lots  for  the  use  of  its  members  when 
deceasted;  to  have  and  use  a  common  seal;  receive  all  ne- 
cessary conveyances,  and  sell  the  property  of  said  lodge, 
and  reinvest  the  proceeds  thereof:  Provided^  That  the  en- 
tire amount  invested  in  property  by  said  lodge  shall  at  no 
time  exceed  thirty  thousand  dollars. 

§  2.  That  the  management  of  the  concerns  of  said  cor-

§  3.  That  in  conveying  real  estate  the  whole  board  of 
trustees  shall  join  in  such  conveyance ;  said  trustees  shall 
have  power  to  ordain  and  put  in  force  by-laws  for  the  safe- 
keeping of  the  property  and  other  interests  of  said  lodge  : 
Provided^  The  same  be  not  inconsistent  with  the  constitu- 
tion of  this  State  or  of  the  United  States. 

§  4.  The  legislature  reserves  the  right  to  alter  or  amend 
this  act  at  pleasure.

other,  to  the  Louisville  and  Frankfort  railroad ;  thence  with 
the  same  to  a  point  due  north  of  the  northwest  corner  of 
Samuel  Porter's  tot,  so  as  to  include  the  residence  of  Jere- 
miah Carter ;  thence  southwardly  to  said  Porter's  northwest 
corner ;  thence  along  the  lines  between  Porter's  lot  and  the 
land  of  James  Baskett  to  John  Radford's  lot;  thence  with 
the  lines  of  his  lot  and  those  of  J.  Montgomery  to  the  street 
in  said  town  running  up  from  the  street  near  Martin's  store 
to  the  back  street  of  said  town  on  the  south  side  thereof;

§  1.  That  the  members  of  Polar  Star  Lodge,  No.  363,  of 
Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  of  the  town  of  Vanceburg,  in 
Lewis  county,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  created  a  body 
politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  "  Polar  Star 
Lodge,  No.  363,"  with  perpetual  succession ;  and  by  that 
name  shall  be  capable  of  contracting  and  being  contracted 
with,  of  suing  and  being  sued,  of  pleading  and  being  im- 
pleaded, of  purchasing  and  holding  all  such  real  and  per- 
sonal estate  as  they  may  have  or  hereafter  acquire :  Pro- 
vided, The  amount  vested  in  real  estate,  exclusive  of  build* 
ings  thereon,  shall  at  no  time  exceed  ten  thousand  dollars. 

§  2.  That  the  management  of  the  concerns  of  said  cor- 
poration shall  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  confided  to  the 
master  and  wardens,  and  their  successors  in  office,  as  trus- 
tees thereof,  who,  or  a  majority  of  whom,  shall  have  power  to 
make  all  contracts  pertaining  to  the  real  or  personal  estate 
of  said  lodge ;  and  service  of  notice  or  process  on  any  two 
of  said  trustees,  shall  be  sufficient  notice  to  said  corpora- 
tion. 

^  3.  That  said  trustees  named  in  the  second  section  of 
this  act,  shall  hold  their  offices  until  their  successors  are 
duly  elected  and  qualified :  Provided^  That  the  lodge  shall 
have  power  to  fill  vacancies  in  the  body  of  trustees ;  and 
the  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power  to  pass  such  by- 
laws, rules,  and  regulations,  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws 
of  the  State,  as  m^y  be  necessary  to  the  management  and 
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safe-keeping  of  the  property  and  other  interests  of  said       I860. 

lodge ;  and  they  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and 

change  the  same  at  pleasure ;  and  in  conveying  real  estate, 
it  shall  be  necessary  for  the  whole  board  of  trustees  to  join 
in  such  conveyance. 

§  4.  To  enable  said  corporation  to  erect  the  necessary 
buildings,  and  purchase  such  real  estate  as  may  be  neces- 
sary, the  master  and  wardens  are  hereby  authorized  to  bor- 
row a  sum  of  money,  not  exceeding  ten  thousand  dollars, 
and  mortgage  all  the  property  held  or  which  shall  be  ac- 
quired by  said  corporation,  for  the  security  of  the  money 
loaned ;  and  for  that  purpose  may  execute  bonds  bearing 
interest,  not  exceeding  ten  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable 
semi-annually,  and  the  principal  payable  at  such  time,  not 
exceeding  ten  years,  as  the  master  and  wardens  shall  de- 
termine, and  execute  a  mortgage  on  the  property  of  the 
corporation  for  securing  the  payment  of  said  bonds,  and 
sell  said  bonds  to  any  person  they  may  think  proper.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentvjcky : 

§  1.  That 'Walter  N.  Haldeman  and  Walter  G.  Overton, 
and  their  associates  and  successors,  be,  and  they  are  hereby, 
incorporated  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Louisville  Cou- 
rier Printing  Company ;  and  they  are  hereby  invested  with 
full  power  to  acquire  and  hold,  and  convey  property,  real 
and  personal,  to  the  amount  of  fifty  thousand  dollars ;  to 
sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  be 
answered  unto;  form  a  constitution  and  by-laws,  devise 
and  use  a  common  seal ;  do  all  other  acts  not  incompatible 
with  the  laws  of  this  State  and  the  United  States. 

§  2.  The  object  of  the  incorporation  shall  be  for  the  pur- 
pose of  printing  a  newspaper,  and  carrying  on  the  publish- 
ing and  printing  business,  book  binding,  and  paper  ruling, 
and  purchasing  and  selling  articles  used  in  printing  offices. 

§  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  not  exceed 
fifty  thousand  dollars,  to  be  made  up  of  fifty  shares  of  one 
thousand  dollars  each  share. 

§  4.  The  shareholders  shall  elect  from  their  own  body^ 
on  the  first  Monday  in  April,  in  each  year,  three  trustees, 
who  shall  continue  in  ofiice  one  year,  and  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  appointed;  until  said  election  said  trustees 
shall  continue  in  ofiice,  with  the  same  powers  as  those  con- 
ferred on  the  trustees  to  be  elected  u&der  this  charter ;  sdid 
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1860.       trustees  shall  elect  a  president  and  secretary  from  their  own 

body,  and  shall  have  the  exclusive  power  to  conduct  the 

aflairs  of  said  company,  and  to  bind  it,  either  by  verbal  or 
written  contract ;  they  may  elect  a  treasurel",  and  remove 
him  at  pleasure. 

§  5.  The  trustees  may,  whenever  they  may  deem  it  ne- 
cessary, direct  a  call  on  the  shareholders  for  the  amount 
required  to  pay  the  debts,  or  to  carry  on  the  business  of 
said  company ;  such  call  must  be  voted  for  by  at  least  a  ma- 
jority of  said  trustees;  and  notice  thereof  must  be  given 
for  thirty  days  in  the  Louisville  Courier  newspaper.  Should 
any  shareholder  fail  or  refuse  to  pay  the  proportion  of  said 
call,  the  trustees,  by  an  exhibition  of  the  record  of  their 
proceedings  making  the  call,  and  of  their  book  of  transfers, 
showing  the  number  of  Bhareholders,  shall  have  power  to 
recover  before  any  justice  of  the  peace  against  said  share- 
holder or  shareholders,  his  or  their  proportion  of  said  call, 
by  suit,  in  their  corporate  name. 

§  6.  The  shareholders  of  said  company  shall  meet  annu- 
ally on  the  first  Monday  in  April,  at  their  principal  office ; 
and  the  said  trustees  shall  then  and  there  exhibit  a  full  and 
fair  account  of  the  receipts  and  expenses  of  said  office. 
No  shareholder  can  transfer  his  stock  to  any  person  not  a

cents;  all  other  fees  shall  be  the  same  as  those  of  justices 
of  the  peace  for  similar  services,  and  shall  have  power  to 
collect  in  the  same  way.  He  shall  have  jurisdiction  of 
all  cases  of  motions  and  suits  against  the  treasurer,  mar- 
shal, clerk,  and  other  officers  of  said  town  for  all  sums  of 
money  received  and  paid  out  by  them.

§  4.  The  marshal  shall  have  the  same  powers  and  per-  Powers  and  du- 
form  the  same  duties,  and  be  liable  to  the  same  penalties,  *'*■**  "*" 
that  constables  of  this  Commonwealth  are  now  by  law,  or 
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may  hereafter  fife  authorized  to  perform  or  be  subject  to; 
and  said  marshal,  before  he  enters  on  the  duties  of  his 
office,  shall  take  an  oath  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
his  duty,  before  any  justice  of  the  peace,  or  other  person 
authorized  by  law  to  administer  the  same;  he  shall  be 
under  the  same  conditions  and  penalties  as  a  constable  is 
required  by  law,  and  be  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
police  judge,  in  all  motions  against  him  and  his  sureties ; 
he  shall  collect  all  taxes  of  said  town,  and  other  demands 
in  any  part  of  said  county,  and  account  for  and  pay  over 
the  same  to  whosoever  may  be  entitled  to  the  same,  under 
the  same  rules  required  by  law  of  sheriffs  in  the  collection 
of  taxes,  and  of  constables  In  the  collection  of  executions 
and  other  demands. 

§  5.  That  the  trustees  of  said  town  shall  Have  power  to 
pass  by-laws  for  the  suppression  of  tippling-houses,  gam- 
bling-houses, and  such  other  houses  as  are  the  common 
resort  of  idle,  dissolute,  profane,  and  disorderly  persons; 
to  prohibit  all  retailers  of  spirituous  liquors  from  retailing 
the  same,  and  by  providing  and  enforcing  adequate  penal- 
ties. 

§  6.  They  shall  have  power  to  provide  for  taxing  ped- 
dlers, auctioneers,  in  addition  to  the  tax  now  imposed  by 
law,  not  more  than  one  fourth  of  one  per  cent,  upon  all 
public  sale  of  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise. 

§  7.  Said  trustees  shall  have  the  exclusive  power  to 
license  or  not,  as  to  them  may  seem  right  and  proper,  all 
taverns,  houses  of  entertainment,  coffee-houses,  retailers, 
confectioners,  and  houses  of  public  resort,  in  said  town ; 
and  shall  have  the  exclusive  right  and  power  to  license  all 
merchants,  grocers,  and  druggists  to  sell  ardent  spirits  by 
the  quart,  and  shall  have  power  to  tax  the  above  named 
grantees  such  sums  as  they  may  provide :  Provided,  That 
if,  at  any  time,  said  trustees  shall  so  license  any  person  to 
sell  ardent  spirits  in  any  of  the  above  described  modes, 
they  shall  pay  to  the  clerik  of  the  Lincoln  county  court  the 
sum  now  imposed  by  the  laws  of  this  State  upon  tavern- 
keepers,  merchants,  and  druggists. 

§  8.  The  trustees  shall  appoint  a  clerk,  a  treasurer,  and 
assessor  of  tax,  whose  term  of  office  shall  continue  one 
year. 

§  9.  That  all  fines  and  forfeitures  for  a  violation  of  the 
ordinances  of  said  town  shall  be  collected  and  paid  into 
the  treasury  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  said  town. 

^  10.  The  limits  of  said  town  are  hereby  so  extended  as 
to  include  the  residence  of  F.  S.  Kauffman,  also  Jas.  Rob- 
ertson.

AN  ACT  to  incoq)orate  the  town  of  Sublimity,  in  Pulaski  county.

§  1.  That  the  town  of  Sublimity,  in  Pulaski  county,  is 
hereby  established  and  incorporated,  with  the  lots  and 
streets,  alleys  and  lands,  in  the  folio  wing  boundary,  to- wit : 
Beginning  on  Rockcastle  river,  ten  poles  above  the  ferry ; 
thence  north  thirty  poles  to  a  rock  planted  as  a  corner; 
thence  west  fifty  poles  to  a  rock  placed  as  the  west  cor- 
ner ;  .thence  south  to  the  bank  of  Rockcastle  river,  at  low 
water ;  and  thence  with  the  windings  of  said  river  to  the 
beginning. 

§  2,  That  Montrose  Graham  and  Josephus  Campbell  are 
hereby  appointed  judges  of  the  first  election  of  trustees  for 
said  town,  who,  after'having  taken  an  oath  impartially  to 
discharge  their  duty,  shall,  on  the  first  Saturday  in  May, 
1860,  after  having  given  three  days'  notice,  proceed  to  the 
election  of  five  trustees  for  said  town :  Provided,  That  if 
said  election  is  not  then  held,  they  may  hold  said  election 
at  any  time  in  the  year  of  1860,  by  giving  as  above  named 
three  days'  notice.

ducah, shall  desire  to  file  his  petition  to  enforce  the  collec- 
tion of  the  price  of  any  such  improvements  under  the  pro- 
visions of  said  fifth  section  of  said  charter,  said  plaintiff*, 
so  filing  his  petition,  shall  not  be  required  to  make  all  the 
owners  of  lots  on  the  street  in  front  of  which  said  improve- 
ments may  have  been  made,  parties  defendants  to  the  suit ; 
but  such'  plaintiff  may  at  his  option  sue  all  or  any  number 
of  the  owners  of  lots;  and  it  shall  be  sufficient  to  allege 
the  number  of  feet  owned  by  such  as  shall  be  sued,  and  the 
pro  rata  cost  of  improving  in  front  of  the  same. 

§  2.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  creating  a  Police  Judge  for  the  town  of  Clarksburg. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  on  the  first  Monday  in  August,  1860,  the  qual- 
ified voters  of  the  town  of  Clarksburg,  Lewis  county,  shall 
have  a  right  to  elect  a  police  judge  for  said  town  of 
Clarksburg,  who  shall  continue  in  office  until  the  first  Mon- 
day in  August,  1862,  at  which  time,  and  every  four  years 
thereafter,  the  qualified  voters  of  said  town  shall  elect  a 
police  judge. 

§  2.  That  the  candidates  for  said  office  shall  have  the 
same  qualifications  as  those  for  the  office  of  county  court 
judge. 

§  3.  That  said  police  judge  shall  enter  upon  the  duties 
of  said  office  on  the  first  Monday  succeeding  said  election  ; 
but  before  doing  so  he  shall  take  the  same  oath  of  office 
that  is  required  to  be  taken  by  the  judges  of  county  courts. 

§  4.  That  said  police  judge  shall  have  the  same  juris- 
diction, and  receive  the  same  fees  for  his  services  that  the 
justices  of  the  peace  have ;  and  his  fees  shall  be  collected 
in  the  same  manner  that  the  fees  of  justices  of  the  peace 
now  are.

CHAPTER  487. 

AN  ACT  to  authorise  the  Clarke  county  court  to  subscribe  stock  in  turnpike 

roadsj  in  said  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  llie  Gejieral  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1 .  That  the  Clarke  county  court  is  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered  to  order  its  clerk,  on  behalf  of  said  county, 
to  subscribe  stock  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  seven  hun- 
dred and  fifty  dollars  per  mile,  in  any  turnpike  road  com- 
pany vsrhich  is  now  or  may  at  any  future  time  be  incorpo- 
rated for  the  purpose  of  constructing  macadamized,  plank, 
or  gravel  roads  in  said  county  of  Clarke,  upon  such  con- 
ditions as  said  court  may  determine;  which  subscription, 
when  made,  shall  be  binding  on  said  county,  and  to  pay 
which,  said  court  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to 
assess  a  tax  upon  all  the  property  and  estate  subject  to  the 

{>ayme]it  of  State  revenue  within  its  limits ;  the  tax  thus 
evied  not  to  exceed  at  the  rate  of  seven  cents  on  the  one 
hundred  dollars*  worth  of  property  for  any  one  year ;  and 
the  same,  when  collected,  shall  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  of 
said  county,  who  shall  pay  it  in  discharge  of  the  subscript 
tioA  of  stock  as  made  in  such  proportions  and  at  such  times 
as  shall  be  called  for  by  the  proper  officers  of  said  turnpike 
companies,  to  which  said  subscriptions  shall  have  been 
made.  The  dividends  arising  from  said  stock  shall,  from 
time  to  time,  whenever  other  dividends  are  declared,  be 
paid  over  to  said  county  court  in  aid  of  the  county  levy. 

§  2.  That  said  tax  shall  be  collected  by  the  same  collect- 
ing officer  who  shall  collect  the  State  revenue,  who  shall 
account  for  and  pay  over  the  same  according  to  the  first 
section  of  this  act,  under  the  same  rules  and  regulations 
that  he  collects  and  accounts  for  the  State  revenue;  and

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186^.       the  collecting  officer  is  not  to  receive  for  his  services  a 

greater  commission  than  four  per  cent. 

§  3.  The  amount  subscribed  by  the  county  court  toward 
roads  under  this  act  shall  in  no  one  year  exceed  six  thou* 
sand  dollars,  and  shall,  until  their  completion,  be  expended 
upon  the  Winchester  and  Red  river  iron  works  road,  the 
Winchester  and  Irvine  road,  and  the  Winchester  and  Mud- 
'  dy  creek  road,  in  the  event  the  companies  authorized  by 

the  laws  chartering  said  road  companies  shall  be  hereaf- 
ter organized ;  and  provided,  upon  such  organization,  an 
equal  amount  per  mile  is  applied  to  each  of  said  roadii  in 
said  county  of  Clarke. 

§  4.  This  act  to  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  488. 

AN  ACT  declaring  the  Brushy  Fork  of  Blaln  Creek  a  naTigable  stream. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Genei-al  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1 .  That  Brushy  Fork  of  Blain  creek  be,  and  the  same 
is,  declared  a  navigable  stream  from  its  junction  with  Blain 
creek  to  the  forks  opposite  O.  D.  Botner's,  • 

§  2.  That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  destroy 
any  vested  right  which  Samuel  T.  Moore  may  have  to 
erect  a  dam  across  said  stream,  at  the  time  this  act  shall 
take  effect. 

§  3.  This  act  to  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of  March 
next.

CHAPTER  489, 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  town  of  Ovrensboro. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  t/ie  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  hereafter  all  persons  who  may  be  fined  by  the 
police  judge  of  the  town  of  Owensboro,  or  by  a  jury,  for 
a  violation  of  the  ordinance  of  said  town,  and  shall  refuse 
or  fail  to  pay  said  fine,  the  police  judge  shall  have  power 
to  put  such  person  or  persons  to  work  upon  the  streets,  or 
on  any  public  improvement  of  the  town,  until  he  or  they 
shall  discharge  the  fine,  at  the  rate  of  one  dollar  and  fifty 
cents  per  day. 

§  2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  marshal  to  direct 
and  oversee  all  persons  so  punished,  and  shall  receive  a 
compensation  from  the  board  of  trustees  for  his  services. 
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§  3.  That  the  board  of  trustees   of  the  town  of  Owens-       I860. 

boro  shall  have  power  to  license  all  lager  beer  saloons  in  -^ 

said  town,  and  to  fix  a  tax  of  not  more  than  thirty  dollars 
per  year  upon  all  persons  who  retail  malt  liquor  in  quanti- 
ties less  than  a  quart.

sented  that  other  parties  will  subscribe  stock  towards  thq 
completion  of  the  road,  if  the  debts  now  existing  were  dis- 
posed of  or  the  lien  which  they  have  on  the  road ;  and  that 
no  farther  subscription  can  be  obtained  so  long  as  the 
present  debt  against  the  company  exists ;  therefol*e, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Genei-al  Assembly  of  the  Corrunonwcalth  of 
Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  the  Owingsville 
and  Mount  Sterling  turnpike  road  company  be,  and  they 
are  hereby,  authorized  to  sell,  at  public  auction,  the  said 
road  and  all  the  work  which  has  been  done  on  the  same  ; 
but  the  same  shall  be  advertised  at  least  three  weeks,  in 
the  newspapers  printed  in  Mount  Sterling ;  the  terms  of 
payment  shall  be  fixed  by  the  directory,  and  the  proceeds 
of  the  sale  shall  be  first  applied  to  pay  the  debts  of  said 
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company  now  existing;  and  Bhould  the  sale  not  produce 
enough  to  pay  all  the  debts,  they  shall  be  paid  pro  rata',  li 
it  sells  for  more  than  the  debt&,  the  overplus  shall  be  paid 
over  to  the  old  stockholders /?ro  rata. 

§  2.  The  purchaser  shall  have  all  the  rights,  franchises, 
and  privileges  now  belonging  to  said  turnpike  road  com- 
pany ;  and  to  make  such  arrangements  with  any  subsequent 
stockholders  which  may  be  agreed  upon.

the  public  generally,  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as 
may  be  deemed  expedient,  and  at  such  rates  of  compensa- 
tion as  may  be  agreed  on ;  and  for  that  purpose  said  cor- 
poration may  use  such  amount  of  ca]utal  as  may  be  needed 
to  carry  on  said  business. 

§  3.  5<?  it  further  enacted,  That  the  capital  stock  shall  be 
held  in  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each  ;  and  the  num- 
ber of  shares  may  be  increased  or  diminished,  from  time 
to  time,  as  may  be  deemed  expedient,  and  as  its  business 
may  require. 

§  4.  Be  it  further  enactedy  That  the  stockholders  shall 
annually  elect  five  directors,  who  shall  manage  all  the 
affairs  of  said  corporation ;  one  of  whom  shall  be  select- 
ed by  the  directors  as  president  of  the  corporation ;  and 
in  all  such  elections,  each  share  of  stock  shall  entitle  the 
holder  to  one  vote ;  all  vacancies  to  be  filled  by  the  direct- 
ors. 

§  5.  Be  it  further  C7iactcd,  That  the  Mobile  and  Ohio  rail- 
road company  shall  have  power  and  authority  to  subscribe 
for  and  hold  stock  in  said  corporation,  and  to  contract 
and  agree  with  said  telegraph  corporation  for  tiie  erection, 
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keeping  up,  u»ing,  and  transaction  of  the  business  of  tele-       1860. 

graphing,  and  to  agree  M'ith  the  said  telegraph  corporation   

for  tne  transmission  of  its  dispatches  and  telegraph  bssi- 
ness,  on  such  terms  as  the  two  corporations  may  agree  on  ; 
and  they  shall  have  power  to  contract  with  each  other  for 
that  purpose:  Pmvidcd,  That  the  said  Mobile  and  Ohio 
railroad  and  branches,  shall  always  have  the  preference 
in  point  of  time  when  there  may  be  a  press  of  business, 
over  others,  for  the  transmission  of  its  dispatches;  and  all 
needful  regulations  may  be  made  by  said  two  corpora- 
tions to  accomplish  the  object  herein  provided. 

§  6.  Be  it  furUier  enacted^  That  the  office  of  said  corpo- 
ration shall  be  located  at  Mobile,  where  all  dividends  shall 
be  paid,  and  books  of  transfer  of  stock  shall  be  kept. 

§  7.  Be  itfurUiei'  cjiactcd.  That  said  corporation  shall  Have 
power  to  contract  for  all  connections  with -other  lines  in  or 
out  of  this  State  they  may  think  proper ;  and  to  purchase 
or  build  such  connecting  lines  extending  to  any  place  they 
may  deem  advisable,  and  may  enlarge  their  capital  at  any 
time  for  that  purpose. 

^  8.  Be  tt  further  enacted,  That  every  person  who  shall 
destroy  or  commit  a  trespass  upon  the  fixtures  of  said 
corporation,  created  in  pursuance  of  the  authority  hereby 
given,  actually  interrupting  or  with  intent  to  interrupt 
the  operations  of  the  telegraph,  shall  pay  to  the  said  cor- 
poration five  hundred  dollars  lor  such  offense,  and  shall 
be  further  liable  for  all  damages  which  the  said  corpora- 
tion may  sutler  in  repairing  the  injury,  and  the  interruption 
of  their  business,  to  be  recovered  in  any  court  having 
jurisdiction  of  the  same;  and  shall  be  further  liable  to 
indictment,  and  on  conviction  be  fined  not  less  than  one 
hundred  dollars,  or  imprisoned  not  less  than  thirty  days,  at 
the  discretion  of  the  jury  trying  the  same ;  and  if  any  per- 
son incurring  the  penalty  aforesaid  shall,  through  insol- 
vency or  other  cause,  be  unable,  or  shall  fail  to  pay  the 
damages  aforesaid,  and  shall  a  second  time,  destroy  or  com- 
mit a  trespass  upon  said  fixtures,  he  shall  be  subject  to 
imprisonment  not  less  than  one  month  nor  over  twelve 
months  in  the  county  jail  or  State  prison,  at  the  discre- 
tion of  the  jury  trying  the  same,  on  conviction  thereof 
before  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction..

AN  ACT  (0  charter  Tradewater  Coal  Miniog  Company,  &e. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  James  Milam,  James  L.  Sneed,  William  C. 

aameP*  €KinJo-  ^need,  George  Wheetecroft,  and Cook,  and  their  as- 

nite powers.  Bociatos,  successors,  and  assigns,  be,  and  they  are  hereby, 
constituted  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and 
style  of  the  Tradewater  Coal  Mining  and  Oil  Manufactur- 
ing Company,  and  under  that  name  and  style  shall  have  per- 
petual succession,  with  power  to  contract  and  be  contracted 
with,  sue  and  be  sued,  in  all  courts  and  places  ;  to  have  a 
common  seal,  and  to  engage  in  the  mining  of  coal,  salt, 
and  any  other  mineral,  and  in  the  manufacture  of  coal  oil 
and  other  products  of  lands  belonging  to,  or  now  leased  by 
them,  and  all  other  articles  and  commodities  whatsoever, 
and  in  the  transportation  of  the  same,  or  any  portion 
thereof  to  home  or  foreign  markets;  to  hold  their  meetings 
within  or  without  the  State,  and  to  have  all  powers  needful 
for  the  successful  prosecution  of  their  business,  and  for  the 
execution  of  the  powers  herein  granted.

than  seven  feet  water  upon  the  shoals  next  above  the  dams,

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1860.       Brown,  Alfred   Kenady,  Vene   P.  Armstrong,  and   Robt. 

Kenady,  and  such  other  persons  as  may  fchoose  to  associate 

with  them,  be,  and  are  hereby,  created  a  body  poHtic  and 
corporate,  with  perpetual  succession,  under  the  name  and 
style  of  the  Hardin  County  Agricultural  and  Mechanical 
Association ;  and  by  that  name  may  t^ue  and  be  sued,  plead 
and  be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended,  in  all  courts  of 
law  and  equity;  and  shall  be  capable  of  acquiring,  by 
purchate  or  otherwise,  any  quantity  of  land  in  the  county 
of  Hardin,  in  the  neighborhood  of  Elizabethtown,  not  less 
than  five  nor  more  than  one  hundred  acres ;  and  may  im- 
prove, sell,  and  convey  the  same,  or  any  part  thereof,  at 
pleasure;  and  may  acquire,  hold,  and  dispose  of  such  per- 
sonal estate  as  the  president  and  directors  of  said  associa- 
tion may  deem  necessary ;  the  said  association  may  adopt 
and  use  a  corporate  seal. 

§  2.  The  capital  of  said  association  shall  be  divided  into 
Capital  stock,  shares  of  twenty  dollars  each,  to  be  subscribed  for  and 
taken  agreeably  to  such  rules  and  regulations  as  the  cor- 
poration may  direct;  any  five  of  the  persons  before  named, 
or  any  three  of  them,  are  authorized  to  open  books  for  the 
subscription  of  stock  in  said  corporation,  at  any  time  and 
place  they  may  designate ;  and  so  soon  as,  in  their  judg- 
ment, sufficient  stock  is  subscribed  to  meet  the  objects  of 
said  association,  they  may  call  a  meeting  of  the  subscribers 
who  are  shareholders,  at  Elizabethtown,  after  having  given 
public  notice  through  the  papers  publii^bed  in  said  town,  at

§  6.  That  no  spirituous,  vinous,  or  malt  liquors  shall  be  JJ,?Jo\"*UrJjn| 
sold  upon  the  premises  during  the  continuance  of  any  fair,  during  fairs. 
or  within  one  half  mile  of  the  fair  grounds,  (unless  by  the 
consent  of  two  thirds  of  the  stockholders,  in  writing,)  under 
the  penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for  each  and  every  offense, 
to  be  recovered  in  the  name  of  the  president  and  directors 
of  said  association,  before  the  city  Judge  of  Elizabethtown, 
or  any  justice  of  the  peace  of  Hardin  county,  by  warrant; 
and  each  separate'act  of  selling  shall  be  a  dii«tinct  offense. 

§  7.  Any  county  other  than  the  county  of  Hardin,  which, 
by  its  citizens,  shall  subscribe  as  much  as  ten  shares  to  the 
capital  stock  of  this  association,  shall,  by  its  subscribers, 
elect  and  appoint  two  directors  of  the  association,  and  one 
for  each  additional  subscription  of  five  shares,  who  shall 
have  the  same  powers  and  privileges  of  the  other  directors ; 
and  the  directors  of  this  association  shall,  by  their  by  laws, 
collect  the  shares  subscribed  at  any  time,  and  in  such 
amounts  as  may  be  necessary  to  advance  the  said  associa- 
tion. 

§  8.  All  fines  recoverable  under  the  sixth  section  of  this 
act  shall  belong  to  said  association,  and  may  be  disposed 
of  in  such  manner  as  the  by-laws  of  the  association  may 
require.

CHAPTER  504. 

AN  ACT  to  establish  an  additional  election  and  civil  district  in  Warren  county 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  the  county  court  of  Warren  county  be,  and 
they  are  hereby,  authorized,  if,  in  their  discretion,  they 
deem  it  necessary  and  proper,  at  least  t^ixty  days  before  a 
general  election,  to  establish  an  additional  election  and  civil 
district  in  said  county,  to  be  denominated  the  Woodbum 
district,  and  to  be  embraced  within  the  following  boundary. 
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1860.      viz :  Beginning  at  Robert  S.  Turner's,  on  the  Logan  county 

line ;  running  thence  by  Perkins'  store  to  Shields'  shop,  on 

the  Louisville  and  Nashville  turnpike  roa(|;  thence  to  Jo- 
seph Venable's ;  thence  to  the  mouth  of  the  middle  fork  of 
Drake's  creek;  thence  with  said  creek  to  the  Simpson 
county  line ;  thence  with  the  Simpson  county  line  to  the 
beginning. 

§  2.  That  the  place  of  voting  in  said  district  shall  be  at 
Woodburn,  on  the  Louisville  and  Nashville  turnpike  road : 
Provided,  hoiDever,  That  said  court  may  alter  or  change  the 
lines  of  said  district  at  any  time,  so  as  to  equalize  the  ter- 
ritory of  the  contiguous  districts. 

§  3.  That  there  shall  be  two  justices  of  the  peace  and 
one  constable  elected  in  said  district  at  the  next  general 
election  of  said  officers  after  said  district  shall  have  been 
established. 

§  4.  All  laws  in  force  regulating  elections,  so  far  as  the 
same  are  applicable,  are  hereby  made  applicable  to  the 
district  hereby  authorized  to  be  created. 

§  5.  This  act  to  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  505. 

AN  ACT  to  close  certain  streets  in  the  town  of  Taylorsville. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentwcky: 

§  1.  That  the  trustees  of  the  town  of  Taylorsville,  in 
Spencer  county,  shall  have  power,  at  any  time,  to  close  up 
Water  street,  in  the  above  named  town,  between  Main 
cross  street  and  Jefferson  street;  and  also  to  close  Harden 
street,  between  the  river  and  Jefferson  street. 

§  2.  That  said  trustees  may,  when  necessary  for  the  con- 
venience of  said  town,  cause  said  streets  to  be  opened 
agaig. 

§  3.  That  this  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  506. 

AN  ACT  authorizing  the  County  Court  of  Warren  to  sell  the  poor-bouse  and 

lands  of  said  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  county  court  of  Warren  county,  with  a 
majority  of  all  the  justices  concurring,  are  hereby  empow- 
ered to  make  an  order  directing  the  sale  of  the  poor-house, 
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and  poor-house  lando,  and  all  other  property  belonging  to       I860. 

said  poor-house,  or   any  part  thereof,  belonging   to  said 

county,  to  be  sold  upon  such  terms  as  they  may  by  their 
order  direct ;  and  for  that  purpose  they  are  hereby  author- 
ized, by  their  order,  to  appoint  a  commissioner  to  make 
said  sale,  and  to  authorize  him  to  take  bond  or  bonds  for 
the  purchase  money,  payable  to  himself,  with  approved 
security,  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  county  court  of 
Warren,  and  to  make  a  conveyance  to  the  purchaser  or 
purchasers,  retaining  a  lien  for  the  purchase  money  upon 
the  land. 

§  2.  That  the  purchase  money  for  which  said  house  and 
land,  and  other  property  may  sell,  shall,  when  collected  by 
said  commissioner,  be  paid  over  to  the  order  of  said  county 
court  of  Warren,  to  be  applied  as  may  be  directed  by  said 
court. 

§  3.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  507. 

AN  ACT  changing  the  Western  Maysville  Justices*  District,  in  Mason  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  tfie  General  Assembly  of  tlie  Commonwe«iUh  of 
Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  the  boundary  of  the  lower  or  west  Maysville 
election  and  justices'  district  or  precinct,  shall  hereafter  be 
as  follows:  Beginning  at  the  bridge  crossing  Lawrence's 
creek,  on  the  Maysville  and  Bracken  turnpike  road ;  thence 
up  said  turnpike  to  the  road  le'ading  from  Latham's  mill  to 
Washington ;  thence  with  said  road  to  the  west  fork  of  Law- 
rence's creek;  thence  down  said  creek  to  where  it  empties 
into  main  Lawrence's  creek,  (including  the  farm  of  John 
Morton ;)  thence  down  said  creek  to  the  beginning. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  508. 

AN  ACT  authorizing  the  Harrison  county  court  to  subscribe  stock  in  turnpike 

roads. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  tJic  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  whenever  one  or  more  companies  shall  organ- 
ize under  an  act  of  incorporation  from  the  General  Assem- 
bly, or  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  CIII  of  the  Revised 
Statutes,  for  the  construction  of  one  or  more  turnpike  roads 
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1860.       in  Harrison  county,  and  shall  show  that  with  the  additional 

subscription  of  five  hundred  dollars  per  mile,  the  same  can 

be  completed,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  court  of 
said  county  of  Harrii^on  to  subscribe  as  stock,  in  such  road 
or  roads,  an  amount  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars  per 
mile,  in  order  that  the  same  may  be  completed  respectively. 
And  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  the  county  court  to  pay 
isubscriptions  thus  made>  it  is  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  levy  an  ad  valoi-cm  tax  on  the  property  in  the 
county,  the  rate  of  which,  for  any  single  year,  shall  not  ex- 
ceed ten  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  prop- 
erty ;  and  in  making  the  levy,  the  assessor's  book  shall  be 
the  guide. 

4  "2,  Where  a  tax  shall  be  levied  to  pay  the  subscription 
to  two  or  more  roads,  and  the  amount  collected  for  that 
year  be  not  sufticient  to  pay  the  entire  amount  subscribed, 
the  county  court  shall  make  a  pro  rata  distribution  to  the 
several  roads  for  which  the  subeicriptions  have  been  made; 
and  the  deficiency  shall  be  supplied  from  the  next  year's 
levy. 

§  3.  The  sherifi"  shall  collect  the  tax  levied  by  virtue  of 
this  act,  and  pay  over  the  same  to  the  treasurer  of  such 
companies  entitled  thereto,  on  or  before  the  twenty-fifth 
day  of  December,  in  each  year  in  which  the  tax  is  levied;

the  Fame  is  indebted  for  its  construction,  the  court  shall 
subscribe  only  so  much  as  will  pay  the  debt,  proportioned 
to  the  part  which  is  situated  in  Harrison  county.  And  in 
cases  where  any  appropriation  has  heretofore  been  made 
by  the  county  court  to  any  turnpike  road,  or  to  aid  in  the 
construction  of  bridges  thereon,  such  appropriation  shall  be 
regarded  as  part  of  the  subscription  to  such  road. 

§  5.  This  act  shall  not  take  effect  until  a  majority  of  the 
voters  of  said  county  shall  petition  the  county  court  to  levy 
the  tax  provided  for  by  this  act ;  and  those  who  have  prayed 
the  Legislature,  at  its  present  session,  for  the  passage  of 
such  an  act,  to  be  regarded  as  part  of  the  number  consti- 
tuting such  majority.

§  1.  That  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the 
Monday's  Landing  and  Harrodsburg  turnpike  road  com- 
pany," approved  Februaiy  15,  1858,  be  so  amended  as  to 
authorize  an  extension  of  said  road  in  a  westwardly  direc- 
tion from  the  Franklin  and  Crab  Orchard  turnpike  road  to 
Duncansville  or  Cornishville,  as  the  commissioners  may 
deem  best;  and  that  Abram  M.  Vanarsdall,  Jackson  Mc- 
Gee,  and  Robert  Forsythe,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  ap- 
pointed additional  commissioners  in  said  company. 

§  2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  may  be 
increased,  at  the  discretion  of  the  commissioners,  to  fifty 
thousand  dollars;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  commis- 
sioners  to  levy  and  collect,  such  tolls  upon  the  extension 
herein  provided  for,  as  are  allowed  by  law  upon  other  sim- 
ilar roads,  and  no  more. 

^  3.  This  act  to  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  526. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  Louisyille  and  Cane  Run  Plank  Road 

Corapaoj. 

Whereas,  It  is  represented  to  this  General  Assembly  that 
the  Louisville  and  Cane  Run  Plank  Road,  together  with  all 
of  its  rights,  privileges,  and  franchises,  was,  by  a  proceed- 
ing in  the  Louisville  chancery  court,  based  upon  an  act  of 
the  Legislature,  and  was  purchased  on  the  —  day  of  May, 
1858,  by  William  A.  Merriwether,  for  himself  and  his  asso- 
ciates hereinafter  named ;  wherefore. 

Be  it  ejiacted  by  the  Genercd  Asseinbly  of  the  Commonxvealth  of 
Kentucky  : 

^  -1.  That  William  A.  Merriwether,  Early  Smith,  George 
C.  Williams,  C.  J.  Clark,  Emily  McHarry,  Isaac  P.  Miller, 
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I860.  and  their  asdociates  and  Bucceseors,  are  hereby  created 
"  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  with  perpetual  succession, 

under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Louisville  and  Cane  Run 
Road  Company ;  to  have,  enjoy,  possess,  and  exercise  all 
the  rights,  privileges,  and  franchises,  held  and  possessed 
by  the  original  corporators  of  this  company,  under  their 
charter  and  the  amendments  thereto. 

§  2.  That  said  company  shall  have  the  right  to  levy  and 
collect  tolls  from  persons  traveling  over  said  road;  shall 
also  have  the  right  to  make  contracts  with  persons  for  tolls, 
^to  be  paid  quarterly,  half  yearly,  or  annually;  and  shall 
also  have  the  right  to  terminate  their  said  road  at  the  point 
east  where  it  intersects  the  Louisville  and  Salt  river  road; 
and  said  company  is  hereby  authorized  to  contract  with 
said  Louisville  and  Salt  river  road  for  an  equitable  division 
of  tolls  paid  by  persons  traveling  on  both  of  said  roads,  or 
for  any  other  purpose  not  contrary  to  law. 

§  3.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  the  IiOuiBYille  abd  Cane  Run  Road  Companj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kcntvjcky : 

§  1.  That  the  Louisville  and  Cane  run  road  company 
be,  and  are  hereby,  relieved  from  the  penalties  and  for- 
feitures under  the  21,22,  and  23  sections  of  chapter  103 
of  the  Revised  Statutes,  until  the  1st  day  of  July,  \SQO\  and 
that  from  and  after  said  first  day  of  July,  1860,  their  fran- 
chises and  corporate  rights  shall  not  be  forfeited,  unless 
they  suffer  and  permit  the  said  road  to  remain  unfit  for 
travel  for  sixty  days. 

§  2.  That  said  company  shall  have  the  right  to  collect 
tolls  on  and  for  that  part  of  said  road  which  may  be  in 
good  repair,  per  mile,  at  the  rates  fixed  in  the  original 
charter :  Pi^ovidcd^  Said  company,  in  good  faith,  appJy  the 
tolls  BO  collected  to  repair  and  keep  said  road  in  order. 

§  3.  This  act  to  go  into  effect  from  its  passage.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of

grants, bawds,  and  bawdy-house-keepers,  all  persons  com- 
mitted in  default  of  bail  upon  orders  of  said  city  court,  or 
any  magistrate  therein,  or  the  county  judge  requiring  surety 
for  the  peace,  or  for  good  behavior,  or  as  suspected  felons, 
or  for  other  causes ;  and  those  put  therein  for  short  terms 
of  imprisonment,  for  offenses  committed  in  said  city,  by 
said  courts,  on  capias  prtjfines^  shall  have  liberty  to  work 
out  the  sums  they  are  charged  to  pay,  at  seventy-five  cents 
per  day,  at  such  labor  therein  as  they  may  be  directed  to 
do ;  but  all  able-bodied  persons  put  into  said  work-house,  for 
any  of  the  causes  aforesaid,  by  said  courts,  shall  be  com- 
pelled to  labor  at  such  labor  as  may  be  prescribed  by  or- 
dinance of  the  council^  until  discharged,  unless  he  or  she 
shall  pay  into  the  hands  of  such  ofiicer  as  shall  be  provided, 
the  sum  of  twenty-five  cents  per  day,  for  each  day  he  or 
she  shall  stay  therein,  to  reimburse  the  expense  of  keeping 
and  dieting  him  or  her ;  and  the  mayor  and  council  of  said 
city  shall  have  power  to  pass  all  ordinances  for  the  police, 
government,  and  management  of  said  work-house. 

§  13.  This  act  shall  take  efl^ect  from  and  after  its  publica- 
tion in  one  or  both  of  the  newspapers  published  in  the  city 
of  Henderson,  and  its  ratification  by  the  votes  of  a  major- 
ity of  the  qualified  voters  residing  in  said  city,  and  the 
territory  added  to  said  city  by  this  act.

That  David  Penrod,  of  Muhlenburg  county,  be,  and 
he  ia  hereby,  appointed  a  commissioner  to  finish  the  laying 
out  and  locating  the  State  road  leading  from  Greenville  to 
Bowling-Green,  in  the  room  and  stead  of  James  Taggart, 
who  was  appointed  to  perform  this  service  by  act  of  the 
last  se8sit)n  of  the  Legislature ;  and  that  said  Penrod  per- 
form all  the  service  as  is  required  by  said  act  to  be  perform- 
ed by  the  commissioner  therein  named. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage*

CHAPTER  580. 

AN  ACT  to  regulate  th&  management  of  the  Madison  Fork  of  the  WildenieaB 

'  Turnpike  Road. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentncky: 

§  1.  That  James  Crews,  the  present  gate-keeper  on  the 
Madison  fork  of  the  Wilderness  Turnpike  Road,  be,  and  he 
is  hereby,  appointed  as  permanent  keeper  of  the  said  toll- 
gate,  until  his  office  be  vacated  in  any  of  the  ways  herein- 
after provided  for.

In  the  event  of  his  failing  to  do  so,  his  office 
as  gate-keeper  shall  be  forfeited;  and  the  county  judge  of 
Laurel  county  shall  appoint  another  gate-keeper  in  his 
place,  who  shall  be  placed  under  the  same  restrictions  and 
subject  to  the  same  regulations  as  the  present  gate- 
keeper now  is. 
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§  2.  That  John   Pittman  be,  and  ia  hereby,  appointed       1860* 

commissioner,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  visit,  at  the  end  — 

of  every  month,  the  aforesaid  keeper  of  the  toll-gate,  settle 
with  him,  receive  and  receipt  for  the  money  he  may  pay 
over,  and  make  monthly  disbursements  of  the  sums  so  re- 
ceived, for  work  done  on  the  road,  to  the  laborers  doing 
such  work.  The  commissioner  shall  make  quarterly  reports 
of  his  whole  proceedings  to  the  county  judge  of  Laurel 
county ;  in  the  event  of  his  failing  to  discharge  this  or  any 
other  prescribed  duty,  his  office  shall  be  forfeited  by  the 
said  judge  of  Laurel  county,  who  shall  forthwith  appoint 
a  successor,  to  be  subject  to  the  same  rules  and  regulations. 
The  commissioner  shall  receive  fifty  dollars  per  annum  for 
his  services,  to  be  paid  quarterly,  out  of  funds  received 
from  the  toll-gate  on  the  road. 

§  3.  The  stage  contractor  on  the  said  road  shall  act  as 
superintendent,  to  direct  the  hands  employed  on  the  road 
as  to  what  part  shall  be  first  worked,  oversee  the  same,  ex- 
amine the  reports  of  the  commissioner,  and  report  the 
same,  quarterly,  to  the  aforesaid  county  court,  which  service 
he  is  to  render  gratuitously.  Any  sums  of  money  in  the 
hands  of  the  commissioner,  after  the  payment  for  monthly 
work  that  has  been  done  on  the  road,  shall  be  appropriated 
toward  the  payment  of  old  debts  against  the  road,  the  old- 
est claims  taking  precedence;  this  to  be  done  quarterly: 
Provided,  Any  unappropriated  funds  remain  on  hand  after 
the  monthly  expenditures. 

§  4.  That  the  said  gate-keeper,  James  Crews,  and  the 
said  commissioner,  John  Pittman,  before  entering  upon  the 
discharge  of  their  respective  duties,  shall  each  enter  into 
bond,  in  the  Laurel  county  court,  with  competent  security, 
conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  respective 
duties. 

§  5.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  as  in 
anywise  interfering  with  the  settlement  of  unadjusted  ac- 
counts of  said  road,  by  the  master  commissioner  heretofore 
provided  by  existing  law. 

§  6.  This  act  to  go  into  effect  on  and  after  the  first  Jan- 
uary, 1860.

CHAPTER  533. 

AN  ACT  authorizing  the  President  and  Trustees  of  the  Southern  College  of 
Kentucky  to  transfer  and  convey  certain  property. 

Whereas,  The  President  and  Trustees  of  the  Southern 
College  of  Kentucky,  located  at  Bowling-Green,  hold,  and 
are  entitled  to,  certain  privileges,  rights,  and  interests  given 
to  them  by  their  original  charter  and  the  several  amend- 
ments thereto  ;  and  whereas,  said  Southern  college  owns  a 
site  where  their  original  college  edifice  stood ;  also  some 
lots  in  the  town  of  Bowling-Green,  and  has  claims  and  titles 
in  and  to  certain  lands  in  the  county  of  Sumner,  and  State 
of  Tennessee,  derived  by  grant  from  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky ;  and  the  president  and  directors  of  said  college 
are  desirotis  to  convey,  transfer,  and  invest  the  Louisville 
Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  Souths 
with  all  their  corporate  powers,  privileges,  and  rights  ac- 
cording to  their  charter  and  its  amendments,  together  with 
all  their  property  aforesaid,  and  any  other  property  not 
herein  specified,  so  that  the  Louisville  Conference  of  the 
Methodist  Church,  South,  may  sell,  use,  or  otherwise  dispose, 
for  the  purpose  of  creating  means  to  erect  a  college  edifice, 
and  endowing  a  college  in  the  town  of  Bowling-Green,  of  a 
high  grade,  to  be  under  the  supervision  and  control  of  said 
conference ;  therefore. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  president  of  the  Southern  College  of  Ken- 
tucky is  hereby  authorized,  by  the  advice  and  consent  of 
a  majority  of  the  trustees,  and  a  majority  of  the  stock- 
holders in  interst  of  said  college  now  in  office,  to  transfer^ 
eonvey,  and  invest  the  conference  aforesaid,  by  deed  in 
writing,  to  be  recorded  in  Gallatin,  Tennessee,  and  Bowl- 
ing-Green, Kentucky,  with  the  aforesaid  privileges,  rights, 
credits,  interest,  and  property,  for  the  purposes  aforesaid. 

§  2.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

exceeding  twenty  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars'  worth; 
and  levy  a  poll  tax  on  each  white  male  over  twenty-one 
years,  and  on  each  black  over  the  age  of  sixteen  years, 
resident  of  said  town,  not  exceeding  one  dollar  on  each, 
which  tax  shall  be  collected  as  hereafte;-  provided  ;  and  all 
the  money  pr  revenue  from  the  sources  before  named  shall 
be  applied  by  said  trustees  to   the  improvement  of  the  ^ 

streets,  alleys,  and  public  ground  of  said  town. 

§  3.  That  on  the  said  first  Monday  in  August,  1860,  and  Poiioe  judge

sell  and  convey,  or  otherwise  dispose  of  the  same,  under 
such  by-laws,  rules,  and  regulations  as  may  be  by  them 
adopted :  Provided^  That  such  by-laws,  rules,  and  regula- 
tions be  not  contrary  to  the  constitution  or  laws  of  this 
State,  or  of  the  United  States ;  and  said  corporation,  by 
the  name  aforesaid,  shall  be  competent  to  contract  and  be

§  2.  That  said  trustees  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  vested 
with  power  to  compel  the  property-holders  upon  main 
street,  in  said  town,  to  make  foot  pavements  and  keep  them 
in  repair,  and  to  require  them  all  to  be  of  the  proper  grade 
in  front  of  their  respective  property ;  and  if  any  shall  fail 
or  refuse,  after  having  received  written  notice  given  by  the 
board  of  trustees,  and  executed  by  the  town  marshal,  for 
ten  days  after  the  execution  of  such  notice,  to  make  such 
pavement  or  repair  an  old  one,  or  grade  in  front  of  his  or 
her  property,  that  said  trustees  have  power  to  go  on  and 
contract  and  do  the  same,  and  that  they  have  a  right  of 
action  against  the  person  thus  failing  or  refusing,  before 
any  court  having  coippetent  jurisdiction,  to  recover  the  full 
amount  expended  by  the  trustees  aforesaid  in  making  such 
pavement,  repair,  or  grade,  together  with  ten  per  cent, 
damages  on  the  same,  and  all  legal  costs  of  suit,  which 
damages  shall  go  in  aid  of  the  funds  of  the  town. 

(  3.  That  hereafter  the  election  of  trustees  of  said  town 
shall  be  held  on  the  first  Saturday  in  June  of  each  year, 
instead  of  the  first  Monday ;  and  that  the  marshal  of  said 
town  be  elected  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner 
•that  the  trustees  are  elected. 

§  4.  That  the  trustees  of  said  town  have  power,  from 
time  to  time,  to  remove  the  marshal  of  said  town  and  ap- 
point another  in  his  place,  to  serve  until  the  next  regular 
annual  election. 

§  5.  That  at  the  next  election  of  trnstees,  on  the  first 
Saturday  in  June,  1860,  a  poll  may  be  opened  by  order  of 
the  present  trustees,  to  take  the  sense  of  the  people  of  said 
town  upon  the  question  of  granting  license,  within  its  limits, 
for  the  sale  and  vending  of  ardent  spirits,  when  the  quali- 
fied voters  therein  may  vote  for  "  license"  or  "  no  license ;" 
and,  upon  counting  the  votes,  if  it  appear  that  a  majority

judges,  clerks,  and  sheriffs,  rei^pectively,  and  shall  be  liable 
to  removal  in  the  same  manner;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  it  Khali  be  lawful  for  the  justices  of  the  peace 
in  and  for  the  Eowling-Green  district  to  have  and  take  ju- 
rif'diction  of  all  cases  that,  by  the  law  approved  the  5th  of 
March,  1656,  was  conferred  upon  the  police  judge  of  the 
town  of  bowling-Green,  until  the  time  when  said  police 
judge  shall  be  elected  as  directed  by  this  act  and  the  con- 
stitution ;  and  all  fines  that  may  be  a^^sessed  by  said  justices 
in  cases  in  vhich  the  police  judge  had  jurisdiction  under 
said  above  recited  act,  shall  go  to  and  belong  to  the  said 
town  of  Bowling-Green,  as  provided  in  said  act  of  the  5th 
of  March,  1856.

Be  U  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwedllh  of

§  1 .  That  so  much  of  the  eleventh  section  of  the  act  to 
regulate  the  town  of  Falmouth^  in  Pendleton  county,  ap- 
proved the  29th  of  February,  1836,  as  requires  the  direction 
and  assent  of  two  thirds  of  the  lot  owners  living  on  any 
street  to  the  levy  of  a  tax  for  the  improvement  of  such 
street,  be,  and  the  same  is  hei-eby,  repealed.  The  board  of 
trustees  of  said  town,  a  majority  of  two  thirds  of  all  the 
members  of  the  board  elected  concurring,  shall  have  power 
to  order  any  of  the  streets  and  sidewalks  in  said  town,  or 
portions  of  the  same,  not  less  in  extent  than  a  square,  to  be 
improved  by  grading  and  paving,  the  sidewalks  with  brick, 
stone,  or  gravel,  and  the  streets  with  stone  or  gravel,  at 
the  expense  of  the  owners  of  the  lots  of  ground  which  may 
front  or  abut  on  any  such  sidewalk  ot*  street;  that  said 
trustees  may  have  power  to  levy  a  tax  upon  the  lota  of 
ground  fronting  on  the  streets,  or  portions  of  streets  pro* 
posed  to  be  improved  as  afdresaid,  equal  to  the  cost  of  the 
improvement  in  front  of  said  lots  respectively. 
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1860.  §  ^*  That  said  tax  may  be  discharged  by  the  owners  of 

lots  upon  which  it  may  be  levied,  by  the  owner  or  owners 

thereof  making  the  improvements  in  front  of  their  property, 
according  to  the  plans,  specifications,  and  directions  of  said 
board,  and  within  such  time  not  less  than  three  months,  as 
said  board  may  require ;  and  if  such  owners  of  lots  afore- 
said shall  refuse  or  fail  to  pay  the  tax,  or  make  the  im* 
provements  directed  within  the  time  required  by  said  board, 
It  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  said  trustees  to  have  the 
same  done  at  the  expense  of  the  owner  or  owners  of  lots 
in  front  of  which  the  improvements  are  made ;  and  said 
trustees  shall,  after  giving  twenty  days'  notice  in  writing, 
upon  the  court-house  door,  and  at  three  or  more  public 

5 laces  in  said  town,  sell  said  lot  or  lots  at  the  court-house 
oor,  in  said  town,  or  so  much  of  said  lots  as  will  pay  the 
tax  levied,  or  expense  and  cost  of  said  improvements; 
said  lot  or  lotcr  to  be  sold  for  cash ;  and  upon  the  payment 
of  the  purchase  money,  the  said  trustees  shall  convey  the 
same  to  the  purchaser;  and  their  conveyance  shall  be 
good  and  effectual  to  pass  to  the  purchaser  the  title  of  the 
owner  or  owners  to  said  lots :  Provided,  That  the  owner  or 
owners  of  said  lots  which  may  be  sold  and  conveyed  as 
aforesaid,  shall  have  one  year  from  the  day  of  sale  to  re- 
deem any  lot  sold  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  by  pay- 
ing the  purchase  money,  and  ten  per  cent,  per  annum 
interest  thereon,  and  all  costs  and  charges  attending  the 
sale  and  conveyance  of  said  lot  or  lots. 

§  3.  That  the  trustees  of  said  town  shall  have  no  power  to 
license  or  permit  coffee-house  keepers,  grocers,  or  others, 
except  tavern-keepers,  to  sell  or  retail  within  said  town, 
any  spirituous  liquors ;  and  no  coffee-house  keeper,  grocer, 
merchant,  or  others,  except  licensed  tavern-keepers,  shall 
-  sell  by  retail,  or  by  the  small,  any  kind  of  liquors  whatever, 
within  said  town,  without  a  license  from  the  trustees;  for 
which  the  board  of  trustees,  for  the  use  of  the  town,  may 
charge  and  receive  any  sitm  not  less  than  ten,  nor  more 
-  than  one  hundred  dollars :  Provided^  That  no  such  license 
shall  be  granted  without  a  majority  of  all  the  members  of 
the  board  elect :  And  provided,  That  such  license  shall  not 
privilege  the  person  to  sell  by  retail,  or  otherwise,  or  in  any 
quantity,  spirituous  liquors  of  any  kind,  nor  shall  such  per- 
sons give  any  such  liquors  to  be  drank  on  the  premises. 
Such  persons  to  whom  license  may  be  granted  to  sell 
liquors,  other  than  spirituous  liquors,  shall  keep  orderly 
houses;  allow  no  tippling,  and  shall  not  sell  to  negroes  and 
minors,  and  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  penalties  as  tavern- 
keepers,  for  any  violation  of  the  laws ;  and  the  trustees  may, 
at  their  discretion,  suspend  such  houses,  and  the  privileges 
granted;  and  any  person  who  may  presume  to  retail  li- 
quors, after  a  suspension  of  his  license  by  the  trustees,  shall 
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foffeit  twenty  dollars  for  each  oflTense;  to  be  recovered  be-       I860. 

fore  a  justice  of  the  peace,  or  the  president  of  the  board  of 

trustees,  upon  the  information  of  any  one,  with  costs  of 
prosecution.  >

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  American  Printing  House  for  the  Blind. 

Be  it  enaqted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
(^  Kentucky  : 

That  the  first  and  tenth  sections  of  an  act,  entitled  ^^An 
act  to  establish  the  American  Printing  House  for  the  Blind,'' 
approved  January  23d,  1858,  be  so  amended  as  to  read  as 
follows : 

§  1.  That  an  institution,  under  the  name  of  the  Ameri-  aftSSaSdw- 
can  Printing  House  for  the  Blind,  shall  he  established  in  porate  power*. 
Louisville,  Kentucky,  or  its  vicinity ;  and  that  James  Guth- 
rie, William  F.  Bullock,  Theodore  S.  Bell,  Bryce  M.  Pat- 
ten, John  Milton,  H.  T,  Curd,  and  A.  O.  Brannin,  and  their 
successors,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  declared  a  body  cor- 
porate, under  the  name  and  style,  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
American  Printing  House  for  the  Blind,  with  the  right  as 
such  to  use  a  common  seal;  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  plead 
and  he  impleaded  in  all  courts  of  justice,  and  in  all  cases 
in  which  the  interests  of  the  institution  are  involved.  The 
said  trustees  are  hereby  (ully  empowered  to  receive  by 
legacies,  conveyances,  or  otherwise,  lands,  money,  and  other 
property;  and  the  same  to  retain,  use,  and  apply  to  the 

Eublishing  of  books,  in  raised  letters,  for  the  blind  in  the 
United  States ;  and  they  are  authorized  to  purchase  land, 
and  erect,  purchase,  or  rent  buildings  for  the  use  of  said  . 
institution;  and  to  make  all  such  contracts  as  may  be 
necessary  to  accomplish  the  purposes  of  their  incorpora- 
tion ;  they  may  appoint  such  officers  c^nd  agents  as  may  be 
necessary ;  may  prescribe  their  duties  and  fix  the  term  of 
their  offices,  and  the  amount  of  their  compensation :  Pro* 
videdy  however^  That  no  contract  entered  into  by  any  officer 
or  agent,  involving  the  payment  of  money,  shall  be  binding 
until  ratified  by  the  trustees.  The  said  trustees  are  hereby 
invested  with  the  same  powers  and  privileges,  in  regard  to 
the  copyright  of  books  published  by  them,  as  are  enjoyed 
by  natural  persons ;  the  trustees  may  adopt,  from  time  to 
time,  such  by-laws,  rules,  and  regulations  as  they  mav 
deem  necessary :  Provided^  They  are  not  inconsistent  with 
the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States  or  of  this 
State. 

§  2  The   superintendents  of  State   institutions  devoted  ^^^l  ^jj; 
exclusively  to  the  education  of  the  blind,  the  governors  of  stitaied. 
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1860.  the  States  that  aid  in  aastaining  the  American  Printing 
House  for  the  Blind,  and  the  presidents  of  the  State  aux- 
iliary boards  of  trustees,  shall,  ex  afficio^  constitute  a  board 
of  visitors,  each  member  of  which  shall  be,  at  all  times, 
authorized  to  visit  the  Printing  House,  examine  the  books, 
and  investigate  the  proceedings  of  the  trustees;  and  the 
president  of  any  State  board  may,  at  the  written  request  of 
a  majority  of  the  visitors,  call  a  meeting  of  the  board  of 
visitors,  who  shall  be  fully  empowered  to  investigate  the 
proceedings  of  the  trustees  of  the  institution ;  and  in  case 
they  shall  find  that  said  board,  or  any  member  thereof,  has 
mismanaged  the  affairs  of  said  institution,  by  malfeasance 
in  office  or  neglect  of  duty,  they  may,  a  majority  of  three 
fourths  of  all  the  members  present  concurring,  declare  the 
offices  or  office  of  said  trustees  or  trustee  vacant,  and  pro* 
ceed  to  fill  the  vacancy  by  election  from  the  citizens  of 
Louisville  or  its  vicinity.  Representatives  from  a  majority 
of  the  States  that  contribute  to  the  support  of  the  American 
Printing  House  for  the  Blind,  shall  constitute  a  quorum  of 
the  board  of  visitors;  and  each  State  represented  shall  be 
allowed  one  vote  in  the  action  of  the  board.  Notice  of 
every  meeting  of  the  board  of  visitors  shall  be  sent  by  mail 
to  all  the  members  of  the  board,  and  to  the  trustees  of  the 
American  Printing  House  for  the  Blind,  at  least  one  month 
before  the  time  appointed  for  the  meeting.

§  1.  That  a  company  may  be  formed,  and  created  a  body 
politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Spring- 
field and  Bradfordsville  turnpike  road  company,  for  the  put- 
fose  of  making  a  turnpike  road  from  the  Springfield  and 
erryville  turnpike,  commencing  near  where  the  Knob  Lick 
road  leaves  same,  and  to  intersect  the  M axville  and  Leba- 
non turnpike,  near  Harvey  McElroy's  gate,  with  due  regard 
to  the  most  practicable  route  embracing  the  points  speci- 
fied. 

§  2.  That  J.  R.  Wharton,  A.  McKenney,  J.  H.  Parrott, 
Harvey  McElroy,  N.  Wheatley,  and  James  Edelen,  be,  and 
they  are  hereby,  appointed  commissioners,  any  two  of 
whom  may  act,  to  open  books  for  subscription  of  stock,  at 
such  times  and  places  as  they  may  think  proper.  The  cap- 
ital stock  of  said  company  shall  be  ten  thousand  dollars,  to 
be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each ;  and  whenever 
the  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars  shall  have  been  sub- 
scribed to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  the  commis- 
sioners named  in  this  section  shall  give  notice,  by  public 
advertisement,  for  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  for  the 
purpose  of  electing  a  president  and  five  directors ;  one  vote 
shall  be  allowed  for  each  share  of  stock ;  and  the  president 
and  directors  shall  continue  in  office  until  their  successors . 
are  elected  and  qualified.  The  times  and  places  of  all  elec- 
tions  after  the  first,  shall  be  fixed  by  the  president  and  di- 
rectors, and  a  meyority  of  the  board  shall  be  competent  to 
transact  business;  that  sections  4,  6,  7,  8,  0,  and  10,  of  an 
act,  entitled  "  An  act  to  incorporate  the  Bardstown  and 
Chaplintown  turnpike  road  company,  approved  January 
26, 1858,"  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  added  as  additional 
sections  to  this  charter,  except  so  far  as  modified  and 
changed  by  this  act. 

§  3.  That  said  president  and  directors  shall  fix  and  reg'-

AN  ACT  to  increase  the  powers  of  the  marshal  and  poMce  judge  of  Lockport,

§  1.  That  hereafter  the  jurisdiction  of  the  police  judge 
of  the  town  of  Lockport,  in  Henry  county,  be,  and  the 
same  is  hereby,  inereased  so  as  to  vest  in  him  the  same 
Jurisdiction  in  all  matters  of  controversy  and  litigation 
as  is  now  held  and  exercised  by  justices  of  the  peace  of

CHAPTER  621. 

AN  ACT  to  inoorponte  the  Presbyterian  Church  at  Georgetown. 

Be  U  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
iff  Kentvjcky: 

§  1.  That  Charles  Eckels,  William  L.  Sutton,  Joseph 
B.  Kenney,  Charles  Nichols,  and  James  F.  Beatty,  and 
their  successors  in  office,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created  a 
body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the 
trastees  of  the  Presbyterian  church  in  Georgetown,  and  by 
that  name  to  have  perpetual  succession,  with  all  the  powers 
incident  to  such  corporations,  for  the  purposes  of  contract- 
ing and  being  contracted  with,  of  suing  and  being  sued, 
of  impleading  and  being  impleaded,  so  far  as  may  be  ne- 
cessary to  protect  and  preserve  the  rights,  titles,  privileges, 
and  immunities  of  said  church,  which  now  do»  or  may, 
or  shall  hereafter  belong  to  the  same;  may  have  a  common 
seal,  which  they  may  break,  alter,  or  renew  at  pleasure ; 
also,  may  buy,  hold,  and  receive  conveyances  of  any  lot  or 
lots,  or  other  real  estate,  not  exceeding  twenty  thousand 
dollars  in  value,  in  the  town  of  Georgetown,  or  adjacent 
thereto,  which  may  have  been,  or  may  hereafter  be  pur- 
chased for  the  use  of  said  church,  or  all  such  real  estate 
as  may  hereafter  be  given  or  devised  to  them  for  the  use  of 
■aid  church ;  all  of  which  property  shall  pass  to  them  and 
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186(X  their  successors  in  office  forever,  piirsaant  to  the  desire  or 
express  limitation  of  the  donor  or  grantor ;  and  the  afore- 
said trustees,  and  their  successors  in  office,  shall  have  power 
to  sell  and  convey  any  real  estate  which  now  has  or  may 
hereafter  be  vested  in  them  for  the  use  of  said  church, 
whenever  instructed  so  to  do  by  a  majority  of  the  mem- 
bers of  said  church :'  Provided^  however^  That  such  sale 
shall  only  be  made  for  the  purpose  of  reinvestment  of  the 
proceeds  of  the  sale  in  real  estate  for  the  use  and  benefit  of 
the  said  church. 

§  2.  That  the  aforesaid  trustees,  and  their  successors  in 
office,  shall  have  power  to  adopt,  change,  and  alter  by- 
laws, rules,  and  regulations  for  the  management  of  the 
property  and  secular  concerns  of  said  corporation,  as  they 
may  deem  expedient,  prescribe  the  number  and  title  of  cor- 
poration officers,  and  their  respective  powers  and  duties : 
Provided^  The  same  be  not  repugnant  to  the  laws  and 
constitution  of  the  United  States  and  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky,  and  the  forfn  of  government  and  discipline 
of  the  Presbyterian  church  in  the  United  States  of  Amer- 
ica. 

§  3.  That  all  the  estate,  real  or  personal,  now  held  or 
possessed  by  the  Presbyterian  church  in  Georgetown,  or 
by  Charles  Eckels  in  trust  for  it,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby^ 
declared  vested  in  the  corporation  hereby  created,  under 
the  limitations  and  restrictions  of  the  first  and  second  sec- 
tions of  this  act. 

§  4.  That  the  five  persona  nprned  in  the  firfit  section  of 
this  act  be  corporation  officers  of  said  church,  to  be  called 
trustees,  who  shall  severally  hold  their  respective  offices, 
and  have  the  management  of  the  affairs  of  said  corpora- 
tion for  one  year,  or  until  others  shall  be  chosen  in  their 
places,  agreeably  to  the  rules  of  said  corporation,  to  be 
made  as  hereinbefore  provided. 

§  5.  That  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  shall  have  power  to  alter,  amend,  or  modify 
this  act ;  but  any  such  alterations,  amendments,  or  modifl- 
cation,  shall  not  divert  any  property  or  funds  of  said  cor- 
poration from  the  purposes  expressed  in  this  act. 

§  6.  That  within  sixty  days  after  the  passage  of  this  act, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  trustees  to  have  a  certified  list  of 
the  nameia  of  the  trustees  of  said  corporation  presented  to 
the  county  court  clerk  of  Scott  county,  which  list  the  clerk 
shall  record  in  his  office ;  and  when  any  change  shall  be 
made  in  the  board  of  trustees  aforesaid,  the  names  of  the 
new  trustees  shall  be  recorded  as  aforesaid,  and  the  clerk 
shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  fees  that  he  is  allowed  for  sim- 
ilar services. 

§  7.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

§  I.  That  the  third  section  of  an  act  entitled  "  An  act  to 
incorporate  the  Bardstown  and  Chaplintown  tarnpike  road 
company,"  approved  26th  January,  1858,  be,  and  the  same 
is  so  amended,  that  when  the  sum  of  fifteen  thousad  dollars 
shall  have  been  subscribed  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  com- 
pany, they  may  proceed  to  elect  officers  and  organize  as 
provided  in  the  act  to  which  this  is  an  amendment. 

§  2.  That  W.  D.  Houston  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  added  to 
the  board  of  commissioners  appointed  by  the  original  act 
to  open  books  for  the  subscription  of  stock  to  said  company.

CHAPTER  623. 

AN  ACT'  defining  the  duties  of  the  sheriif  of  McCracken  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  t/ie  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwmlih 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1 .  That  hereafter  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sheriffs  of 
McCracken  county  hereafter  elected  for  said  county,  ex 
officio^  to  collect  and  account  for  the  railroad  taxes  of  said 
county,  in  the  room  and  stead  of  a  county  railroad  tax  col- 
lector heretofore  provided  by  law ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  county  court  of  said  county  to  require  said  sheriff], 
at  the  same  time  he  executes  a  bond  for  the  collection  of 
the  county  levy  of  said  county,  to  execute  a  bond  in  the 
sum  of  twelve  thousaiid  doll^^rs,  with  good  surety,  payable 
to  the  Commonwealth,  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his 
duties  as  such  tax  collector,  that  he  collect  and  pay  over 
the  same  when  required;  and  for  a  breach  of  such  bond, 
said  sheriff  and  his  sureties  shall  be  liable,  as  sheriffs  of  this 
Commonwealth  are  liable  upon  their  bonds,  to  collect  the 
county  levy ;  and  upon  which  bond  suit  m,ay  be  brought 
in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth,  for  the  benefit  of  the 
New  Orleans  and  Ohio  railroad  company,  in  the  circuit 
court  of  said  county,  for  any  of  the  same  causes  as  suit 
might  be  instituted  against  the  sheriff  upon*  his  bond  to 
collect  the  county  levy. 

§  2.  That  the  sheriff  of  said  county  shall  make  said  col- 
lections and  report  the  same  to  said  county  court,  as  said 
court  may,  from  time  to  time,  order;  and  said  sheriff  shall 
pay  said  taxes  as  by  him  collected  over  to  the  treasurer  of 
the  New  Orleans  and  Ohio  railroad  company,  whose  re- 
ceipts therefor  shall  be  vouchers  in  favor  of  said  sheriff  in 
VOL.

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I860,      his  settlement  with  the  county  court  of  said  county;  which 

settlement  shall  be  made  at  least  once  in  every  year,  and 

oftener  if  said  court  require  it. 

§  3.  That  the  county  court  of  said  county,  at  its  levy 
term,  shall  make  said  sheriflf  such  compensation  as  shall  be 
reasonable  and  right  for  the  collection  of  said  tax,  and  give 
him  credit  for  delinquents. 

§  4.  That  this  act  shall  not  be  construed  to  provide  for 
the  collection  of  the  railroad  tax  due  from  the  corporation 
of  the  city  of  Faducah  to  said  railroad  company. 

§  5.  That  any  law  in  conflict  with  this  act  be,  and  the 
same  is  hereby,  repealed ;  and  this  act  is  to  take  effect  only 
from  and  after  the  first  day  of  January,  eighten  hundred 
and  sixty-one.

AN  ACT  authorizing  the  county  court  of  Muhlenburg  county  to  establish  an 
additional  justices'  district  and  election  precinct,  and  to  change  the  present 
justices*  districts  and  election  precincts,  and  places  of  voting,  in  said  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
o/  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  it  may  be  lawful  for  the  county  court  of  Muh- 
lenburg county  to  establish,  by  proper  metes  and  bounds, 
one  additional  justices'  district  and  election  precinct  in 
said  county,  in  the  northwestern  part  of  said  county,  bind- 
ing on  Pond  river.;  in  which  district  there  shall  be  elected 
two  justices  of  the  peace  and  one  constable  ;  such  officers 
to  be  elected  as  such  officers  are  now,  by  existing  laws, 
required  to  be  elected.  The  said  county  court  shall  have 
power  to  fix  the  voting  place  in  said  district  and  precinct, 
and  appoint  the  officers  to  hold  the  elections  therein. 

§  2.  That  it  shall  also  be  lawful  for  said  county  court  to 
change,  alter,  and  reform  the  existing  justices'  districts  and 
election  precincts  in  said  county,  so  as  to  have  six  districts 
and  precincts  of  convenient  size  in  said  county,  and  to 
change,  if  deemed  proper  and  right,  the  present  voting 
places,  and  fix  them  elsewhere  :  Provided,  That  one  voting 
place  shall  be  at  the  court-house.

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CHAPTER  625.  I860. 

AN  ACT  to  create  an  additional  toting  precinct  in  Henry  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealik  cf

§  1.  That  there  shall  be  an  additional  voting  precinct  in 
Henry  county  to  be  bounded  as  follows :  beginning  where 
the  road  running  from  Midview  to  Shelbyville  crosses  the 
Shelby  line  south  of  Midview;  thence  north  \vith  said  road 
to  the  road  leading  from  Frankfort  to  New  Castle  ;  thence 
westwardly  with  said  road  to  Zach  Herndon's  front  gate, 
on  said  road,  thence  to  Samuel  Calloway's,  including  said 
Calloway's  residence ;  thence  to  Isham  W.  Moody's,  exclud- 
ing said  Moody's  residence  from  the  boundary  of  said 
precinct ;  thence  down  Little  Kentucky  creek  to  the  Louis- 
ville road,  thence  with  said  road  to  Stephen  Crabb's, 
excluding  said  Crabb's  residence ;  thence  to  Jack  Radford's, 
including  his  residence,  on  the  Louisville  and  Frankfort  rail- 
road; thence  to  the  Smithfield  and  Shelbyville  turnpike 
road,  where  the  same  crosses  the  Shelby  line  ;  thence  with 
said  line  to  the  beginning.  The  voting  in  said  precinct 
shall  be  at  the  town  of  Eminence,  and  shall  be  regulated  by 
the  election  laws  now  in  force. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

Peter,  Uriah  Shewmaker,  M,  D.  Harber,  J.  P.  Mitchell, 
Jordan  Peter,  Addison  Parks,  R^.  *J.  G.  Bruce,  Isaiah 
Yocum,  Milton  Moore,  Col.  M.  Peter,  Hardin  Graves, 
James  Sweeny,  R.  G.  Michell,  Zachariah  McDonald,  Isaac 
Wilham,  Michael  Yankee,  Dr.  J.  A.  Brady,  who  are  here- 
by constituted  a  body  corporate  and  politic;  and  they 
and  their  successors,  who  shall  be  elected  biennially,  shall 
be  known,  sue  and  be  sued,  and  have  succession,  under 
the  name  of  "  The  Directors  of  Maxville  College ;"  they 
may  make,  alter,  or  abolish  a  private  seal  for  their  use; 
may  buy,  hold,  and  sell  property  for  the  use  of  the  col- 
lege :  Provided,  That  they  shall  not,  at  any  time,  hold 
property  exceeding  in  amount  two  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars; they  may  make  their  by-lav^rs,  fixing  what  officers 
and  professors  they  shall  have,  on  what  terms  and  condi- 
tions they  shall  hold  office,  when  they  shall  be  elected, 
their  term  of  office  and  compensation ;  also  for  the  govern- 
ment of  their  affairs  and  proceedings  in  all  cases,  and  for  , 
every  contingency  that  may  arise  unprovided  for  in  this 
charter :  Provided,  That  they  shall  pass  no  law  in  contra- 
vention or  conflicting  with  the  laws  of  the  United  States 
or  of  this  Commonwealth.

of  the  company,  with  all  property,  rights,  and  credits 
thereto  belonging,  and  nothing  more,  shall  at  all  times  be 
answerable  for  all  lawful  demanda  against  the  company.

sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  and  do  all  other 
things  incident  to  a  corporation.

The  said  grounds  and 
fixtures,  shrubbery,  and  everything  growing  therein,  shall 
not  be  subject  to  State  revenue,  and  shall  not,  after  the 
ground  has  been  fully  paid  for,  be  subject  to  be  levied  on 
or  sold,  by  execution  or  decree,  for  any  debt  or  cause  what- 
soever.

Be  it  eriacled  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  KenttLcky: 

§  1.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  the  Owensboro

§  5.  That  all  the  provisions  of  the  act  incorporating  the 
Stamping-ground  and  Great  Crossings  turnpike  road  com- 
pany, approved  February  25,  1848,  are  hereby  enacted  as 
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1860.       P*^**^  ^^  ^^***  ^^*»  except  bo  far  as  they  are  local  in  their  ap- 
plication,  or  come  in  conflict  with  the  foregoing  or  succeed- 
ing sections  of  this  act. 

§  6.  That  the  said  road  shall  be  graded  at  an  elevation 
not  greater  than  four  degrees ;  and  that  rates  of  toll  on 
said  road  shall  be  the  same  as  are  allowed  to  be  charged 
by  section  3,  chapter.  ClII,  of  the  Revised  Statutes — title, 
Turnpike  and  Plank  Roads ;  and  that  said  company  shall 
have  the  power  and  right  to  erect  two  toll-gates  on  the 
same,  and  charge  full  toll  at  each  gate,  notwithstanding 
the  road  may  not  be  ten  miles  in  length.

CHAPTER  658. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  George  W.  Carter,  late  Sheriff  of  Woodford 

county.  1

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwecdih  \ 

of  Kentucky: 

That  George  W.  Carter,  late  sheriff  of  Woodford  county, 
be  allowed  the  further  time  of  two  years  from  and  after 
the  passage  of  this  act  to  collect  his  fee  bills  and  arrears  i 

of  taxes  and  other  fees  due  him  as  sheriff  aforesaid,  and 
may  distrain  for  the  same,  subject  to  the  rules  and  regula- 
tions as  now  govern  other  officers  in  collecting  fee  bills, 
taxes,  &c. :  And  provided^  That  before  the  said  sheriff  shall 
avail  himself  of  the  benefits  of  this  act,  he  shall  execute 
in  the  clerk's  office  of  Woodford  county  court,  a  bond  with 
security,  to  be  approved  of  by  the  clerk,  conditioned  that 
he  will  be  amenable  to  the  laws  inflicting  fines  for  issuing 
or  collecting  illegal  fpe  bills  and  taxe^s,  and  making  unlaw- 
ful levies.

CHAPTER  659. 

AN  ACT  to  reduce  into  one  the  several  acts  relating  to  the  town  of  Bradfords- 

ville,  Marion  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  ike  General  Assembly  of  the  Commomoeali/i 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  present  corporate  limits  of  the  town  of 
Corporate  Brad fordsvi lie,  as  shown  on  the  map  of  the  trustees  of  said 
iiiniti«.  town,  and  also  all  grounds  within  one  quarter  of  a  mile  of 

the  center  of  said  town,  shall  constitute  the  corporate 
limits  of  the  town  of  Bradfordsville ;  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  o^the  trustees  of  said  town,  on  or  before  the  first  day 
of  July,  1660,  to  cause  a  map  or  plat  )»f  the  several  lota  of 
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said  town,  as  the  same  now  appears  on  their  books,  to  be       I860. 

recorded  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  th^  Marion  county   

court. 

§  2.  That  hereafter  the  fiscal,  municipal,  and  prudential         Tnutee^— 
concerns  of  said  town  shall  be  vested  in  five  trustees,  who  5^S£i°*  ^^^ 
shall  be  elected  annually,  on  the  first  Saturday  in  April,  in 
the  manner  hereinafter  prescribed,  by  the  free  white  male 
citizens  of  said  town  over  the  age  of  twenty-one  years, 
and  who  shall  have  resided  within  the  limits  of  said  town 
for  six  months  [preceding]  such  election ;  they  shall  have  ^^^  ^  ▼*««- 
power  to  fill  any  vacancy  that  may  occur  in  their  board ;  oi«i. 
it  shall  be  their  duty,  at  their  first  meeting  after  election, 
to  appoint  one  of  their  body  to  preside  at  their  meetings^ 
to  be  styled  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  to  whose 
management  and  control  the  executive  affairs  of  said  town 
shall  be  intrusted ;  a  majority  of  the  board  shall  constitute  Qaonun.. 
a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business ;  and  in  the  ab- 
sence of  the  president  they  may  elect  a  president  pro  tern- 
pore :  Provided,  That  the  present  trustees  shall  continue  in 
office  until  their  successors  shall  be  elected  and  qualified. 

§  3.  That  said  trustees  shall  be  a  body  politic  and  corpo-  NameAstyit. 
rate,  and  shall  be  known  by  the  name  and  style  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  Bradfordsville ;  and  in  that  name 
may  sue  and  be  sued,  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  in 
all  courts  and  places;  and  may  use  either  a  common  or  pri- 
1^  vate  seal ;  and  do  all  other  acts  which  a  body  politic  and 

t  corporate,  having  perpetual  succession,  may  lawfully  and 

rightfully  do. 

§  4.  They  shall  have  power  to  make  and  receive  all  JSJJPtfSrtwS] 
necessary  conveyances  in  relation  to  said  town ;  they  shall 
have  power  to  make  all  necessary  by-laws  for  the  regula- 
lion  and  good  government  of  said  town,  not  inconsistent 
with  the  laws  and  constitution  of  this  Commonwealth; 
they  shall  have  power  to  assess  and  collect  annually  an  ad 
valoi-em  tax,  not  exceeding  twenty-five  cents  on  each  one 
hundred  dollars'  worth  of  real  and  personal  estate  within 
said  town,  (except  cash  and  cash  notes  on  men  who  live 
without  the  limits  of  said  town,)  by  law  taxable,  and  a 
poll  tax  not  exceeding  one  dollar  on  each  tithe ;  and  upon 
the  refusal  of  any  person  so  assessed  to  pay  said  revenue 
or  poll  tax,  or  by  the  return  by  the  town  marshal  hereinaf- 
ter provided  of  any  delinquent  list,  they  may  order  a  sale 
and  conveyance  of  so  much  of  the  real  or  personal  estate 
of  such  person  or  persons  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  pay- 
ment  of  his  taxes  and  the  costs  of  such  proceeding,  after 
advertising  said  sale  for  fifteen  days  beforii  the  sale,  at  three 
public  places  in  said  town.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  trus*

to  prescribe  their  duties,  and  fix  fines  and  penalties  for  the 
failure  of  any  one  to  perform  the  same;  they  shall  have 
power  to  erect  a  suitable  market-house. 
§  5.  The  trustees  of  said  town  may  purchase  any  num- 
>lU7^arobas|  feer  of  acres  of  ground,  not  exceeding  ten,  for  the  purpose 
^  ryinggroun    ^^  ^  buiyiug  ground,  and  may  lay  ofi*  and  sell  burying 
rights  or  lots,  and  appropriate  the, proceeds  to  improving 
and  beautifying  the  grounds ;  and  may,  by  jtheir  by-laws, 
impose  a  fine,  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars,  upon  any  person 
trespassing  on  or  iiyuring  the  grounds  or  improvements. 
§  6.  They  shall  have  power  over  the  streets,  alleys,  side- 
li^^Z^JlSTS  walks,  and  public  squares  of  said  town,  and  may  cause  any 
siieyc  or  all  of  the  streets  and  alleys  of  said  town,  as  the  same 
were  originally  laid  out  and  dedicated  to  public  use,  to  be 
opened  and  cleaned,  under  appropriate  penalties.     If  said

owners  of  any  lot  or  lots  fronting  on  such  street,  or  any 
other  street  of  said  town  already  paved,  macadamized,  or 
graveled,  to  grade  or  pave,  macadamize  or  gravel,  the  side- 
walk to  the  extent  of  such  lot;  and  on  the  failure  of  such 
owner  or  owners  to  comply  with  such  order,  the  said  trus- 
tees may  cause  the  same  to  be  done  at  their  own  expense, 
but  shall  have  aUen  on  such  lot  forthereimburseBientof

done,  they  shall  cause  a  copy  of  the  order  requiring  the   — : 

same  to  be  done,  to  be  posted  up  at  three  public  places  in 
said  town,  for  two  months  successively,  which  shall  be 
deemed  actual  notice  to  the  owner  or  owners  of  said  lot, 
or  such  owners  may  be  served  personally  with  a  copy  of  such 
order;  and  if  there  be  two  or  more  joint  owners,  a  service 
on  one  shall  be  good  as  to  all  of  them ;  and  if  notice  of 
such  order  be  given  in  either  of  the  modes  above  indicated, 
and  the  owner  or  owners  fail  to  comply  with  the  order  of

§  8.  Said  trusteed  shall  have  power  to  pass  by-laws  for  Maympreflp 
the  suppression  of  tippling-hoases,  gambling-houses,  and  tippiina-fioww 
and  such  other  houses  as  are  the  common  resort  of  idle, 
dissolute,  and  disorderly  persons,  and  to  prohibit  all  retail- 
ers of  spirituous  liquors  from  retailing  the  same,  and  by 
providing  and  enforcing,  by  adequate  penalties,  to  punish 
all  riots,  disorders,  and  breaches  of  the  peace,  and  any  in- 
decent and  licentious  behavior. 

§  9.  That  said  trustees  shall  have  power  to  pass  by-laws  Maytozstoroi, 
taxing  any  store,  grocery,  or  retail  establishment  that  may  ^* 
be  commenced  or  opened  at  any  time  subsequent  to  the  day 
fixed  for  the  annual  assessment;  they  shall  have  power  to 
tax  peddlers  and  auctioneers  in  addition  to  the  tax  now  im- 
posed by  law,  not  exceeding  one  fourth  of  one  per  cent, 
npon  all  public  sales  of  goods,  wares,  and  merchandise, 
and  to  require  them  to  take  out  license,  under  such  restriq- 
tions  as  may  be  necessary  to  enforce  such  tax,  as  well  as 
the  power  to  tax  and  license  agencies  of  insurance,  shows, 
exhibitions,  theatrical  performances,  concerts,  and  all 
places  of  public  amusement  where  money  is  charged  for 
admission  to  the  same. 

§  10.  That  said  trustees  shall  appoint  a  clerk,  a  treasurer,       cierkto  b« 
and  an  assessor  of  tax,  being  citizens  of  said  town,  whose  ^}nK>i]ited. 
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1860.  term  of  ofEce  shall  continue  one  year,  unless  removed  by 
• the  board;  and  the  clerk  shall  keep  a  fair  record  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  board,  and  may  certify  copies  thereof.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board  to  take  from  the  treasurer 
a  bond  with  good  surety,  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
his  duties  as  such.  The  presiding  officer  of  the  board  shall 
sign  all  orders  made  at  any  one  sitting. 

§11.  They  shall  have  power  to  tax  and  exclusive  power 
tavernf  40^'**^  to  license  all  taverns,  houses  of  entertainment,  retailers, 
coffee-houses,  victualers,  confectioners,  and  houses  of  pub- 
lic resort,  in  said  town,  such  sums  as  they  may  provide :

§  12.  A  police  judge  and  town  marshal  be  elected  on  the 
andmara^af  to  ^^^^  Monday  in  August,  1860,  and  every  fourth  year  there- 
be  eieot«d.         after  by  the  qualified  voters  of  said  town,  and  shall  hold 

their  offices  till  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified.

guilty,  the  officer  trying  the  same  shall  tax  in  the  costs 
against  such  person  the  sum  of  two  dollars  and  fifty  ceiita^ 
to  go  to  the  trustees  for  the  benefit  of  said  town,  except  in 
such  cases  a^  may  be  exempt  from  paying  such  additional 
cbst  by  an  order  of  the  trustees.

""~  AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  Knox  county  Seminary. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  George  M.  Adams,  Richardson  Tuggle,  James 
H.  Pogue,  and'William  Stewart,  of  Knox  county,  be,  and  'J 

are  hereby,  appointed  trustees  of  Knox  county  Seminary,  " 

together  with  Benjamin  Eve,  only  present  surviving  trustee 
appointed  by  act  of  the  General  Assembly,  approved  Feb- 
ruary 25,  1847;  and  shall  have  all  the  powers  originally 
conferred  upon  the  trustees  of  said  seminary  by  the  act  of 
General  Assembly  aforesaid ;  they  shall  also  have  power 
to  locate  the  site  for  a  suitable  building  for  the  institution 
at  such  place  as  they  may  deem  best,  and  at  such  time 
as  in  their  discretion  they  think  best.  If  they  should  de- 
termine not  immediately  to  erect  a  suitable  building,  they 
shall  have  power,  and  it  shall  be  their  duty,  if  they  deem 
it  expedient,  to  invest  any  funds  in  their  hands,  and  to  col- 
lect any  dues  to  said  seminary  not  now  suitably  invested, 
and  invest  the  funds  in  bank  stocks  or  other  profitable  in* 
vestments,  until  such  time  as  they  may  think  best  to  apply 
the  fund  to  the  erection  of  a  suitable  edifice,  library,  and 
school  apparatus. 

§  2.  The  trustees  herein  appointed  shall  have  power  to 
fill  vacancies  that  may  at  any  time  occur  from  any  cause, 
and  a  majority  shall  be  sufficient  to  transact  any  business 
of  the  board ;  they  may  appoint  one  of  their  body,  or  some 
other  suitably  qualified  person,  their  agent,  to  transact  the 
business  of  the  board ;  and  shall  take  bond  with  approved 
security  of  said  agent,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  perform- 
ance of  the  dutie3  assigned  him  by  said  board,  and  for 
accountability  for  any  funds  of  said  board  committed  to 
his  management. 

§  3.  They  shall  have  power  to  receive  by  subscription,  do- 
nation, gift,  or  devise,  any  moneys,  property,  and  means,  in 
aid  of  the  erection  of  the  building,  the  purchase  of  library 
and  school  apparatus,  or  an  endowment  fund,  and  apply 
the  same  in  aid  of  any,  or  all  those  objects,  except  where 
a  donation,  gift,  or  devise  is  specific  by  the  donor,  the  ob- 
jects and  intent  of  the  donor  shall  be  strictly  carried  out  by 
said  board  in  its  application. 

§  4.  That  for  the  purpose  of  securing  to  the  county  of 
Knox  a  sufficient  number  of  qualified  teachers  to  teach  the 
common  schools  of  said  county,  and  for  the  purpose  of  bet- 
ter perfecting  the  common  school  system  in  said  county, 
the  question  is  hereby  submitted  to  the  citizens  of  the  coun- 
ty, to  be  voted  on  at  the  next  August  election,  whether  they 
will  assume  and  pay  a  tax  of  five  (5)  cents  on  each  one 
hundred  dollars  of  taxable  property  respectively  held  by 
the  citizens  of  said  county,  to  be  applied  in  the  manner  and 
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under  the  regulations  hereinafter  provided.    It  shall  be  the       I860, 
duty  of  the  several  sheriffs  at  the  (Ufferent  voting  precincts  * 

in  the  county  of  Knox  to  open  a  poll  for  and  against  the 
tax,  and  the  question  shall  be  propounded  to  each  voter  by 
one  of  the  judges  of  the  poll,  '*  Are  you  for  or  against  the 
five  cents  tax?"  The  board  of  examiners  of  the  poll  shall 
examine  the  vote,  and  certify  the  result  to  the  county  judge; 
and  if  it  appear  that  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast  for 
and  against  the  proposition  be  against  the  tax,  then  this 
and  the  succeeding  sections  of  this  bill,  making  provision 
for  the  education  of  teachers,  shall  be  void  and  of  non 
effect;  but  if  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast  for  and  against 
the  tax  be  for  the  tax,  then  the  board  of  examiners  shall 
certify  the  fact  to  the  county  judge  of  Knox  county,  who 
shall  have  an  order  entered  of  record  on  the  order  book  of 
the  county  court,  directing  the  sheriff  of  the  county  to  pro- 
ceed to  collect  the  said  tax  for  the  year  1861  and  every  year 
thereafter,  under  the  laws  in  force  in  relation  to  the  collec- 
tion of  State  revenue ;  and  the  said  sheriff  or  sheriffs  shall 
be  liable  to  the  trustees  of  Knox  county  seminary  in  like 
manner,  and  at  the  same  time,  and  under  the  same  penal- 
ties, as  for  the  collection  of  State  revenue. 

§  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  trustees  of  Knox  sem- 
inary annually  to  receive  from  the  sheriff  of  the  county  the 
money  thus  collected,  and  apply  the  same  to  the  benefit  of 
the  different  school  districts  in  the  county,  in  the  following 
manner :  First,  it  shall  be  applied  by  the  trustees  of  the 
seminary  to  the  payment  of  the  salaries  and  fees  of  profes- 
sors and  teachers  in  said  institution  ;  and  each  district  in 
the  county  shall  have  the  right  to  send  one  pupil  to  said 
seminary  for  the  whole  academic  year,, who  shall  receive 
tuition  therein  free  of  charge  for  tuition  fees ;  and  the  trus- 
tees shall  have  the  right  to  take  bond  of  the  parent  or 
guardian,  or,  if  he  or  she  have  attained  his  or  her  msgority, 
of  the  pupil,  conditioned  that  he  or  she  will  return  the  suc- 
ceeding year  and  teach  a  common  school  in  the  district 
from  whence  sent,  for  at  least  three  months  ;  and  the  dis- 
trict shall,  for  that  year,  send  another  pupil,  under  the  same 
provisions  :  on  the  third  year  the  first  pupil  shall  have  the 
'  right  to  return  and  receive  instruction  in  the  seminary  for 
the  academic  year,  on  the  same  conditions  as  the  first ;  and 
the  pupil  sent  for  the  second  year  shall,  after  teaching  for 
at  least  three  months,  in  the  district  from  which  sent,  be 
permitted  to  return  to  the  institution  for  a  second  academic 
year,  and  return  the  next  and  teach  in  the  district  from 
which  sent,  giving  to  each  pupil  the  benefit  of  two  whole 
academic  years  in  the  seminary,  and  requiring  them  each 
to  return  to  their  district  and  teach  for  at  least  three  months 
in  the  alternate  years  ;  after  which  time  they  shall  not 
be  permitted  to  enter  the  institution  as  scholars  only  on  the

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1860.       teriTiB  of  pay  icholarB,  but  others  shall  be  sent  from  the  dis* 
^ trict  in  like  manner  as  the  first. 

§  6.  The  trustees  of  the  different  common  school  disti^icts 
in  Knox  county  shall  select  the  pupils  to  be  sent  annually 
to  said  institution,  and  in  making  such  selection,  shall  be 
governed  by  the  capacity  and  adaptation  of  the  pupil  to 
receive  and  impart  instruction,  together  with  the  probabil- 
ity of  securing  such  as  may  most  likely  devote  their  time^ 
and  abilities  to  the  busines  of  teaching. 

§>  7.  If  the  citizens  of  Knox  county  assume  the  tax  a9 
herein  provided,  and  it  shall  be  found  inexpedient  for  the 
trustees  to  have  completed  a  suitable  building  for  the  sem- 
uiary,  they  shall  have  power  to  secure  the  use  of  any  such 
suitable  building  as  they  may  choose,  in  which  to  conduct 
the  institution  for  the  time  being,  and  at  such  place  as  may 
be  most  eligible  and  convenient  for  the  keeping  of  the  same, 
until  they  may  be  able  to  complete  their  edifice  for  the  per- 
manent establishment  of  the  institution. 
^  §  8.  The  trustees  of  Knox  seminary  shall  keep  a  regular 
record  or  account  book,  showing  what  amount  of  money 
they  receive  each  year,  under  the  tax  herein  imposed,  an^

CHAPTER  668. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  Springfield,  Maxville,  and  WilUsburg 

Turnpike  Road  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  president,  directors,  and  company  of  the 
Springfield,  Maxville,  and  WilUsburg  Turnpike  Road  Com- 
pany, be,  and  they  are  hereby,  authorized  and  empowered 
to  borrow  any  sum  of  money,  not  exceeding  four  thousand 
five  hundred  dollars,  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  debts  of 
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■ 

gaid  company,  and  the  completing  of  said  road;  and  may       I860; 

pay  therefor  interest  at  the  rate  of  not  exceeding  ten  per  

cent,  per  annum  for  the  use  of  the  same ;  and  any  contract 
made  by  them  under  the  act  shall  be  binding  in  law  upon 
said  company. 

§  2.  That  to  enable  the  said  president,  directors,  and 
company  to  borrow  the  aforesaid  sum  of  money,  or  any 
part  thereof,  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  mortgage  or 
pledge  the  capital  stock  in  said  company,  the  tolls  received 
on  said  road,  and  all  its  rights  or  privileges,  to  secure  the 
payment  of  the  same,  either  to  the  person  or' persons  from 
whom  they  may  borrow  the  same,  or  any  part  thereof,  or 
to  such  persons  as  may  become  their  security  for  the  same^ 
without  coming  within  the  provisions  of  an  act,  entitled 
"An  act  to  prevent  fraudulent  assignments  in  trust  for 
creditors  and  other  fraudulent  conveyances,"  approved 
March  10th,  1856,  or  incurring  its  penalties ;  that  upon  the 
failure  of  said  president,  directors,  and  company  to  dis- 
charge any  such  mortgage  when  it  shall  fall  due,  the  hold- 
er of  the  same  or  his  assignee  shall  have  power  to  have 
the  same  foreclosed  by  suit  in  the  Washington  circuit 
court,  or  any  court  having  jurisdiction  over  the  subject- 
matter  ;  and  upon  the  hearing  bf  the  same,  the  court  shall 
direct  that  the  tolls  received  from  said  road  shall  be  applied 
to  the  di6cheu*ge  of  any  such  mortgage  or  pledge,  if  it  shall 
appear  to  said  ^ourt  that  they  will  discharge  said  debt  in  a 
reasonable  time,  and  to  have  the  same  so  applied ;  the  court 
shall  have  all  the  powers  of  a  court  of  equity,  as  in  like 
cases,  to  appoint  a  receiver,  and  to  control  the  collection  of 
said  tolls ;  if  the  said  toRs  will  not  pay  said  mortgage  debts 
or  pledges  in  a  reasonable  time,  then  said  court  may  de-* 
cree  the  sale  of  the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  with  its 
franchises  and  privileges,  in  Hke  manner  as  real  estate  is 
sold  under  decrees  to  foreclose  mortgages  thereon :  Pro- 
pided,  The  said  court  shall  first  have  the  same  appraised, 
and  if  it  shall  not  sell  for  two  thirds  of  the  valuation,  then 
the  said  president,  directors,  and  company  may  redeem  the 
same  upon  the  same  conditions  as  lands  are  redeemed 
when  sold  under  execution  for  less  than  two  thirds  their 
valuation. 

§  3.  That  to  enable  said  president,  directors,  and  com- 
pany to  apply  the  tolls  received  on  said  road  to  the  pay- 
ment of  any  sum  of  money  borrowed  as  herein  provided, 
they  may  lay  off  said  road  into  road  precincts,  and  assign 
each  precinct  to  some  one  stockholder  who  shall  be  survey- 
or of  the  same,  and  allot  to  him  sufficient  number  of  stock- 
holders and  their  hands  sufficient  to  keep  the  same  in 
repair;  any  such  surveyor  shall  be  liable  to  said  company 
for  any  damage  they  may  sustain  by  reason  of  his  not 
keeping  said  precinct  in  repair ;  and  any  hand  so  allotted. 
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1860.       when  notified,  shall  fail  to  attend  and  work  on  said  road, 

shall  be  liable  to  said  company  in  any  sum  not  less  than 

one  dollar,  nor  more  than  five,  for  each  day  he  shall  so  fail 
to  attend  or  send  his  hands:  Prpvided^  That  this  section 
shall  only  apply  to  stockholders  living  within  two  miles 
of  said  road,  and  shall  only  remain  in  force  until  the  first 
day  of  April,  1865,  or  until  the  money  borrowed  under 
this  act  shall  be  paid ;  in  no  event,  however,  to  continue 
longer  than  the  date  aforesaid :  Provided  furtlier^  That  the 
stockholders  herein  designated,  shall  not  be  required  to 
work  on  any  other  public  road  while  this  section  shall  re- 
main in  force. 

§  4.  That  every  original  stockholder  who  has  or  may  take 
stock  in  said  company,  or  who  holds  the  same  by  descent 
or  devise,  and  whose  stock  is  fully  paid  up,  shall,  for  every 
hundred  dollars  of  said  stock,  have  one  hand  exempt  from 
working  on  the  public  highway :  Provided,  Such  stockholder 
lives  within  two  miles  of  said  road :  Provided  further y  That 
the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  afiect  the  provisions 
of  section  third  of  this  act. 

§  5.  That  the  said  company  may  erect  three  gates  on 
said  road  for  the  collection  and  receipt  of  toll;  one  of 
which  they  may  place  as  near  as  one  half  mile  of  Main 
street,  in  Springfield. 

§  6.  Before  this  act  shall  take  efi*ect,  it  shall  be  accepted 
by  a  majority  of  the  stockholders  in  said  company,  (who 
shall  represent  a  majority  of  the  shares  of  capital  stock 
taken  and  paid  in,)  at  a  meeting  called  for  that  purpose  by 
the  said  president  and  directors,  who  shall  advertise  the 
time  and  place  of  such  meeting  for  ten  days  previous,  at 
the  court-house  door,  in  Springfield,  and  at  five  diSerent 

5 laces  on  said  road,  and  at  Maxville,  Willisburg,  and  Red- 
ing's  mill ;  the  said  acceptance  shall  be  reduced  to  writ-: 
ing,  signed  by  the  stockholders,  attested  by  the  president,

Miller,  and  Ja&,  Gentry,  including 
the  George  B.  Harlan's  farm,  intersecting  the  Barren  county 
line,  near  the  Huffman  camp  ground;  thence  with  the 
Barren  county  line  to  the  beginning. 

§  2.  The  place  of  voting  in  said  district  shall  be  at  Sul- 
phur Lick  post-office;  and  the  sheriff  of  said  county  is 
directed  and  required  to  open  a  poll  at  said  voting  place, 
as  at  other  voting  places  in  said  county.  All  laws  in  force 
regulating  elections,  so  far  as  the  ^ame  are  applicable, 
are  hereby  made  applicable  to  the  district  hereby  created ; 
the  legally  qualified  voters  of  said  district  shall  be  entitled 
to  elect  two  justices  of  the  peace  and  one  constable  at  the 
same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  as  other  districts.

CHAPTER  667. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  town  of  Birmingham,  in  Maishall  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  Ike  General  Assembly  cf  the  Commonwealtk 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1 .  That  a  police  court  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  estab- 
lished in  the  town  of  Birmingham,  in  Marshall  county, 
which  court  shall  consist  of  a  judge  and  marshal,  who 
shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  voters  of  said  town  at  the 
time  and  in  manner  prescribed  by  law. 

§  2.  In  case  of  a  tie,  the  same  shall  be  decided  in  the 
same  manner,  and  under  the  same  rules  and  regulations,  as 
now  prescribed  by  law  in  relation  to  a  tie  vote  for  county 
judge ;  and  all  vacancies  in  either  of  said  offices  of  police 
judge  and  marshal  shall  be  filled,  until  the  regular  election, 
by  the  county  judge  of  Marshall  county. 

$  3.  The  said  police  judge  and  marshal  shall  reside  and 
keep  their  offices  within  the  limits  of  said  town  ;  and  the 
judge  shall  be  commissioned  by  the  Governor ;  and  each 
of  them  shall,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  ofEce, 
take  the  oaths  prescribed  by  the  constitution  and  laws ; 
which  oaths  may  be  administered  by  any  ofRcer  authorized 
to  administer  oaths. 

§  4.  The  marshal,  at  the  first  county  court  of  Marshall 
county,  after  he  shall  have  received  his  certificate  of  elec- 
tion, [shallj  enter  into  bond,  with  good  security,  payable  to 
the  Commonwealth,  conditioned  to  discharge  faithfully 
and  impartially  all  the  duties  required  of  him  by  law ;  and 
may  be  sued  upon,  from  time  to  time,  by  any  person 
feeling  himself  aggrieved ;  said  bond  shall  be  kept  and 
filed  away  in  the  county  court  clerk's  office,  by  the  clerk 
thereof. 

§  5.  The  police  judge  shall  have  the  same  qualifieations 
of  a  justice  of  the  peace,  and  the  inarshal  of  a  constable ; 
and  eacli  may  be  ren;ioved  by  judgment  of  the  circuit  court, 
upon  presentment  of  the  grand  jury,  for  malfeasance  in 
office,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  tlve  court  of  appeals.  Said 
police  court  shall  have  jurisdiction  of  all  violations  of  the 
by-laws  and  ordinances  of  said  town,  and  shall  also  have 
the  same  jurisdiction  of  all  cases,  civil  and  penal,  within 
the  limits  of  said  town,  as  justices  of  the  peace  now  have, 
and  shall  have  the  same  fees  as  justices  of  the  peace.    The 
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1860.       police  judge  shall  also  have  power  to  issue  attachments 

and  injunctions  in  the  same  manner  and  under  the  same

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  ColemansYille  and  Williamstown  Turnpike  Road 

Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  ike  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

^  1 .  That  a  company  is  hereby  created  under  the  name 
and  style  of  the  "  Colemansville  and  Williamstown  Turn- 
pike Road  Company,''  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a 
macadamized  turnpike  road  from  Colemansville,  in  the 
county  of  Harrison,  to  Williamstown,  in  the  county  of 
Grant,  the  most  practicable  and  best  route. 
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§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  may  be  thirty       1860. 
thousand  dollars,  divided  intol-  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each. 

$  3.  A  book  for  the  subscription  of  stock  in  said  com- 
pany, under  the  direction  of  George  W.  Berryj  T.  W. 
Hedges,  Wesley  Howard,  Charles  Lail,  N.  L.  Hume,  of 
Harrison  county;  and  Squire  Lucas,  E.  H.  Smith,  and 
James  Collins,  of  Grant  county,  as  Commissioners,  and  any 
one  or  more  of  whom  m^  act,  and  procure  a  book,  in  which 
the  subscribers  to  the  stock  of  said  company  shall  enter 
into  the  following  obligation,  to-wit:  "We,  whose  names 
are  hereto  subscribed,  do  respectively  promise  to  pay  to  th6 
Colen\ansville  and  Williamstown  turnpike  road  company 
the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  for  each  and  every  share  of  stock 
in  said  company  set  opposite  to  our  names,  in  such  manner 
and  proportions,  and  at  such  times,  as  shall  be  required  by 
the  president  and  directors  of  said  company,"  which  obli- 
gation may  be  enforced  in  the  proper  courts. 

§  4.  The  book  of  subscription  shall  remain  open  until 
the  whole  capital  stock,  or  enough  to  complete  the  road, 
shall  have  been  subscribed. 

§  5.  So  soon  as  one  hundred  shares  of  stock  shall  have 
been  subscribed,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioners, 
or  some  one  of  them,  to  give  notice  of  a  meeting  of  the 
stockholders  of  said  company,  in  the  town  of  Colemans- 
ville,  in  Harrison  county,  for  the  purpose  of  choosing  offi- 
cers, which  notice  shall  be  put  up  at  three  of  the  most  pub- 
lic places  on  the  contemplated  road,  for  at  least  ten  days 
before  the  meeting;  and  at  said  meeting,  at  least  two  com- 
missioners shall  be  present,  aAd  superintend  and  conduct 
the  election.  There  shall  be  elected  a  president  and  five 
directors,  who  shall  hold  their  office  one  year,  and  until 
their  successors  shall  be  duly  elected  and  qualified.  At 
all  elections  the  stockholders  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote 
for  each  share  of  stock  held ;  and  they  may  authorize  by 
proxy  any  one  to  cast  their  vote.  The  president  and  di- 
rectors shall  ta)(e  an  oath  before  some  justic.e  of  the  peace, 
that  they  will  faithfully  discharge  the  duties  of  the  respect- 
ive offices,  without  faVor  or  affection,  according  to  the  best 
of  their  judgment;  and  upon  the  election  and  qualification 
of  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company,  the  stock- 
holders thereof  shall  become  a  body  politic  and  corporate, 
by  the  name  and  style  of  the  "  Colemansville  and  Williams- 
town  turnpike  road  company,"  and  by  that  name  shall 
have  perpetual  succession,  contract  and  be  contracted 
with,  sue  and  be  sued,  and  have  all  the  powers  conferred 
by  the  Revised  Statutes  on  turnpike  road  companies  incor- 
porated according  to  its  provisions. 

§  0.  That  the  provisions  of  an  act,  entitled  ''An  act  to  ^^ 
incorporate  the  Parker's  mill  turnpike  road  company,"  ap- 
proved March   10,    1854,  from  section   seven   to  section

§  7.  The  county  courts  of  Harrison,  Pendleton,  and  Grant 
counties  may,  a  majority  of  the  justices  of  said  counties 
concurring,  subscribe  for  stock  in  said  turnpike  road  com- 
pany: Provided,  That  before  said  courts  shall  make  such 
subscription,  it  shall  be  satisfied  of  the  ability  of  the  com- 
pany, with  the  aid  of  such  subscription,  to  complete  the 
construction  of  said  road  within  the  county  mddng  the 
subscription.

CHAPTER  669. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  town  of  Lafajette,  ClttUitiaa  county. 

Be  it  enaeted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  CommonweaUh 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  qualified  voters  of  the  town  of  Lafayette, 
PoUee  judge  to  in  Christian  county,  shall,  and  they  are  hereby,  authorized 
powen adntiea  *^  ^Icct  a  police  judge  in  said  town,  on  the  first  Monday  in 
April,  I860,  and  on  the  first  Monday  in  April  every  two 
years  thereafter,  or  as  the  State  laws  may  direct;  said 
judge  so  elected,  before  he  enters  upon  the  duties  of  his 
ofiice,  shall  take  an  oath  before  some  one  duly  authorized 
to  administer  the  same,  to  discharge  the  duties  of  the  office 
faithfully  and  impartially  to  the  best  of  his  ability,  and 
such  oaths  as  public  officers  are  usually  required  to  take; 
said  judge  shall  have  jurisdiction  of  all  misdemeanors,  and 
of  all  cases,  civil,  criminal,  or  penal,  in  which  justices  of 
the  peace  have  jurisdiction  within  the  county  of  Christian ;

name  and  style  may  sue  and  be  sued,  coutract  and  be  con- 
tracted with,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  all  courts  of  this 
Commonwealth,  and  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and 
alter  or  amend  the  same  at  pleasure.

at  least  thirty  days  before  the  day  of  sale,  and  upon  such  

terms  as  to  them  may  seem  best.     Said  advertisements  tq 

be  posted,  one  upon  the  court-house  door  in  Columbia,  and  ^ 

at  three  other  pabjic  places  in  the  county  of  Adair. 

§  2  The  proceeds  resulting  from  the  sale  of  said  lot  (with 
its  appurtenances)  are  to  be  applied  to  grading  and  mac- 
adamizing the  public  square  of  the  town  of  Columbia, 
whenever  a  sufficient  amount  is  raised  in  addition  to  the 
amount  resulting  from  the  sale  of  said  academy,  to  grctde 
and  macadamizie  well  said  public  square. 

§  3.  A  commissioner  to  make  sale  of  said  property  is  to 
be  appointed  by  the  boalrcl  of  trustees,  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  this  act;  and  said  comnyssioner  shall  also 
collect  the  proceeds  resulting  from  the  sale,  and  hold  the 
same  for  the  uses  herein  named,  after  having  first  executed 
bond  to  be  approved  by  the  board  of  trustees  aforesaid,  to 
well  and  truly  perform  his  duty  as  commissioner  aforesaid, 
and  to  pay  out  the  proceeds  upon  the  order  of  said  trustees.

§  1.  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  tiiis  act  it  shall 
not  be  lawful  for  any  tavern-keeper,  cofi*ee-house-keeper, 
grooer,  or  other  person,  to  vend  ardent  spirits  or  wine,  at 
retail,  in  the  town  of  Washington,  under  any  license  grants 
ed  after  this  act,  unless  a  majority  of  the  legal  voters  of 
the  town  of  Washington  shall  have  voted  in  favor  of 
license  at  a  public  election  held  during  the  year  in  which 
the  said  license  was  issued. 
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§  2.  The  board  of  trustees  of  the  town  of  Washington      ^1860; 

shall  give  the  regular  notice  required  by  the  present  laws ^~ 

of  their  town,  that  on  the  third  Saturday  in  February, 
1860,  a  poll  will  be  opened  at  some  convenient  place  in 
said  town  for  the  purpose  of  taking  the  sense  of  the  quali- 
fied voters  of  said  town  upon  the  questions,  '^  license"  and 
"no  license;"  and  if  a  majority  of  the  qualified  voters  of 
said  town  shall  decide  against  license,  it  shall  b^  the  duty 
of  the  clerk  of  the  board  of  trustees  to  certify  the  same  to 
the  clerk  o^  the  county  court  of  Mason  county. 

§  3.  That  the  election  herein  provided  for  shall  be  held 
and  conducted,  in  the  same  manner  in  which  the  elections 
for  trustees  of  said  town  are  held. 

f  4.  That  upon  the  application  of  five  legal  qualified 
voters  of  the  town  of  Washington,  made  in  writing,  to  the 
clerk  of  the  board  of  trustee^  of  said  town,  at  any  time 
previous  to  ten  days  before  any  regular  election  for  trustees 
to  be  hejd  after  the  year  1860,  a  poll  shall  be  opened  to  talce 
again  the  sense  of  the  legal  voters  of  said  town  upon  the 
questions,  "license"  and  "no  license;"  and  if  at  any  such 
election  a  ms^ority  of  the  qualified  voters  voting  thereat 
shall  have  been  in  favor  of  license,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  clerk  of  the  board  of  trustees  to  certify  the  fact  to  the 
county  court  of  Mason  county,  and  license  to  sell  spirituous 
liquqrs,  &c.,  ipay  be  issued  thereon  as  before  the  passage  of 
this  act.

L.  Shower,  George  W.  Ciaypool,  N.  P.  Loving,  W.  Dk 
Helm,  W.  A.  Atchison,  V.  S.  Hay,  John  P.  South,  Joseph 
D.  Duncan,  Tom.  Proctor,  Beig.  Hail,  J«  G.  Rush,  and  T.. 
J.  Morehead,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  incorporated,  under 
the  name  and  style  of  "  the  Trustees  of  the  Green  River- 
Female  College,"  looated  in  the  town  of  Bowling-Green, 
Warren  county ;  and  by  that  name  they  and  their  success- 
ors in  ofiice  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  may  sue 
and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded^  in  any  court  of  law* 
or  in  equity  in  this  Commonwealth. 

§  2.  That  said  trustees  shall  hold  their  offices  until  the 
25th  day  of  June,  1861,  and  until  their  successors  in  office 
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1860.       sire  duly  appointed;  that  the  successors  of  said  trustees, 

and  their  successors,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Baptist 

church  of  Bowling-Green,  at  their  regular  meetings  in  July 
every  year :  Providcdy  That  five  of  said  trustees  shall  be 
members  of  said  church. 

§  3.  That  said  tnistees,  in  their  corporate  capacity,  and 
their  successors  in  office,  ^-re  hereby  vested  with  full  power 
and  authority  to  receive  by  deed  or  devise,  or  in  any  other 
manner,  any  money  or  property,  either  real  or  personal, 
and  the  same  to  iiold  or  dispose  of  for  the  use  of  said  Fe- 
male college :  Provided^  That  the  real  estate  so  held  at  any 
time,  shall  not  exceed  one  hundred  thousand  dollars :  Arid 
provided  further y  That  such  bequests  or  donations  shall  be 
held  or  used  in  such  manner  as  may  be  directed  by  the 
devisor  or  donor. 

§  4.  That  the  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power  to  pass 
such  by-laws  for  their  government,  and  for  the  government 
of  said  college,  as  to  them  may  seem  right  and  proper,  not 
inconsistent  with  this  act,  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the 
Commonwealth  and  the  United  States ;  and  may  alter  or 
amend  the  same  from  time  to  time,  as  the  interest  of  said 
college  may  require;  they  shall  have  power  to  employ 
competent  professors  or  teachers  for  said  college,  and  re- 
iXiove  the  said  professors  or  teachers  when  in  their  opinion 
the  interest  of  the  college  shall  require  it :  Provided^  That 
a  majority  of  said  trustees  shall  concur  in  making  or 
amending  said  by-laws,  employing  professors  and  teachers, 
and  in  removing  the  same. 

§  5.  The  trustees  shall  elect  from  their  own  body  a 
chairman,  secretary,  and  treasurer,  whose  duties  shall  be 
the  same  as  those  of  other  colleges* 

§  6.  The  chairman  shall  have  power  to  call  a  meeting  of 
the  board,  when  in  his  opinion  the  interest  of  the  board 
may  require  it.  Any  two  members  of  the  board  may  call 
a  meeting  of  the  board,  and  in  the  absence  of  the  chair- 
man, or  upon  his  failure  to  attend  to  the  interest  of  the  col- 
lege. 

§  7.  That  the  said  trusteess  shaB  have  power  to  confer 
literary  honors,  degrees,  and  diplomas  upon  the  graduates 
of  the  college,  as  in  the  opinion  of  the  professors  shall  be 
deserving,  as  well  as  upon  other  persons. 

§  8.  That  the  trustees  in  office  shall  have  power  to  fill 
all  vacancies  in  the  board  until  the  next  yearly  appoint- 
ment after  such  vacancy  shall  occur.  Five  members  of 
the  board,  the  chairman  one  of  them,  shall  be  a  quorum  to 
do  all  business,  except  such  business  as  by  this  act  a  ma- 
jority of  them  is  required  to  concur  therein. 

§  0.  This  act  shall  take  efiect  from  its  passage,  and  may 
be  altered  or  amended  as  experience  may  dictate.

AN  ACT  to  establish  an  additional  justices'  district  and  voting  precinct  in  Hen- 
derson county. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  (he  Commonwealth  of 
Kentvjcky : 

§  1.  That  an  additional  juBtlces'  district  and  election  pre- 
cinct be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  established  in  Henderson 
county,  with  the  following  boundary:  Beginning  at  the 
mouth  of  Negro  creek,  on  Green  river;  thence  to  the  south 
side  of  said  river,  so  as  to  include  the  station  farm  of  Major 
F.  Posey,  on  the  bank  of  Green  river;  thence  to  the  mouth' 
of  Race  creek ;  thence  west  so  as  to  include  John  Basket, 
sr. ;  thence  between  the  farms  of  the  said  Basket  and 
James  B.  Harrison,  and  between  the  farms  of  Major  Posfey 
and  Jesse  Basket;  thence  running  south,  between  Hugh 
and  Andrew  Tate's  farms  and  the  Tom  Lewis  farm ; 
thence  between  the  Lewis  farm  and  William  E.  Bennett's 
farm;  thence  between- William  E.  Bennett's  and  William 
Basket's  farms;  thence  between  William  Bennett's  and  L. 
A.  Robertson's  farms ;  thence  between  Martin  Basket's  and 
the  said  Robertson's ;  thence  in  a  line  so  as  to  include  the 
farms  of  Thos.  O.  Robertson  and  the  farm  of  Elisha  Wil- 
liams, (known  as  the  Borum  farm,)  to  the  bridge  on  the 
Henderson  and  Owensboro  road ^  on  Lick  creek;  thence 
with  the  meanders  of  Lick  creek  to  its  mouth ;  thence 
across  Green  river;  thence  in  a  line  so  as  to  include  the 
farm  of  Moses  Fray  and  the  Freels'  farms;  thenCe  in  a 
north  line  to  Negro  creek;  thence  down  said  creek  with  its 
meanders  to  the  beginning. 

§  2.  That  an  election  for  two  justices  of  the  peace  and 
one  constable  for  said  district,  shall  be  held  therein,  at  the 
store-house  of  Charles  Hape,  in  the  town  of  Woodruff, 
(formerly  Spottsville,)  on  the  fourth  Saturday  of  May  next;

^  1.  That  the  board  of  managiers  of  the  several  turnpike 
road  companies  following,  viz;  The  Cynthiana  and  Lees- 
burg,  the  Cyntbiaiia  and  Claysville,  the  Cynthiana  and 
Raven  creek,  and  the  Indian  creek  and  Scott's  station,  are 
hereby  authorized .  and  empowered  in  their  corporate  ca- 
pacity to  execute  a  mortgage  or  mortgages,  to  such  indi- 
vidual member  or  members  of  their  respective  boards,  as 
have  furnished  or  shall  hereafter  furnish  means,  (outside  of 
his  or  their  respective  subscriptions  of  stock,)  for  the  pur- 
poses aforesaid,  upon  the  whole  i)f  the  property,  rights,

stock  is  applied  for  than  said  court  has  a  right  to  assess 
under  this  act,  then  said  application  shall  be  continued 
over  and  have  precedence  according  to  their  application, 

§  4.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  county  court  to  list 
said  assessment  of  tax  with  the  sherifi*  at  the  same  time  the 
county  levy  is  listed ;  and  said  sheriff  shall  have  the  same 
'  powers  and  rights  in  the  collection  of  said  tax,  and  be  sub- 

ject to  the  same  penalties  for  failure  to  discharge  his  duty, 
that  he  now  has  in  the  collection  of  the  county  levy,  and 

shall  be  paid  for  his  services  at  the  rate  of per  cent. 

for  collecting  said  tax. 

§  5.  That  the  sheriff,  before  he  proceeds  to  collect  the  tax

Flat  and  Coxe^s  Gap  Turnpike  Road  Company;  and  by 
that  name  may  sue  and  be  sued,  and  shall  have  perpetual 
succession;  and  the  capital  stock  shall  not  exceed  thirty 
thousand  dollars.

CHAPTER  693. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  Bardatown  and  Louiayille  Rulroad 

Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  AssetnMy  of  the  Comnumwcalth 
of  KentiLcky: 

^  1.  That  the  eighth  section  of  the  act,  entitled  "An  act 
to  amend  the  Bardstown  and  Louiisville  railroad  company," 
approved  M^rch  6th,  1856,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  so 
amended  as  to  require  the  assessor  to  list  and  report  aU 
tiie  lands  in  districts  Nos.  1,  5,  and  9,  of  JN^Ison  county, 
held  or  owned  by  non-residents  of  said  county,  now  sub- 
ject to  taxation  in  said  districts  for  railroad  purposes,  and 
the  quantity,  location,  and  value,  and  who  are  the  owners 
thereof,  and  where  they  reside,  if  known  to  the  assessor; 
and  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  obtain  that  information  from  the 
Auditor  of  Public  Accounts,  and  such  other  sources  as  he 
may  be  able ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sheriff  of  Nel- 
son county,  or  his  deputy,  tp  address  to  ^ach  one  of  said 
owners  ^o  reported  as  aforesaid,  before  the  first  day  of 
August  of  each  year,  a  letter,  postage  paid,  to  his  residence 
or  post-office,  stating  the  quantity,  location,  and  value  of 
said  land,  and  the  amount  of  taxes  thereon  assessed  for 
railroad  purposes,  and  that  the  same  will  be  due  on  the 
first  day  of  January  then  next  ensuing,  and  if  not  paid, 
the  land  will  be  then  sold;  and  it  shall  also  be  the  duty  of 
the  sheriff,  or  his  deputy,  to  publish  a  list  of  said  lands, 
their  quantity,  location,  and  value,  together  with  the  own- 
ers' names  and  residences,  if  reported,  and  the  amount  of 
taxes  to  be  collected  thereon,  in  a  newspaper  in  Bardstown^ 
if  any  be  there  publbhed;  and  if  none  published,  then  to 
be  published  in  the  newspaper  of  a  public  printer  at 
Frankfort,  for  ten  M'eeks'  insertion  previous  to  the  January 
term  of  the  county  court  of  Nelson  next  after  said  taxes 
fall  due  ;  and  shall  advertise  in  such  publication  that  if  the 
taxes  are  not  paid  on  or  before  said  term  of  said  county 
court,  that  said  lapd  will  be  sold ;  and  if  said  taxes  be 
not  paid,  together  with  twenty-five  cents  for  advertising  the 
same,  before  the  said  January  term  of  said  court  in  each 
year,  so  much  of  the  land  as  may  be  necessary  to  pay  said 
taxes,  together  with  the  costs  and  expenses,  shall  be  sold  for 
cash  in  hand,  on  the  first  day  of  the  said  January  term  of 
Qaid  county  court,  at  the  court-house  door  of  said  county. 
The  owner  shall  have  five  years  from  and  after  said  sale 
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in  which  to  redeem  the  land  so  sold  for  himself  and  co-       1860^ 

tenants,  by  paying  the  amount  for  which  it  was  sold,  and   • 

interest  at  the  rate  of  iifteen  per  centum  per  annum  from 
the  day  of  sale,  to  the  purchaser,  who  shall  execute  a  deed 
of  release  or  receipt  as  in  ordinary  conveyances  of  land; 
and  if  the  purchaser  should  not  be  a  resident  of  Nelson 
county  at  the  time  of  seeking  to  redeem,  or  if  he  should 
refuse  to  receive  said  purchase  money  and  interest  thereoii, 
and  execute  a  receipt  for  the  same  or  deed  of  release,  then 
the  said  sum  may  be  paid  over  to  the  clerk  of  the  said  county 
court  for  such  purchases ;  and  on  affidavit  of  the  tender  and 
refusal,  or  aba^ence  of  the  purchaser  from  said  county,  filed 
with  said  clerk,  the  receipt  or  release  of  the  purchaser  or 
the  affidavit,  together  with  the  fact  of  the  payment  of  the 
money  into  the  olerk^s  office,  shall  be  noted  and  recorded  in 
the  deed  book  of  said  office,  and  shall  discharge  said  land 
from  said  sale;  but  if  said  land  is  not  so  redeemed,  then 
the  acting  sheriff  of  said  county,  or  his  deputy  at  the  time 
being,  shall  make  and  acknowledge  a  deed  to  the  pur- 
chaser, conveying  all  the  interest  of  the  owner  in  whosef 
name  said  land  was  sold ;  if  the  owner  is  a  married  wo- 
man, infant,  lunatic,  or  idiot,  at  the  time  of  said  sale,  he 
or  she,  and  the  heirs,  shall  have  three  years  after  the  expi- 
ration of  the  five  years  in  which  to  redeem  their  respective 
interests  after  the  disability  is  removed  or  ceases. 

§  2.  That  the  taxes  for  railroad  purposes  on  such  land  as 
aforesaid  which  have  already  been  assessed,  and  which 
hare  not  been  paid,  and  also  the  taxes  as  aforesaid  as- 
sessed for  any  one  year  that  may  not  have  been  collected 
or  coerced  by  the  proceedings  herein  directed,  may  be 
coerced  in  any  subsequent  year  daring  the  continuance  of 
said  railroad  tax,  in  the  manner  provided  by  this  amend-' 
ment;  but  the  notice  to  the  owner  by  letter  and  by  publi- 
cation shall  state  the  amount  of  taxes  assessed  for  each 
ye€tr,  respectively. 

§  3,  That  the  sheriff  and  other  officers  charged  with  the 
execution  of  this  law  shall  receive  the  same  compensation 
for  their  services,  and  to  be  paid  in  the  same  manner,  as  is 
provided  by  law  for  similar  services  in  the  sale  of  land  for 
taxes  under  the  revenue  laws  of  this  Commonwealth ;  and 
for  each  letter  and  postage  thereon  ten  cents  to  the  sheriff, 
to  be  paid  by  the  railroad  company  and  included  in  the 
costs  to  be  paid  by  the  owner  of  the  land. 

§  4.  That  this  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

.  ^1.  That  the  eighth  section  of  the  act,  entitled  '^An  acl 
to  amend  the  Bardstown  and  Louisville  railroad  company," 
approved  M^rch  6th,  1856,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  so 
amended  as  to  require  the  assessor  to  list  and  report  aU 
the  lands  in  districts  iNos.  1,  5,  and  9,  of  Nelson  county, 
held  or  owned  by  non-residents  of  said  county,  now  sub- 
ject to  taxation  in  said  districts  for  railroad  purposes,  and 
the  quantity,  location,  and  value,  and  who  are  the  owners 
thereof,  and  where  they  reside,  if  known  to  the  assessor; 
and  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  obtain  that  information  from  the 
Auditor  of  Public  Accounts,  and  such  other  sources  as  he 
may  be  able ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sheriff  of  Nel- 
son county,  or  his  deputy,  to  address  to  each  one  of  said

§  2.  That  the  taxes  for  railroad  purposes  on  such  land  as 
aforesaid  which  have  already  been  assessed,  and  which 
have  not  been  paid,  and  also  the  taxes  as  aforesaid  as- 
sessed for  any  one  year  that  may  not  have  been  collected 
or  coerced  by  the  proceedings  herein  directed,  may  be 
coerced  in  any  subsequent  year  during  the  continuance  of 
said  railroad  tax,  in  the  manner  provided  by  this  amend- 
ment; but  the  notice  to  the  owner  by  letter  and  by  publi- 
cation shall  state  the  amount  of  taxes  assessed  for  each 
ye€tr,  respectively. 

§  3*  That  the  sheriff  and  other  officers  charged  with  the 
execution  of  this  law  shall  receive  the  same  compensation 
for  their  services,  and  to  be  paid  in  the  same  manner,  as  is 
provided  by  law  for  similar  services  in  the  sale  of  land  for 
taxes  under  the  revenue  laws  of  this  Commonwealth ;  and 
for  each  letter  and  postage  thereon  ten  cents  to  the  sheriff, 
to  be  paid  by  the  railroad  company  and  included  in  the 
costs  to  be  paid  by  the  owner  of  the  land.

charges  as  now  fixed  by  law. 

§  15.  That  any  right  the  Covington  and  Taylor's  Mill 
turnpike  company  may  have  had  to  make  their  road  up 
Decoursey's  creek,  is  hereby  repealed.

CHAPTER  695. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Ball's  Branch  Turnpike  Road  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  a  company  is  hereby  forifted  for  the  purpose  of 
making  a  turnpike  road  from  the  Knob  Lick  turnpike  road, 
near  Avnere  the  l*eyton's  well  road  intersects  it,  to  the  Dan- 
ville and  Stanford  pike,  near  the  former  place,  under  the 
name  and  style  of  the  Bail's  Branch  Turnpike  Road  Com- 
pany ;  and  by  that  name  and  style  shall  be  a  body  politic 
and  corporate. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  ten 
thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each ; 
and  subscriptions  therefor  shall  be  opened  at  such  times  and 
places  as  the  commissioners  hereafter  named,  or  such  of 
them  as  shall  act,  shall  appoint,  and  continue  open  until 
the  capital  stock  shall  be  subscribed. 

§  3.  That  Dr.  G.  W.  Givens,  E.  Logan,  R.  Logan,  Felix 
Fisher,  Wesley  Smith,  and  H.  G.  Withers,  Col.  Peter  De 
Pauw,  are  appointed  commissioners  to  receive  subscript 
tions  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company. 
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1860.  §  4.  That  Bald  commissioners  shall  procure  one  or  more 

' books,  and  the  subscribers  therein  shall  subscribe  ah  obliga- 
tion to  the  following  effect,  viz :  We,  whose  names  are 
hereunto  subscribed,  do  respectively  promise  to  pay  to  the 
Ball's  Branch  turnpike  road  company  the  sums  attached  to 
our  respective  names,  or  to  make  so  much  of  said  road  as 
we  herein  promise  to  do. 

§  5.  That  as  soon  as  one  third  of  said  stock  shall  be  sub- 
scribed, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioners,  or  such 
of  them  as  shall  act,  to  give  notice  of  a  meeting  of  the 
irtockholders  at  such  place  as  they  may  designate,  for  the 
purpose  of  electing  officers  of  said  company;  said  notice 
to  be  advertised  fifteen  days  previous  to  said  meeting ;  and 
in  said  election  each  stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  one 
vote  for  each  share  owned  by  him  in  said  company. 

§  6.  The  officers  of  said  company  shall  consist  of  a  pres- 
ident and  five  directors,  a  treasurer,  and  such  other  officers 
as  they  may  think  necessary  to  conduct  the  business  of  said 
company,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  and 
until  others  are  elected. 

§  7.  That  when  said  company  shall  be  thus  organized,  it 
shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  all  the  privileges  and 
franchises  incident  to  a  corporation  for  a  similar  object,  in 
the  same  manner  ^nd  to  the  same  extent  as  are  conferred 
on  other  turnpike  road  companies. 

§  8.  Said  president  and  directors  shall  fix  and  regulate 
the  elevation  and  grade  of  said  road,  the  width  of  the 
part  thereof  to  be  covered  with  stone  or  gravel,  shall  desig- 
nate the  place  for  the  erection  of  a  gate ;  may  fix  the  rates 
of  toll,  may  regulate  and  change  the  same :  Provided,  That 
the  rates  of  toll  to  be  charged  and  exacted  for  travel  on 
said  road  shall  not  exceed  those  charged  and  exacted  on 
the  Danville  and  Lexington  turnpike  road. 

§  9.  That  the  treasurer  of  said  company,  before  he  enters 
on  the  duties  of  his  onice,  shall  give  bond  and  security  in 
such  penalty  as  the  president  and  directors  shall  require, 
payable  to  them,  conditioned  to  pay  over  any  amount  that 
may  be  in  his  hands  to  the  order  of  the  president  and  di- 
rectors. 

§  10.  That  the  Lincoln  county  court  may  take  stock  in 
said  road,  and  to  pay  for  the  same  may  levy  such  a  tax  on 
each  one  hundred  dollars  in  said  county,  subject  to  said  tax, 
as  may  be  sufficient  for  said  purpose. 

5  11.  That  the  provisions  of  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  for 
the  benefit  of  turnpike  roads  in  Lincoln  county,"  approved 
March  24th,  1851,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  re-enacted 
for  the  benefit  of  the  road  company  incorporated  by  this 
act.

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CHAPTER  690.  I860. 

AN  ACT  amending  and  reducing  into  one  the  several  acts  reUUng  to  the  town 

of  ScoHviUe. 

Be  il  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  t/ie  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  inhabitantfl  of  the  town  of  Scottville,  in 
Allen  county,  Kentucky,  a&  now  eatabllshed  by  law,  with 
such  additions  as  may  be  hereafter  made  to  the  same, 
shall  be  incorporated  under  the  style  of  the  town  of  Scott- 
ville,  and  as  such,  by  that  name,  shall  be  capable  in  law. 
of  contracting  and  being  contracted  with,  of  suing  and  be- 
ing sued,  in  all  cases,  and  in  all  courts  and  places;  and 
said  corporate  limits  oif  said  town  shall  extend  one  thousand' 
yards  from  the  court-house  in  said  town,  each  way  or  di- 
rection. 

§  2.  That  hereafter  the  fiscal,  prudential,  and  municipal  Fiscal  eoMem 
concerns  of  said  town  shall  be  vested  in  five  trustees,  who  byftve^StSi. 
shall  be  elected  annually,  on  the  iSrst  Saturday  in  April,  by 
the  free  white  male  citizens  of  said  town  over  the  age  of 
twenty-one  years,  and  who  shall  have  resided  in  said  town 
three  months  before  said  election ;  said  trustees  shall  hold  Term  of  ofloo. 
their  offices  for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are 
elected  and  qualified ;  before  they  enter  upon  the  discharge 
of  their  duties  they  shall  take  an  oath  before  a  judge  or 
justice  of  the  peace,  faithfully  and  impartially,  to  discharge  ' 
the  duties  of  the  same  during  their  continuance  in  office. 
No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  trustee  who  is 
under  twenty-one  years  of   age,  and  has  not  resided  in 
said  town  for  twelve  months  next  before  his  election. 

§3.  Said  trustees  shall  have  power  to  fill  any  vacancy     ToiiliTao»«- 
that  may  occur  in  their  board.     It  shall  be  their  duty  at  TOMideliofUio 
their  first  meeting  after  their  election,  or  as  soon  thereafter  K)ani. 
as  practicable,  to  elect  one  of  their  own  body  president  of 
the  board,  who  shall  preside  over  their  meetings,  preserve 
order,  in  case  of  a  tie,  give  the  casting  vote.     A  meyority 
of  the  board  of  trustees  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do 
business;  and  the  board  may  be  convened  at  any  time 
by  order  of  the  president,  or  by  the  request  of  any  two 
members.

They  shall  have  power  over  streets, 
alleys,  and  sidewalks  of  said  town,  or  which  may  hereafter 
be  added  thereto,  and  may  cause  the  same  to  be  improved 
in  such  manner  as  they  may  deem  most  beneficial  to  said 
town ;  to  remove  obstructions  from  the  same,  and  by  their 
by-laws  to  impose  fines  and  penalties  upon  persons  for  ob- 
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1660.       stracting  the  same.     Tbey  shall  have  power  and  authority 

■- ' to  make  all  necessary  by-laws  for  the  regulation  and  good 

government  of  said  town,  not  inconsistent  with  the  consti- 
tution and  laws  of  this  State.  They  shall  have  power  and 
authority  to  assess  and  collect  annually,  an  ad  valorem  tax, 
not  exceeding  twenty -five  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dol- 
lars worth  of  real  and  personal  estate  within  the  corporate 
limits  of  said  town,  by  law  taxable,  and  a  poll  tax  not  ex- 
ceeding one  dollar  on  each  tithe.  They  shall  have  power 
to  remove  any  officer  appointed  by  them  for  improper  con- 
duct. They  shall  have  power  to  determine  what^fies,  or 
imprisonment  on  failure  to  pay  the  same,  shall  be  imposed 
orj  all  persons  who  shall  be  guilty  of  any  indecent  or  bois- 
terous conduct  within  said  town,  such  as  to  disturb  the 
]ieace  and  good  order  of  the  town;  they'may  impose  fines 
upon  any  who  may  be  guilty  of  running  hoi::Bes,  or  mules, 
or  horses  in  wagons,  or  of  profane  swearing,  clamorously 
in  the  streets  of  said  town,  or  shooting  guns,  or  making  re- 
ports by  the  burning  of  powder,  blowing  horns,  crying 
aloud  by  day  or  by  night  in  a  disorderly  manner,  or  of  any 
other  disorderly  or  riotous  conduct  within  said  town.

§  5.  Said  trustees  shall  have  power  to  pass  by-laws  for 
Mn,7  sQTOr^M  ^h^  suppression  of  tippling-houses,  gambling-houses,  and 

tippiinf-hottses  guch  Other  houses  in  said  town  as  are  the  common  resort  of 

idle,  dissolute,  and  disorderly  persons,  and  to  prohibit  the 
retailing  of  spirituous  liquors;  and  by  providing  and  enforc- 
ing by  adequate  penalties  to  punish  all  riots,  routs,  breaches 
of  the  peace,  or  of  their  by-laws;  and  they  shall  have 
power  to  remove  all  disorderly  free  persons  of  color  from 
the  limits  of  said  town  or  corporation. 

§  6.  They  shall  have  power  to  tax  all  tavern-houses  of 

TazUYern8,Ao.   entertainment,  retailers  and  venders  of  spirituous  liquors, 

any  sum  not  to  exceed  that  which  they  now  pay  aa  a  rev- 
enue tax  imposed  by  law;  but  this  section.sball  not  be  so 
construed  as  to  take  away  the  right  the  county  court  now 
has  to  grant  tavern  licenses,  but  such  taverns  shall  still  re- 
quire the  usual  license  in  addition  to  the  tax  herein  im- 
posed, and  so  in  regard  to  spiritual  liquors. 

§  7.  They  shall  have  power  to  tax  peddlers  and  auc- 
tioneers  in  addition  to  the  tax  now  imposed  by  law,  not

concerts,  and  places  of  public  amusement  where  money  is 
charged  for  admission  to  the  same,  which  may  be  held  or 
conducted  in  said  town,  or  within  one  half  mile  of  its  cor- 
porate limits. 
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§  8.  Said  trustees  shall  have  control  of  the  grave-yard       1860.

§  16.  That  all  elections  under  this  act  shall  be  held  by  the 
clerk  of  the  board  of  trustees  and  two  judges  appointed  by 
the  trustees  for  that  purpose,  who  ^hall  be  first  sworn  to 
discharge  their  duties  faithfully  and  impartially.  Upon 
the  day  of  the  election  the  polls  shall  be  kept  open  not  less 
than  three  hours. 

§  17.  That  all  taxes,  fines,  and  forfeitures  for  the  breach 
of  any  by-law  or  ordinance  of  said  town,  or  for  a  violation 
of  the  penal  laws  committed  within  the  limits  of  said  town 
or  corporation  cognizable  before  the  police  judge,  shall  be 
collected  and  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  the  board  of  trustees 
for  the  use  of  said  town. 

§  18.  That  thiB  county  judge  or  justice  of  the  peace  re- 
siding in  or  nearest  the  said  town  of  Scottville,  shall  be 
vested  with  the  power  given  the  police  judge  under  this 
act,  in  the  absence  or  sickness  of  said  judge,  or  in  case  of 
a  vacancy  in  said  ofiice,  and  shall  be  vested  with  the  same 
powers,  when  the  judge  is  related  to  either  of  the  par- 
ties, or  when,  from  interest  or  other  cause,  he  cannot  try 
the  cause. 

§  19.  The  fees  of  the  police  judge  of  said  town  shall  be 
as  follows  :'Por  issuing  a  warrant  for  a  riot,  rout,  or  breach 
of  the  peace,  fifty  cents ;  for  presiding  at  the  trial  and  en- 
tering judgment,  one  dollar;  for  each  warrant  for  breach  of 
any  ordinance  or  by-laws  of  said  town,  fifty  cents ;  for 
presiding  at  the  trial  and  entering  judgment,  one  dollar ; 
for  issuinga  capias  profme^  twenty -five  cents ;  for  a  peace 
warrant,  fifty  cents;  ail  other  fees  shall  be  the  same  as  jus- 
tices of  the  peace  for  like  services,  and  he  shall  have  power 
to  collect  his  fees  in  the  same  way  as  justices  of  the  peace 
have.  For  the  trial  of  civil  cases  he  shall  bold  regulat 
terms  in  the  months  of  March,  June,  September,  and  De- 
cember, in  each  year,  to  be  fixed  by  the  county  judge ;  and 
for  other  cases  may  hold  at  any  time  that  an  oflQender  may 
be  brought  before  him. 

§  20.  The  fees  of  the  marshal  shall  be  as  follows :  For 
executing  a  warrant  for  a  riot,  rout,  or  breach  of  the  peace, 
one  dollar;  for  taking  bond  of  defendant,  fifty  cents;  for 
summoning  a  jury  and  attending  a  court  daring  a  trial,

one  dollar  and  fifty  cents;   for  execnting  a  warrant  for       I860. 

breach  of  the  town  ordinance  or  by-laws,  fifty  cents ;  for   *^' 

summoning  a  jury,  when  one  is  required,  one  dollar  and 
fifty  cents;  for  arresting  under  a  peace  warrant,  one  dol- 
lar; for  collecting  town  tax,  ten  per  cent.,  unless  the  board 
of  trustees  shall,  by  order,  fix  a  different  compensation; 
and  in  all  other  cases  he  shall  be  allowed  the  same  fees  as 
f  constables  receive  for  similar  services. 

§  21.  That  all  general  laws  relating  to  towns,  and  not  oeneni  uwi» 
inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  apply  to  ^®  tppUcaW*. 
the  town  of  Scottville. 

§  22.  That  the  first  election  for  trustees,  police  judge,  J^®2)^iJj!J 
and  marshal,  under  this  act,  shall  be  held  at  the  court-house 
in  said  town,  after  advertising,  as  heretofore  provided,  by 
the  clerk  of  the  Allen  county  court,  and  a  justice  of  the 
peace  living  in  the  civil  district,  including  said  town,  and 
certify  the  same  as  before  provided ;  and  they  shall  have 
for  their  services  one  dollar  each,  to  be  paid  by  the  treas- 
urer of  said  board  of  trustees  out  of  any  money  belonging 
to  said  board. 

§  23.  That  all  laws  in  relation  to  the  town  of  Scottville, 
coming  within  the  purview  of  this  act,  are  hereby  re- 
pealed. 

§  24.  This  act  to  take  eflect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  697. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  the  executors  of  Wm.  GUzbrook,  deceased. 

Whereas,  By  the  last  will  and  testament  of  Wm.  Glaz- 
brook,  deceased,  and  which  will  is  now  of  record  in  the 
clerk's  office  of  the  Barren  county  court,  he  appointed  his 
two  sons,  Joseph  and  Austin  Glazbrook,  his  executors,  and 
directed  that  one  or  both  of  said  executors  should  act  as 
guardian  of  his  grand-daughter,  Sally  Weatherspoon,  an 
infant ;  and  whereas,  said  Joseph  Glazbrook  has  qualified 
as  the  executor  of  said  will,.and  said  Austin  Glazbrook  has 
declined  to  do  so ;  and  whereas,  it  is  desired  by  all  con- 
cerned in  the  estate  of  said  testator,  that  Younger  Weather- 
spoon,  the  father  of  said  infant,  shall  act  as  her  guardian ; 
therefore. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonioealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1 .  That  the  judge  of  the  Barren  county  court  may,  upon 
the  application  of  the  executor  of  said  William  Glazbrook, 
release  him  from  the  guardianship  of  said  infant;  but  noth- 
ing herein  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  change  or  effect,  in 
any  manner,  the  executorship  of  said  will,  nor  to  release 
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1860^.      ^Aid  Joseph  Glsczbrook  from  any  ImbiKty,  if  any  ali^eady 

'^  incurred,  as  the  guardian  of  said  infant. 

§  2.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  amend  tbe  clmrter  of  tihe  Winchester  and  Mount  Sterfisg  Turnpike 

Road  Companj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Comrmnwedih  of 
Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  president,  directors,  and  company  of  the 
Winchester  and  Mount  Sterling  turnpike  road  company  be, 
and  they  are  hereby,  authori:^ed  to  construct  two  branches 
of  their  said  road  in  the  county  of  Clarke :  one,  and  the 
firstj  to  be  known  as  the  Paris  road  branch',  and  to  be 
constructed  from  the  intersection  of  the  Hood's  old  road  with 
said  Winchester  and  Mount  Sterling  turnpike  road,  be- 
tween the  lands  of  Thomas  Warren  and  Thomas  G.  Sud- 
duth,  and  to  be  located  and  made  upon  the  present  site  of 
the  Hood^s  old  road,  to  the  point  where  said  Hood's  old 
road  intersects  the  Paris,  Winchester,  and  Kentucky  river 
turnpike  road,  opposite  the  farm  of  James  P.  Gay;  and 
said  location  of  said  branch  road,  shall  not  depart  from  or 
leave  the  present  site  of  the  Hood's  old  road  at  any  point, 
unless  it  be  with  the  approbation  and  consent  of  the  per- 
son or  persons  over  whose  lands  said  branch  is  proposed  to 
be  constructed ;  and  said  company  is  hereby  authorized  to

§  2.  Thi  second  braiich  to  be  known  as  the  Grassy  Lick 
road  branch,  and  to  be  constructed,  commencing  where  the 
present  Grassy  Lick  road  intersects  the  Winchester  and 
mount  Sterling  turnpike  road,  at  or  near  the  school-house 
on  Thomas  G.  Sudduth's  lands;  and  thence  along  the  site 
of  the  present  Grassy  Lick  road,  to  the  mouth  of  the  lane 
near  Dooley's  scales;  and  said  road  to  be  constructed  upon 
the  bed  of  the  said  Grassy  Lick  road,  and  not  to  depart 
from  it  without  the  consent  of  the  owner  or  owners  of 
the  lands  over  which  it  is  proposed  to  be  constructed, 
except  as  hereinafter  provided ;  and  said  company  is  here- 
by authorized  to  use  and  occupy  the  present  Grassy  Lick 
road,  or  any  part  thereof,  for  all  the  purposes  necessary  to 
the  construction  of  said  branch  road,  making  a  reasonable 
provision  for  the  ordinary  travel  on  said  Grassy  Lick  road 
while  constructing  said  branch  turnpike  road. 
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§  3.  That  for  the  purpose  of  making  and  completing       1860. 

said  branch  roads,  the  president  and  directors  of  said  Win*  " 

Chester  and  Moant  Sterling  turnpike  road  company  are 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  receive  subscriptions 
of  stock  in  one  or  both  of  said  proposed  branch  roads,  in 
shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each,  under  the  same  rules 
and  regulations  and  limitations  as  is  provided  for  subscrip- 
tions of  stock  in  the  original  and  amended  charters  to  which 
this  is  an^  amendment,  except  that  for  all  stock  subscribed,  ( 

the  said  president  and  directors  shall  have  power  and  author^ 
ity,  upon  the  commencement  of  either  of  said  branch  roads, 
and  upon  printed  or  written  notices  posted  up  or  published 
in  the  Winchester  newspaper  for  two  weeks  previously 
thereto,  to  make  a  call  for  an  installment  of  one  third  of 
said  stock;  and  may,  in  six  months  from  the  commence* 
ment  of  said  branches  or  either  of  them,  make  a  further  call 
for  one  third  of  said  stock ;  and  may  call  the  remaining 
'  thitd  of  said  stock  in  twelve  months  from  said  commence<» 
ment  of  said  branch  roads :  Provided,  That  the  subscriptions 
of  stock  in  said  branch  roads,  or  either  of  them,  shall  be 
specifically  and  separately  stated;  and  the  amount  sub^ 
scribed  to  each  of  said  road^  shall  be  expended  ecclusively 
in  the  construction  of  that  particular  branch  to  which  the 
same  is  subscribed  :  Provid^^  That  the  construction  of  the 
Paris  road  branch  shall  not  be  commehced  until  twenty 
shares  of  stock  are  subscribed  to  said  branch ;  and  the  con* 
struction  of  the  Grassy  Lick  road  branch  of  said  road  shall 
not  be  commenced  until ^  shares  of  stock  are  sub- 
scribed to  said  branch. 

§  4.  That  the  Grassy  Lick  road  branch  road  may  be  ex* 
tended  hereafter  from  the  mouth- of  the  lane,  near  Dooley's 
scales,  to  intersect  any  other  turnpike  road  in  the  direct 
tion  and  determination  of  the  president  and  directors. 

§  5.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  the  Winchester 
and  Mount  Sterling  turnpike  road  company,  shall  have 
power,  and  are  hereby  authorized  to  charge  and  collect  the 
same  rates  of  toll  per  mile  for  travel  on  said  branch  roads 
as  is  now  charged  or  may  be  charged  for  travel  upon  said 
Winchester  and  Mount  Sterling  turnpike  road,  under  the 
"Bame  rules  and  restrictions,  and  by-laws  and  orders  as  now 
govern  or  may  govern  said  Winchester  and  Mount  Sterling 
turnpike  road  company,  without  the  erection  of  gates  upon 
ekher  of  said  branches. 

§  6.  That  the  subscribers  of  stock  in  either  branch  road 
shall  be,  and  are  hereby,  exempted  from  working  on  roads 
in  the  road  precincts,  embracing  either  or  both  of  said 
branch  roads. 

§  7.  That  in  the  construction  of  said  Grassy  Lick  road 
branch,  express  power  is  given  to  the  president  and  direct- 
ors of  said  Winchester  and  Mount  Sterling  turnpike  road 
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i860.,      company,  to  deviate  from  the  bed  of  the  present  Grassy 

J.i'^k  road,  so  far  as  may  be  found  necessary  to  make  a 

proper  crossing  and  bridge  over  Big  Stoner  creek ;  and  for 
the  purpose  of  making  said  proper  crossing  and  bridge, 
they  are  hereby  vested  with  all  the  powers  granted  to  said 
president,  directors,  and  company,  by  the  twelfth  section  of 
an  act  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  Winchester  and  Mount 
Sterling  turnpike  road  company,  approved  February  26th, 
1849 ;  and  in  the  construction,  management,  and  conduct 
of  said  branch  roads,  or  either  of  them,  the  same  power 
and  authority  is  hereby  vested  in  said  president  and  direct- 
.  ors  of  the  Winchester  and  Mount  Sterling  turnpike  road 
company,  as  is  given  to  them  by  their  charter  and  amended 
charters  heretofore  enacted,  over  the  said  Winchester  and 
Mount  Sterling  turnpike  road,  except  as  changed  and  pro- 
vided for  in  this  amendment. 

§  8.  This  amendment  shall  not  go  into  effect  until  its 
provisions  are  accepted  by  a  majority  of  the  present  stock-

road  company,  at  its  regular  meeting  for  the  election  of 
officers,  or  at  a  call  meeting  for  that  purpose,  upon  ten 
days'  notice  of  the  time  and  place  thereof,  published  in  the 
Winchester  and  Mount  Sterling  newspapers,  by  an  order 
on  the  books  of  said  company,  or  by  orders  on  each  of  the 
books  separately,  of  the  respective  boards  of  said  company 
for  Clarke  and  Montgomery  counties,  as  existing  by  their 
said  charters;  and  the  shares  of  stock  subscribed  to  said 
branch  roads,  or  either  of  them,  shall,  in  all  respects,  con- 
stitute a  component  part  of  the  capital  stock  of  said  Win- 
chester and  Mount  Sterling  turnpike  road  company. 

§  9.  That  the  county  court  of  Clarke  county,  a  majority 
of  its  justices  being  present,  may  make  an  appropriation 
in  their  discretion,  to  be  levied  and  collected  as  other  levies 
are  required  to  be,  to  said  road  company,  to  aid  in  the  con- 
struction of  a  bridge  for  said  Grassy  Liek  road  branch 
across  Big  Stonet  creek.

CHAPTER  699. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  the  stockholders  of  the  Henderson  and  HebardaTiUe 

Plank  and  Grarel  Road  Companj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commontvealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

'  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  each  stock- 
holder  in  the  Henderson  and  Hebardsvilie  Plank  and  Gravel 
Road  Company,  shall  be  excused  from  furnishing  hands  to 
work  on  any  road  in  said  county,  to  the  extent  of  two  hands 
for  each  share  of  stock  they  may  own  in  said  road  at  the 
passage  of  this  act.

§  1.  That  hereafter  the  county  court  of  Daviess  is  hereby 
authorized  to  change  the  election  districts  and  places  of 
voting,  magistrates'  districts  in  said  county :  Provvied,  That 
DO  change  of  any  district  shall  be  made  within  sixty  days 
preceding  an  election  by  the  county  court;  twenty  days' 
notice  of  such  application;  and  that  three  or  more  copies 
of  such  notice  shall  be  put  up  in  the  most  public  places  by 
the  sheriff  or  constable  of  said  county  in  the  district  inter- 
ested ;  and  that  on  hearing  the  facts,  if  the  court  is  of  the 
opinion  that  the  application  should  be  ^ranted^  it  shall  be 
ordered.

in  office,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created  a  body  politic 
and  corporate,  by  the  nahie  and  style  of  the  Trustees  of 
the  German  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  of  St.  Peter,  of 
Louisville,  Ky.,  and  by  that  name  to  have  perpetual  suc- 
cession, with  all  the  powers  incident  to  corporations,  for  the 
purpose  of  contracting  and  being  contracted  with,  of  suing 
and  being  sued,  of  pleading  and  being  impleaded,  so  far 
as  may  be  necessary  to  protect  and  preserve  the  rights, 
titles,  and  privileges  and  immunities  of  said  church,  which 
now  do,  or  may,  or  shall  hereafter  belong  to  the  same;

acres;  and  receive  conveyances  of  the  same ;  and  to  sell, 
lease,  or  otherwise  dispose  of  any  property  of  said  church, 
or  that  may  hereafter  belong  to  said  church :  Provided^ 
That  any  purchase  or  sale,  or  other  disposition  of  the 
property  of  the  church,  shall  be  sanctioned  by  the  written 
consent  of  a  msyority  of  the  members  of  the  church. 

§  2.  That  the  said  trustees  hereby  appointed  shall  con- 
tinue in  office  until  others  are  appointed  to  fill  their  places, 
according  to  the  mles  and  regulations  of  said  church, 
unless  they  sooner  resign  or  refuse  to  act.  Whenever 
vol.  2—46. 
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1860.       vacancies  occur  in  the  board  of  trastees,  it  shall  be  lawful 
for  the  same  to  be  filled  according  to  the  rules  and  regu- 
lations of  the  church. 

§8.  That  a  majority  of  the  trustees  of  said  church 
shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business,  and  it  shall  be 
their  duty  to  kee{(  a  fair  record  of  all  their  proceedings.

^  1.  That  Samuel  F.  January,  John  A.  Kirkpatric,  Jas. 
C.  Crow,  and  their  associates  and  successors,  be,  and  are 
hereby,  created  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  under  the 
name  and  style  of  the  Morgan  iron,  coal  oil,  and  mining 
company,  and  by  that  name  shall  have  perpetual  succes- 
sion, may  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued, 
in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  in  this  Common- 
wealth; shall  have  a  common  seal,  and  may  alter  the  same  at

per  annum,  for  any  amount  they  may  de«m  necessary  to 
carry  on  the  business  of  said  company ;  and  said  agent  or 
officer  may,  by  the  direction  of  said  company,  secure  the 
payment  of  such  bonds  by  a  mortgage  or  lien  upon  a  part, 
or  the  whole  of  the  real  estate  and  personalties  of  said 
company. 

§  4.  Said  company  shall  have  power  to  appoint  any  one 
or  more  of  their  company,  or  other  persons,  to  manage, 
control,  and  direct  the  business  of  said  company  as  they, 
by  their  by-laws,  shall  direct  from  time  to  time.  ' 

§  5.  They  may  ceasstruct  or  build  any  soeh  tenements, 
houses,  o>  roads,  upon  any  lands  they  may  acquire,  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  as  they  deem  necessary  for  the  car- 
rying on  their  business,  or  any  branch  thereof,  successfully.

CHAPTER  704. 

AN  ACT  for  the  bejiefit  of  Horatio  G.  Creekmore,  of  Whitley  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Gejieral  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  Horatio  G.  Creekmore  be,  and  he  is  hereby, 
exonerated  from  any  and  all  liability  under  the  ninety- 
third  chapter  and  second  article  of  the  Revised  Statutes 
for  having  purchased  and  brought  into  this  State,  from  the 
State  of  Tennessee,  a  negro  woman  and  her  child ;  and  he 
is  hereby  permitted  to  sell  said  slave  at  either  public  or 
private  sale,  any  law  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

§  2,  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  706. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  FVank  Garrett. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  KerUucky: 

That  the  ftirther  time  of  two  years  be  allowed  Frank 
Garrett,  late  clerk  of  the  Morgan  county  court,  to  issue  his 
fee  bills  for  former  services  rendered  by  him  as  such ;  and 
which,. when  so  issued,  shall  have  the  same  force  and  effect, 
and  shall  be  so  collectable,  as  if  issued  within  the  time  pre- 
scribed by  law:  Provided^  That  before  he  exercise  the 
power  given  by  this  act,  he  shall  execute  bond,  with  jgood 
security,  to  be  approved  by  the  clerk  in  the  Morgan  county 
court  clerk's  office,  conditioned  for,  and  binding  him  to 
observe  and  comply  with  the  laws  of  this  State  concerning 
the  issuing  and  collecting  of  fee  bills.

CHAPTER  706. 

AN  ACT  to  legalize  the  December  Term,  1859,  of  G.  L.  Maret'B  Court,  in  the 

4th  District  in  Whitley  county. 

Whereas,  It  appears  that  the  December  term,  ISSO,  of 
Granville  L.  Maret's  court,  (justice  of  the  peace  for  the 
fourth  district  in  Whitley  county,)  was  by  mistake  held  on 
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a  different  day  than  that  fixed  by  the  county  court  of      ISJBO. 

Whitley  county  for  the  holding  of  said  justice'^  court ;  and    ■ 

it  further  appearing  that  the  parties  litigant  in  said  court, 
and  all  cases  pending  therein,  were  legally  and  properly 
disposed  of  in  said  court,  the  parties  appearing  and  being 
heard,  and  no  incQnvenience  or  icregularity  arising  there- 
from; therefore, 

Be  it  eiiacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Cammanwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  proceedings  had  in  said  court  shall  be 
held  as  valid  in  law  as  though  said  court  had  been  held  pn 
the  regular  day  set  apart  by  the  county  court  therefor. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  have  force  from  the  day  of  its  passage.    .

CHAPTER  709. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Second  Pieebjrterian  Church,  of  Louisville. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  John  P.  Howard,  Samuel  Gwyn,  Wra.  W. 
Morris,  D.  C.  Heiskell,  James  W.  Gorden,  and  Geo.  W. 
Morris,  and  their  succegsors  in  office,  be,  and  they  are  here- 
by, created  a  body  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of 
"  The  Second  Presbyterian  Church,  of  Louisville ;"  and  by 
that  name  to  have  corporate  existence  and  perpetual  suc- 
cession ;  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  to  sue  and  be 
sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded ;  to  acquire  by  purchase,  gift, 
devise,  or  otherwise,  real  and  personal  estate,  and  to  sell, 
convey,  or  exchange  the  same :  Provided,  however y  That  said 
corporation  shall  not  have  power  to  acquire  real  estate 
except  for  religious  and  educational  purposes;  and  also  for 
the  residence  of  its  pastor,  and  for  the  use  of  Sunday 
schools  under  the  control  of  said  church :  Provided,  That 
said  amount  of  property  so  held,  shall  not  exceed  two  hun- 
dred and  fifty  thousand  dollars. 

§  2.  The  persons  named  in  the  first  section  shall  be  trus- 
tees of  said  corporation,  and  continue  in  office  for  one  year 
from  the  first  of  January,  1860,  and  until  their  successors 
are  duly  elected;  they  shall  order  an  election  of  six  trus- 
tees, in  the  month  of  January  of  each  and  every  year, 
to  be  held  at  the  church  building,  by  the  members  of  said 
church,  after  reasonable  notice  by  the  pastor  from  the  pul- 
pit to  the  congregation ;  each  white  member  of  the  church 
shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote ;  and  if,  during  the  year  for 
which  said  trustees  may  be  elected,  apy  vacancy  shall  oc- 
cur by  death,  resignation,  or  removal,  the  board  shall  have 
power  to  supply  such  vacancy. 
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I860  §  3.  Four  of  the^ trustees  shall,  at  all  times,  be  a  quoram 

-  for  the  transaction  of  business ;  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
trustees  to  elect  a  chairman,  secretary,  and  treasurer  from 
among  themselres;  they  shall  keepr  a  fair  record  of  all 
their  proceedings ;  may  pass  by-laws  and  adopt  regula- 
tions for  their  own  convenience  aad  for  the  convenience, 
accommodation,  and  comfort  of  the  members  of  said 
church. 

§  4.  The  trustees  shall  have  full  power  to  prosecute,  in 
the  name  of  said  corporation,  any  warrants  or  suits  which 
they  deem  it  expedient  to  commence,  for  the  recovery  of 
pew  rents,  or  on  account  of  any  other  just  demands  which 
may  become  due  to  said  corporation*  by  conla*act,  or  for  I 

wrongs  or  injuries  to  the  real  or  personal  estate  of  said  1 

corporation. 

§  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.     "^

CHAPTER  7X0. 

AN  ACT  to  create  au  additional  Justicea*  and  Election  District  in  Whitley 

'  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Genei^al  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  all  that  portion  of  the  county  of  Whitley  com- 
posing the  following  boundary  shall^  from  and  after  the 
passage  of  this  act,  constitute  a  magistrates',  constables', 
and  election  district,  to  be  known  as  the  9tli  district  of 
said  county,  to-wit :  Beginning  at  Watt's  creek,  where 
the  line  dividing  the  lands  of  A.  B.  King  and  Silas  Gatliffe 
crosses  Watt's  creek,  just  below  King's  mills,  on  said 
creek ;  thence  south-eastward,  with  said  King's  line  to  the 
top  of  the  mountain,  between  the  Cumberland  river  and 
the  waters  of  Watt's  creek;  thence  along  said  dividing 
mountain,  and  the  other  mountains  and  highlands  divid- 
ing the  waters  of  said  Watt's  creek  from  the  other  ad- 
jacent streams,  so  as  to  include  all  the  waters  of  said 
creek  which  empty  into  the  same  above  the  point  desig- 
nated as  the  beginning,  except  that  portion  of  the  head- 
waters of  Blake's  Fork  occupied  by  the  lands  of  John  0. 
Moore,  Luke  Moore,  and  Hugh  Strunk,  and  shall  include 
Henry  D.  Harman^  and  those  on  his  farm  on  the  head  of 
Red  Bird. 

§  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Whitley  county  court,  at 
its  April  term  next,  to  appoint  two  suitable  citizens  of  said 
district  to  act  as  judges,  and  a  clerk  of  the  poll,  together 
with  a  sheriff,  whose  duty  it  shall  be,  after  being  duly 
sworn,  as  the  law  requires,  to  hold  an  election  in  said 
district  on  the  first  Saturday  in  May  next,  to  elect  two 
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justices  of  the  peace  for  said  difitri<st;  who,  after  being       1860. 

commissioned  and  qualified,  shall  retain  their  offices  until   "~ 

the  next  general  «lection  for  justices ;  and  when  the  term 
of  office  of  the  constable  now  residing  in  said  district  shall 
expire,  the  said  district  shall  also  regularly  elect  .her  con- 
stable and  also  her  justices,  at  such  times  €U9  the  general 
law  provides. 

§8.  The  place  of  voting  shall,  at  the  first  election  herein 
provided  for,  be  ^t  the  store  house  of  Preston  C.  Berry,  in 
said  district ;  but  at  said  election  a  poll  shall  be  taken  te 
indicate  the  wishes  of  the  voters  of  the  di9trict  as  to 
where  the  voting  place. shall  be  in  the  district,  and  shall 
afterwards  be  held  at  that  place  where  a  majority  of  the 
whole  vote  cast  shall  indicate ;  but  shall  not  be  removed 
from  said  Berry's  store,  unless  such  majority  shall  so  agree 
on  its  location. 

§  4.  The  officers  herein  provided  for  holding  said  elec- 
tion, shall  be  governed  by  the  laws  now  in  force  in 
relation  to  elections  in  this  Commonwealth,  and  shall  be 
liable,  as  such  officers  now  are,  for  any  offense  against  the 
laws  as  such;  and.  the  voters  at  said  election  shall  be 
liable  for  any  violation  of  the  election  laws,  as  now  pro- 
vided, at  any  of  the  general  elections.

CHAPTER  711. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  the  Shelbyville  and  Mount  Bden  Turnpike  Road. 

Be  it  enacted  &^  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  Shelbyville  and  Mount  Eden  turnpike  road 
company  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  authorized  and  empow- 
ered to  coixstruct  and  build  their  turnpike  road  from  Back 
Bqne  mill  to  Callendar's  blacksmith  shop,  on  a  grade  of 
four  degrees;  and  when  the  said  company  ^hall  have  con- 
structed this  portion  of  their  road  on  the  grade  aforesaid, 
they  shall  be  entitled  to  tbe  same  rights,  franchises,  and 
privileges  that  they  would  have  been  entitled  to  under  and 
by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  chapter  CIII  of  Revised  Stat- 
utes, entitled  Turnpike  and  Plank  Roads,  (under  which  the 
said  company  was  organized,)  if  the  grade  had  been  three 
degrees. 

§  2.  That  the  county  court  of  Shelby  county  shall,  from 
time  to  timC/.  divide  and  lay  off  into  road  districts  the  side 
rostd  constructed  and  to  be  construpted  by  said  company 
along  their  turnpike  road ;  and  shall  appoint  overseers  of 
said  districts,  and  conveniently  allot  and  assign  to  the 
overseers  of  said  districts  the  hands  living  along  and  con- 
tiguous to  tb^  said  turnpike  road,  or  whpse  ^residence  may 
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1860.      be  not  more  than  one  half  mile  therefrom,  on  both  sides  of 

I  the  same,  to  work  the  said  side  road ;  and  in  other  respects 

i  the  said  overseers  and  the  hands  included  in  the  said  dis- 

tricts for  the  Working  and  repairing  of  said  side  road,  shall 
be  subject  to  the  laws  now  in  force  relating  to  public  roads, 
and  shall  be  subject  to  the  penalties  prescribed  by  chapter 
LXXXIV  of  Revised  Statutes,  entitled  Roads  and  Pass- 
ways,'  and  such  acts  amendatory  thereof  as  may  have  been 
passed  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Kentucky,  to  be  en- 
forced by  such  modes  of  procedure  as  may  now  or  here- 
after be  prescribed  by  the  laws  of  Kentucky. 
>    §  8.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  incoqxuute  the  Lagrange  and  Shelby  county  turnpike  road  com- 
pany.

§  1.  That  a  company  shall  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby, 
created  and  established,  under  the  name  and  style  of  the 
Lagrange  and  Shelby  county  turnpike  road  company,  for 
the  purpose  of  constructing  a  turnpike  road  from  Dr.  Low- 
ry's,  in  Shelby  county,  Kentucky,  to  Lagrange ;  the  route 
to  be  selected  by  the  directors  hereinafter  provided  for. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  he  fifty 
thousand  dollars,  to  be  increased  or  diminished  as  the  board 
of  directors  may  determine ;  to  be  divided  into  shares  of 
fifty  dollars  each. 

§  3.  A  book  for  the  subscription  of  stock  in  said  company 
shall  be  opened  at  any  time  after  the  passage  of  this  act, 
at  such  places  as  may  be  most  convenient,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Beverly  Vincent,  Jacob  Sondouskey,  Wm.  Price, 
Wm.  Hamblin,  W.  H.  Caplinger,  Micajah  Tible,  John 
Tible,  Wm.  Barnhill,  and  F.  A.  Rodman.  That  said  com- 
missioners, or  any  one  or  more  of  them,  appointed  by  this  act 
to  open  a  book  for  the  subscription  of  the  capital  stock  of 
said  company,  and  shall  proceed  in  the  same  way  as  the 
directors  of  the  Elizaville  and  Fairview  turnpike  road  are 
directed  to  proceed,  in  their  act  of  incorporation,  approved 
February  15th,  1858. 

§  4.  That  all  the  provisions  of  said  act  shall  apply  to  the 
company  hereby  incorporated ',  and  the  said  company  shall, 
in  their  organization  and  government,  be  controlled  by  the 
provisions  of  said  act ;  and  that  said  company  are  hereby 
invested  with  all  the  privileges,  powers,  and  authorities, 
and  immunities  which,  by  the  provisions  of  said  act,  are 
conferred  on  the  company  incorporated  thereby ;  and  this 
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company  shall  be,  and  is  hereby,  invested  with   all  the       1B60.'

§  1.  That  the  surveyor  of  Adair  county  be  required  to 
transcribe  the  plats  and  certificates  of  surveys  of  so  much 
of  said  survej'or's  books  as  were  entered  and  made  by  Wil- 
liam McNecIy,  late  surveyor  of  Adair  county,  in  a  new  and 
well-bound  book,  and  that  said  surveyor  also  make  out  good 
«thd  sufficient  indexes  to  the  same. 

§  2.  That  such  transcripts  so  made  out  as  authorized  by 
this  act,  shall  be  as  good  and  valid  in  law,  in  all  respects, 
and  for  all  purposes,  as  the  originals;  and  attested  copy  or 
<^opies  thereof  shall  be  admitted  as  evidence  in  any  court, 
end  for  alt  purposes  be  as  valid  as  the  original.

AN  ACT  to  incorporsle  the  Falls  City  Marine  Institute,  of  Louisville,  Ky. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Ocneral  Assembly  rf  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  Falls  City  Marine  Institute  is  hereby  de- 
clared a  body  corporate  and  politic,  with  power  to  sue  and 
be  sued ;  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with ;  to  plead  and 
be  impleaded ;  to  have  and  to  use  a  common  seal ;  to  alter 
or  renew  at  pleasure ;  and  to  have  perpetual  succession  in 
its  corporate  capacity. 

§  2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  Falls  City  Marine 
Institute  shall  be  twenty  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided 
into  shares  of  ten  dollars  each;  and  when  one  hundred 
shares  have  been  subscribed  and  paid  in,  or  secured  to  be 
paid,  said  institute  shall  proceed  to  organize  by  the  elec- 
tion of  a  president,  vice  president,  secretary,  and  treasurer, 
to  be  elected  at  such  time,  and  hold  their  offices  for  such 
period,  as  ma}*^  be  designated  in  the  by-laws. 

§  3.  That  said  institute  may  purchase  and  hold  real  estate 
and  personal  property,  such  as  may  be  proper  for  its  objects ; 
and  may  erect  all  necessary  buildings  or  improvements  on 
same ;  and  if  deemed  necessary,  sell  and  convey  same  in 
such  manner  as  may  be  provided  by  the  by-laws. 

§  4.  That  said  Institute  may  make  and  ordain  such  by- 
laws, rules^  and  regulations  as  may  be  necessary  for  the 
wholesome  government  of  their  organization,  not  incon- 
sistent with  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Kentucky  or  United 
States. 

§  5.  The  fiscal  affairs  of  said  institute  shall  be  under  the 
direction  of  such  ofiicers  and  agents  as  by  the  by-laws  may 
be  appointed  to  take  charge  of  the  same ;  may  require  of 
its  treasurer  such  bonds  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  safety 
of  its  funds,  and  to  secure  the  faithful  discharge  of  its 
duties. 

§  6.  That  said  institute  shall  have  the  right  and  power 
to  carry  out  the  objects  of  its  creation ;  to  make  and  ordain 
the  mode  of  dispensing  its  charities  ;  to  regulate  the  quali- 
fication of  membership ;  make  and  execute  all  necessary 
and  wholesome  punitory  regulations ;  regulate  the  fees  to 
be  paid  for  membership,  and  the  annual  dues  to  be  paid  by 
them ;  and  to  invest  their  surplus  funds  in  such  manner  as 
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mtiy  be  most  profitable,  not  exceeding  legal  rates  of  inter-       1860. 

est  and  discount,  giving  always  a  preference  to  its  own  

members  in  the  nse  of  its  surplus. 

§  7.  That  said  institute  may  receive  on  deposit  for  safe- 
keeping funds  or  things  of  value  for  its  own  members ;  but 
shall  not  receive  money  on  deposit  for  any  one,  except  it 
be  from  a  member  in  good  standing. 

^  8.  The  legislature  reserves  the  right  to  alter  or  repeal 
this  charter;  but  the  same  shall  not  effect  the  vested  rights 
of  individuals  or  corporations  thereby. 

§  9.  And  this  act  to  talce  effect  from  its  passage.

§  3.  That  the  said  court  shall  have  power  and  authority 
to  require  and  accept  from  the  sheriff,  or  other  officer  who 
may  be  charged  with  the  collection  of  said  tax,  bond  with 
secuHty,  covenanting  with  said  court  for  the  faithful 
collection  and  payment  of  said  tax.

void,  in  order  to  protect  the  said  Wright  against  any  dam- 
ages in  consequence  of  carrying  out  said  will. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  QenerfU  AsserMy  of  the  Commomoealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1 .  That  it  may  be  lawful  for  the  county  judge  of  Shelby 
county  to  settle  the  accounts  of  said  Francis  Wright,  aa 
executor  of  said  Richard  Bain,  and  is  authorized  to  receive 
as  vouchers  the  receipts  of  the  masters  of  the  slaves  to 
whom  legacies  or  devises  have  been  made  in  the  will  of 
Richard  Bain,  which  shall  exonerate  the  said  Wright  from 
all  liability,  to  the  extent  of  payments  made  and  account- 
ed for,  in  executing  said  will. 

§  2.  This  act  to  take  efiect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  724.  1860. 

AN   ACT  to    incorporate  the  Glasgow  and   Red  Springs  Turnpike   Road 

Company. 

Be  U  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  a  company  be,  and  the  Banne  is  hereby  created  jraine*»iyie, 
and  establiahed,  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Glasgow  »n^  route  of 
and  Red  Springs  turnpike  road  company,  for  the  purpose 
of  constructing  an  artificial  road  on  the  McAdam  plan, 
from  Glasgow,  in  Barren  county,  on  the  most  practicable 
and  nearest  route  to  the  Tennessee  line,  in  the  direction  of 
the  Red  Springs,  in  Macon  county,  Tennessee. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  fifteen  capital  stock, 
thousand  dollars,  to  be  increased  or  diminished,  as  the 
board  of  directors  may  determine ;  to  be  divided  into  shares 
of  twenty-five  dollars  each.

the  direction  of  James  W.  Scrivner,  Col.  Asa  Young, 
Col.  William  Ellis,  Giles  Buford,  Col  Wm.  E.  Monford, 
and  A.  P.  Childress,  in  Barren  county;  and  Joel  W.  Flowers, 
John  B.  Cothran,  Benjamin  Neal,  John  M.  Fraim,  Chris- 
topher Hays,  and  James  M.  Flippin,  in  Monroe  county.

Be  U  enacted  by  tfie  Genct\d  Assemliy  vf  the  Commanweaith 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  Peter  Antes,  John  Brosee,  Moses  Kahn,  H.

Be  ii  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  th^  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

^  1.  That  the  membersy  and  those  who  may  hereafter 
become  members  of  Graham  Lodge,  No.  208,  in  Allen 
county,  Kentucky,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created  a  body 
politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of  '^  Graham 
Lodge,  No.  206,  of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,''  and  by 
that  name  and  style  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and 
be  capable  of  contracting  and  being  contracted  with,  of 
suing  and  being  sued,  pleading  and  being  impleaded,  of 
purchasing  and  holding  such  real  and  personal  estate  as 
may  be  required  for  the  use  of  said  lodge ;  to  receive  all

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Commontvealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  George  W.  Darlington,  and  his  associates  and 
successors,  are  hereby  created  a  body  corporate  and  poli- 
tic, under  the  name  and  style  of  the  '^  Darlington  Coal  and 
Oil  Company;"  and  by  that  name  shall  have  perpetual 
succession ;  may  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and 
be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  all  courts  and  places ; 
have  a  common  seal,  and  break  and  alter  the  same  at 
pleasure;  and  may  make  all  necessary  and  needful,  or 
convenient,  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  for  the  govern- 
ment of  said  company,  and  the  management  of  its  affairs, 
not  inconsistent  with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  this 
State  and  the  United  States.

AN  ACT  to  cmetid  ilte  charter  of  Ashkiid. 

Be  it  enacted  bff  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
^  Kenhwky: 

^  1.  That  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  town  of  Ashland 
shall  have  the  right  to  tax  all  taverns,  restaurants,  cofTee- 
houses,  and  other  places  where  spirituous  liquors  may  be 
sold,  and  all  ale  and  beer  saloons,  in  any  sum  not  exceed- 
ing, in  any  one  case,  one  hundred  dollars ;  which  tax  they 
ahall  have  the  power  to  demand  annually  from  the  persons 
thus  taxed ;  and  said  board  of  trustees  fe«hall  have  the  power 
to  pass  all  necessary  ordinances  to  enforce  the  provisions 
of  this  section^  by  proper  proceedings  before  the  police 
judge  of  said  town ;  but  tavern-keepers  and  others,  who 
are  required,  by  the  general  laws  of  this  State,  to  pay  a 
tax  or  license  to  retail  spirituous  liquors,  shall  still  be  lia- 
ble to  pay  the  same. 

^  3.  T-he  board  shall  have  the  power  and  authority  to 
suspend,  either  indefinitely  or  for  a  limited  period,  any 
license  which  may  have  been  granted  to  a  tavern-keeper, 
whenever  they  shall  be  satisfied  that  said  tavern -keeper 
has  permitted  unlawful  gaming  in  his  house,  or  has  per- 
mitted any  disorderly  or  indecent  conduct  to  be  practiced  or 
committed  in  his  house,  or  has  permitted  any  person  to 
tipple  or  drink  to  intoxication  therein :  Provided^  That  no 
license  ahall  be  suspended  until  said  tavern-keeper  shall 
have  had  at  least  five  days  previous  notice,  and  has  been 
jpermitted  to  show  cause,  if  any  he  can,  why  his  license 
should  not  be  suspended.  If  any  person,  whose  license 
shall  have  thus  been  su^ended  by  said  board,  shall  after- 
wards sell  by  retail  any  spirituous  liquors  or  wines,  he  shall 
be  deemed  guilty  of  keeping  a  tippling-house. 
^3,  Theboardshallhave  power  to  suppress,  by  ordinanoed, 
with  suitable  penalties,  all  tippling-houses,  bawdy-houses, 
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I860.  ftnd  houseB  of  ill-fame,  all  retailing  of  spirituous  liquors  and 
■  wines,  all  riots,  breaches  of  the  peace,  disorderly  or  indecent 

conduct,  vagrancy,  disturbances  of  religious  worship,  and 
disturbances  of  the  peace  and  tranquility  of  the  town. 

§  4.  They  shall  have  the  power  to  pass  all  needful  or- 
dinances and  by-laws  for  carrying  into  effect  the  powers 
herein  granted,  and  executing  all  the  provisions  of  liiis  act, 
and  that  to  which  this  is  an  cumendment,  with  suitable  pen- 
aUies  for  the  infraction  of  the  same,  not  exceeding  fifty 
dollars,  except  in  cases  of  disturbances  of  religious  wor- 
ship, riots,  breaches  of  the  peace,  and  tippling-houses, 
where  the  penalty  may  be  one  hundred  dollars. 

^  5.  All  taxes  required  to  be  paid  by  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  and  all  fines  arising  from  offenses  committed 
within  the  incorporated  limits  of  said  town,  and  which 
may  be  assessed  by  the  police  judge  of  said  town,  or  any 
magistrate  trying  the  same,  or  by  any  jury  empanneled  for 
that  purpose,  shall,  when  collected,  be  paid  to  the  treasu- 
rer of  said  board,  and  the  same  shall  be  held  for  the  use 
and  benefit  of  the  Ashland  common  school  district ;  and 
the  same,  when  demanded,  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  trus- 
tees of  the  said  common  school  district ;  and  said  school 
trustees  shaU,  out  of  the  taxes  and  fines  thus  paid  to  them, 
pay  off  any  indebtedness  of  said  common  school  district, 
for  the  erection,  furnishing,  and  completion  of  the  present 
common  school-house  in  said  town;  and  after  said  indebt- 
edness is  paid  off,  all  taxes  and  fines  which  may  thereafter 
be  paid  or  assessed,  shall,  if  by  said  school  trustees  be 
deemed  necessary,  be  used  in  the  enlarging  and  further 
furnishing  said  common  school-house ;  and  if  it  shall  not 
be  deemed  necessarv  to  further  enlarge  said  common 
school-house,  then  said  moneys  shall  be  used  in  paying  the 
salaries  of  such  teachers  as  they  may  deem  necessary  to 
employ  to  teach  the  common  school  of  said  district. 

§  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board  to  publish,  in  tab- 
ular form,  in  January  of  each  year,  a  statement  of  the 
receipts  and  expenditures  of  each  preceding  year,  specify- 
ing the  sources  from  which  moneys  were  received,  and  to 
whom  and  for  what  purpose  it  was  paid  out ;  and  they  shall 
show,  if  any,  the  balance  unexpended ;  said  statement  shall 
be  published  in  some  newspaper  printed  in  Greenup  county, 
or  if  there  be  no  paper  published  in  said  county,  then  said 
statement  shall  be  posted  up  in  four  or  more  public  places 
in  said  town. 

§  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  trustees  of  said  common 
school  district,  to  report  to  the  school  commissioner  of 
Greenup  county,  in  October  in  each  year,  the  amount  of 
money  received  by  them  on  account  of  taxes  and  fines  the 
preceding  year,  how  expended,  and  the  balance  on  hand, 
which  report  shall  be  sworn  to  by  them ;  and  said  school 
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commissioner  shall  report  the  same  to  the  Superintendent  1860.

§  7.  That  every  stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote 
on  each  share  owned  by  him  to  the  number  of  four,  and  for 
every  three  shares  thereafter  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote. 

§  8.  That  the  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  transfera- 
ble in  the  same  way,  and  be  governed  in  every  respect  as 
is  provided  in  the  charter  of  the  Louisville  and  Taylors* 
ville  turnpike  company. 

§  9.  Said  company  shall  open  their  road  to  a  width  of 
forty  feet ;  twenty-two  feet  of  which  shall  be  graded,  and 
fifteen  feet  of  the  graded  portion  shall  be  macadamized. 

§  10.  That  all  general  laws  not  inconsistent  with  this 
act  shall  be  parts  hereof.

AN  ACT  toincoiponte  the  Wliitesrille  Seminary  Company,  in  Daviess  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Generai  Assembly  of  the  Commanwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  present  stockholders  in  the  seminary  at 
Whitesville,  and  such  other  persons  as  may  hereafter  become 
stockholders,  and  their  successors,  shall  be,  and  they  are 
hereby,  created  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name 
and  style  of  "  The  Whitesville  Seminary  Company ;"  and 
by  that  name  are  made  capable  in  law  to  take,  purchase, 
hold,  and  possess  any  property,  real,  personal,  or  mixed, 
either  by  donation,  purchase,or  subscription,  and  the  same 
to  sell,  grant,  alien,  and  dispose  of  at  pleasure ;  also  to  sue 
and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  be  an- 
swered, defend  and  be  defended,  in  all  courts  of  law  or 
equity  in  this  Commonwealth  and  elsewhere;  they  may 
make  and  establish  such  by-laws  as  they  may  deem  necessa- 
ry for  the  government  of  the  officers  of  the  company  in  the 
management  of  its  fiscal  and  other  prudential  concerns ;  they 
niay  make*  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  may  change,  alter, 
and  renew  the  same  at  pleasure ;  and  generally  may  do 
and  perform  such  things  as  companies  for  similar  purposes 
may  do,  not  <fontrary  to  the  constitution  and  laws  of  this 
Commonwealth. 
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§  2.  That  at  the  first  general  meeting  of  the  stockhold-       1860. 

era  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  they  shall  choose  from   

among  their  number  a  president  and  five  directors,  who 
shall  continue  in  office  for  the  term  of  one  year,  and  until 
their  successors  are  elected;  and  the  stockholders  shall 
meet  annually  thereafter  on  the  first  Saturday  in  April, 
either  in  person  or  by  proxy,  and  elect  a  president  and  five 
directors  for  the  ensuing  year ;  they  may  also  meet  at  any 
time,  due  notice  of  the  same  being  given,  for  the  enact- 
ment of  by-laws  for  the  gorvernment  of  the  oflicers  of  the 
company ;  a  majority  of  the  votes,  in  person  or  by  proxy, 
being  always  necessary  to  enact  or  repeal  any  by-law  or 
instruction  to  the  president  and  directors ;  in  all  elections 
and  meetings  of  the  stockholders,  each  stockholder  shall 
have  one  vote  for  every  five  dollars  of  stock  held  by  him. 

(  3.  The  entire  business  and  management  of  the  corpo- 
ration shall  be  under  the  immediate  control  of  the  president 
and  directors,  subject  to  the  by-laws  and  instructions  of  the 
stockholder^  as  hereinbefore  provided ;  they  shall  choose  a 
secretary,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  keep  a  fair  record  of 
all  the  transactions  of  the  board ;  they  shall  also  choose  a 
treasurer  and  collector,  and  require  them  to  execute  bond, 
with  approved  security,  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
their  duties. 

§  4.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  the  company, 
for  the  time  being,  and  their  successors,  shall  take  and  hold 
the  money  and  property,  real  and  personal,  of  the  com- 
pany;  and  in  law  shall  be  considered  the  corporators ;  and 
in  all  suits  against  the  corporation,  service  of  process  upon 
said  president  and  directors  shall  be  considered  good ;  and 
their  names,  with  the  seal  of  the  company,  shall  be  suffi- 
cient in  all  conveyances  of  the  property  of  the  company. 

§  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  and  directors, 
as  soon  as  they  shall  enter  upon  the  duties  of  their  ofiice, 
to  open  books  for  the  subscription  of  additional  stock  in 
said  corporation,  payable  in  such  sums  and  at  such  periods 
as  they  may  deem  best;  and  any  one  failing  to  pay  his 
subscription  as  required  of  him,  or  them,  may  be  sued  and  ^ 

compelled  by  law. 

§  6.  The  stock  of  the  company  shall  be  personal  estate, 
for  which  the  president  and  directors  shall  issue  certificates 
to  the  owners,  which  shall  be  transferable  by  an  entry  on 
the  books,  and  the  canceling  of  the  certificate  of  the  trans- 
ferer, and  the  issue  of  a  new  certificate  to  the  transferee. 

§  7.  Tl^e  president  and  directors  shall  have  the  right  to 
declare  when  a  stockholder  has  forfeited  stock,  and  the  pay-  * 

ments  made ;  but  no  such  forfeiture  shall  be  made  by  them 
without  the  service  of  a  notice  on.  the  delinquent  stock- 
bolder  at  least  twenty  days  before  the  record  of  such  for- 
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liBfiO,       fciture  shall  be  made  on  the  books  of  the  corporation ;  and 

mch  forfeiture  shall  not  release  said  stockholder  from  the 

sum  yet  remaining  unpaid. 

§  8.  The  president  aod  directora  of  said  company  shall 
employ  ail  teachers  and  assisiants,  fix  their  salaries  and 
tbe  rates  of  tuition,  prescribe  the  course  of  instruction  in 
said  academy,  and  to  conier  such  literary  honors  as  they 
may  deem  appropriate  and  deserving  upon  those  scholars 
who  shall  have  been  recommended  to  them  by  the  principal 
an4  teachers  aforesaid,  as  having  completed  the  prescribed 
course  of  study. 

§  9.  The  said  president  and  directors,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  shall  have  the  right  (90  hear  and  determine  all  com- 
plaints arising  between  teachers  and  scholars  in  said  schoolt 
and  to  suspend  or  expel  any  scholar  when  they  may  deem 
it  necessary  or  proper. 

§  10.  The  books  of  the  secretary  and  treasurer  shall  be 
open  to  the  inspection  of  the  stockholders  at  all  times ;  and 
sX  the  annual  meeting  of  the  stockholders  for  the  election 
of  officers,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  directors  to 
report  to  said  meeting  all  moneys  received  and  paid  out 
during  the  year,  and  for  what  purposes,  the  amount  of 
stock  paid  in,  and  the  amo  int  remaining  unpaid,  and  of 
all  property  then  held  by  said  board  for  the  compduy,  with 
the  balance  in  the  hands  of  the  treasurer ;  and  upon  the 
election  of  their  i^ccessors,  to  deliver  all  books  and  other 
property  over  to  them.

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Maxwell,  Foster  Ray,  V.  B.  Penick,  Robert  McElroy,  Sam-       I860. 

uel  T.  Ray,  Dr.  M.  B.  Logan,  and  the  principal,  Rev.  J.  S.    ■ 

Braddock,  be,  and  they  hereby  are,  constituted  a  body  cor- 
porate, under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Trustees  of  Leba- 
non Female  College,  with  perpetual  succession ;  and  may 
have  a  common  seal,  which  they  may  alter,  renew,  or 
modify  at  pleasure,  or  may  act  without  one ;  and  may  do 
all  other  acts  which  similar  corporations  may  of  right  do. 

§  2.  The  president  of  the  institute  shall  have  power  to 
direct  the  course  of  study,  appoint  teachers  and  laws  for 
the  proper  instruction  and  discipline  of  the  pupils,  and  to 
remove  any  when,  in  his  opinion,  the  institution  may 
require  it,  until  otherwise  directed  by  two  thirds  of  the 
trustees  in  a  regular  meeting. 

^  3.  The  trustees  shall  have  power  to  choose  from  their 
own  body  a  president,  treasurer,  and  secretary ;  and  shall 
have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  in  their  own  body,  or  in 
said  offices.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Keyducky: 

§  1.  That  Andrew  Higginbotham,  Jame»  Alsip,  and 
George  C.  GilHss,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  appointed  com- 
missioners to  open  a  State  road  from  some  eligible  point 
on  the  road  from  London  to  Sublimity,  by  way  of  the 
mouth  of  Mill  creek,  to  intersect  the  road  from  Somerset, 
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Kentacky,  to  Jacksboro,  Tennessee,  at  a  point  a])Out  five       1860. 
miles  south  of  the  Burnt  Chimney.  — — 

§  2,  That  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  the  board  of 
commissioners  herein  appointed,  shall  meet  at  such  point  as 
may  be  most  convenient;  and  after  being  duly  sworn  to 
faiUifully  discharge  the  duties  herein  assigned  them,  shall 
proceed  to  view  the  way,  and  loeate  the  road  and  report 
the  same  to  each  county  court,  through  any  portion  of 
which  county  any  portion  of  the  t>oad,  when  located,  shall 
run.  In  the  discharge  of  which  duties  said  commissioners 
shall  be  governed,  in  all  respects,  by  the  laws  in  force  la 
relation  to  viewers  of  roads  under  order  of  county  court  i 
and  when  their  reports  are  submitted,  the  county  eourts^ 
respectively,  shall  proceed  to  act  upon  the  same  with 
riegard  to  obtaining  right  of  way,  in  accordance  with  the 
statutes  in  force  for  opening  county  roads. 

§  3.  When  said  courts  shall  have  settled  the  right  of  way, 
and  shall  order  the  same  to  be  opened,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  commissioners  to  proceed  to  have  the  same  opened 
in  the  following  manner:  They  shall  lay  off  said  road 
into  convenient  precincts  or  sections,  and  appoint  in  each 
some  suitable  surveyor  or  overseer,  who  shall  proceed  to 
notify  the  hands  allotted  in  his  section  of  road,  and  have 
the  same  opened  as  hereinafter  provided. 

§  4.  So  soon  as  said  road  shall  have  been  thtis  laid  off 
and  districted,  and  the  overseers  or  surveyors  appointed, 
the  commissioners  shall  report  to  the  county  courts  of 
Pulaski  and  Whitley  counties  the  district  boundaries,  and 
the  surveyor  in  each  precinct ;  and  the  surveyors  thus' 
appointed  shall  be  liable  for  any  failure  of  duty,  and  the 
hands  allotted  shall  also  be  liable,  as  surveyors  of  county 
roads  are,  and  as  hands  allotted  to  work  roads  are  by 
law  in  reference  to  the  opening  of  county  roads,  and 
may  each  be, proceeded  against  in  like  manner  fbr  any 
failure  to  discharge  duty,  in  the  county  in  which  they  may 
respectively  reside.

roads,  within  two  miles  of  the  road,  on  either  side  thereof, 
and  compel  them  to  open  the  same  in  the  manner  herein 
provided. 

§  6.  The  commissioners  shall  be  allowed  two  dollars  per 
day  for  their  services,  two  of  whom  shall  be  sufficient  to 
transact  any  business  of  the  board,  or  may,  [by]  written 
authority,  authorize  any  one  of  their  number  to  transact 
any  business  of  the  board,  except  that  of  viewing  way 
and  locating  roads,  in  which  duty  at  least  two  shall  act ; 
it  shall  be  their  duty  to  keep  an  exact  account  of  the  time 
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1860.       engaged,  and  what  number  of  days  they  may  be  engaged 

in  each  of  the  counties  of  Whitley  and  rulahki,  and  ttiiall

services  in  loeatiog  said  road,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  county 
levy;  the  county  court  of  Lewis  shall,  at  its  court  of 
claims,  make  an  allowance  to  the  surveyor  of  Lewis  eoun- 
ty,  for  his  services  rendered  in  looating^  so  much  of  said 
road  as  lies  in  Lewis  county. 

§  3.  That  all  persons  living  on  Kinniktnnick  creek,  (lia- 
ble to  work  on  a  road.)  from  the  White  Pine  Hill  to,  and 
including  Bei\j.  W.  Clark's;  all  persons  on  Straight  Prong 
to  McAnulty's  on  said  Straight  Prong ;  all  persons  on  the 
Laurel  Fork  of  Kinney,  to  J.  W.  Staggs';  and  all  persons 
on  the  Grassy  Fork  of  Laurel,  up  to,  and  including,  D.  H. 
Brightman;  and  all  persons  on  Scott's  Branch,  shall  work  .  . 
on  and  assist  in  making  so  much  of  said  road  as  lies  in 
Lewifs  county* 

§  4.  The  commissioners  shall  give  each  person  two  days . 
ttotice  of  the  time  of  working  on  said  road ;  and  all  per- 
sons who  shall  fail  to  attend  with  proper  tools,  and  work 
on  said  road,  or  fail  to  work  after  appearing  on  said  road, 
shall  be  fined,  for  each  day  he  fails  to  attend  and  work, 
without  proper  excuse,  two  dollars,  which  may  be  recover^ 
ed  by  a  warrant  before  a  magistrate,  as  id  now  directed  by 
law ;  which  monay^shall  be  paid  to  the  commissioners. 

§  5.  Said  commissioners  shall  proceed  immediately  to 
locate  said  road^  and  when  so  located,  they  sh^li  proceed 
immediately  to  make  the  same.  Each  person  in  the  Lewis 
boundary  shall  be  compelled  to  work  on  said  road  at  least 
one,  and  not  more  than  three  days  in  each  week,  until  the 
same  shall  be  completed:  Providedy  homever^  That  all  land- 
holders shall  be  compelled  to  work  twice  as  much  on  said 
road  as  those  that  have  no  land.  When  the  road  is  com- 
pleted the  commissioners  shall  notify  the-  county  courts  of 
their  respective  counties  of  the  fact;  and  the  said  county 
courts  shall  have  the  same  jurisdiction  over  said  road  as 
other  county  roads. 

§  6.  When  said  commissioners  shall  have  located  said 
Jroad,  they  shall  re  tarn  a  report  of  their  proceedings  to  their 
respective  county  courts,  which  shall  be  filed  in  said 
courts. 

§7.  Any  person,  through  whose  land  said  road^naybe  ' '  "^ 

located,  may  apply  to  the  county  court  of  the  county  in      ^     ' 
which  said  land  lies,  and  procure  a  writ  of  ad  quod  dam- 
num,  directing  the  sheriff  of  the   county   to  summon   a' 
Jury^  and  assess  the  damages  he  has  sustained.   The  sheriff  \ 
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1860.  shall  be  governed  by  the  Revised  Statutes  in  the  proceed- 
~   ings  under  said  writ. 

§  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  court  6f  the  county 
in  which  the  land  lies  to  make  tiJi  allowance  to  the  person 
of  the  damages  assessed  by  the  jury,  which  shall  be  paid  out 
of  the  county  levy. 

§  9.  All  persons  in  the  county  of  Carter  living  within 
three  miles  of  the  road  hereby  directed  to  be  located,  shall 
be  compelled  to  work  on  said  road  not  more  than  three 
days  in  each  week,  until  the  same  shall  be  completed :  Pro- 
videdy  That  all  landholders  within  said  boundary  shall  be 
compelled  to  work  on  said  road  twice  as  much  and  long  as 
those  that  have  no  land :  And  provided^  That  any  person 
who  is  now  exempt  fit>m  working  on  coanty  roads,  shall 
be  exempted  from  working  on  this  road :  Provided^  No 
.  landholder  shall  be  exempt  from  working  on  said  road  un- 
less exempted  by  the  county  court.  '^ 

§  10.  The  commissioners  or  surveyor  shall  ascertain,  by 
survey  or  otherwise,  who  are  within  three  miles  of  said  pro- 
posed road  in  Carter,  and  make  a  report  to  the  county 
court  of  Carter. 

§  11.  The  county  court  of  Carter,  at  its  court  of  claims, 
shall  make  a  reasonable  allowance  to  the  CaiiJer  commis- 
sioners and  surveyor  for  their  services  in  locating  said  road^ 
and  ascertaining  who  are  within  the  proposed  boundary. 

§  12.  In  case  any  of  the  commissioners  appointed  by  this 
act  fail  or  refuse  to  act,  resign,  die,  or  remove  away,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  respective  county  courts  to  fill  the 
vacancies,  and  make  such  appointments,  from  time  to  time, 
as  may  be  necessary. 

§  13.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioners  in  each 
county  to  superintend  the  making  of  so  much  of  said 
road  as  lies  in  their  respective  counties ;  they  shall  notify 
the  hands,  or  appoint  some  person  to  notify  them,  of  the 
•  time  of  working  on  said  road ;  said  person  shall  be  exempt 
from  working  one  day  for  each  time  he  notifies  the  handa; 
the  commissioners  shall  receive  two  dollars  per  day  for 
each  day  they  shall  be  employed  in  the  making  said  road 
and  superintending  the  same,  which  shall  be  paid  out  of 
the  fines  collected  for  failing  to  work  on  said  road. 

§  14.  No  person  living  in  the  Lewis  boundary  shall  be 
exempt  from  working  on  the  Lewis  part  of  the  road,  who 
is  a  landholder,  unless  exempted  by  the  county  court  o{ 
his  county. 

§  15.  The  commissioners  shall  be  competent  witnesses 
in  all  prosecutions  against  persons  for  failing  to  work  on 
said  road. 

§  16.  The  commissioners  may  locate  said  road  on  any 
county  road,  and  when  so  located  and  finished^  shall  dis*- 
continue  said  road. 
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^  17.  That  said  road  shall  be  so  leveled  and  graded  that,       1860. 
when  completed,  its  greatest  elevation  shall  not  exceed  ten  "  ^ 

degrees ;  tne  width  of  said  roGUl  shall  not  be  more  than 
thirty  feet,  nor  less  than  fifteen  feet,  and  shall  be  ditched 
on  each  side,  and  the  dirt  and  gravel  thrown  into  the 
center. 

§  18.  That  if  a  writ  of  cut  qujod  damnum  is  not  asked  for 
within  two  months  after  the  commissioners'  report  is  re- 
turned, the  same  shall  not  be  issaed. 

§  19.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  778. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  the  Jailer  of  McCracken  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oenend  Assembly  of  the  Commonioealth  of 
Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  hereafter  the  jailer  of  McCracken  county  shall 
have  the  power  to  appolttt^^  4epaty  to  aid  him  in  the  dis- 
charge of  his  duties  as  jailer;  which  deputy,  before  he  acts 
as  such,  shall  be  required  to  appear  before  the  county  court 
of  said  county  and  be  sworn  in  as  is  required  of  the  princi- 
pal jailer:  Provided^  always.  That  said  principal  jailer 
shall  at  all  times  be  responsible  upon  his  official  bond  for 
all  acts  of  his  deputy :  Provided^  however,  That  such  deputy^ 
or  assistant  jailer,  shall  be  amenable  personally  to  all  the 
pains  and  penalties  his  principal  would  have  been  for  mal- 
feasance or  misfeasance  in  ofiice. 

§  2.  That  the  jailer  of  McCracken  county  shall  be  allowed 
the  same  compensation  per  day  for  attending  upon  the 
courta  of  said  county  that  iis  now  allowed  the  jailer  of  Jef- 
ferson county  for  similar  services. 

$  8.  That  this  act  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  774. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  and  extend  an  act  in  relation  to  a  nevr  Road  in  Lewis 

and  Carter  oouuties. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kenincky: 

§  1.  That  an  act,  entitled  "  An  act  in  relation  to  a  new 
Road  in  Lewis  and  Carter  counties,"  approved  March  9, 
1854,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  revived  and  extended  for 
the  term  of  three  years:  Provided,  That  no  lands  shall  be 
taxed  between  the  dividing  ridge  of  Kinnikinnick  and  the 
Ohio  river,  and  no  lands  on  Salt  Lick  creek  or  its  branches, 
TOI*  2 — 64. 
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1860.  or  on  the  Ohio  river»  to  aid  in  th«  construction  of  said  road : 
Providedy  Said  lands  shall  be  liable  for  the  taxTep  rmw  due 
on  the  same^ 

§  2.  That. sections  2d  and  3d  of  an  aet»  entitled  "  An  act 
in  relation  to  a  new  road  in  Lewis  and  Fleming  counties," 
approved  February  27,  1856,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby, 
adopted  as  a  part  of  this  amendment  and  act. 

§3.  That  the  commissioners  appointed  by  the  county 
court  to  superintend  said  road,  may  appro{H*iate  a  portion 
of  the  taxes  in  erecting  a  bridge  across  Kinnikinnick  creek, 
where  said  road  crosses  said  creek. 

§  4.  The  sheriflf  of  Lewis  county  shall  collect  the  taxes 
for  the  years  1860,  1861,  and  1862,  and  pay  the  same  over 
as  directed  by  the  county  court,  unless  the  county  court 
shall  be  of  opinion  that  it  is  unnecessary  to  continue  the 
tax  for  three  years. 

§  5.  If  the  sheriff  of  Lewis  county  shall  fail  to  pay  over 
any  money  collected  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  he 
and  his  sureties  shall  be  liable  for  the  same,  and  thirty  per 
cent,  damages  thereon,  to  be  recovered  by  a  motion  in  the 
county  court,  made  by  the  county  attorney,  in  the  name  of 
the  county  court  of  Lewis  county,  ten  days  notice  being 
given  of  said  notice. 

§  6.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  MUsUsippi  River  Railway  ComipAnj, 

Wfi£B£AS,  Ttie  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Tennes* 
see,  on  the  29th  January,  1858,  and  at  the  first  session  of  the 
thirty-second  General  Assembly  of  said  State,  for  the  years 
1857-8,  passed  an  act,  entitled  ''An  act  to  charter  the  Green- 
ville and  North  Carolina  Railroad  Company ;  to  amend  the 
charter  of  the  Eagleville,  Unionviile,  and  Shelbyville  Turn- 
pike Company,  and  to  incorporate  the  Mississippi  River 
Railroad  Company,  and  for  other  purposes;"  and  whereas, 
a  portion  of  said  act  constitutes  John  S.  Stanton.  Thomas 
L.  Sullivan,  John  D.  Williams,  William  D.  Ferguson,  and 
Jesse  Moore,  of  Shelby  county,  Tennessee;  and  John  T. 
Fields  and  William  G.  Fields,  of  Dyer  county,  Tennessee, 
a  body  corporate,  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  "  Mis- 
sissippi River  Railway  Company ;"  and  whereas,  said  Mis- 
sissippi river  railway  company  are  empowered  to  operate 
under  their  said  incorporation,  within  the  limits  of  Ken- 
tucky, only  bv  and  with  the  concurrence  of  the  General 
Assembly  of  Kentucky ;  therefore, 
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Be  it  enofited  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  CommonvocaUh       1860. 

of  Kr.vl'frly  - ^ 

§  1 .  That  the  said  act  of  the  General  AsBembly  of  Ten- 
neseee,  bo  far  as  it  relates  to  the  said  '*  Miseisciippi  River 
Railway  Company,"  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  concurred 
in,  and  re-etiacted  in  all  its  sections  and  details,  (except  as 
hereinafter  provided  for,)  so  far  as  the  said  railway  com- 
pany, in  said  act  of  incorporation,  propose  to  construct 
their  road  and  operate  within  the  limits  of  this  State ;  said 
coiQpany  shall  possess  all  the  powers  and  privileges,  and 
be  subject  to  ail  the  limitations,  liabilities,  and  responsibil- 
ities within  this  State,  which  are  now  or  may  hereafter  be 
prescribed  by  the  laws  of  Kentucky,  and  which  are  pre- 
scribed by  said  act  of  incorporation,  in  reference  to  their 
operations  within,  the  State  of  Tennessee :  Provided,  how- 
ever y  That  this  General  Assembly  does  not  concur  in,  but 
rejects  the  50th,  51st,  52d,  5dd,  54th,  55th,  56th,  and  57th 
sections  of  said  act,  as  those  sections  are  numbered  in  the 
act  as  it  appears  in  the  published  private  acts  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  of  Tennessee,  at  the  aforesaid  first  session 
of  the  thirty-second  General  Assembly  of  said  State. 

§  2.  That  the  38th,  3Qth,  40th,  41st,  42d,  and  43d  sec* 
tions  of  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Kentucky,  en- 
titled *'An  act  to  incorporate  the  Licking  and  Lexington 
Railroad  Company,  and  Louisville  and  Frankfort  Railroad 
Company,"  approved  March  1,  1847;  so  far  as  the  same  '   / 

are  applicable  to  the  object  and  intent  of  the  incorpora- 
tion of  said  Mississippi  river  railway  company,  are  hereby 
adopted  and  enacted  as  a  part  of  this  act;  and  all  the 
poMrers  and  privileges  granted,  and  the  restrictions  and  lia- 
bilities imposed  in  said  sections  upon  the  said  Licking  and 
Lexington,  and  Louisville  and  Frankfort  railroad  companies, 
are  hereby  granted  to  and  imposed  upon  the  Mississippi 
fiver  railway  company,  so  far  as  it  operates  within  the  limits  # 
of  the  State  of  Kentucky:  Provided,  however ,  That  the  said 
last  named  company  shall  not  construct  their  road  within 
Kentucky  of  greater  width  than,  by  said  act  of  the  General 
Assembly  of  Tennessee,  they  are  authorized  to  do  within 
the  limits  of  the  State  of  Tennessee :  And  provided  furihery 
That  said  company  shall  not  make  their  road  of  greater 
width,  in  any  toWn  or  city  through  which  it  may  pass,  than 
may  be  necessary  for  the  turnouts,  tracks,  or  rails  upon 
which  their  cars  may  run  in  said  city  or  town. 

§  3.  That  nothing  contained  in  this  act  shall  be  so  con- 
strued as  to  authorize  the  county  courts  of  any  counties  in 
Kentucky,  through  which  said  road  may  pass,  by  vote  or 
taxation,  or  otherwise,  to  make  any  subscription  to  said 
railway. 

§  4.  That  said  road  may  terminate  at  any  point  in  Ken- 
tucky, on  the  Ohio  river,  which  said  company  may  deem 
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1860.  most  practicable,  opposite  or  near  to  Cairo  or  Moand  city, 
' lUinoiB. 

§  5.  This  act  shall  not  be  construed  so  as  to  destroy  or 
take  away  any  vested  rights  which  may  have  heretofore 
been  granted  to  any  corporate  bodies  or  persons  within 
this  State. 

§6.  The  General  Assembly  of  Kentucky  reserves  the 
power  to  alter  or  amend  this  act  at  pleasure. 

§  7.  The  said  company  shall  not  undertake  or  do  a  stor- 
age or  commission  business,  except  to  the  extent,  and  under 
the  same  restrictions,  as  may  be  necessary  for  carrying  on 
the  business  of  common  carriers. 

§  8.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  776. 

AN  ACT  to  establish  an  additiozial  joBtlceS'  district  in  Livingston  coxmty. 

Be  it  enacted  by  ttie  Genei^al  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  county  court  of  Livingston  county  shall, 
at  its  April  term,  1860,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  practicable, 
appoint  Thomas  B.  Robertson,  W.  C,  Piles,  Anthony  Bird- 
well,  Thomas  M.  Graves,  John  Jones,  R.  W.  Coleman,  and 
T.  C,  Leech,  any  three  of  whom  may  act  as  commissioners, 
to  lay  off  an  additional  magistrates'  district  and  voting 
precinct,  No.  G,  to  be  composed  of  parts  of  districts  Nos.  1 
and  2,  south  of  Cumberland  river,  in  said  county. 

§  2.  Said  commissioners  shall  report  a  plan  and  accurate 
boundary  of  said  district  No.  6,  and  locate  the  precinct  and 
place  of  voting  at  the  most  suitable  central  place  therein, 
to  the  Livingston  county  court,  on  or  before  the  first  Mon- 
day in  May,  1860,  whereupon  said  court  shall  cause  the 
same  to  be  recorded  on  or  before  the  first  Monday  in  June, 
1860,  at  which  voting  precinct  all  legal  voters  residing  in 
said  district,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote ;  and  the  county  court 
of  said  county  shall  hereafler  appoint  ofHcers  to  open  and 
hold  elections  at  said  place  of  voting,  under  the  same  rules 
and  regulations  as  now  prescribed  by  law. 

§  3.  The  county  court  of  said  county  is,  by  this  act,  au- 
thorized and  required  to  appoint  officers  to  open  and  hold 
an  election  at  the  place  of  voting  in  said  district,  on  the 
first  Monday  in  August  next;  at  which  election  all  the 
qualified  voters  in  said  district  may  vote  for  two  justices  of 
llie  peace  and  one  constable,  to  continue  in  office  until  the 
next  regular  election  for  justices  of  the  peace  and  consta- 
bles, and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified ; 
the  voters  of  said  district  shall  also  vote  for  such  State  and 
€ounty  ofiicers  as  are  voted  for  on  that  day. 
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§  4.  The  Secretary  of  State  shall  farnish  said  jastices  of      1860. 

the  peace  with  all  the  law  books  now  allowed  by  law  to ~ 

such  officers,  and  forward  said  books  to  the  clerk  of  the 
Livingston  county  court  by  the  carrier  of  the  acts  of  the      ' 
present  General  Assembly.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Oie  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  at  the  next  general  election  for  city  officers,  ^^^^^^i^*^^^^ 
under  the  charter  of  the  city  of  Louisville,  and  annually  eieoted. 
thereafter,  there  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  voters  in 
each  ward  of  said  city,  two  qualified  persons  as  trustees  of 
the  Male  High  School,  Female  High  School,  and  the  Pub- 
lic Schools  of  the  city  of  Louisville,  who  shall  hold  oflice 
for  two  years ;  and  the  persons  so  elected  shall  constitute 
and  be  styled  the  Board  of, Trustees  of  the  Male  High     Na^e Astute 
School,  Female  High  School,  and  the  Public  Schools  of  the  o^'>o«nl.

fix  the  salaries  of  such  professors  and  teachers,  and  dismiss

taught  in  the  Male  High  School,  the  Female  High  School,

§  1.  That  the  county  judge  of  Washington  county  court 
be,  and  is  hereby,  directed  to  cause  a  poll  to  be  opened  at

in  the  years  1860  and  1861,  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars 
to  the  mile ;  and  also  the  same  amount  for  each  mile  of 
unfinished  turnpike  road  now  incomplete  in  said  county. 

§3.  That  for  the  payment  of  such  subscription,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  said  county  court  to  levy  such  a  tax  as  pro- 
vided in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  for  each  year,  until  the 
amount  is  raised  for  the  purposes  named  in  this  act,  which 
tax  shall  be  collected  in  the  same  manner  and  by  the  same 
officers  who  collet  tax  for  State  and  county  purposes ;  said 
collectors  executing  bond,  witb  approved  security,  for  the 
faithful  and  honest  discharge  of  this  duty. 

§  4.  That  the  collectors  of  said  tax  shall  be  allowed  the 
same  amount  for  collecting  said  tax  as  is  allowed  for  col-

§  5.  That  should  there  not  be  a  majority  of  the  legal 
votes  in  said  county  cast  at  said  election  in  favor  of  the 
proposed  tax,  then  the  county  court  shall  not  be  vested 
with  the  right  to  subscribe  under,  and  as  provided  by,  this 
act,  &c.

AN  ACT  to  incorpoiste  the  Benson  Turnpike  Road  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Gener-al  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

^  1.  That  a  company  shall  be,  and  is  hereby,  created, 
under  the  name  and  style  gf  the  "  Benson  Turnpike  Road 
Company,''  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  turnpike  road 
from  the  city  of  Frankfort,  up  Benson  creek,  in  the  county 
of  Franklin,  to  the  Henry  county  line,  in  a  direction  to 
New  Castle,  in  the  county  of  Henry. 

^  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  twenty 
thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars 
each ;  and  if  it  shall  be  ascertained  that  the  amount  of 
capital  stock  is  not  sufficient  to  accomplish  the  object  of 
this  act,  the  president  and  directors  may  enlarge  it  to  any 
amount  they  may  deem  necessary,  and  open  subscriptions 
therefor,  in  such  manner  as  they  may  deem  proper. 

^  3.  The  books  for  the  subscription  of  stock  may  be 
opened  by  Leroy  Wooldridge,  James  Moore,  Keeling  C. 
Gains,  L.  A.  Thomas,  and  G.  W.  Craddock,  who  are  here- 
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by  appointed  commbsioners  for  that  parpose,  at  such  times  I960, 
and  places,  and  for  auck  length  of  time,  aa  they  may  deem 
proper ;  a  majority  <of  said  commissioners  may  act,  and

taining  such  stipulations  as  will  secure  the  safe-keeping 
and  a  faithful  distribution  and  payment  of  the  funds  of  the 
company,  as  ordered  by  the  president  and  directors,  from 
time  to  time^  in  the  administration  of  the  affairs  of  the 
company,  and  at  all  times  to  account  to  them  for  any 
moneys  received  by  him  as  treasurer. 

§  5.  That  the  president  and  directors  so  elected,  and 
iheir  successors,  shall  be  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  with 
perpetual  succession,  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Ben- 
son turnpike  road  company,  and  in  all  respecfis  they  shall 
have  and  exercise  all  the  privileges,  powers,  and  franchises, 
incident  to  a  corporation,  in  as  full  and  ample  a  manner  aa 
if  herein  specifically  defined.    A  corporate  seal  shall  not

by  written  proxy.  The  president  and  directors  shall  have 
power  to  pass  all  by-laws,  rules,  and  regulations  for  their 
government,  and  in  the  administration  of  the  affairs  of  the 
company,  as  they  may  deem  necessary,  not  in  conflict  with 
the  constitution  and  laws  of  this  State.  The  said  company 
shall  have  the  power  to  purchase  and  hold  real  estate 
which  they  may  deem  necessary  ;  and  to  sell  or  otherwise 
dispose  of  the  same,  or  any  part  thereof,  if  they  shall  see 
proper.  The  president  and  directors  shall  have  power  to 
fill  by  appointment,  any  vacancies  which  may  occur  in  the 
board ;  and  the  persons  so  appointed  shall  continue  in  office 
until  the  next  succeeding  election  of  president  and  direct* 
ors  ;  they  shall  have  power  to  appoint  all  necessary  super- 
intendents, surveyors,  and  other  persons,  to  conduct  the 
business  and  affairs  of  said  road,  and  to  fix  the  salaries 
and  pay  of  each ;  and  they  shall  have  the  power  to  desig- 
nate the  time,  manner,  and  proportion  in  which  stock- 
holders shall  make  payments  upon  their  respective  shares,  to 
carry  on  said  work  :  Provided^  That  they  shall  give  notice 
in  the  newspapers  published  in  Frankfort,  for  at  least  ten 
days,  of  the  amount  of  the  call  on  each  share  of  stock ; 
that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  and  directors  to  fix 
the  route  on  which  said  road  shall  pass,  and  for  that  purpose 
may  employ,  at  the  expense  of  the  company,  all  necessary 
engineers,  &c. ;  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  enter 
in  and  upon  the  lands,  inclosures,  public  roads,  and  high- 
ways, in,  through,  and  over  which  said  intended  road  may 
be  located  ;  ^nd  to  enable  them  to  make  a  location  of  said 
road,  they  shall  have  the  right  to  enter,  examine,  and  sur- 
vey the  ground  therefor,  and  to  examine  for  quarries,  beds 
of  stone,  gravel,  and  other  material  to  construct  said  road 
and  to  keep  the  same  in  repair. 

§  7.  That  the  said  president  and  directors  shall  have  the 
right  to  contract  with  the  proprietors  of  the  land  over  which 
said  road  is  intended  to  be  located,  for  the  right  of  way  for 
the  same,  as  well  as  for  stone,  grainel,  and  other  materials 
to  construct  said  road,  and  to  keep  tne  same  in  repair ;  and 
in  the  event  that  a  satisfactory  agreement  cannot  be  made, 
they  may  apply  for  a  writ  of  ad  quod  damnum^  and  have 
the  lands  condemned  according  to  the  general  law  upon 
the  subject. 
^  8.  That  so  soon  as  four  miles  of  said  road  shall  have 
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been  completed,  the  president  and  directors  are  authorized  1860. 
to  erect  a  toil-gate  across  said  road,  and  may  collect  the 
tolls  and  duties  from  all  persons  traveling  on  said  road  with 
horses,  cattle,  hogs,  or  other  live  stock,  wagons,  carriages, 
carts,  or  other  vehicles :  Provided^  No  greater  tolls  shall  be 
demanded  or  received  than  is  allowed  by  law  to  the  Ver- 
sailles and  Frankfort  turnpike  road  company. 

§  9.  The  president  and  directors  shall  have  the  same 
powers  in  regard  to  receiving  subscriptions  of  stock  in  said 
company  which  is  given  by  this  act  to  the  commissioners 
aforesaid.

Be  it  eruicted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  John  A.  Yandle,  sheriff  of  Crittenden  county, 
be  allowed  until  the  first  day  of  April  next  to  pay  into  the 
treasury  the  remaining  balance  due  from  him  to  the  State 
of  the  revenue  tax  of  said  county  of  the  year  1859 ;  and 
upon  such  payment  he  shall  be  released  from  the  ten  per 
cent,  damages  that  has  been  recovered  against  him  in  the 
fiscal  court  of  this  Commonwealth  at  its  last  term,  and 
that  no  execution  shall  issue  on  said  judgment  until  that 
time ;  the  sureties  of  said  sheriff  having  filed  their  assent 
to  said  indulgence.

AN  ACT  to  laeorporate  the  Covington  Agricultural  and  Mechanical  Aaao^ 

ciation. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Oommonwedhh 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  Joab  Scales,  B.  H.  EUiston,  A.  Labrot,  Smith  a^SSTJI'S^ 
Wilson,  J.  P.  Winston,  R.  H.  Gale,  James  Taylor,  Wm.  poritoiwweif. 
Buckner,  T.  L.  Jones,  and  Allen  Piner,  and  such  other  per- 
sons as  may  choose  to  associate  with  them,  be,  and  they 
are  hereby,  created  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  with  per- 
petual succession,  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  ^'  Cov- 
ington Agricultural  and  Mechanical  Association ;''  and  by 
that  name  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded, 
defend  and  be  defended,  in  all  courts  of  law  and  equity ; 
and  shall  be  capable  of  acquiring  by  gift,  devise,  purchase, 
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or  otherwisei  any  quantity  of  land  in  the  county  of  Kenton, 
iiirithin  three  miles  of  the  city  of  Covington,  not  to  exceed 
one  hundred  acree ;  and  may  improve,  sell,  and  convey  the 
same,  or  any  part  thereof,  at  pleasure;  and  may  acquire, 
hold,  and  dispose  of  such  personal  property  as  the  presi- 
dent and  directors  of  said  association  may  deem  necessary 
and  proper.  The  said  association  shall  have  power  to 
adopt  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  to  alter  or  renevr  the 
same  at  pleasure. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  associaticm  shall  be  fifty 
thousand  dollars,  but  may  at  any  time  be  increased  to  two 
hundred  thousand  dollars  by  the  stockholders,  and  shall  be 
divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred  dollars  each,  to  be  sub- 
scribed for  and  taken,  agreeably  to  such  rules  and  regula- 
tions as  the  aforesaid  persons,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall 
direct.  Any  five  of  the  persons  named  in  the  preceding 
section  are  authorized  to  op«n  books  for  the  subscription 
of  stock  in  said  corporation  at  any  time,  and  at  such  places 
as  they  may  designate ;  and  so  soon  as  in  their  judgment 
sufficient  stock  is  subscribed  for  to  justify  the  organization 
of  said  corporation,  they  may  call  a  meeting  of  the  sub- 
scribers who  are  shareholders,  at'  the  city  of  Covington, 
after  having  given  notice  in  person  to  each  subscriber,  or 
by  publication  in  some  newspaper  published  in  Covington, 
and  i^  some  paper  published  or  circulated  in  Newport,  at 
least  ten  days  previous  to  such  meeting;  at  which  time  the 
subscribers  then  present  shall  proceed  to  the  election  of 
thirteen  directors  of  said  association,  each  of  whom  shall 
be  a  shareholder  therein ;  and  said  directors  shall,  if  they, 
or  a  majority  of  them,  are  present,  proceed  to  the  election 
from  their  own  number  of  a  president,  secretary,  and  treas- 
urer. If  a  majority  of  the  directors  chosen  at  said  meet- 
ing are  not  there  present,  such  as  are  present  shall  desig- 
nate some  time  and  place  for  a'meeting  of  the  directors  to 
choose  the  officers  aforesaid,  and  at  least  ten  days  public 
notice  of  such  meeting  shall  be  given  by  publication  in  a 
newspaper.

be,  and  the  same  is  hiereby,  amended;  and  that  said  com- 
pany are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  construct 
said  road  from  Liberty  to  Bradfordsville,  or  froi^  Liberty  to 
intersect  the  turnpike  road  leading  from  firadfordsville  to 
Lebanon,  at  such  point  as  the  president  and  directors  may 
think  advisable. 

§  2.  That  whenever  any  five  miles  of  said  road,  continu- 
ously, shall  be  graded  according  to  the  requirements  of  the 
act  to  which  this  is  an  amendment,  and  shall  be  so  ascertain- 
ed and  decided  according  to  the  mode  therein  required  to 
ascertain  whether  any  five  miles  of  said  road  is  finished  and 
completed,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  president  and 
directors  to  cause  toll-gates  to  be  erected  across  said  road, 
and  to  demand  and  receive  one  half  of  the  toll  allowed  to 
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be  collected  at  the  completion  of  the  road,  being  governed       1860. 

by  all  the  requirements,  and  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  

granted  to  said  president  and  directors,  by  the  act  to  which 
this  is  an  amendment,  in  case  said  road  or  any  five  miles 
thereof  was  completed.

AN  ACT  to  ineorp^tate  th«  town  of  MaBasYiUt,  im  Taylor  eotnty^ 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  AsgevMy  rf  the  ComTnonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  town  of  MannsTille,  in  the  connty  of  Tay- 
lor, be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  incorporated,  with  sucfi» 
boundaries,  streets,  and  alleys,  and  other  public  grounds, 
as  may  be  laid  out  and  defined  in  a  sunrey  and  plat  of  said 
town,  not  to  exceed  one  hundred  acres  of  land,  which  plat 
is  to  be  deposited  for  record  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the 
Taylor  county  court. 

§  2.  That  S.  W.  Grandell,  S.  W,  Geabbart,  Thomas  M. 
Penn,  David  J.  Smith,  and  Archibald  Whitley,  and  their 
successors  in  office,  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  the  Town  of  Mannsville,  be,  and  they  are 
hereby,  empowered  as  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  for 
and  on  behalf  of  said  town  of  Mannsville,  to  make  any 
ordinances  or  by-laws,  not  in  contravention  to  the  laws  of 
this  State  or  of  the  United  States,  which  may  be  deemed 
necessary  for  the  regulation  and  government  of  said  town ;. 
to  levy  and  collect  such  tax  as  they  may  deem  fit,  from  the 
citizens  of  said  town,  upon  all  property  found  therein,  not- 
exceeding  ten  cents  upon  the  one  hundred  dollars*  worth  of 
said  property,  and  upon  each  tvthable  inhabitant  of  said 
town,  one  dollar'and  fifty  cents;  the  same  to  be  expended 
within  the  corporate  boundaries  of  said  town,  in  such  pub^ 
lie  improvement  as  will,  in  their  judgment,  best  promote 
the  interest  thereof;  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  im- 
pleaded; have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to 
make,  renew,  or  abolish  at  pleasure ;  and  lo  do  and  ei\}oy 
all  the  rights  and  privileges  which  such  other  incorpora- 
tions, by  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth,  of  right  haver 
and  exercise. 

§  8.  That  the  trustees  aforesaid  shall  hold  office  until  the 
first  Saturday  of  May,  1861,  and  until  their  successors  are 
elected;  and  on  the  first  Saturday  in  May,  1861,  and  on 
the  same  day  of  every  year  thereafter,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  trustees  in  office,  having  given  public  notice  at  least 
ten  days  previous,  to  open  and  hold  an  election  for  trustees 
of  said  town,  any  two  being  appointed  by  the  board  may 
act;  at  which  election,  every  male  citizen  of  said  town,

declared  elected  as  trustees  as  aforesaid,  for  the  town  of

§  4.  The  trustees  of  the  town  of  Mannsville  shall  have 
power  to  appoint  a  president  of  said  board,  a  clerk  who 
shall  record  their  proceedings,  a  treasurer,  and  a  town  col- 
lector, with  such  powers  and  duties  as  they  may  assign  to 
said  officers. 

§  5.  That  for  any  breach  of  the  by-laws  of  said  corpo* 
ration,  the  trustees  may  prosecute,  by  warrai;it,  in  the  name 
of  the  Commonwealth,  for  the  use  of  said  trustees ;  and 
for  the  refusal  to  pay  any  tax  or  other  levy,  may  prosecute 
directly,  in  the  name  of  the  board  of  trustees,  of  the  town 
of  Mannsville,  against  said  party  refusing,  before  any  jus- 
tice of  the  peace,  in  and  for  Taylor  county,,  to  be  tried  by 
said  justice,  at  any  time  he  may  designate  within  three 
months ;  and  the  same  may  be  continued  as  often  as  the 
case  may  require. 

§  6.  A  majority  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  town  of 
Mannsville  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business;

shares  of  fifty  dollars  each  as  will  be  sufficient  to  construct 

said  road,  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  sixty  thousand  dollars. 

§  2.  That  the  books  for  the  subscription  of  stock  in  said 
company  shall  be  opened  at  any  time  after  the  passage  of 
this  act,  in  the  county  of  Todd,  under  the  directions  of  John 
A,  Goodman,  P.  L.  Gorth,  James  T.  Clark,  A.  Chesnut,  J. 
W.  Kendall,  T.  N.  Hadden,  and  John  Bivin,  or  some  two 
or  more  of  them,  who  are  appointed  commissioners  for 
that  purpose.  The  subscribers  to  the  stock  of  said  com- 
pany shall  enter  into  an  obligation  in  said  books,  in  sub- 
stance as  follows :  "  We,  whose  names  are  hereunto  sub- 
scribed, severally  agree  to  pay  to  the  president,  directors, 
and  company  of  the  Todd  county  turnpike  road  company, 
for  each  and  every  share  of  stock  set  opposite  our  respect- 
ive names,  in  such  manner  and  proportions,  and  at  such 
times  as  may  be  required  by  the  president  and  directors  of 
said  company." 

§  3.  That  ten  days'  notice  of  the  opening  of  the  books  for 
the  subscription  of  stock  in  said  company  shall  be  given. 

§  4.  That  whenever  said  commissioners,  or  any  three 
of  them,  shall  be  of  opinion  that  a  sufficient  amount  of 
stock  has  been  subscribed  to  justify  commencing  the  con- 
struction of  said  road,  they  shall  call  a  meeting  of  the 
stockholders  for  the  purpose  of  electing  a  president  and 
five  directors ;  at  which  meeting  some  two  or  more  of  said 
commissioners  shall  be*  present,  and  take  the  vote  of  the 
stockholders,  who  shall  vote  in  person  or  by  proxy,  each 
stockholder  to  have  one  vote  for  every  share  so  held  by 
him,  for  the  'president  and  five  directors,  who  shall  hold 
their  offices  for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  shall  be 
elected  and  qualified. 

§  5.  That  said  president  and  directors  shall,  before  they 
enter  upon  the  duties  of  their  offices,  take  an  oath  before 
some  judge  or  justice  of  the  peace,  that  they  will  faithfully, 
and  to  the  best  of  their  skill  and  ability,  discharge  the 
duties  of  president  and  directors  of  said  company,  without 
fear,  favor,  or  aflection,  according  to  law;  a  certificate  of 
which  oath  shall  be  kept  with  the  records  and  papers  of 
said  company ;  that  upon  their  qualification,  the  president 
and  directors  shall  appoint  a  treasurer,  and  such  other

said  name  the  said  company  shall  have  perpetual  succes-  

sion,  and  all  the  privileges  and  franchises  incident  to  a 
corporation ;  and  shall  be  capable  of  taking  and  holding 
their  capital  stock,  and  the  increase  and  profits  thereof; 
and  of  purchasing,  taking,  and  holding  to  them  and  their 
successors  and  assigns,  and  of  selling,  transfering,  and 
conveying  all  such  lands,  tenements,  hereditaments,  and 
real  and  personal  estate,  as  much  as  shall  be  necessary  to 
them  in  the  prosecution  of  their  work ;  to  sue  and  be  sued, 
plead  and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  be  answered  ;  defend 
and  be  defended,  in  courts  of  record  or  any  other  place 
whatever;  also,  to  have  a  common  seal,  and  to  do  all  and 
every  thing  which  a  body  politic  or  corporate  may  law- 
fully do. 

§  7.  The  books  of  subscription  of  said  stock  shall  remain 
open  until  the  whole  of  the  capital  stock  shalt  have  been 
taken,  or  enough  to  complete  the  road;  and  persons  may 
subscribe  at  any  time  until  the  books  are  closed,  or  there- 
after, if  necessary  to  increase  the  stock. 

§  8.  That  all  the  provisions  and  sections  of  an  act,  en- 
titled *^An  act  to  incorporate  the  Danville  and  Hustoiiville 
turnpike  road  company,"  approved  March  Ist,  1844,  begin- 
ning at  section  —  to  section  34,  inclusive,  are  hereby  made 
a  part  of  this  act,  as  far  as  applicable,  as  fully  as  if  each 
of  said  sections  .were  incorporated  in  this  act :  Provided^ 
That  the  notice  to  be  given  by  the  president  of  said  com- 
pany of  the  amount  of  call  on  each  share  of  stock  shall  be 
published  in  a  newspaper  printed  in  Todd  county,  if  there 
be  one,  if  not,  in  a  paper  published  in  an  a(^oining  county,

not  exceed  eighteen,  nor  be  less  than  ten  feet  wide ;  and  if

{  9.  That  the  county  court  of  Todd  county  is  hereby 
vested  with  power  to  subscribe  and  take  stock  in  said  road, 
or  in  any  other  turnpike  or  railroad  company  now  in  the 
•aid  county  of  Todd,  or  which  may  hereafter  be  organized 
or  incorporated  to  pass  in  or  through  said  county:  Pro- 
tidedj  That  before  proceeding  to  make  any  such  subsorip- 
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1860.       tions  of  stock,  said  court  shall  sabmit  the  propriety  of  doing 

so  to  the  vote  of  the  qualified  voters  of  said  county;  and 

have  such  vote  taken  at  such  time  as  the  court  may  direct, 
and  in  the  same  manner  as  elections  for  sheriffs  are  re* 
quired  to  be  conducted ;  and  if  a  majority  of  all  the  votes 
cast  at  any  such  election  be  in  favor  of  such  subscription 
of  stock,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  county  court  to  make 
such  subscription,  and  levy  the  amount  thereof  upon  the 
property  within  said  county,  subject  to  the  payment  of 
State  revenue ;  and  the  sheriff  shall  collect  and  pay  over 
the  same  to  the  said  company  within  the  same  time  and 
under  the  same  liabilities  and  penalties  prescribed  for  the 
collection  and  payment  of  State  revenue  tax,  and  shall 
have  the  same  power  to  enforce  the  collection  thereof,  and 
shall  receive,  as  compensation,  three  and  a  half  per  cent4 
upon  the  amount  collected  and  paid  over ;  and  said  county 
court  may  distribute  the  sum  subscribed  in  the  assessment 
of  taxes  to  pay  it,  through  two  or  more  years ;  and  the  said 
county  court  so  becoming  a  stockholder,  shall  have  power 
to  vote  by  proxy  appointed  by  the  court,  in  all  elections  of 
officers  for  said  road  or  roads. 

§  10.  That  it  shall  also  be  lawfill  for  the  county  court  of 
Todd  county  to  subscribe  and  take  stock  in  the  Todd 
county  turnpike  road  company,  or  in  any  other  turnpike  or 
railroad  company  formed  or  to  be  incorporated  within  said 
county,  or  whose  road  shall  pass  through  the  same,  for  and 
in  behalf  of  any  one  or  more  of  the  election  districts  with- 
in siaid  county :  Provided^  That  before  any  such  subscrip- 
tion is  made,  said  county  court  shall  cause  an  election  to

revenue ;  and  the  same  shall  be  collected  and  paid  over  in 
the  same  manner  and  under  the  same  penalties  and  regu- 
lations as  is  prescribed  in  the  ninth  section  of  this  act, 
with  respect  to  the  collection  of  the  tax  levied  upon  the 
property  of  the  county,  and  shall  be  expended  in  said  dis- 
trict ;  but  the  election  mentioned  in  this  section  shall  not 
be  ordered  by  said  county  court  unless  requested  to  do  so 
by  a  written  petition,  signed  by  at  least  twenty  of  the 
qualified  voters  of  said  district;  and  in  every  case  where 
an  election  is  ordered  under  this  act,  the  order  of  the  court 
shall  show  the  number  of  shares  of  stock  proposed  to  be

ecribed  than  is  specified  in  said  order;  if  a  majority  of 

4tll  the  votes  cast  at  any  such  election  shall  be  against 
the  making  of  the  proposed  subscription,  it  shall  not  be 
made.  The  dividends  arising  from  the  stock  subscribed  by 
the  county  court  for  the  county,  shall  be  appropriated  to 
lessen  the  levy  of  said  county ;  and  that  arising  from  the 
fltock  subscribed  by  authority  of  any  election  district,  shall 
be  appropriated  to  lessen  the  county  levy  in  such  district. 

f  11.  That  if  an  amount  of  the  capital  stock  of  said  * 
company,  sufficient  to  complete  at  least  five  miles  of  said 
road,  is  not  taken  and  subscribed  for  in  good  faith  within 
six  months  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  it  shall  be  lawful 
(or  the  president  and  directors  to  change  the  southern  ter- 
minus of  the  road,  so  as  to  strike  the  Tennessee  State  line 
at  a  different  place  from  that  designated  herein. 

§  13.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  iaoorptrate  the  Cox's  Creek  and  Samuels'  Depot  Turnpike  Road 

Companj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  tke  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwccdih  of 
Kentwcky : 

§  1.  That  a  company  be  formed  and  created  a  body  pol- 
itic and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  ''Cox's  creek 
and  Samuels'  depot  turnpike  road  company,"  for  the  pur- 
pose of  making  a  turnpike  or  gravel  road  from  a  point  on 
the  Bardstown  and  Louisville  railroad,  near  Wilson  Sam- 
uels' depot,  to  a  point  on  the  Bardstown  and  Louisville 
tornpike  road,  between  the  6th. and  7th  mile-stones, in  Nel- 
son county. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  tea 
thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars 
each. 

§  3.  That  books  for  the  subscription  of  stock  shall  be 
opened  by  Elisha  Manaka,  O.  N.  Cox,  Alexander  Sayes^ 
William  Gilbert,  Benedict  Pash,  William  Sims,  and  Wilson 
Samuels,  who  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners  for  said 
purpose,  at  such  times  and  places  as  they,  or  a  minority  of 
them,  shall  deem  proper.  When  the  sum  of  four  thousand 
dollars  shall  have  been  subscribed  to  the  capital  stock,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioners  (or  a  majority  of 
them)  named  in  diis  section,  to  give  notice  in  such  manner 
as  they  may  think  proper,  for  a  meeting  of  the  stockhold- 
ers, at  such  time  and  place  as  the  notice  may  specify,  for 
the  purpose  of  electing  a  president  and  five  directors ;  one 
v.ote  shsdl  be  allowed  fi>r  .each  share  of  stock ;  and  the  pres- 
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1860.       ident  and  directors  shall  continae  in  office  for  one  year;. 

' —  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified.     The 

times  and  places  of  all  elections^  after  the  first,  shall  be 
fixed  by  the  president  and  directors,  and  a  majority  of  the 
board  shall  be  competent  to  transact  business. 

§  4.  So  soon  as  said  com^pany  is  organized  by  the  elec- 
tion of  officers,  the  president  and  directors  shall  be  a  body 
politic  and  corporate,  in  fact  and  in  law,  under  the  name 
and  style  of  the  "President  and  Directors  of  the  Cox's  Creek, 
and  Samuels'  Depot  turnpike  road  company ; "  and  by  that 
name  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  all  the  privi- 
leges and  franchises  incident  to  a  corpora^tion ;  shall  be 
capable  of  holding  their  capital  stock,  and  the  increase  iand 
profits  thereof,  and  of  taking  or  holding,  by  purchase  or 
gift,  all  such  lands,  tenements,  and  hereditaments,  real  or 
personal  property,  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  prosecution 
of  their  work,  or  the  objects  of  thi^i  corporation;  they  shall 
have  power  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  to  sue  and 
be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  be  answered^ 
in  any  court  of  law  or  equity,  or  elsewhere ;  also,  to  have 
and  use  a  common  seal,  and  generally  to  do  all  and  any 
act,  matter,  or  thing  which  a  corporation  may  lawfully  do^ 
to  effect  the  objects  for  which  this  corporation  is  created. 

§  5.  Said  president  and  directors  shall  fix  and  regulate 
the  elevation  and  grade  of  said  road,  the  width,  and  the 
part  thereof  to  be  covered  with  stone  or  gravel ;  shall  desig- 
nate the  points  where  said  road  shall  connect  with  the 
Bardstown  and  Louisville  railroad,  near  Samuels'  depot, 
and  the  Bardstown  and  Louisville  turnpike  road;  shall 
designate  places  for  the  erection  of  toll  gates,  change  them 
when  they  deem  it  necessary ;  may  fix  the  rate  of  toll,  may 
regulate  and  change  the  same ;  but  said  rates  shall  not 
exceed  those  prescribed  by  the  general  law.  The  president 
and  directors  shall  have  power,  after  two  and  one  half 
consecutive  miles  shall  have  been  completed,  to  erect  a 
gate  and  collect  toll,  and  shall  apply  the  proceeds  thereof 
to  the  completion  of  the  road. 

§  6.  The  president  and  directors,  with  their  surveyor, 
engineers,  artists,  and  chain  carriers,  are  hereby  authoriz- 
ed and  empowered'  to  enter  in  and^  upon  the  lands  and 
inclosures, public  roads  and  highways,  in,  through,  and  over 
which  the  intended  road  may  pass,  and  to  examine  and 
survey  the  ground  they  think  most  proper  for  that  purpose  ^ 
to  examine  quarries  or  beds  of  stone,  gravel,  or  other  ma- 
terial necessary  for  the  construction  of  said  road. 

§  7.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  president  and  directors,, 
with  their  superintendents,  engineers,  and  workman,  with, 
their  tools,  instruments,  carts,  wagons,  and  other  carriages^ 
and  their  beasts  of  draught  or  burthen,  to  enter  upon  the 
lands,  in  and  over,  contiguous,  and  near  to  which  said  road 
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fihall  pass,  having  first  given  notice  of  their  intention  to       1860. 

the  owner  and  occupier  thereof,  or  their,  agents ;  Provided^  — 

That  if  the  president  and  directors  shall  not  agree  with  the 
owners  of  the  land,  through  which  said  road  is  to  pass,  as 
to  the  damages  which  the  owners  may  sustain  by  the  road 
passing  through  their  lands,  the  president  and  direetors 
shall  apply  to  the  county  court  of  Nelson  county  for  a 
writ  of  ad  quod  damnum^  to  assess  the  damages  which  may 
be  sustained  by  the  owner  of  said  land;  and  the  jury,  in 
assessing  the  damages,  shall  take  into  consideration  the 
advantages  and  disadvantages  resulting  to  the  party  clain^ 
ing  damages  by  the  esta^blishment  of  said  road ;  but  the 
advantages  shall  not  be  used  as  an  offset  to  the  value  of 
the  land  so  taken ;  and  upon  the  payment  or  tender  of  the 
damages  so  assessed,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  president 
and  directors  to  open  and  make  said  road,  and  dig  and 
carry  away  any  stone  or  gravel,  or  other  material  neces- 
sary for  the  construction  or  repairing  of  said  road. 

§  8.  The  president  shall  give  notice,  in  such  manner  as 
he  may  deem  proper,  of  the  amount  of  call  on  each  share 
of  stock,  and  of  the  timie  of  payment;  and  if  any  stock- 
holder shall  neglect  to  pay  his  amount  of  stock  so  called 
for,  for  the  space  of  thirty  days  after  the  time  of  payment, 
such  stockholder  shall,  in  addition  to  the  amount  so  called 
for,  pay  at  the  rate  of  one  per  cent,  per  month  for  every 
delay  of  payment;  and  if  he  shall  fail  to  pay  the  amount 
of  call  and  the  penalty  aforesaid  for  the  space  of  six  months 
after  the  time  of  payment  is  required,  he  shall  forfeit  such 
share  or  shares  to  the  corporation,  together  with  the 
amount  he  may  have  paid  thereon :  Provided,  That  no 
stockholder  shall  vote  at  any  election,  or  be  entitled  to  any 
rights  of  a  member  of  said  company,  unless  the  whole 
amount  due  ^nd  payable,  ad  aforesaid,  on  each  share  by 
him  held,  shall  have  been  paid  agreeable  to  the  requisitions 
of  the  president. 

§  9.  The  president  and  direptors  shall  appoint  a  treas- 
urer, and  such  other  ofiicers  as  they  may  deem  necessary, 
with  such  compensation  for  their  services  as  the  president 
and  directors  may  deem  just,  who  shall  hold  their  respect- 
ive offices  for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  shall  have 
been  appointed  and  qualified.  The  treasurer  of  said  com- 
pany, and  the  keepers  of  the  different  gates,  before  they 
enter  on  the  duties  of  their  offices,  shall  give  bond  and 
security  in  such  penalty  as  the  president  and  directors  may 
require,  payable  to  them,  conditioned  to  pay  over  any 
amount  in  their  hands,  to  the  order  of  the  president  and 
directors. 

§  10.  If  any  person  shall  go  around,  or  turn  off  from  said 
road,  with  the  fraudulent  intent  of  avoiding  the  payment 
of  toll  as  fixed  by  the  president  and  directors^  he  or  they

§  1.  That  a  company  shall  be^  formed,  under  the  name 
and  style  of  the  Owenton  and  Gratz  Turnpike  Road  Com- 
pony,  for  the  purpose  of  making  an  artificial  road  from 
Owenton  to  Gratz,  in  Owen  county,  Kentucky. 

§  2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  William  B.  Allen  Lodge,  No.  368,  of  Free  and  Ac- 
cepted Maaons. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentvjcky: 

§  1.  That  the  members  of  William  B.  Allen  Lodge,  No. 
268,  of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  of  Green  county,  be, 
and  they  are  hereby,  created  a  body  politic  and  corporate, 
by  the  name  and  style  of  "  William  B.  Allen  Lodge,  No. 
268,"  with  perpetual  succession ;  and  by  that  name  shall 
be  capable  of  contracting  and  being  contracted  with,  of 
suing  and  being  sued,  of  purchasing  and  holding  all  such 
real  and  personal  estate  as  may  be  required  for  the  use  and 
accommodation  of  said  Lodge ;  may  have  and  use  a  common 
seal,  and  break  or  alter  the  same  at  pleasure;  they  shall 
have  power  to  receive  all  necessary  conveyances,  and  may 
sell,  convey,  and  dispose  of  all  such  real  and  personal  estate 
as  they  may  now  have,  or  may  hereafter  acquire :  Pro- 
vided^ The  amount  vested  in  real  estate,  exclusive  of  build- 
ings thereon,  shall  at  no  time  exceed  the  sum  of  five  thou- 
sand dollars. 

§  2.  That  the  management  of  the  concerns  of  said  corpo- 
ration shall  be,  and  is  hereby,  confided  to  the  present  mas- 
ter and  wardens  of  said  lodge,  and  their  successors  in 
office,  as  trustees  thereof,  who  shall  have  the  power  to 
make  all  contracts  pertaining  to  the  real  and  personal

of  said  lodge ;  and  any  money  received  for  any  trespass  or 
iiyury  done  on  or  to  the  property  aforesaid,  shall  be  for  the 
use  and  benefit  of  said  Lodge,  and  shall  be  so  applied. 

§  4.  That  the  object  of  this  corporation  is  only  to  enable 
said  lodge  to  hold  and  manage  the  property  thereof;  and 
this  act  and  the  powers  hereby  granted  shall  not  be  em* 
ployed  for  any  other  purpose ;  and  the  General  Assembly 
hereby  reserves  to  itself  the  right  to  change,  alter,  or 
amend  this  act  at  pleasure. 

§  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

Branch  Railroad  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  tlie  Commonwealth 
of  Kentvjcky: 

§  1.  That  E.  T.  Ballenger  and  George  M.  Procter,  of 
Barren  county,  Kentucky,  Joseph  R,  Underwood,  of  War- 
ren county,  Larkin  J.  Procter  and  Gregory  F.  Doyl,  of 
Edmonaon  county,  and  D.  B.  Light,  of  the  city  of  Louisville, 
be,  and  they  are  hereby,  appointed  commissioners,  under 
the  direction  of  a  m^ority  of  whom  subscription  may  be 
received  to  the  Bell  Station,  Diamond  Cave,  and  Mammoth 
Cave  Branch  Railroad  Company,  hereby  incorporated. 

§  2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  railroad  company 
shall  be  thirty  thousand  dollars,  in  shares  of  fifty  dollars 
each,  which  may  be  subscribed  for  by  any  individual  or

\  3.  The  said  road  shall  beiinder  the  control  and  man- 
agement of  a  prcMdent  and  five  directors,  who  shall,  after 
the  first^  election,  hold  their  offices  one  year,  and  until 
their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified.  The  first  board 
of  officers  shall  be  elected  at  such  time  and  place  as  the 
commissioners  who  act  shall  direct,  who  shall  hold  their 
offices  until  the  first  Monday  in  May  succeeding,  and  until 
their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 

§  4.  The  provisions  of  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky,  approved  the  first  of 
March,  1844,  entitled  ^'An  act  to  incorporate  the  Danville 
and  Hustonville  Turnpike  Road  Company,"  so  far  as  the 
same  are  not  changed  by  this  act,  and  are  applicable,  shall 
be  the  law  governing  the  Parks ville. turnpike  road  compa- 
ny; except  that  when  said  road  is  completed,  that  the

CHAPTER  812. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  LoulsTille  and  Nashyille  Raiboad  Com- 
pany. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Comnumwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

'  §  1.  That  the  board  of  directors,  a  majority  concurring, 
of  the  Louisville  and  Nashville  railroad  company,  may,  in 
their  ac^'ustment  of  a  tariff  for  freight  and  passengers, 
make  a  discrimination  in  favor  of  through  freights  and 
through  passage ;  and  in  favor  of  freight  and  passage  for 
long  over  short  distances :  Providedy  hawevery  That  the  tariff 
of  charges  for  freight  and  passengers  from  Louisville  to 
Nashville,  and  from  Nashville  to  Louisville,  shall  be  the 
same ;  and  in  a4justing  the  rate  of  charges  for  long  over 
short  distances,  the  same  nile  or  rate  of  charges  shall  be 
observed  on  every  part  of  the  road ;  and  no  such  discrimi- 
nation shall  be  made  to  favor  freight  and  passage  going  to 
or  in  the  direction  of  Louisville,  over  such  as  may  go  to  or 
in  the  direction  of  Nashville ;  and  none  in  favor  of  such 
as  go  to  or  in  the  direction  of  Nashville,  over  such  as  go  to 
or  in  the  direction  of  Louisville ;  and  adequate  facilities 
shall  be  furnished  for  transportation. 

^  2.  That  said  company  may  make  arrangements  with 
other  compapies  for  through  freights  and  passage  from  dis- 
tant points  on  such  terms  as  they  may  agree,  from  time  to 
time. 

§  3.  This  act  may  be  carried  into  effect,  the  provisions  of 
any  other  act  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding ;  but  it  is  not 
the  meaning  or  intention  of  this  act  to  empower  the  board 
of  directors  for  said  railroad  to  charge  a  higher  rate  of 
tariff  on  way  freights  and  passengers  than  is  now  establish* 
cd  by  law.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commomoealth 
laf  Kenttfcky  : 

§  1.  That  H.  J.  Stites,  G.  Henry,  James  S.  Jackson,  T. 
T.  Hawkins,  and  Ben.  Berry,  their  associates,  successors, 
-and  assigns,  shall  be,  and  are  hereby,  created  and  made  a 
lody  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of  "  Hop- 
kinsville  Gas  Light  Company,'^  and  shall  so  continue  for 
term  of  sixty  years  from  the  first  day  of  January,  1860; 
and  by  that  name  and  style  shall  be  as  capable  of  contract^ 
ing  and  being  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  answer 
and  defend,  in  all  courts  and  elsewhere,  as  natural  per- 
ttons;  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  alter  and 
renew  the  same  at  pleasure ;  and  may  adopt  such  rules, 
1>y-law8^  and  regulations  for  the  government  and  efficient 
management  of  the  concerns  of  said  company,  as  may  be 
deemed  expedient,  not  contrary  to  the  laws  and  constitu- 
tion of  this  State  or  of  the  United  States.. 

§  2.  That  the  business  of  said  company  shall  consist  in 
furnishing  the  corporate  authorities  and  citizens  of  the 
town  or  city  of  Hopkinsville  with  gas  light,  according  to 
fluch  terms  -as  -may  [be]  agreed  upon  by  contract  with  the 
Ixustees  or  authoritiea  of  the  town  or  city  of  Hopkinsville ; 
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1860.  and  for  that  purpose  the  capital  stock  of  said  companj- 
— " —  shall  be  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  with  liberty  to  in- 
crease the  same,  from  time  to  time,  as  the  necessities  of  the^ 
company  or  the  extension  of  its  works  may  require ;  th» 
said  capital  stock  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars 
each;  the  said  shares  of  stock  shall  be  considered  and  held 
as  personal  estate^  and  shall  be  transferable  on  the  book» 
of  the  company,  in  such  manner  as  the  by-laws  may  pre- 
scribe ;  the  said  company  may  purchase  and  hold  such  land 
as  may  be  necessary  for  the  occupancy  of  its  works,  and 
all  other  necessary  buildings,  and  may  sell  and  exchange 
the  same,  and  purchase  again  as  may  be  necessary ;  and 
may  hold  such  personal  estate,  pipes,  [and}  machinery  as 
may  be  necessary  and  convenient  for  the  operations  and 
business  of  said  company. 

§  3.  Certificates  of  stock  shall  be  issued,  signed  by  the 
president  and  secretarv  of  said  company,  with  the  seal  of

&nd  all  concerns  of  said  company ;  the  president  and  di- 
rectors shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  occurring  by 
death,  resignation,  or  otherwise ;  and  they  shall  also  have 
power  to  borrow  money  to  extend  or  carry  on  their  works 
or  business. 

$  5.  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shal)  willfully,  by  any 
means  whatever,  destroy  or  injure  any  gas  pipes,  lamps,, 
or  posts,  or  any  fixtures  whatever,  or  works  or  machinery, 
or  shall  open  a  communication  into  the  street  or  other  ga» 
pipes,  or  let  on  gas  after  it  has  been  stopped  by  the  com- 
pany, such  person  or  persons  shall  be  liable  for  all  damages 
occasioned  by  such  act  or  acts,  and  shall,  furthermore,  bO 
liable  to  indictment  for  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction 
thereof,  shall  be  fined,  at  the  discretion  of  a  jury,  any  sum 
not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars,  or  be  imprisoned  in 
the  jail  for  a  period  not  exceeding  three  years;  but  thia 
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eection  eball  not  h%  held  to  change  the  law  ad  to  araoii  or      I860.

§  6.  The  Legislature  reserves  the  right  to  aher,  amend,

patij. 

Be  it  enacted  bjf  the  General  Assembly  of  tlu  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  a  company  shall  be  formed,  under  the  name^ 
style,  and  title  of  the  Coffey's  Mill  and  Somerset  Turnpike 
Road  Company,  for  the  purpose  of  forming  and  making  an 
artificial  road  from  Coffey's  Mill,  in  the  county  of  Casey, 
to  Somerset,,  in  the  county  of  Pulaski. 

§  2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be 
twenty  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty 
dollars  each ;  and  if  it  shall  be  ascertained  that  the  amount

president  and  six  directors,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  for 
one  year,  and  until  others  shall  be  elected  and  duly  quali- 
fied.

transfering,  and  conveying,  in  fee-simple,  all  such  lands, 
tenements,  hereditaments,  and  real  and  personal  estate,  as 
much  as  shall  be  necessary  to  them  in  the  prosecution  of 
their  work;  to  sue  and  be  sued,  answer  and  be  answered, 
defend  and  be  defended  in  courts  of  record,  or  any  other 
place  whatever ;  also  to  have  a  common  seal,  and  to  do  all 
and  every  matter  and  thing  which  a  body  politic  or  cor- 
porate may  lawfully  do. 

§  6.  That  all  the  provisions,  from  the  fiflh  to  the  thirty- 
fifth  section,  of  an  act  entitled  **An  act  to  incorporate  the 
Danville  and  Hustonsville  Turnpike  Road  Company,"  ap- 
proved March  the  1st,  1844,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby, 
-made  part  of  this  charter,  so  far  as  it  does  not  conflict 
with  this.  The  Legislature  hereby  reserves  the  right  to 
alter,  amende  or  repeal  this  charter  at  pleasure.

CHAPTER  817. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  the  city  of  LouiBville. 

Whereas,  It  has  been  represented  to  the  General  Aff- 
sembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky,  that  on  the  6th 
day  of  August,  in  the  year  1855,  valuable  property  in  the 
city  of  Louisville  was  unlawfully  burned  and  otherwise 
destroyed,  or  injured,  or  taken  from  its  owners  by  riotoUB 
assemblages  of  persons;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  iy  the  General  Assembly  of  tlie  Comnumioealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  general  council  of  said  city  is  authorized  to 
pay  to  any  person,  or  his  heirs,  whose  house  was  so  burnt,  de- 
stroyed, or  iiyured,  and  to  any  person,  or  his  personal  repre- 
sentatives, whose  personal  property  was  so  burnt,  destroy- 
ed, ir\jured,  or  taken,  the  amount  of  damage  so  done,  with 
interest  from  the  said  6th  of  August,  1855;  and  to  pay  the 
same,  the  said  council  may  appropriate,  from  year  to  year, 
any  revenues  of  said  city  not  otherwise  appropriated ;  or 
may  levy  and  collect,  in  the  same  manner  as  other  city 
taxes,  an  annual  tax  of  not  exceeding  five  cents  on  each 
hundred  dollars'  worth  of  property  in  said  city,  which  is. or 
may  be  subject  to  taxation  by  said  city  for  general  city 
purposes;  and  to  secure  the  payment  of  said  damages,  the 
said  council  may,  in  their  discretion,  cause  the  mayor  to 
issue  the  bonds  of  said  city  to  the  persons  entitled  thereto, 
for  such  sums,  (not  exceeding  the  damages  and  interest  to 
which  the  obligees  may  be  entitled,)  and  payable  at  such 
times  as  said  council  may  direct;  and  for  the  payment 
thereof,  may  pledge  any  property  or  revenues  of  said  city 
not  otherwise  appropriated,  or  may  pledge  the  revenues  to 
be  derived  from  the  special  tax  above  o^uthorized* 

§  2.  The  amount  of  such  damages,  and  the  persons  en- 
titled thereto,  shall  be  ascertained  and  adjudged  by  the 
chancellor  of  the  Louisville  chancery  court,  upon  a  peti- 
tion or  petitions  filed  by  the  claimants  ctgainst  said  city ; 
all  the  claimants  may  be  united  in  one  suit  as  plaintiffs  or 
defendants ;  the  suits,  if  more  than  one  should  be  brought, 
Dfiay,  by  order  of  court,  be  consolidated  and  progress  as 
one  suit;  the  cause  may  be  referred  to  the  commissioner 
to  report  upon  any  facts,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
court;  and  in  other  respects  the  proceedings  shall  be  con- 
ducted like  other  suits  in  chancery :  Provided,  however,  That 
said  city  shall  not  be  compelled  to  pay  any  person  who,  or 
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1860.  whose  ancestor,  by  unlawful  act:3  engaged  in  the  mob  or 
riot,  or  by  unlawful  acts  contributed  to  the  destruction  of 
his  own  property;  and  the  conduct  of  the  claimants,  or 
those  they  represent,  may  be  pleaded  and  proved  on  the 
investigation  herein  provided  for  ;  and  any  of  the  parties 
may  take  an  appeal  to  the  conrt  of  appeals,  subject  to  the 
same  rules  and  regulations  as  other  cases  of  appeals. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  the  day  of  its  pas- 
sage.

CHAPTER  818. 

AN  ACT  to  extend  the  time  for  contesting  the  election  of  jailer  of  Jefferson 

county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwadth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  One  month  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act 
shall  be  given  to  Thomas  Batman  to  give  notice  to  contest 
the  election  of  jailer  of  Jefferson  county,  at  the  August 
election  of  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty- 
eight  ;  and  said  notice  shall  have  the  same  effect  as  if  it 
had  been  given  within  the  time  heretofore  prescribed  by 
law ;  and  the  board  for  hearing  said  contest  originally,  or 
their  successors  in  office  of  the  members  thereof,  shall  pro- 
ceed in  the  same  manner  as  if  said  notice  had  been  given 
within  the  time  heretofore  prescribed  by  law. 

$  2.  Either  party  to  said  contest  may  appeal  or  prosecute 
any  other  proper  remedy  from  the  decision  of  said  board 
to  the  Jefferson  circuit  court,  and  from  that  court  to  the 
court  of  appeals,  as  other  appeals  or  remedies  may  be 
prosecuted  to  said  courts. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  and  take  effect  from  and 
after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  819. 

AN  ACT  to  define  magistrates*  districts,  and  to  regnlate  election  precincts  and 

voting  places  in  Franklin  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commanuoealth  of 
Kenivcky: 

§  1.  That  the  boundary  of  magistrates'  district  No.  1,  in 
the  county  of  Franklin,  is  established  as  follows,  to- wit: 
Beginning  at  the  city  limits  of  Frankfort  on  the  Frankfort 
and  Versailles  turnpike  road;  thence  with  said  turnpike 
road  to  the  toll-gate  at  the  intersection  of  the  Georgetown 
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and  the  Versailles  tnrnpike  roads;  thence  with  the  Ver-       1860. 

sailles  turnpike  to  Van^han's  old  lane ;  thence  ^'ith  said ~ 

lane  till  it  passes  the  farms  of  Jno.  Garter  and  Thos.  Jett ; 
thence  to  the  Yersailles  turnpike  road  to  the  point  where 
it  strikes  the  line  between  the  counties  of  Franklin  and 
Woodford,  excluding  the  farms  of  said  Carter  and  Jett  and 
Alvin  W.  Cromwell ;  thence  with  the  Woodford  county  lino 
to  the  Kentucky  river ;  thence  down  said  river  to  the  city 
limits ;  thence  running  around  with  the  limits  of  the  city 
of  Frankfort,  so  as  to  include  said  city  in  this  district,  to 
the  beginning. 

§  2.  Magistrates'  district  No.  1  is  hereby  divided  into  two 
election  precincts,  £te  follows :  All  that  part  of  said  district 
north  of  Montgomery  street  and  the  Versailles  turnpike 
shall  constitute  one  precinct ;  and  that  part  of  said  district 
south  of  said  street  and  road  shall  constitute  another  pre- 
cinct; but  said  two  precincts  shall  constitute  but  one 
magistrates'  district.  The  voting  place  in  the  precinct  north 
of  said  street  and  road  shall  be  at  the  State's  warehouse, 
n^ar  the  penitentiary ;  and  in  the  precinct  south  of  said  • 
street  and  road  the  voting  place  shall  be  at  the  court-house. 

§  3.  That  the  boundary  of  district  No.  2  is  hereby  changed  ' 
as  follows,  viz  :  Beginning  on  the  Frankfort  and  Versailles 
turnpike  road  at  the  city  limits  of  Frankfort ;  thence  with 
the  line  of  district  No.  1  to  where  it  strikes  the  Woodford 
county  line ;  thence  with  the  Woodford  line  to  the  Scott 
couAty  line ;  thence  with  the  Scott  line  to  £.  O.  Stout's; 
thence  to  Willis  Baker's;  thence  with  a  straight  line  to  A. 
G.  Carter's,  including  said  Stout,  Baker,  and  Carter;  thence 
with  a  straight,  line  to  the  residence  of  the  late  Dr.  Wm. 
Gayle,  excluding  it ;  thence  to  Mrs.  Numun's,  including  her 
*  residence ;  thence  with  the  Sulphur  Lick  road  until  it  passes 
James  Bratton's  residence ;  thence  to  the  head  of  Clark's 
branch,  excluding  Robert  Gayle;  and  thence  down  said 
branch  to  main  Elkhorn ;  thence  up  Elkhorn  to  H.  B.  Innis' 
residence,  including  it;  thence  to  Henry  Giltner's,  includ- 
ing his  farm ;  thence  to  Wm.  Lillis',  on  the  Frankfort  and 
Owenton  turnpike^  including  him ;  thence  with  said  pike 
to  the  city  limits  of  Frankfort;  and  thence  with  the  city 
limits  to  the  beginning.  The  voting  place  in  said  district 
shall  be  at  the  Forks  of  Elkhorn. 

§  4.  That  the  boundary  of  district  No.  3  is  hereby  changed 
so  as  to  embrace  all  that  part  of  Franklin  county  north  of 
the  Kentucky  river  not  embraced  within  the  limits  of  pre- 
cincts Nos.  1  and  2 ;  and  that  the  voting  place  of  said 
district  No.  3  shall  be  at  Peak's  Mills. 

§  5.  That  the  boundary  of  district  No.  4  is  established  a?^ 
follows,  viz  :  Beginning  at  the  city  limits  of  Frankfort,  on 
the  Louisville  and  Frankfort  railroad ;  thence  with  said 
railroad  to  where  the  New  Castle  dirt  road  crosses  it  above 
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1S60,  the  Benson  depot ;  thence  with  said  New  Castle  road  to 
Harrison  Allison's,  including  him ;  thence  with  the  Chris- 
tiansburg  road  to  the  Shelby  county  line ;  thence  with  the 
Shelby  line  to  the  Anderson  county  line ;  thence  with  the 
Anderson  line  to  the  Kentucky  river;  thence  down  said 
river  to  the  line  of  district  No.  1 ;  thence  with  said  line  to 
the  beginning;  and  that  the  voting  place  of  said  district 
No.  4  shall  be  at  Bridgeport. 

§  6.  That  the  boundary  of  district  No.  5  is  hereby  changed 
BO  as  to  embrace  all  that  part  of  Franklin  county  south  of 
the  Kentucky  river  not  embraced  by  the  provisions  of  this 
act  within  the  limits  of  districts  Nos.  1  and  4 ;  and  that  the 
voting  place  of  said  district  shall  be  at  or  near  where  it 
now  is. 

§  7.  That  the  magistrates'  districts,  election  precincts,  and 
places  of  voting  established  by  this  act,  shall  not  be  changed 
by  the  county  court,  except  at  the  court  of  claims ;  and  it 
shall  require  a  majority  of  all  the  justices  of  the  peace  in 
commission  In  the  county  to  concur  with  the  presiding  judge 
of  the  county  court  before  any  (Change  shall  be  made. 

4  8.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its 
passage,  and  that  all  acts  or  parts  of  acts  in  conflict  with 
it  are  hereby  repealed.

CHAPTER  820. 

AN  ACT  appropriaiine  the  revenue  of  the  MuldrougVs  Hill  turnpike  road  to 

Taylor  and  Green  county  turnpike  roads. 

Whereas,  By  an  act  of  the  General  Assiembly  of  this 
Commonwealth,  passed  and  approved  the  0th  of  January, 
1652,  the  revenue  arising  from  the  Muldrough's  Hill  turn- 
pike road  was  appropriated  to  the  extension  of  said  turnpike 
road  through  Campbellsville,  in  Taylor  county,  and  in  the 
direction  to  Greensburg,  to  take  effect  so  soon  as  the  term 
for  which  the  revenue  on  said  road  had  been  given  to  the 
Lebanon,  New  Market,  and  Springfield  turnpike  road  ex- 
pired; and  whereas,  by  an  act  passed  March  10th,  1856, 
this  revenue  was  applied  to  building  that  part  of  the  road 
lying  between  James  Sanders'  and Sullivan's,  in  Tay- 
lor county,  which  road  is  now  completed ;  and  it  is  now 
desired  that  the  appropriation  of  said  revenue,  as  contem- 
plated by  said  act  of  January  9th,  1852,  shall  be  carried 
out;  therefore. 

Be  a  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  from  and  after  the  1st  January,  1860,  the  Pres- 
ident of  the  Board  of  Internal  Improvement  be,  and  he  is 
hereby,  directed  to  appropriate  the  net  proceeds  of  the 
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Muldroug'h'e  Hill  turnpike  road  to  the  baiMing  and  com-       I860* 

pleting  the  unfinished  portion  of  the  Green  county  and  

Taylor  county  turnpike  road,  from  Campbellsville,  in  Tay- 
lor county,  to  Hilliard's  old  blacksmith  shop,  in  Green 
county,  in  the  direction  to  the  town  of  Greenaburg,  a  dis^ 
tance  of  about  six  miles ;  and  said  proceeds  shall  be  paid 
over  as  called  for,  from  time  to  time,  to  the  president  and 
directors  of  said  company,  until  said  road  is  completed  and 
paid  for,  or  for  five  years. 

§  2.  The  State  shall  be  a  stockholder  in  said  Green  county 
and  Taylor  county  turnpike  road  company  to  the  extent  of 
the  proceeds  invested  therein ;  and  when  said  road  is  finish* 
ed,  it  shall  form  a  part  of  the  road  of  said  company,  and 
shall  be  under  the  management  and  control  of  the  president 
and  directors  thereof;  said  company  shall,  from  time  to 
time,  as  dividends  are  declared  upon  the  capital  stock  of 
said  company,  assess  and  declare  a  dividend  in  favor  of 
the  State  as  a  stockholder,  to  the  extent  and  in  proportion 
to  the  expenditures  in  said  road ;  and  they  shall  pay  sucb 
dividends,  from  time  to  time,  into  the  treasury  of  this  State ; 
and  they  shall  keep  said  road  in  repair  as  any  other  por- 
tion  of  their  said  road.

That  the  president  and  directors  of  the  Agricultural 
Deposit  Bank  of  Lexington  shall  be,  and  are  hereby  author- 
ized, at  such  times  and  places  as  they  shall  appoint,  to  open 
books  for  the  subscription  of  the  remaining  stock  of  said 
bank,  or  any  part  thereof,  or  to  sell  said  stock  at  such  price 
as  they  may  tnink  proper :  Provided^  That  said  stock  shall 
not  be  sold  for  less  than  its  par  value :  Provided  further^  If 
at  any  time  a  forfeiture  of  the  charter  shall  be  declared,  as 
provided  for,  in  order  to  secure  the  payment  of  the  debts  of 
the  bank,  each  8tockh(  Ider  shall  be  required  to  pay  the  full 
amount  of  his  stock  to  the  creditors  of  the  bank  at  that 
time  remaining  unpaid;  and  to  that  extent  shall  beheld 
personally  liable  for  the  debts  due  from  said  bank;  apd 
upon  his  failure  to  pay  the  remainder  of  said  stock,  suit 
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I860*      may  be  instituted  against  him  in  any  court  of  eompetent 
juriediction,  for  the  recoveiy  of  the  same.

CHAPTER  826. 

AN  ACT  to  ificorporate  the  town  of  SacracMntih  in  McLeui  eounty« 

Be  it  enacted  bg  the  General  Assembly  of  the  CommomoeaUh 
«f  KeiUucky : 

§  1»  That  the  town  of  Sacramento,  in  the  county  of  Mc- 
Lean, be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  established  and  incorpo-^ 
rated  as  a  body  politic,  having  all  the  rights,  duties,  and 
liabilities  of  such  corporation  as  now  provided  for  by  law; 
that  the  free  white  male  citizens  of  said  town  over  the  age 
x>{  twenty-one  years,  shall  have  power,  on  the  first  Monday 
in  April  next,  and  annually  thereafter,  to  meet  at  some 
place  in  said  town  and  hold  an  election  for  five  suitable  ^ 
persons  to  act  as  trustees  of  said  town ;  said  election  shall 
be  held  by  the  officers  required  by  law  to  hold  elections  in 
the  district  in  said  county  in  which  said  town  is  located, 
and  the  poll  books  used  in  said  election  certified  according 
to  law,  and  returned  to  those  elected  as  trustees,  to  be  kept 
by  them  or  their  clerk,  as  official  records.  Said  trustees 
may  enact  ordinances  and  all  needful  regulations  for  the 
government  of  said  town,  and  annex  fines  for  their  viola- 
tion, hot  exceeding  a  magistrate's  jurisdiction ;  shall  have 
power  to  lay  and  collect  a  tax  on  the  tithes,  not  exceeding 
one  dollar  on  the  same,  and  not  exceeding  twenty  cents  on 
each  hundred  dollars  of  said  property  in  said  town. 

§  2.  The  boundary  of  said  town. shall  be  as  follows,  un- 
til changed  according  to  law :  Beginning  at  a  white  oak 
corner,  running  south  35  west  97  poles  to  a  small  white 
oak;  thence  north  55  west  07  poles  to  a  stake;  thence 
north  85  east  97  poles  to  a  stake ;  thence  south  55  east, 
running  so  as  to  include  the  Methodist  church  and  grounds, 
and  Cumberland  Presbyterian  church  and  grounds,  to  the 
beginning. 

§3.  Said  trustees  may  appoint  a  clerk  of  their  board) 
who  shall  keep  a  faithful  record  of  their  acts  and  doings, 
and  of  all  by-laws  and  ordinances  by  them  enacted,  attest 
the  same,  and  put  them  in  some  public  place,  and  perform 
euch  other  legal  duties  as  the  trustees  may  direct  him. 

§  4.  The  marshal  of  said  town  shall  give  bond  in  a  suf- 
ficient sum,  with  security,  approved  by  said  trustees,  for  the 
tisafe-kec:ping  and  accounting  for  all  moneys  which  he  may 
receive  belonging  to  said  town,  to  be  payable  to  said  trus- 
tees; which  bond  shall  be  kept  by  the  clerk  as  an  official 
paper;    and  said   marshal  shall  have  the  same  powers, 
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ligfate,  duties,  fees,  and  legal  liabilities  within  the  limits  of      1860. 
said  town,  as  any  constable  of  McLean  county. 

§  5.  Said  police  judge  shall  have  concurrent  jurisdiction 
within  said  town  limits  of  justices  of  the  peace  in  said 
county,  and  the  same  fees,  legal  liabilities,  powers,  rights, 
and  duties,  and  jurisdiction  over  all  claims  and  actions 
arising  under  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  of  said  town. 

§  6.  All  said  officers  shall. hold  their  offices  for  the  term 
of  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are  appointed  and 
qualified ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  trustees  to  see 
that  suitable  persons  are  appointed  to  hold  the  annual 
election  herein  provided  for;  and  shall  fill  vacancies  in 
their  body  by  appointing,  until  the  next  election  for  town 
officers,  and  shall  cause  an  election  to  be  held  at  any  time 
to  fill  vacancies  in  the  office  of  police  judge  or  marshal, 
when  any  such  shall  occur* 

^  7.  Any  person  failing  to  perform,  or  refusing  to  per- 
form, any  duty  enjoined  by  this  act,  may  be  fined  any  sum 
not  exceeding  ten  dollars,  to  be  recovered  as  any  other  fine 
is  recovered  before  a  magistrate. 

§  6.  The  qualified  voters,  as  herein  defined,  shall,  on  the 
first  Monday  in  August  next,  and  on  the  first  Monday  in 
August  in  every  year  thereafter  that  by  the  constitution  a 
county  judge  is  elected,  elect  a  police  judge,  who  shall  hold 
his  office  until  his  successor  is  duly  elected  and  qualified ; 
they  shall  also,  on  the  first  Monday  in  August  next,  and  on 
the  first  Monday  in  August  every  second  year  thereafter, 
elect  a  town  marshal  in  the  same  manner  that  sherifia  are 
elected,  and  who  shall  hold  his  office  until  his  successor  is 
qualified.

politic  and  corporate,  under  the  name  and  style  of  the

power  to  receive  all  donations  and  bequests,  and  to  apply 
the  same  according  to  the  wishes  of  the  donor,  for  the  pur- 
pose aforesaid;  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  to  sue 
and  be  sued,  to  defend  and  be  defended,  in  all  courts  of 
competent  jurisdiction;  to  acquire  ard  hold  property,  real 
or  personal,  not  exceeding  ten  thousand  dollars;  to  have 
and  use  a  common  seal;  and  shall  have  all  the  powers  and 
privileges  incident  to  similar  corporations.  j 

§  2.  The  said  corporation  shall  have  power  to  form  a 
constitution  and  adopt  by-laws  for  its  government ;  to  pre- 
scribe the  number  of  its  officers  with  their  titles;  to  estab- 
lish such  courses  of  study  as  they  may  deem  best  for  the 
proper  advancement  of  their  students ;  and  to  grant  cer- 
tificates or  diplomas  over  their  seal,  to  such  as  they  may 
deem  worthy.

to  the  residence  of  Lewis  Walker,  so  as  to  include  him; 
thence  to  John  Jarrett's,  including  him ;  thence  to  Acjam 
Young's,  excluding  him;  thence  to  David  McGarland's, 
excluding  him;  thence  to  the  county  line  of  McLean, 
where  the  widow  Yanner  now  lives;  thence  with  the  Mc  ; 
Lean  county  line  to  where  the  line  of  the  Murray's  pre- 
cinct intersects  the  said  county  line ;  thence  with  the  line 
of  said  precinct  to  Panther  creek ;  thence  down  Panther 
creek  to  the  beginning. 

§  2.  That  an  election  for  two  justices  of  the  peace  and 
one  constable  shall  be  held  in  said  district  at  the  residence 
of  Henry  Vanover,  on  the  first  Saturday  in  April  next ;  and 
that  the  Daviess  county  court,  at  its  next  March  term,  shall 
appoint  the  proper  and  necessary  officers  to  hold  said  elec- 
tion ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sheriff'  of  said  county 
to  attend  and  superintend  the  same;  and  in  all  respects 
said  election  shall  be  held  and  conducted  as  the  elections 
are  required  by  law  to  be  conducted. 

^  3.  That  the  district  hereby  establiahed  shall  be  a  voting 
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precinct  at  all  elections  bereafjter  held  in  eaid  county,  and      [1860. 

that  the  residence  of  Henry  Vanover  Bhall  be  the  voting 

place  therein;  and  elections  in  said  district  shall,  in  all 
respects,  be  conducted  as  in  other  election  precincts  and 
voting  places  in  said  county. 

§  4.  That  after  the  election  held  in  April  next,  the  com- 
parison of  the  polls  and  returns  to  the  Secretary  of  State

^  1.  That  so  much  of  section  3,  of  ^n  act,  entitled  '^An 
act  for  the  benefit  of  the  Versailles  and  Anderson  Turnpike 
Road  Company,"  approved  February  15,  1858,  as  gives  to 
the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky  one  half  of  the  surplus  of 
the  entire  tolls  arising  from  that  part  of  said, road  to  which 
said  act  and  section  has  reference,  be,  and  the. same  is 
hereby,  so  amended  as  to  confer  on  said  Common^wealth 
only  the  same  rights  in  the  profits  arising  therefrom,  as  the 
other  stockholders  therein  are  entitled  to. 

§  2.  That  the  original  charter  of  said  road  be  so  amend- 
ed as  to  allow  the  grade  of  said  road  to  be  four  degrees  in- 
stead of  three.

near  Joseph  Arthur's;  thence  with  the  dividing  ridge  to 
the  head  of  Hurricane  Fork. of  the  Brushy  Fork;  thence 
down  Hurricane  Fork  to  its  mouth;  thence  up  the  Goon 
Fork  to  the  dividing  ridge ;  thence  with  dividing  ridge  to 
the  place  of  beginning. 

§  2.  That  there  shall  be  held  an  election  in  said  district

§  1.  That  A.  S.  Trimble  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  allowed 
the  further  time  of  two  years  to  collect  his  uncollected  fee 
bills  :  Provided^  however^  That  said  Trimble  shall  execute  a 
bond  with  good  security,  in  the  county  court,  conditioned 
that  he  and  his  securities  shall  be  liable,  as  constables  are 
now  liable,  for  collecting  illegal  fbe  bills.

CHAPTER  847- 

AN  ACT  io  inooxpomte  the  tewm  of  Plt^videncey  id  Hopkans  oouatj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assemliy  of  the  CotnmontceetUh  of 
Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  town  of  J^rovidence,  in  the  county  of  Hop- 
kins, be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  established  and  incorpo- 
rated as  a  body  politic,  having  all  the  rights,  duties,  and 
liabilities  of  such  coi*porations  as  now  provided  for  by 
law;  that  the  free  white  male  citizens  o^  said  town,  over 
the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  shall  have  power,  on  the  IBrat 
HI onday  in  August,  and  annuaHy  thereafter,  to  meet  at  some 
place  in  said  town  and  to  hold  an  election,  viva  voce,  for  five 
suitable  persons  to  .act  as  trustees  of  said  town;  also,  a 
suitable  person  to  act  as  police  judge,  and  another  as  mar- 
shal of  said  town ;  said  election  shall  be  held  by  the  officers 
required  by  law  to  hold  elections  in  the  district  in  said 
county  in  which  the  town  of  Providence  is  situated ;  and 
the  poll  book  used  in  said  eleettons^  certified  according  to* 
law,  and  returned  to  whomsoever  shall  be  elected  as  said 
trustees,  to  be  kept  by  them  or  their  clerk  as  official  records. 

§  2.  Said  trustees  may  enaot  bv-lawa  and  ordinances  for 
the  government  of  said  town,  and  impose  suitable  fines  for 
their  violation,  not  exceeding  a  magistrate's  jurisdiction; 
and  shall  have  power  to  lay  and  collect  a  tax  upon  the

eaiJ  town,  not  exceeding  ten  squares  each  way,  taking  the 
center-of  the  pult'lic  square  of  said  town  as  a  central  point 
of  said  district,  which  survey  and  plat  shall  be  made  out 
and  recorded  in  the  clerk's  office  for  the  county  court  of 
«aid  county. 

§  3.  Said  trustees  may  appoint  a  clerk  of  their  board, 
who  shall  keep  a. faithful  record  of  their  acts  and  doings, 
and  of  all  by-laws  Q.nd  ordinances  by  them  enacted,  attest 
the  same,  and  post  them  on  some  puMic  place,  and  perforr^ 
6Uch  other  legal  duties  as  the  trufiiiees  may  require  of  him. 

§  4.  The  marshal  of  said  town  shall  give  bond  in  a  suf- 
ficient sum,  ^ith  security,  approved  by  said  trustees,  for  the 
eafe-keeping  and  accounting  for  all  moneys  which  he  may 
receive,  belonging  to  said  town»  to  be  payable  to  said  trus- 
tees, which  bond  shall  be  kept  by  said  clerk  as  an  official 
paper ;  and  said  marshal  shall  have  the  same  powers  ancl 
rights,  duties,  fees,  and  legal  liabilities  withiii  the  county 
of  HopkinA  as  any  constable  of  said  county.

§  7.  Any  person  faiUng  or  refusing  to  perform  any  duty 
enjoined  by  this  act,  may  be  fined  any  sum  not  exceeding 
fifty  dollars,  to  be  recovered  as  any  other  fine  before  a 
magistrate.  All  fonner  laws  in  relation  to  f aid,  town  are 
bereby  repealed.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Gfneral  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  cf

§  1.  That  George  C.  Rogers,  James  M.  Donaldson,  Robt^ 
Bodes,  Asher  W.  Graham,  Wm.  V,  Loving,  John  H.  Gra^ 
ham,  Wm.  Cook,  and  Thomas  C.  Calvert,  are  hereby  de-^ 
Glared  a  body  corporate,  under  the  name  and  style  of  the 
Presbyterian  Female  Seminary  of  the  town  of  Bowling-*

§  10.  The  board  of  directors  may,  if  they  deem  proper, 
appoint  one  of  their  own  number  treasurer  of  the  said 
baard,  fix  his  salary,  an  J  prescribe  his  dutie:?  in  their  by- 
laws.

CHAPTER  855. 

AN  ACT  for  lh)e  benefit  of  Diokey  &  Thomas,  of  Edmoneoii  county. 

Whereas,  It  appears  that  the  dam  of  the  mill  of  Dickey 
&  Thomas,  erected  in  the  county  of  £dmonson,  and  on  a 
stream  in  said  county  called  No  Lynn,  is  too  low  to  answer 
the  ends  for  which  said  mill  was  built ;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  .by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  CommonweaUk 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  hereafter  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  firm  of 
Dickey  &  Thomas  to  erect  their  mill-dam  so  as  to  enable 
them  to  run  their  machinery  with  success :  Provided,  They 
shall  not  exceed  six  feet  in  height  across  said  stream;  and 
that  the  Legislature  hereby  reserves  the  right  to  require  the 
said  Dickey  &  Thomas  to  lower  the  eaid  dam,  if  any  per* 
son  should  be  hereafter  injured  by  the  erection  of  the  same.

Wright's  lands,  where 
it  adjoins  the  land  of  Robert  Clark;  thence,  in  about  a 
«traigbt  line  to  Hume's  lane,  near  the  southeast  comer  of 
Hume's  land  and  corner,  to  Robt.  Clark  in  Bf.  Massie's 
line ;  thence  with  said  lane,  or  as  near  thereto  as  may  be, 
to  where  the  land  of  F.  P.  Bedford  corners  with  the  land 
of  Mrs.  Breckinridge ;  thence  to  where  the  lands  of  said 
Bedford  comers  with  Mrs.  HoUoway  and  Chas.  P.  Tal-

Wright,  jr.,  and  Charles  P.  Talbott;  and  that  they 
procure  books,  and  the  subscribers  for  stock  shall  subscribe 
in  said  book  an  obligation  to  the  effect,  viz  :  "  We,  whose 
names  are  hereunto  subscribed,  do  respectively  promise  to 
pay  to  the  Paris,  Hume,  and  Bedford  turnpike  road  com* 
pany  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  for  each  share  of  stock  set 
opposite  our  names,  in  such  proportion  and  at  such  times 
as  shall  be  determined  by  said  corporation."

tracted with,  and  of  buying  and  holding  real  estate  for  pur* 
poses  of  said  church,  and  to  have  power  to  protect  the 
rights,  title,  property,  privileges,  and  possession,  and  im- 
munities of  said  ehurch,  which  now,  or  may  hereafter  be- 
long to  the  same;  that  whenever  vacancies  may  occur  in 
the  office  of  the  trustees  it  shall  be  lawful  for  them  to  be  filled 
by  those  who  may  be  in  office  when  such  vacancy  occurs ; 
and  said  trustees  of  said  Reed's  chapel  shall  have  full 
power  to  do  all  things  necessary  and  usual  to  be  done  by 
trustees  of  a  church,  and  shall  possess  all  the  powers  of  a 
corporation  of  like  character  in  this  Commonwealth.

V 1 .  That  the  presiding  j^udge  of  the  Lincoln  ebunty  court, 
is  hereby  authorized  to  abolUh  the  Walnut  Flatt  and  Tur- 
nersville  voting  precincts,  in  Lincoln  county,  and  add  the 
same  to  such  other  precincts  in  said  county  as  will  best  suit 
the  convenience  of  the  voters  of  the  aforesaid  precincts. 

§  2.  Provided^  The  precinctp  mentioned  in  the  first  sec* 
tion  of  this  act  shall  not  be  abolished  until  a  majority  of 
the  legal  voters  in  each  of  said  precincts  shall  have  cast 
their  votes  in  favor  of  abolishing  the  same  at  some  general 
election.

§  I.  That  Shelly  Vannatta,  Nathan  Horrell,  Logan  T. 
ThrelkeUJ^.Sorrell  Garnet,  and  Lemuel  W.  Smith,  the  pres- 
ent trustees  of  the  Baptist  church  in  Shelbyvillej  and  their 
successors  in  office,  are  hereby  created  a  body  politic  and 
corporate,  by  the  name  of  the  Baptist  church  of  Shelbyville ; 
and  by  that  name  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  with  all 
the  powers  incident  to  such  corporations;  may  sue  and  be 
sued;  make  by-laws  for  their  government;  buy,  sell,  and 
hold  property  for  church  purposes,  for  a  parsonage,  and  a 
parochial  school ;  may  erect  suitable  buildings  for  the  same ; 
the  value  of  all  the  property  not  to  exceed  two  hundred 
thousand  dollars. 

§  2.  The  Legislature  reserves  the  right  to  alter,  amend,

favor  of  or  against  making  a  branch  railroad,  beginning  at 
some  point  within  or  near  the  limits  of  Georgetown,  and 
running  thence  by  the  most  practicable  route  to  intersect 
the  Lexington  and  Frankfort  railroad. 

1^  2.  That  when  the  county  court  shall  fix  the  day  for  taking 
the  vote  as  is  provided  for  in  the  previous  section,  it  shall 
appoint  the  judges  and  other  officers  necessary  to  hold  the 
election,  who  shall  be  first  qualified  as  officers  of  election 
are  before  they  act  in  State  elections ;  and  the  sheriff  or 
other  officer  discharging  the  duties  shall  make  due  return 
of  the  vote,  within  five  days  alter  the  election,  to  the  office 
of  the  clerk  of  the  county  court :  Provided,  That  before  the 
election  is  held,  notice  of  the  time  and  purposes  and  place 
of  holding  the  same  shall  be  given  for  six  weeks,  in  both 
newspapers  printed  in  Georgetown. 

§  3.  That  at  its  next  term  after  the  election,  the  court 
shall  order  the  vote  for  and  against  the  making  the  road  to

bonds  shall  be  executed  under  the  seal  of  the  county  court, 
signed  by  the  presiding  judge  thereof,  and  countersigned 
by  the  clerk ;  they  shall  be  negotiable  and  payable  to  the 
president,  directors,  and  company  of  the  Georgetown  axid 
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Louisville  branch  railroad  company,  fifteen  years  after  date^       1860.* 

at  the  Branch  of  the  Farmers'  Bank  at  Georgetown,  and  * 

may  be  made  payable  in  a  shorter  period  of  time,  at  the 
discretion  of  the  Scott  county  court :  Provided^  That  they 
are  not  to  be  made  payable  in  a  shorter  period  than  ten 
years,  and  shall  bear  interest  at  the  rAte  of  six  per  centam 
from  date  until  paid :  Provided j  That  said  bonds  Eihall  not 
be  issued  for  a  larger  sum  than  one  hundred  thousand  dol- 
larff  and  interest,  to  be  paid  semi-annually :  And  provided 
further.  That  in  disposing  of  said  bonds,  said  president,  di- 
rectors, and  company  shall  not  boU  the  same  for  less  than 
eighty  cents  on  the  dollar. 

§  4.  That  the  county  court  of  Scott  county  shall,  at  such 
periods  of  time  as  it  shall  become  necessary,  levy  a  tax 
upon  the  property  of  the  coun^,  upon  the  valuation  made 
by  the  assessor  of.  the  county  upon  the  total  valuation  of 
all  the  property  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  on  the  bonds 
as  it  falls  due ;  and  also  to  pay  the  bonds,  or  such  portions 
as  are  not  paid  by  the  profits  of  the  dompany. 

§  5.  That  the  president,  directors,  and  company  of  the 
road  shall  have  full  power  to  contract  with  the  president 
and  directors  of  the  Louisville  and  Frankfort  and  Frank- 
fort and  Lexington  railroad  companies,  for  the  construction, 
man€Lgement,  and  running.of  the  road,  upon  such  terms  as 
they  may  deem  best. 

§  6.  The  sheriff  of  Scott  county  shall  collect  the  tax  pro- 

Eosed  to  be  imposed  by  this  act,  and  in  collecting  the  same 
e  shall  be  governed  by  the  laws  now  in  force  in  reference 
to  the  collection  of  the  State  revenue :  Provided,  That  be- 
fore he  proceeds  to  make  said  collections  he  shall  execute 
a  bond  to  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky,  with  sufiioient 
8^retieB,  conditioned  that  he  will,  by  himself  or  deputies, 
collect,  account  for,  and  pay  over,  the  money  collected 
under  this  act,  in  such  manner,  and  to  such  persons,  as  the 
county  court  of  Scott  shall  direct. 

§  7.  As  soon  as  the  election  shall  have  been  held,  if  the 
vote  shall  be  in  favor  of  making  the  road,  the  commission- 
ers appointed  by  the  act  to  which  this  is  an  amendment, 
any  three  of  whom  may  act,  shall  advertise  for  an  election 
of  a  president  and  five  directors  to  manage  the  affairs  of 
said  company,  at  which  election  the  stockholders  shall  each 
have  a  right  to  vote  the  amount  of  his  stock,  it  being  the 
intention  of  this  act  that  all  tax -payers  shall  be  stockhold- 
ers ;  the  president  and  directors  then  elected  shall  hold  their 
offices  for  two  years,  and  until  their  successors  shall  be 
elected  and  qualified ;  that  after  the  first  election  the  elec- 
tion shall  be  held  at  the  same  time  of  the  election  of  repre- 
sentatives to  the  lower  branch  of  the  State  Legislature. 

§  8.  That  all  the  tax  payers  un^der  this  act  shall  be 
stockholders  in  the  company,  in  proportion  to  the  amount

^  1.  That  the  dividing  line  separating  districts  Nos.  1 
and  7,  in  McCracken  county,  be,  and  the  same  is  changed, 
so  as  to  run  as  follows,  to-wit :  Beginning  at  the  mou&  of 
Court  street,  in  the  city  of  Paducah,  on  the  river ;  thenoe 
up  Court  street  to  the  erossing  of  Walnut  street;  thence 
.with  Walnut  street,  crossing  Washington  street,  and  con- 
tinuing on  to  a  point  oppomte  the  center  of  the  hall  in  the 
new  court-house ;  thence  at  right  angles,  passing  through 
the  center  of  the  hall  of  the  court-house  to  Poplar  street; 
thence  with  Poplar  street  to  Court  street;  thefice  with  the 
line  as  now  established,  dividing  said  districts,  to  the  outer 
boundctrj'^  thereof. 

^  2.  That  the  places  of  voting  in  said  districts  Nos.  1 
and  7  shall  be  at  the  court-house;  and  this  act  to  take 
effect  from  its  passage.

§  2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be 
thirty  thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars 
each.    Books  for  the  subscription  of  stock  ii^  w4  company 
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flhall  be  opened  on  the  first  Monday  in  March  next,  or  as       1860. 

soon  thereafter  as  the  commissioners  hereinafter  named  

.  may  think  proper  to  open  the  same ;  and  the  subscribers  of 
stock  in  said  company  shall  sign  an  obligation  of  the  fol-

from  time  to  time,  until  stock  sufficient  for  the  construction 
of  said  road  is  subscribed. 

§  4.  When  ten  thousand  dollars  of  the  capital  stock  shall 
be  subscribed  for,  the  said  commissioners,  any  two  of  whom 
may  act,  shall  call  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  at  such 
time  and  place  as  they  may  think  proper  to  designate,  by 
giving  ten  days'  notice  thereof,  by  publication  in  some 
newspaper  printed  in  die  city  of  Frankfort,  for  the  purpose 
of  electing  a  president  and  three  directors,  a  treasurer,  and 
such  other  officers  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  and  proper. 
Each  stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  for  each 
share  by  him  subscribed,  and  may  vote  in  person  or  by 
proxy  in  writing. 

f  5.  The  president  and  directors  elected  shall,  before 
they  enter  upon  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  take  an  oath 
before  some  justice  of  the  peace,  faithfully  and  impartially, 
and  to  the  best  of  their  ability,  to  perform  the  duties  of 
their  office.  They  shall  cause  a  record  of  their  proceedings 
to  be  l^ept  in  a  book  to  be  provided  for  that  purpose,  which 
shall  be  subject,  at  all  times,  to  inspection  by  any  of  the 
stockholders. 

§  0.  The  president  and  directors  shall  have  power  to 
require  and  take  from  the  treasurer,  and  other  officers 
elected,  bond  with  security,  in  such  penalty,  and  with  such 
conditions,  as  they  may  think  proper  to  prescribe  by  their 
by-laws. 

§  7.  That  said  president  and  directors  shall  have  power 
to  adopt  and  put  in  execution  all  such  by-laws,  rules,  and 
regulations,  ais  they  may  deem  necessary  and  proper  for 
enabling  them  to  construct,  control,  and  manage  the  road 
contemplated  to  be  constructed  under  and  by  virtue  of  the 
provisions  of  thia  act.

ble  route  from  such  point  at  or  near  the  city  of  Frankfort, 
up  the  Kentucky  river  and  Glenn's  creek  to  Millville,  and 
from  thence  to  such  point  or  place  on  the  Frankfort  and 
Versailles  turnpike  road,  between  James  McKee's  cross- 
roads and  Dr.  Ben.  Snediker's,  as  the  president  and  directors 
shall  determine  upon  ;  it  shall  be  forty  feet  in  width,  and 
not  less  than  sixteen  feet  of  that  width  graded  and  covered 
with  stone  or  gravel  at  least  nine  inches  in  depth. 

§  9.  That  upon  the  election  and  qualification  of  the  pres- 
ident and  directors,  as  hereinbefore  directed,  they  and  their 
successors,  (who  shall  be  elected  annually  by  the  stockhold- 
ers at  such  time  and  place  as  may  be  agreed  upon  and  fixed 
by  the  hy-laws,)  shall  be,  and  are  hereby,  created  a  body 
politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Frank-

be  recorded  in  a  well-bound  book  which  shall  be  kept  by  the 
secretary  of  the  board  of  directory,  and  shall  be  open  to 
the  inspection  of  all  the  stockholders,  and  which  shall  be 
produced  in  obedience  to  the  proper  process  emanating 
from  any  court  of  justice  in  the  State  of  Kentucky;  the 
stockholders,  at  their  first  meeting  aforesaid,  and  also  at 
each  subsequent  meeting  held  for  the  purposes  aforesaid, 
shall,  by  resolution  or  otherwise,  appoint  the  time  and'

CHAPTER  935. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  the  Beeurities  of  J.  Z.  Moore,  late  Sheriff  of  Butler 

county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commanwealih 
ef  Kentucky: 

That  the  securities  of  Joseph  Z.  Moore,  upon  his  oflicial 
bond,  as  late  sheriflT  of  Butler  county,  for  the  collection  of 
the  revenue  for  the  years  1856,  1857,  and  1858,  be,  and 
they  are  hereby,  released  from  the  payment  of  all  damages 
which  has  or  may  be  awarded  against  them  on  the  bond 
or  bonds  of  said  Moore,  upon  the  payment  of  the  said 
bonds  and  costs  of  suit :  Provided,  That  the  said  securities 
shall  not  be  released  from  said  damages  until  the  whole 
of  these  liabilities  upon  said  bond  or  bonds  are  discharged, 
and  they  receive  the  quietus  of  the  Auditor.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Majfield  Tobacco  Warehouse  and  Inspection  Com- 
pany. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kerdwcky : 

§  1.  That  a  company  is  hereby  eetablished  and  incorpo-  compaiij  in- 
rated  by  the  name  of  the  Mayfield  Tobacco  Warehouse  J^rSoratepSw^ 
and  Inspection  Company,  the  subscribers  of  stock  in  which,  era. 
their  successors  and  assigns,  shall  be  a  body  politic  and  cor- 
porate, and  by  such  name  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and 
be  impleaded,  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  may  pur- 
chase, lease,  enjoy,  and  hold  to  themselves  and  their  suc^ 
cessors,  lands,  tenenients,  goods,  and  securities  as  may  be 
necessary  for  owning,  erecting,  and  carrying  on  a  public 
warehouse,  at  or  near  the  railroad  depot  at  Mayfield, 
Graves  county,  Kentucky;  said  company  may  use  their 
said  house  for  the  inspection  and  sale  of  tobacco  and 
the  other  products  of  the  country,  and  may  also  receive  and 
store  and  forward  for  a  commission  said  products,  or  other

agement  of  the  chairman  and  trustees ;  said  assessor  shall 
also  list  each  poll  in  aiaid  town,  and  a  poll  tax  may  be 
levied,  not  exceeding  one  dollar  on  the  poll,  by  said  trustees, 

§  4.  That  the  town  marshal  shall  collect  all  of  said  taxes, 
and  for  that  purpose  may  make  distress  and  sales  as  sheriffii 
are  now  by  law  authorized  to  collect  the  revenue  of  this 
State ;  the  trustees  shall  require  him  to  give  bond,  with 
good  security,  payable  to  said  chairman  and  board  of 
trustees,  for  the  benefit  of  any  person  aggrieved  by  his 
failure  in  his  official  duty ;  and  the  ehcdrman  and  board  of 
trustees  shall  make,  him  a  reasonable  compensation  for  his 
services. 

§  5.  That  on  the  same  day  that  sheriffs  of  this  Common- 
wealth are  elected,  the  qualified  voters  of  said  town  shall 
elect  a  marshal  of  said  town,  who  shall  hold  his  office  for  the 
same  time  as  a  sherifi*;  that  said  marshal  shall  have  and  pos- 
sess all  the  powers  of  a  constable,  and  is  authorized  to  serve 
any  process  or  perform  any  duty  in  the  county  of  Ballard 
as  marshal  that  a  constable  of  said  county  could  do  by  law, 
hereby  giving  to  said  marshal  the  power  and  jurisdiction 
of  a  constable  to  the  limits  of  said  county ;  and  said  mar- 
shal shall  be  held  responsible,  upon  his  bond  aforesaid,  for 
all  things  pertaining  to  his  office ;  that  suit  may  be  brought 
upon  said  bond  in  the  Ballard  circuit  court,  by  any  person 
aggrieved,  against  said  constable  and  his  sureties;  that 
before  he  acts  he  shall  take  the  oath  required  by  law  for  a 
constable,  and  he  may  serve  all  process  issued  to  him  by  any 
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1860.      justice  of  the  peace  of  said  county,  and  return  the  same 

'  —   before  such  justice,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  fee* 

as  a  constable  is  entitled  for  similar  services. 

§6  .  That  at  the  same  time  a  county  judge  for  Ballard 
county  by  law  is  required  to  be  elected,  the  qualified  voters 
of  Lovelaceville  shall  elect  a  police  judge  for  said  town, 
whose  jurisdiction  shall  be  the  same  as  now  fixed  by  law, 
and  shall  hold  his  office  for  four  years,  and  until  his  success- 
or shall  be  elected  and  qualified. 

§  7.  That  the  trustees  of  said  town  may  appoint  a  clerk, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  keep  a  fair  record  of  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  board  of  trustees ;  he  shall  give  public  notice 
by  advertisement  in  said  town  of  any  election  required  to 
be  made  under  this  charter  at  least  ten.  days  before  such 
election,  and  it  shall  be  his  duty,  in  conjunction  with  the 
marshal  of  said  town,  to  conduct  such  elections,  to  deter- 
mine the  qualifications  of  the  voters,  to  declare  the  per- 
sons elected,  and  record  the  same. 

§  8.  That  the  trustees  shall  have  full  power  to  fill  all 
vacancies  in  their  own  body  occurring  between  the  times  of 
an  election. 

§  9.  That  all  officers  of  said  town  and  the  trustees,  before 
entering  upon  the  duties  of  their  offices,  shall  take  an  oath 
before  some  justice  of  the  peace  for  Ballard  county,  well 
and  truly  to  perform  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices 
before  entering  upon  the  same. 

§  10.  That  this  act  take  effect  on  the  1st  day  of  July, 
1860.

CHAPTER  952. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  James  G.  Edeiu,  of  GraTes  conntj. 

Wheeeas,  It  appears  from  a  copy  of  the  records  of  the 
Graves  oipcuit  court,  presented  to  the  present  General  As* 
sembly,  that  many  years  ago  John  Hutchinson  entered  the 
southeast  quarter  of  section  three,  township  three,  range 
one,  east,  lying  in  Graves  county,  Kentucky,  and  obtained 
a  certificate  of  entry,  and  paid  the  State  price  therefor; 
and  whereas,  it  further  appears  that  before  any  patent  is* 
sued  to  said  Hutchinson,  he  departed  this  life,  and  that  by 
due  legal  process  that  James  G.  Edens  is  now  the  owner  of 
said  land ;  therefore. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  ike  Comnumwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

That  upon  the  original  certificate  of  entry  for  said  land 
being  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Register  of  the  land  office  for 
the  State  of  Kentucky,  and  a  full  copy  of  the  record  and 
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proceedings  showing  his  title  .to  said  land,  it  shall  be  the       1860. 

duty  of  the  Register  of  the  land  office  for  the  State  of  Ken-  

tucky  to  issue  a  patent  to  the  said  James  6.  Edens,  for  the 
tract  of  land  aforesaid,  which  shall  vest  in  the  said  James 
G.  Edens  the  fee-simple  title  to  said  land.

Be  it  enacted  bg  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  lot  of  grpand  lying  a(]yoining  the  town  of 
Taylorsville,  and  used  as  a  burying  ground,  be,  and  the 
same  is  heneby,  included  within  the  corporate  limits  of  said 
town ;  and  the  trustees  of  Taylorsville  may  have  the  super- 
vision and  control  over  the  same  necessary  to  keep  the 
same  in  repair  and  good  order.

CHAPTER  956. 

A^  ACT  to  Incorponite  the  Bowllng-Green  and  THnitj  Church  Turnpike  Road 

Compaay. 

Be  it  enacted  by  th^  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentttcky: 

§  1.  That  a  company  is  hereby  formed,  under  the  name 
and  style  of  the  Bowling-Green  and  Trinity  Church  Turn- 
pike Road  Company,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  an 
artificial  road  from  the  town  of  Bowline-Green,  in  Warren 
county,  to  Trinity  church,  in  said  county.

at  such  times  and  places  as  he  may  think  proper;  and  a 
migority  of  ail  the  directors  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to 
transact  business ;  they  shall  keep  a  record  of  their  pro- 
ceedings, to  be  entered  in  a  book  to  be  used  for  that  pur- 
pose, and  shall  be  signed  by  the  president;  and  in  the 
absence  of  the  president,  the  directors  shall  elect  a  presi- 
dent pro  tern.  They  shall  adjourn  from  time  to  time  as 
they  think  proper.  The  board  of  directors  may  also  allow 
the  president  and  treasurer  such  compensation  as  may  be 
deemed  reasonable. 

§  18.  The  president  and  directors  shall  have  power  to 
fill  vacancies  in  their  body  occasioned  by  death,  resigna- 
tion, or  otherwise ;  to  agree  with  and  appoint  all  such  sur- 
veyors, engineers,  superintendents,  artists,  and  officers  as 
they  may  deem  necessary  to  carry  on  the  work ;  to  fix  their 
salaries  and  wsiges;  to  remove  any  of  them  at  pleasure;  to 
provide  time,  manner,  and  proportion  on  which  stockhold- 
ers shall  make  payment^  on  their  respective  shares  to  carry 
on  said  work ;  to  draw  orders  on  the  treasurer  for  all  mon- 
eys  necessary  therefor;  and  to  do  all  such  things  as  by  this 
charter  and  the  by-laws  of  the  company  they  may  be  au- 
thorized to  do. 

§  19.  The  president  shall  give  notice  in  one  or  more  of 
the  newspapers  published  in  Bowling- Green,  for  at  least 
thirty  days,  of  the  amount  of  the  call  on  each  share  of  stock, 
and  of  the  time  of  payment.  If  any  stockholder  shall 
neglect  or  refuse  to  pay  his  proportion  of  the  stock  for  the 
space  of  thirty  days  after  the  time  appointed  for  the  pay- 
ment thereof,  every  such  stockholder  shall,  in  addition  to 
the  instaliment  called  for,  pay  at  the  rate  of  one  per  cent, 
per  month  for  every  delay  of  such  payment;  and  if  he 
shall  fail  to  pay  the  amount  of  such,  and  the  penalty  afore- 
said, for  the  space  of  six  months  after  the  time  of  such  pay- 
ment is  required,  he  shall  forfeit  such  share  or  shares  to 
the  corporation,  and  the  amount  that  shall  have  been  paid 
thereon ;  and  the  president  may,  by  order  of  the  directors, 
after  ten  days'  notice,  proceed  to  sell  such  forfeited  shares : 
Protndedy  They  will  bring  the  amount  due  and  unpaid  on 
said  share  or  shares :  And  provided  alsoy  That  no  share- 
holder shall  vote  at  any  election,  or  be  entitled  to  the  right 
of  a  member  of  the  corporation,  until  the  whole  amount 
due  and  payable  as  aforesaid,  on  the  share  or  shares  held 
by  him,  shall  have  been  paid  agreeable  to  the  requisitions 
of  the  president  and  directors. 

§  20.  If  any  subscriber  to  the  stock  of  this  company  shall 
fail  or  refuse  to  pay  the  amount  he  subscribed,  after  thirty 
days'  notice  by  the  president,,  he  may  be  compelled  to  do 
BO,  by  an  appropriate  action  in  the  name  of  the  president, 
directors,  and  company ;  or  in  case  any  person  has  sub- 
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1860.  scribed  stock  to  be  paid  in  work,  shall  fail  or  relUse  to  do, 
or  having  T>egun  it,  shall  not  prosecute  it  with  proper  dili- 
gence, after  thirty  days'  notice  as  aforesaid,  he  may  be  com- 
pelled by  the  proper  action  in  the  circuit  court  to  pay  in 
money  the  amount  of  his  subscription  as  aforesaid,  which 
said  action  may  be  maintained  and  prosecuted  in  all  re- 
spects as  in  other  cases. 

§  21.  The  rqad  shall  be  so  graded  and  leveled  that  when 
completed  its  greatest  elevation  shall  not'exceed  ten  de- 
grees. The  width  of  the  artificial  part  of  said  road  shall 
not  be  more  than  forty-five  feet,  nor  lees  than  thirty  feet; 
and  that  portion  covered  with  metal,  or  macadamized 
stone  or  gravel,  shall  not  exceed  twenty-five  feet,  nor  be 
less  than  twelve  feet  wide,  and  be  fully  nine  inches  in 
thickness  or  depth,  at  least  twelve  feet  wide. 

§  22.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  and  directors, 
or  a  majority  of  them,  to  fix  the  route  over  which  said  road 
shall  pass,  and  for  that  purpose  to  employ  all  necessary 
surveyors,  agents,  engineers,  artists,  chain-carriers,  &c.,  at 
the  cost  of  the  company ;  and  they  are  hereby  authorized 
to  enter  into  and  upon  the  lands  and  inciosures,  public 
roads  and  highways;  in,  through,  and  over  which  said  in- 
tended road  may  be  thought  proper  to  pass,  and  to  examine 
and  survey  the  ground  therefor,  to  examine  for  quarries, 
beds  of  stone,  and  other  material  necessary  for  the  com- 
pletion and  repairs  of  said  road ;  and  having  due  regard 
to  economy,  they  shall  locate  the  road  on  as  direct  a  line 
as  the  ground  will  admit  of,  from  Bowling-Green  to  Trinity 
church,  or  from  th«  junction  of  the  branch  road  aforesaid 
to  Buckland  mills. 

§  23.  In  case  the  corporation  shall  not  be  able  to  acquire 
the  title  to  the  lands  over  which  the  road  shall  be  laid,  by 
purchase  or  voluntary  cession,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said 
corporation  to  appropriate  so  much  of  said  lands  as  may 
be  necessary  to  its  own  use  fbr  the  purpose  contemplated 
.  by  this  charter,  on  complying  with  the  provisions  of  the 
following  twenty-fourth  section. 

§  24.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  president  of  said  company 
to  apply  to  the  circuit  or  county  courts  of  Warren,  and  for 
k^  said  courts  to  appoint  a  competent  engineer  and  two  dis- 

interested commissioners,  any  two  of  whom  may  act,  to 
examine  the  proposed  route  of  said  road  or  branch,  and  to 
take  from  the  proprietors  of  the  lands  over  which  it  is 
to  pass  a  grant  of  the  right  of  way  of  such  width  as  may 
be  desired,  and  which  may  include  the  right  to  take  stone, 
earth,  or  timber  for  the  construction  of  said  road ;  and  they, 
jointly  or  severally,  shall  have  the  power  and  authority  to 
take  and  certify  under  their  hands  and  seals  an  acknowl- 
edgment of  such  grant  in  fee  or  right  of  way,  and  the 
separate  acknowledgment  of  married .  women,  that  the

clerks  of  the  county  oourts  have;  and  on  the  presentation        1860. 

of  the- grant  and  acknowledgment  of  the  clerk  of  the   -^ 

county  court  where  the  land  lies,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
clerk  to  record  the  same  as  other  deeds,  and  they  shall  be 
effectual  against  all  persons  according  to  their  tenor :  Pro* 
videdy    That  when  the  parties  are  infants  or  absent,  or  ^ 

reftise  to  make  the  grant,  they  shall  hear  any  proof  that 
may  be  adduced,  and  upon  their  own  view  proceed  to  value 
any  land  required  for  the  right  of  way,  taking  into  consid- 
eration the  advantages  and  disadvantages  the  proposed 
roads  will  be  to  the  adjoining  lands  of  such  proprietor,  or 
lands  required  for  turnouts  or  curves  on  said  road,  and  also 
of  stone,  earth,  timber,  or  gravel  required  for  the  construc- 
tion of  said  road,  and  report  the  value  they  shall  have 
affixed,  together  with  the  evidence  adduced,  to  the  court 
appointing  them,  with  a  map  or  profile  of  the  ground  re* 
quired ;  and  said  report  may  be  filed  with  the  clerk  of  such 
court,  and  a  summons  issued  by  the  clerk  to  the  proprietors 
of  the  land  to  show  cause  against  the  conformation  of  said 
report ;  but  if  the  proprietor  shall  be  out  of  the  Common- 
wealth, the  summons  may  be  executed  upon  a  known  agent, 
if  there  be  one  in  the  county,  and  if  there  he  no  known 
agent  in  the  county,  then  the  court  may  order  the  appear- 
ance of  the  party  at  a  named  day,  and  appoint  the  clerk 
to  give  the  proprietor  notice  by  letter;  and  in  case  of  their 
being  infant  proprietors,  the  court  shall  appoint  guardians, 
ad  litem,  for  them,  and  cause  the  guardians  to  appear  and 
act  for  them;  and  in  case  an  absent  defender  does  not 
appear,  the  court  shall  appoint  an  attorney  of  the  court  to 
act  for  him  or  them.     It  shail  be  lawful  for  the  company, 
or  any  proprietor,  or  both,  to  traverse  the  report,  and  for 
the  court  to  have  the  traverse  tried  in  open  court  by  a 
competent  jury,  on  which  trial  the  report  and  evidence, 
returned  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  heard,  together  with  such 
other  proof  as  may  be  adduced  by  either,  party ;  a  new  trial 
may  be  granted  by  the  court  a^  in  other  cases  at  law.     The 
report  shall  stand  for  hearing  as  to  any  proprietor  when 
the  process  or  summons  has  been  executed  ten  days,  or 
after  the  appearance  of  a  proprietor  on  the  day  fixed  for 
his  appearance;  and  the  court  shall  have  jurisdiction  to 
confirm  the  report  if  no  traverse  is  filed,  and  in  case  a 
traverse  is  filed,  to  have  the  same  tried  by  a  jury,  and  to 
give  judgment  upon  the  report  or  finding  of  the  jury,  and 
order  the  payment  of  the  money  and  the  execution  of  the 
grant  in  accordance  with  the  report,  and  to  have  the  grant 
executed  by  commissioners  appointed  by  the  court,  and 
order  them  to  be  recorded  in  the  county  court  clerk's  office 
of  the  county ;  and  either  party  may  have  an  appeal  or 
writ  of  error  to  the  proceedings,  but  no  appeal  or  writ  of 
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1860.      error  by  the  proprietor  shall  stop  the  company  from  pro- 
ceeding  with  the  construction  of  the  road. 

*  §  25.  So  soon  as  the  road  is  constructed,  as  before  direcV 

ed  by  this  act,  to  the  point  of  junction  with  the  proposed 
branch,  or  to  a  point  from  Bowling-Green,  equal  to  the 
distance  therefrom  to  the  fork  of  the  Scottsville  and  old 
'  Nashville  road,  near  to  S.  P.  Smith's  blacksmith  shop,  the 
company  shall  have  a  right  to  set  up  a  toll-gate  on  said 
road  and  gateway^ 

§  26.  The  provisions  of  an  act,  entitled  ''An  act  to  incor* 
porate  the  Danville  and  Hustonville  turnpike  road  com- 
pany," approved  March  1st,  1844,  from  the  21st  to  the  85th 
section,  inclusive,  and  the  same  are  hereby  extendedl^to  the 
Bowling^Green  and  Trinity  Ghurcih  turnpike  road  company, 
except  as  modified  by  the  next  preceding  section  of  this 
act ;  and  also  with  this  further  exception  thereto,  that  there 
shall  never  be  erected  on  said  road  more  than  two  gates 
for  toll  on  the  main,  nor  more  than  one  on  the  branch 
road.

CHAPTER  956. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  Bardstown  and  Bloomfield  Tompike 

Road  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneixd  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky : 

§  1 .  That  the  county  court  of  Nelson  county  shall  ap- 
point a  competent  engineer  to  survey  a  route  for  a  turn- 
pike road  from  Bardstown  to  Bloomfield,  in  Nelson  county, 
to  be  located  upon  or  along  the  present  public  road  between 
said  towns,  where  the  grade  does  not  exceed  three  degrees, 
or  as  nearly  upon  the  ground  occupied  by  the  present  road 
as  can  be  done,  taking  into  consideration  the  grade,  public 
convenience,  and  the  cost  of  making  said  road. 

§  2.  The  engineer  aforesaid  shall  report  in  writing  to 
the  county  court  of  Nelson  county  (to  be  filed  among  the 
records  of  said  court)  the  route  located  by  him  for  the 
construction  of  said  turnpike,  giving  courses  and  dis- 
tances. He  shall  report  upon  whose  lands  each  departure 
from  the  present  road  may  be  made,  the  quantity  of  land 
owned  by  each  person  necessary  for  its  construction,  and 
the  probable  cost  of  said  road  when  completed.  He  shall 
have  power  to  take  written  acknowledgments  to  himself 
for  the  benefit  of  said  company,  of  the  right  of  way  for 
the  said  road,  and  the  right  to  stone  and  other  material 
necessary  for  the  constraction  of  said  road,  with  the  privi- 
lege of  access  to  the  same,  either  to  the  company  or  any  of 
its  agents  or  employees. 
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§  3.  The  county  court  of  Nelson  county,  upon  being  pe-  1860. 
titioned  in  writing  so  to  do  by  a  majority  of  the  persons 
owning  land  within  one  mile  of  said  route,  to  be  located  as 
aforesaid,  may  levy  a  tax,  to  be  used  for  the  construction  of 
said  turnpike  road,  of  $1  per  acre  for  every  acre  of  land 
lying  within  one  mile  of  said  route  to  be  located,  to  be  paid 
by  the  owners  of  the  land  aforesaid,  in  proportion  to  the 
number  of  acres  they  own  withiti  the  limits  aforesaid ;  and 
the  said  county  court  shall  have  the  power,  and  it  is  hereby 
made  the  duty  of  said  court,  to  cause  to  be  ascertained,  at 
the  earliest  convenient  period,  to  whom  the  lands  belong 
within  one  mile  of  said  proposed  road,  and  in  what  quan- 
tities ;  but  itis  provided  that  the  citizens  of  Bloomfield  and 
Bardstown,  unless  they  own  lands  lying  without  the  corpo- 
rate limits  of  said  town,  and  within  the  bounds  prescribed, 
are  not  to  be  petitioners,  nor  to  be  taxed,  nor  are  the  lands 
lying  north  of  the  Bloomfield  and  Fairfield  road  to  be  taxed, 
nor  the  lands  lying  east  of  the  Bloomfield  and  Springfield 
turnpike  road,  nor  the  lands  lying  west  of  the  Bardstown 
and  Louisville  turnpike  road,  to  be  included  in  said  tax. 

§  4.  The  tax  aforesaid  shall  be  divided  into  two  equal 
annual  payments — fifty  cents  per  acre  to  be  collected  the 
first  year,  and  the  balance  the  second  year ;  and  should  any 
of  the  lands  within  the  boundary  aforesaid  be  disposed  of 
within  the  periods  fixed  for  the  levy  and  collection  of  said 
ta^,  the  purchaser  of  the  lands  so  sold  shall  become  respon- 
sible for  the  unpaid  tax  to  the  extent  of  the  lands  purchas- 
ed by  him  within  one  mile  of  said  proposed  road. 

§  5.  It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  Nelson  county 
court  to  cause  the  clerk  thereof  to  make  out  and  deliver  to 
the  sherifll'of  Nelson  county,  and  take  his  receipt  therefor, 
a  list  of  the  number  of  acres  within  one  mile  of  said  pro« 
posed  road,  to  be  located  as  aforesaid,  subject  to  taxation, 
and  the  number  of  acres  of  same  owned  by  each  individual; 
and  it  is  made  the  duty  of  the  sherifi*  of  Nelson  county, 
within  six  months  after  said  tax  lists  are  placed  in  his 
hands,  to  collect  to  the  extent  of  fifty  cents  per  acre  per^ 
annum  of  the  individuals  owning  lands  within  said  bound* 
ary,  to  be  collected  in  the  same  manner  that  the  State 
revenue  is  collected ;  and  the  collecting  ofiicer  to  be  paid 
therefor,  out  of  the  tax  collected,  the  same  rates  that  he  is 
paid  for  collecting  the  State  revenue.  The  sheriff,  how- 
ever, before  he  proceeds  to  collect,  shall  enter  into  covenant 
to  and  with  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky,  for  the  bene- 
fit of  the  Bardstown  and  Bloomfield  Turnpike  Road  Com- 
pany, with  good  surety,  to  be  approved  of  by  the  said  county 
court,  (and  which  bond  is  to  be  filed  with  said  court,)  to 
the  efiect  that  he  will  collect  the  tax  imposed  as  aforesaid, 
and  that  he  will  pay  the  same  upon  the  order  of  said  court 
whenever  required,  after  the  said  sheriff  shall  have  had 
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1 860.    -   said  tax  list  for  any  one  year  for  the  space  of  sit  monUia 

for  collection ;  and  his  receipt  to  the  clerk  of  said  court  for 

said  lists  to  be  regarded  as  evidence  of  the  amount  of  tax 
to  be  collected  by  him. 

§  6.  At  the  same  time  that  the  levy  aforesaid  may  be 
made,  the  said  court  shall  order  an  election  of  a  directory 
for  said  company,  consisting  of  a  president  and  five  mem-^ 
bers,  to  be  elected  by  the  subscribers  to  the  capital  stock  of 
said  company,  and  the  tax-payera  on  land,  for  the  purposes 
aforesaid,  one  vote  to  be  allowed  for  each  share  of  stock  of 
fifty  dollars  subscribed  to  build  said  road,  and  one  for  each 
fifty  acres  of  land  each  person  may  own  within  the  taxed 
boundary ;  the  president  and  directors  to  continue  in  office 
as  in  the  act  directed  to  which  this  is  an  amendment. 

§  7.  The  clerk  of  the  Nelson  county  court  shall  give  one 
month's  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  said  election,  by 
notices  in  writing  or  print,  posted  at  the  court-house  door 
in  Bardstown,  at  least  one  in  Bloomfield,  at  some  conspic- 
uous place  in  said  town. 

§  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  court  to  superin- 
tend the  collection  of  said  tax,  and  each  year  to  see  that 
the  list  of  taxes  to  be  collected  is  furnished  to  the  sheriff, 
with  the  amounts  due  from  each  individual  tax -payer;  and 
the  judge  of  the  said  court  is  authorized  and  directed  to 
settle  each  year  with  the  sheriff  for  the  tax  to  be  collected 
under  this  act,  which  settlement  shall  be  filed  of  record  in 
the  clerk's  office  of  said  court. 

§  9.  For  the  tax  paid  under  this  act,  each  tax-payer  shall 
be  entitled  ta  a  receipt,  to  be  given  him  by  the  collector, 
which,  to  the  holder  and  owner,  shall  be  a  certificate  of 
stock  in  said  turnpike  road  company,  and  entitle  him  to  all 
the  rights  and  privileges  of  a  stockholder  in  said  company. 

§  10.  The  county  court  aforesaid,  upon  the  application 
of  said  company,  cause  the  tax  to  be  collected  under  this 
act  to  be  paid  over  to  said  company,  so  soon  as  the  same 
may  be  due,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  said  turnpike 
road,  and  for  defraying  the  cost  and  charges  incident  to 
the  construction  of  said  turnpike. 

^11.  The  county  court  of  Nelson  county  shall  have  the 
power  of  determining  the  width  of  said  road. 

§  12.  So  much  of  the  original  act  as  provides  that  $15,* 
000  stock  shall  be  subscribed  before  said  company  may 
organize,  is  hereby  repealed. 

§  13.  Provided  further ^  That  the  sum  of  four  thousand 
dollars  shall  be  subscribed  to  the  capital  stock  of  the  com- 
pany incorporated  by  the  charter  to  which  this  act  is  an 
amendment,  before  any  tax  is  levied  as  provided  by  this 
act. 

§  14.  This  act  shall  take  efi*ect  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  957.  I860. 

AN  ACT  to  create  an  additional  voting  place  in  district  No.  6,  Allen  county. 

'Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  ike  Commonwealth 
vf  Kentucky: 

4  1.  That  there  is  hereby  established  in  district  No.  6, 
in  the  county  of  Allen,  an  additional  voting  place  at.  Mew 
Roe,  at  which  place  all  legal  voters  residing  in  said  district 
shall  be  entitled  to  vote,  and  the  county  court  of  «aid  coun- 
ty shall  hereafter  appoint  officers  to  hold  elections  at  said 
place  of  voting,  under  the  same  rules  and  regulations  as 
ere  now  prescribed  by  law.

4  1.  That  James  A.  Moore,  late  sheriff  of  Pendleton, 
be  allowed  and  have  until  the  first  day  of  January,  1862, 
to  collect  his  fees  unpaid  for  services  rendered  while  he 
acted  as  sheriff;  also,  to  collect  all  arrearages  of  taxes  and 
county  levies  collectable  for  the  years  he  so  acted. 

4  2.  That  the  late  deputies  of  said  Moore,  James  T.  Ap- 
plegate  and  H.  H.  Hand,  may  continue  to  act,  and  make 
the  collections  authorieed  by  the  first  section  of  this  act; 
the  said  Moore  may  list  with  the  several  constables  of  said 
county,  or  any  of  them,  such  of  his  fee  bills,  tax  and  levy 
lists,  as  he  may  choose ;  and  said  deputies  and  constables 
shall  hav«  power  to  distrain  for  and  collect  the  same :  Pro- 
vided^ That  said  Moore  and  his  sureties  shall  be  liable  fpr 
all  illegal  fee  bills  that  may  be  issued  and  listed  for  collec- 
tion.

JBe  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  As^emsbiy  cf  the  Commonwedth 
of  Kentucky: 

That  said  court  be,  and  in  hereby,  eoapowered  and 
authorized  to  levy  an  annual  ad  valorem  tax,  not  exceeding 
seven  cents  on  the  hundred  dollars  of  the  real  and  personal 
property  of  said  county,  which  is  now  by  law  subject  to 
railroad  tax  for  said  purposes :  Provided^  That  said  tax 
shall  not  be  levied  unless  a  majority  of  the  members  of 
said  court  concur  and  agree  thereto :  Asid  provided  further ^ 
That  this  act  shall  continue  in  force  two  years  from  the 
passage  of  it,  and  no  more.

CHAPTER  961. 

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  judges  of  the  county  co«rts  of  Heoderaon,  Mopliioe, 
and  Union,  to  change  the  boundary  and  place  of  TOtiag  in  theeereral  preciacle 
in  said  counties. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  judges  of  the  county  courts  of  Henderson, 
Hopkins,  and  Union,  shall  have  power  and  authority  to 
change  the  boundary  or  place  of  voting  in  any  of  the  vot^ 
ing  precincts  in  said  counties ;  and  when  said  change  shall 
be  made,  such  change  shall  be  entered  on  the  records  of 
said  courts :  Provided^  That  no  such  change  shall  be  made 
until  the  purport  thereof  shall  have  been  advertised  at  the 
court-house  in  such  county,  twenty  days  before  such  order 
shall  be  entered.

to  be  instituted  in  the  Ballard  county  court  to  condemn, 
by  writ  of  ad  qwod  damnwn^  a  safe  and  convenient  landing 
place  for  said  ferry  and  ground  adjacent  thereto,  not  ex- 
ceeding one  acre,  and  the  same  shall  be  condemned  as  the 
site  of  said  ferry ;  that  they  shall  furnish  a  good  and  sub- 
stantial steam  ferry-boat  for  use  at  said  ferry;  and  they 
shall  give  bond,  to  be  approved  by  the  county  court  of 
Ballard  county,  as  required  by  the  several  laws  relative  to 
ferries  across  the  Ohio  river ;  and  they  shall  be  subject  to 
all  laws  and  liable  to  all  penalties  prescribed  for  those 
owning  ferries  across  the  Ohio  river;  and  shall  receive 
such  remuneration  for  transporting  persons  and  property 
as  the  county  court  of  said  county  shall  allow :  Provided^ 
That  after  said  ferry  shall  go  into  operation,  said  parties 
may  land  their  ferry-boat  and  discharge  and  receive  on 
board,  at  any  point  within  one  mile  and  a  half  of  the 
mouth  of  the  Ohio  river,  where  they,  or  either,  may  own 
the  land  ac^oining  the  said  river,  or  shall  have  the  consent 
of  the  proprietor  of  the  landing  on  the  same :  Provided, 
That  the  ferry  privileges  herein  granted  shall  not  take  effect, 
if,  within  nine  months  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  the  own- 
ers of  the  land  where  the  said  ferry  is  to  be  located  shall 
establish  and  keep  thereat  a  ferry  with  a  good  and  sub- 
stantial steam  ferry-boat,  as  required  by  this  act :  And  pro- 
mdedfurthery  That  the  said  Hawes,  Trimble,  and  Wickliffe 
shall  file  their  petition  in  the  Ballard  county  court,  setting 
forth  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  bring  the  said  proprie- 
tors of  the  land  before  the  court  according  to  the  provisions 
of  sections  87  and  91  of  the  Civil  Code  of  Practice,  and 
thereupon  the  court  shall  appoint  a  resident  attorney,  no 
wise  of  kin  to  either  of  said  petitioners,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  defend  for  the  said  owners  of  the  land ;  and  said 
attorney  shall  be  governed  in  all  respects  by  the.  provisions 
of  the  Uivil  Code  of  Practice  regulating  the  duties  of  at- 
torneys appointed  to  defend  for  non-resident  defendants ;

§  3.  A  book  for  the  subscription  of  stock  in  said  com- 
pany, under  the  direction  of  John  D.  Gay,  Thomas  G,  Sud- 
duth,  Wm.  Scott,  Ben.  B.  Grooms,  and  Joseph  Ramsey, 
as  commissioners,  any  one  or  more  of  whom  may  act,  and 
procure  a  book  in  which  the  subscribers  to  the  stock  of 
said  company  shall  enter  into  the  following  obligation, 
to-wit:  "We,  whose  names  are  hereto  subscribed,  do  re- 
spectively promise  to  pay  to  the  Little  Stoner  turnpike 
company  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  for  each  and  every  share 
of  stock  in  said  company  set  opposite  to  our  names,  in  such 
manner  and  proportions,  and  at  such  times  as  shall  be  re- 
quired by  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company," 
which  obligation  may  be  enforced  in  the  proper  courts.

ing at  least  two  of  the  commissioners  shall  be  present  and 
superintend  and  conduct  the  election ;  there  shall  be  elected 
a  president  and  four  directors,  who  shall  hold  their  offices 
for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  be  duly  elected  and 
qualified.  At  all  elections  the  stockholders  shall  be  entitled  » 
to  one  vote  for  every  share  of  stock  held,  and  may  vote  by 
written  proxy.  The  president  and  directors  shall  take  an 
oath  before  some  justice  of  the  peace,  to  faithfully  dis- 
charge the  duties  of  their  office ;  and  upon  the  election  and 
qualification  of  the  president  and  directors  of  said  com- 
pany, the  stockholders  thereof  shall  become  a  body  politic 
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186(k  ^^^  corporate,  by  the  name  of  the  ^^Little  Stoner  turnpike 
road  company,"  and  by  that  name  shall  have  perpetual 
saccession,  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be 
Bued,  and  have  all  the  powers  conferred  upon  the  Winches- 
ter and  Red  River  Iron  Works  turnpike  road  company  in- 
corporated by  an  act  passed  at  this  session. 

§  6.  That  the  president  and  directors  shall  be  authorized 
to  erect  a  gate  and  charge  the  usual  rates  of  toll  per  mile 
charged  by  other  turnpike  road  companies,  or  they  may 
connect  their  road  with  the  Winchester  and  Red  River 
Iron  Works  road,  and  charge  toll  as  though  it  were  a  part 
of  said  road.

agreeably  to  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly  incorporating 
said  company."  Ten  days'  notice  shall  be  given  of  the 
opening  of  the  books  for  the  subscription  of  stock  in  said 
company. 

§  3.  Whenever  the  commissioners,  or  any  three  of  them, 
may  be  of  opinion  that  a  sufficient  amount  of  stoek  has

sors  shall  be  elected  and  qualified.  A  treasurer  shall  be 
annually  appointed  by  the  president  and  directors,  who

his  hands  to  the  president  and  directors,  or  to  their  order : 
Provided^  That  said  president,  directors,  and  treasurer,  be- 
fore entering  on  their  duties  in  office,  shall  each  take  an 
oath  before  some  justice  of  the  peace,  that  he  will  faithful* 
ly  perform  the  duties  of  his  office  without  favor  or  affection, 
and  to  the  best  of  his  judgment. 

§  4.  That  all  the  provisions  and  sections  of  an  act,  en- 
titled ''An  act  to  incorporate  the  Mt.  Sterling  and  Howard's 
Mill  Turnpike  Road  Company,"  approved  February  2, 
1858,  (Sesiuon  Acts  1857-8,  vol.  1,  page  298,)  so  far  as 
applicable  to  the  corporation  hereby  created,  be,  and  the 
same  are,  re-enacted  as  part  of  this  act. 

§  5.  This  act  to  be  in  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  977. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Nicholasville  and  Tate's  Creek  Turnpike  Road 

Company. 

Be  it  enacted  hjf  the  Ckneral  Assembly  of  the  Commontvealth 
of  Kentvjcky: 

§  1.  That  a  company  is  hereby  created,  under  the  name 
and  style  of  the  Nicholasville  and  Tate's  Creek  Turnpike 
Road  Company,  for  the  purpose  of  making  an  artificial 
road  from  Nicholasville  to  some  point  at  or  near  the  mouth 
of  Tate's  creek ;  the  following  persons  are  appointed  com* 
missioners  to  receive  subscriptions  of  stock,  viz:  Louis 
Lowen,  George  Mitchel,  John  Messick,  Benjamin  Johnson, 
John  E.  Fatten,  Dr.  J.  I.  Burch,  and  James  Bronaugh. 

^  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company,  and  the  shares 
into  which  said  capital  stock  shall  be  divided,  shall  be  fixed 
and  regulated  by  the  commissioners  as  named  above,  or 
such  of  them  as  may  act ;  and  may  be  diminished  or  en- 
larged by  the  president  and  directors,  from  time  to  time,  as 
they  mav  deem  necessary. 

§  3.  That  books  for  the  subscription  of  stock  shall  be 
opened,  at  such  time  and  places,  under  the  direction  of  the 
commissioners  as  above  named,  as  they  may  deem  proper.

1860.  §  4.  That  0o  soon  as  a  sufEcLent  amount  of  the  capital 

stock  shall  bo  subscribed  as  to  justify  a  commencement  of 
said  road,  the  commissioners,  or  such  of  them  as  may  act, 
shall,  at  such  time  and  place  as  they  may  appoint,  call  a 
meeting  of  the  stockholders  and  hold  an  election  for  presi- 
dent and  five  directors,  who  shsdi  hold  their  offices  for  one 
year,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified ; 
and  that  upon  the  election  and  qualification  of  the  presi- 
dent and  directors,  they  shall  be  a  body  politic  and  corpo- 
rate, by  the  name  and  style  aforesaid ;  and  by  said  name 
shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  all  the  privileges  and 
franchises  incident  to  a  corporation. 

§  5.  The  subscribers  to  the  stock  of  said  company  shall 
enter  into  the  following  obligation,  viz :  "  We,  whose  names 
are  hereunto  subscribed,  do  hereby  bind  ourselves  to  pay 
to  the  president  and  directors  of  the  Nicholasville  and 
Tate's  Creek  Turnpike  Road  Company,  the  sum  set  oppo- 
site our  names,  in  such  manner  and  proportion,  and  at  such 
times  as  shall  be  required  by  the  president  and  directors 
of  said  company :  Provided,  That  all  persons  subscribing 
stock,  shall  have  one  hand  exempt  from  work  on  county 
roads,  for  each  fifty  dollars  of  stock  subscribed  and  paid, 
so  long  as  such  persons  shall  be  the  owners  of  said  stock.'^ 
The  commissioners  in  attendance  shall  permit  all  persons 
of  lawful  age,  the  county  court  of  Jessamine,  and  the 
trustees  of  the  town  of  Nicholasville,  to  subscribe  for  any 
number  of  shares  of  the  capital  stock  of  said  company 
they  may  think  proper. 

§  6.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  and  dire##- 
ors  of  said  company,  or  a  majority  of  them,  to  fix  the  route 
over  which  said  road  shall  pass,  between  the  places  desig- 
nated in  this  act;  and  for  that  purpose  to  employ  such  sur* 
veyors,  engineers,  &c.,  at  the  cost  of  the  company;  and 
they  are  hereby  authorized  to  enter  in  and  upon  the  land, 
inclosures,  public  roads,  in,  through,  and  over  which  said 
intended  road  may  be  thought  proper  to  pass. 

§  7.  That  in  case  the  corporation  shall  not  be  able  to 
acquire  the  title  to  the  lands  over  which  the  road  shall  be 
laid  by  purchase  or  voluntary  cession,  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
said  company  to  appropriate  so  much  of  said  lands  as  may 
be  necessary  for  its  own  use,  for  the  purposes  contemplated 
by  its  charter,  on  complying  with  the  provisions  of  the  fol- 
lowing section. 

§  8.  The  judge  of  the  Jessamine  county  court,  upon 
application  made  by  said  company,  shall  appoint  five  com- 
missioners, any  three  of  whom  may  act,  dismterested  free- 
holders of  said  county,  for  the  purpose  of  assessing  in  all 
cases  where  damages  may  be  claimed.  The  said  commis- 
sioners, after  being  duly  sworn  before  some  officer  author- 
ized to  administer  oaths,  honestly  and  impartially  to  assess 
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such  damages,  and  to  take  into  consideration  all  the  ad-       1860. 
vantages  and  disadvantages  that  may  accrue  to  the  owners  ""^ 

of  the  land  by  reason  of  the  location  of  the  road  through 
the  same,  shall  proceed  by  viewing  the  said  land,  and  by 
such  other  evidence  as  the  parties  may  produce  before 
them,  to  ascertain  and  assess  the  damage  each  individual 
owner  will  sustain  by  the  appropriation  of  his  land  for  the 
use  of  such  road.  Said  commissioners  shall  report  in  writ- 
ing, within  ten  days  after  making  said  assessments  of 
damages,  specifying  the  amount  of  damage  assessed  to 
each  of  the  owners  of  the  land ;  and  in  case  either  of  the 
parties  are  dissatisfied  with  the  assessment,  the  said  judge 
may,  on  the  hearing  of  the  parties  interested,  modify  the 
assessment  as  shall  appear  just* 

§  9.  That  on  payment  of  the  damages  thus  assessed,  in- 
cluding costs,  the  corporation  shall  immediately  become 
entitled  to  the  use  of  said  lands. 

§  10.  That  the  said  president  and  directors  shall  be 
required  to  open  said  road  thirty-five  feet  wide,  and  shall 
make  the  grade  thereof  not  less  than  twenty  feet  wide,  and 
the  macadamized  portion  of  said  road  not  less  than  sixteen  . 
feet  wide,  the  stone  to  be  nine  inches  thick  on  an  average, 
and  to  be  broken  of  such  size  as  the  president  and  directors 
may  think  proper. 

§  11.  That  so  soon  as  the  president  and  directors  shall 
have  completed  any  five  miles  of  said  road  continuously, 
they  shall  call  on  two  justices  of  the  peace  to  examine  the 
work,  and  if  they  shall  certify  that  said  road  is  made  in 
conformity  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  certificate  shall 
be  recorded  in  the  county  court  of  said  county,  and  the 
president  and  directors  may  cause  a  toll-gate  to  be  erected 
across  said  road ;  and  if  more  than  five  and  less  than  ten 
miles  of  said  road  is  completed,  persons  using  said  road 
shall  pay  toll  at  said  gate  in  proportion  to  the  distance 
traveled  on  said  road. 

§  12.  That  the  county  court  of  Jessamine  county,  and  the 
trustees  of  the  town  of  Nicholasville,  are  hereby  authorized 
to  take  any  amount  of  stock  in  said  company  they  may 
think  proper. 

§  13.  That  all  the  provisions  of  an  act,  entitled  "An  act 
to  incorporate  the  Danville,  Lancaster,  and  Nicholasville 
Turnpike  Road  Company,"  approved  February  22,  1884, 
except  so  far  as  they  may  be  local  in  the  application,  or 
come  in  collision  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  be,  and  the 
same  are  hereby,  made  part  of  this  act,  and  shall  have  the 
same  force  and  effect  as  if  enacted  at  lei^h. 

§  14.  That  all  the  provisions  of  chapter  103,  of  the  Re- 
vised Statutes,  title  "  Turnpike  and  Plank  Roads,"  so  far 
as  the  rates  of  toll  and  the  collection  of  the  same,  ib  made 
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I860.      a  pftPt  of  this  act,  and  shall  have  the  same  force  and  effect 

""^ as  if  enacted  at  length. 

§  15.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  979. 

AN  ACT  creating  an  additional  distriot  in  Caldwell  county. 

Be  it  enacted  ^  the  Qerieral  Assembly  of  the  CommoniveaUh 
of  Kentucky: 

^  1.  That  all  those  portions  of  the  first,  second,  and  fiith 
justices'  districts  in  Caldwell  county,  embraced  in  the  fol- 
lowing boundary,  shall  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  stricken 
from  said  districts  and  erected  into  one  district,  to  be  called 
and  known  as  the  seventh  district,  to-wit :  Beginning  at 
New  Liberty  meeting-house,  oa  the  road  leading  from 
Princeton  to  Wilson's  warehouse,  on  Tradewater ;  thence 
a  straight  line  to  Wm.  D.  Crowder's;  thence  to  James 
McConnell's ;  thence  to  James  Newton's ;  thence  to  Clark 
Nelson's;  thence  to  Monroe  Morse's;  thence  to  James 
Dunn's;  thence  to  the  widow  Nichol's  on  the  Wilson's 
warehouse  road ;  thence  with  the  said  road  to  the  begin- 
ning. 

i  2.  That  the  place  of  voting  in  said  district  shall  be, 
and  is  hereby,  located  at  Farmersville ;  and  the  sheriff  is 
directed  and  required  to  open  a  poll  at  said  voting  precinct, 
as  at  other  voting  places  in  said  county ;  all  laws  regulat* 
ing  elections  are  hereby  made  applicable  to  this  district, 
and  that  the  legally  qualified  voters  of  said  district  shall 
be  entitled  to  elect  two  justices  of  the  peace  and  one  con- 
stable at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  as  other 
districts. 

§  3.  The  first  election  for  ofiicers  of  this  district,  author- 
ized by  this  act,  shall  be  held  die  first  Saturday  in  May, 
1860,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  until  the  next  general 
election  for  justices  of  the  peace  and  constables,  and  until 
their  successors  are  duly  qualified. 

§  4.  That  immediately  after  the  elect! '^n  of  the  offioers 
authorized  by  this  act,  the  Secretary  of  State  shall  furnish 
said  justices  of  the  peace  with  the  books  now  allowed  by 
law  to  such  officers. 

§  5«  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

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CHAPTMK  08Q.  I860. 

AK  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Midway  and  Scott  county  turnpike  road  company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

$  1,  That  a  company  shall  be,  and  is  hereby,  incorpo- 
rated for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  turnpike  road  from 
James  Jackson's  work-shop,  on  the  Georgetown  and  Frank- 
fort turnpike  road,  in  Scott  county,  to  intersect  a  road  lead- 
ing from  the  town  of  Midway,  in  Woodford  county,  to 
Elkhorn,  called  the  Midway  and  Elkhorn  company ;  said 
company  is  hereby  authorized  to  receive  Bubseriptions  to 
an  amount  sufficient  to  construct  said  road;  and  they, 
with  the  concurrence  of  the  stockholders  of  the  Midway 
and  Elkhorn  company^  may  unite  their  said  roads  into  one, 
under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Midway  and  Scott  county 
turnpike  road  company,  preserving  unimpaired  the  rights 
of  the  stockholders  of  said  two  companies  to  the  stock  they 
now  own  and  may  subscribe ;  the  consent  of  the  stock- 
holders shall  be  given  in  writing,  signed  to  the  terms  of 
consolidation  of  said  two  roads,  which  terms  »hall  be  agreed 
upon  by  the  stockholders  of  the  two  roads ;  the  stock  of 
said  road  shall  be  divided  iiato  shares  of  one  hundred  dol- 
lars each ;  each  share  of  stock  shall  entitle  the  owner  to 
one  vote  in  all  elections  of  officers,  and  shall  exempt  one 
hand  from  working  on  any  other  road  in  the  counties  of 
Scptt  and  Woodford. 

^  2.  That  a  book  of  subscription  for  the  stock  of  said 
road  shall  be  opened  at  such  times  and  places,  and  kept 
open  for  such  length  of  time,  as  the  commissioners,  Har- 
vey Thompson^  JUson  P.  Johnson,  William  S.  Buford, 
Asa  Brannom,  and  William  A.  Moore,  may  determine; 
and  all  or.  any  one  of  said  commissioners  is  hereby  author- 
ized to  receive  subscriptions  to  said  stock,  end  to  open  and 
keep  open  a  book  for  that  purpose ;  the  subscribers  to  said 
stock  shall  enter  into  an  obligation  to  pay  to  the  presideni; 
and  directors  of  the  Midway  and  Scott  county  turnpike 
road  company  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  and 
every  share .  of  stock  in  said  company  set  opposite  tiieir 
names,  in  such  manner  and  proportions,  and  at  such  times 
as  shall  be  required  by  the  president  and  directors  of  said 
company ;  the  commissioners  shall  permit  all  persons  of 
lawful  age,  the  county  court  of  Scott  county,  and  the  trus- 
tees of  the  town  of  Georgetown,  to  subscribe  for  any  num- 
ber of  shares  of  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  they 
may  think  proper. 

$  3.  That  when  stock  sufficient  to  build  seud  road  shall 
have  been  subscribed,  the  commissioners  aforesaid^  or  any 
one  or  more  of  them,  shall  call  a  meeting  of  the  sub^ 
Bccibers,  to  be  held  at  James  Jackson's  work-sjbop,  on  the 
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1860.       Georgetown  and  Frankfort  turnpike  road,  on  a  day  to  be 

"^ fixed  by  them,  of  which  meeting  they  shall  give  at  least 

twenty  days'  notice,  by  posting  the  same  in  Georgetown, 
Midway,  and  at  Jackson's  shop,  for  the  purpose  of  electing 
a  president  and  four  directors,  to  serve  until  others  are 
elected  and  qualified ;  and  that  all  future  elections  shall  be 
on  the  first  Saturday  in  April,  in  every  successive  year,  at 
such  place  as  the  president  and  directors  for  the  time  being 
shall  designate. 

§  4.  That  the  compan)*  formed  and  organized  as  afore- 
.  said,  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created  a  body  politic 
and  corporate,  in  deed  and  in  law,  forever,  'by  the  name  of 
the  President  and  Directors  of  the  Midway  and  Scott  County 
Turnpike  Road  Company;  and  under  the  said  style  and 
name  shftU  have  perpetual  succession,  and  all  the  privi* 
leges,  immunities,  and  franchises  of  a  body  politic  and  cor- 
porate ;  and  as  such  shall  be  capable  of  contracting  and 
being  contracted  with,  of  purchasing,  taking,  and  holding 
to  them  and  their  successors  and  assigns,  and  of  selling 
and  conveying  in  fee-simple,  all  such  lands  and  teneknents 
and  estate,  real,  personal,  and  mixed,  as  shall  be  necessary 
to  them  in  the  prosecution  of  their  work ;  and  to  sue  and 
be  suep,  plead  and  be  impleaded^ answer  and  be  answered, 
defend  and  be  defended,  before  any  [and]  all  judicial  tri- 
bunals whatsover ;  and  also  to  make,  have,  and  use  a  com- 
nibn  seal,  and  the  same  to  break,  alter,  or  renew;  and  to 
do  any  and  every  act  which  a  body  politic  and  corporate 
may  lawfully  do. 

^  5.  That  the  6th  section  of  an  act,  entitled  "  An  act  to 
incorporate  a  Turnpike  Road  Company  from  Versailles  to 
Midway,"  so  far  as  the  same  is  consistent  with  this  act, 
shall  be  applicable  to  said  company  hereby  incorporated. 

{  6.  That  the  metal  on  said  road  shall  not  be  less  than 
fourteen  feet  wide,  nor  shall  the  grade  exceed  that  of  the 
Midway  and  Elkhorn  turnpike  road  company. 

§  7.  Should  the  stockholders  of  this  and  the  Midway 
and  Elkhorn  road  determine  to  consolidate  their  said  roads, 
the  consolidated  roads  shall  elect,  as  herein  prescribed,  one 
board,  to  consist  of  a  president  and  six  directors;  and 
when  consolidated,  said  roads  shall  bfe  governed  by  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  so  far  as  it  does  not  invade  any  pri- 
vate rights  of  stockholders. 

^  8.  Said  company  may  regulate  the  tolls  on  said  road : 
Provided,  That  the  aggregate  amount  of  toll  received  an- 
nually under  such  regulations,  shall  not  exceed  five  per 
cent. :  And  provided  further.  That  this  section  may  be  re- 
pealed whenever  deemed  proper  by  the  Legislature. 

§  9.  Said  company  is  hereby  authorized  to  erect  a  gate  or 
gates  on  said  road,  at  such  places  as  they  think  proper^ 
only  charging  for  the  distance  traveled ;  and  in  case  of  a 
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consolidation  of  the  said  roads  herein  mentioned,  thej'  shall       I860. 

have  the  same  rights  of  erecting  toll-gates  at  the  most  ap-   — 

propriate  points  on  said  road ;  but  there  shall  not,  at  any 
time,  be  more  than  two  gates  on  said  road,  or  either  of 
them. 

§  10.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  incorporAte  the  Newport  and  Covington  Water-works  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Asseinbly  of  tfie  Commonioeallk 
of  Kentucky: 

^  1.  That  George  R.  Fearons,  James  R.  Hallam,  Dan'l 
Wolff,  Peter  Constans,  F.  A.  Boyd,  H.  D.  Helm,  Q,  M, 

Caldwell, Mosely,  J.  Q.  A.  Foster,  their  associates, 

successors,  and  assigns,  shall  be,  a»nd  they  are  hereby, 
created  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and 
style  of  the  Newport  and  Covington  Water-works  Com- 
pany, and  by  that  name  and  style  shall  be  as  capable  to 
contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  pleads 
answer,  and  defend,  in  all  courts  and  elsewhere,  as  natural 
persons ;  and  may  have  and  ufto  a  common  seal,  and  change, 
alter,  and  renew  the  same  at  pleasure ;  and  may  ordain 
and  put  in  executioii  such  by-laws,  rules,  and  regulations 
for  the  government  of  said  company,  and  |br  the  sufficient 
management  of  its  affairs  and  prudential  concerns,  as  may 
be  deemed  expedient,  not  contrary  to  the  constitution  and 
iaws  of  this  State  or  of  the  United  States.

other  purposes,  according  to  such  terms  as  may  be  agreed 
upon  between  said  company  and  the  parties  so  furnished 
"with  water,  not  exceeding  the  rates  at  which  water  is  fur- 
nished in  Cincinnati ;  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall 
be  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  in  shares  of  iifly 
dollars  each,  with  liberty  to  increase  the  same,  from  time 
to  time,  as  the  necessities  of  the  company,  in  extension  of 
its  works,  may  require ;  the  said  company  may  purchase 
and  hold  as  much  land  as  may  be  required  for  its  offices, 
residence  of  officers,  agents,  and  laborers,  and  sites  for  its 
water-works,  engines,  reservoirs,  and  the  customary  orna- 
mental grounds  and  gardens  attached,  and  may  sell  or 
exchange  the  same  as  may  be  convenient  or  necessary 
for  the  operations  and  business  of  said  company :  Provided, 
That  the  city  of  Newport  may,  at  any  time  after  the  lapse

186.0        of  twenty  years,  purcha&e  the  stock  of  said  company  at 
par,  if  it  shall  be  required  by.  the  authorities  of  said  city. 

§  3.  That  the  city  council  of  the  city  of  Newport  is  here- 
by empowered  to  grant  unto  the  said  Newport  water* works 
company^  all  the  privileges  required  to  enable  said  com* 
pany  to  carry  out  its  business  as  aforesaid,  and  to  convey 
to  the  said  company,  during  the  time  of  its  charter,  the 
exclusive  right  to  lay  pipes  for  conveyance  of  water  through 
all  the  streetsf  lanes,  alleys,  squares,  and  public  wharves 
of  said  city ;  the  company  to  repair  any  streets,  alleys, 
&c.,  in  which  they  may  lay  said  pipes,  so  far  as  they  may 
have  iiyured  the  same,  as  soon  as  said  pipes  are  laid. 

§  4.  That  all  the  rights  of  way  and  other  privileges 
requisite  for  laying  pipes  and  building  water-works  are 
hereby  granted  and  secured  unto  the  said  Newport  water** 
works  company,  in  so  far  as  the  jurisdiction  of  the  State  of 
Kentucky  extends  over  the  beds,  margins,  and  waters  of  the 
river  Ohio  and  Licking  river,  in  the  county  of  Campbell. 

§  5.  That  the  corporators  individually  before  named,  or 
a  minority  of  them,  shall,  by  advertisement  for  one  week 
in  one  of  the  newspapers  published  either  in  Newport  or 
Covington,  or  Cincinnati,  call  a  meeting,  and  superintend 
the  same,  of  all  persons  who  shall  have  become  subscribers 
to  the  capital  stock  of  the  said  Newport  Water- works 
Company,  who  shall,  by  themselves  or  by  their  proxies, 
elect  seven  directors,  owners  of  at  least  two  shares  of  the 
stock,  each  share  represented  to  have  one  vote ;  the  said 
directors  to  elect  one  of  their  own  number  as  president. 
Said  board  of  president  and  directors  to  serve  for  one  year, 
or  until  their  successors  are  elected,  with  power  to  fill 
vacancies  in  their  own  board,  when  caused  by  death,  resig- 
nation, or  otherwise.  To  the  said  board  of  president  and 
directors  shall  be  intrusted  the  care  and  management  of 
the  property  and  affairs  of  the  company,  under  the  by-laws 
which  may  be  made  from  time  to  time  by  the  shareholders, 
at  their  regular  meetings,  or  by  said  directors. 

§  6,  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  willfully,  by  any 
means  whatever,  injure  or  destroy  any  portion  of  the 
water  pipes,  hydrants,  or  fixtures,  or  any  part  of  the  pumps, 
engines,  buildings,  or  reservoirs  of  said  company ;  or  shall 
willfully  let  on  the  water,  or  open  any  communication  to 
allow  the  water  to  flow,  after  it  has  been  stopped  by  the 
said  company,  or  shall  both,  throw  dirt,  or  otherwise  ren- 
der impure  the  water  used  by  said  company,  such  person 
or  persons,  upon  conviction  thereof  before  the  proper  au- 
thorities, shall  be  liable  to  the  company  for  all  damages 
occasioned  by  such  act  or  acts,  and  shall  furthermore  be 
considered  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall  be  fined,  at

$  7.  That  the  company  may  borrow  money  by  their  issue    t 
of  bonds,  or  otherwise,  if  required,  at  any  time,  to  extend 
the  works,  but  shall  #not  have  the  right  to  exercise  any 
banking  privileges  whatsoever. 

§  8.  That  the  said  company  shall  also  have  power  to  ex- 
tend the  water  pipes  and  operations  outside  the  corporate 
limits  of  the  city  of  Newport,  to  supply  water,  and  to  build  ^ 
works  and  reservoirs  to  and  in  other  adjacetit  localities, 
on  such  [terms  and  conditions}-  as  said  company  and  the 
legal  authorities  or  representatives  of  such  localities,  be 
they  corporate  or  private,  may  hereafter  arrange  and  agree 
between  themselves. 

§  9.  This  act  shall  take  efiect  fW>m  its  passage ;  but  the 
said  company  shall  furnish  all  water  for  extinguishing  fire 
in  the  city  of  Newport  free  of  charge;  and  for  such  pur- 
pose the  city  counch  flhall  have  power  to  locate  fire-plugs 
in  said  city,  at  such  points  as  they  may  deem  necessary ; 
and  the  said  company  shall  organize  within  one  year  from 
the  passage  of  this  act,  and  shall  in  each  year  thereafter 
lay  at  least  one  mile  of  main  water-pipe,  until  the  neces- 
sary main  pipe  shall  be  laid.

§  2.  Books  for  the  subscription  of  stock  in  said  company 
shall  be  opened  on  the  third  Monday  in  March,  1860,  or  as 
soon  thereafter  as  may  be  convenient,  at  Owenton,  under 
the  direction  of  A.  P.  Grover,  Absalom  Ford,  B.  Haydon, 
James  Yallandingham,  and  Elias  Crawley,  or  a  mcyority  of 
them,  who  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners  for  that 
purpose;  and  said  books  shall  be  kept  open  for  twelve

ed, the  aforesaid  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall, 
at  such  time  and  place  as  they  may  designate,  call  a  meet- 
ing of  the  stockholders,  for  an  election  of  a  president  and 
four  directors,  who  shall  hold  their  of&ce  for  one  year,  and 
till  their  successors  are  elected.  The  call  for  said  meeting 
of  the  stockholders  shall  be  published  for  three  weeks  pre-

said  road;  and  to  have  and  to  use  a  common  seal,  and  the 
same  to  alter  and  renew  at  pleasure;  to  make  and  ordain 
all  such  by-laws  as  may  be  necessary  and  prop  r  for 
the  contitruction  and  repairs  of  said  road,  not  contrary  to 
the  constitution  and  laws  of  Kentucky. 

§  5.  That  the  president  and  directors  shall,  before  they 
enter  upon  the  duties  of  their  office,  take  an  oath  before 
some  ju8?tice  of  the  peace,  that  they  will  faithfully  dis- 
charge the  duties  of  their  respective  offices,  without  favor 
or  atiection,  according  to  the  best  of  their  judgment;  that 
said  president  and  directors  shall  have  the  power  to  ap- 
point a  treasurer,  and  such  other  officers  as  they  may  deem

dent  and  directors,  in  the  penalty  of  two  thousand  dollars, 
conditioned  that  he  will  faithfully  discharge  the  duties  of 
his  office,  and  account  for  all  moneys  and  other  property 
that  may  come  to  his  hands  by  virtue  thereof. 

§  6.  The  president  and  directors  shall  agree  upon  soma 
skillful  engineer,  to  be  by  them  employed,  to  survey  and 
examine  the  route  for  said  road,  and  to  commence  the 
same  at  some  point  or  points  next  to  Owenton,  as  they 
may  deem  expedient;  and  whenever  they  shall  have  com- 
pleted the  first  four  consecutive  miles  of  said  road,  in  the 
manner  hereinaftei;  designated,  they  may  erect  a  ^ate 
thereon ;  and  in  case  a  gate  may  be  erected  upon  the  com- 
pletion of  the  first  four  miles,  the  second  gate  shall  not  bB 
erected  till  six  additional  miles  of  said  road  shall  be  com- 
pleted.

road  or  portion  of  a  road,  it  shall  be  satisfied  of  the  ability 
of  the  company  with  the  aid  of  such  subscription  to  com- 
plete the  construction  of  the  same. 

§  2.  That  said  court  shall  have  power,  when  any  such 
subscription  shall  have  been  made,  to  levy  a  tax  upon  the 
real  and  personal  property  of  said  county  subject  to  taxa* 
tion  for  revenue  purposes,  sufficient  to  pay  the  same,  which 
tax  shall  be  collected  by  the  sheriff,  under  the  same  respon- 
sibilities which  now  apply  by  law  to  the  collection  of  the 
revenue  of  the  State. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  993. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Patiotenm  Sulphur  Spring  and  Manufucturlng  Com- 
pany. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonioedlth 
of  Kentrjbcky: 

§  1.  That  S.  A.  Atchison,  H.  K.  Pusey,  Henry  Haynes, 
and  R.  P.  McMurtry,  their  associates,  successors,  and  as- 
signs, be,  and  they  are  hereby,  constituted  and  created  a 
body  corporate  and  politic,  in  the  county  of  Meade,  by  the 
name  and  style  of  the  Patroleum  Sulphur  Spring  and  Man- 
ufacturing Company;  and  by  that  name  shall  have  per- 
petual succession ;  may  contract  and  be  contracted  with, 
sue  and  be  sued,  defend  and  be  defended,  in  all  courts  and 
places ;  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  the  same 
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I860.       may  alter,  change,  or  renew  at  pleasure;  may  purchase, 

receive,  hold,  and  enjoy  real  estate  and  personal  property 

of  every  kind  and  description  whatsoever,  in  the  county  of 
Meade  or  elsewhere,  and  the  same,  or  any  part  thereof,  may 
sell,  dispose  of,  and  convey  at  pleasure. 

^  2.  The  business  of  the  company  shall  be  the  manufac- 
turing of  such  materials  as  may  be  found  on  the  property ; 
also  building  and  erecting  suitable  cottages  and  conve- 
niences as  the  directory  may  deem  proper  for  the  accom- 
dation  of  the  af&icted,  and  all  persons  who  may  visit  said 
springs;  and  the  general  use,  control,  management,  and 
disposition  of  all  the  funds,  real  estate,  and  personalty  of 
the  company,  in  the  same  manner  private  individuals  could 
or  would  have  the  lawful  right  to  do  with  the  same. 

§  3.  The  corporators,  S.  A.  Atchison,  H.  K.  Pusey,  Henry 
Haynes,  and  Robert  P.  McMurtry,  shall  be  the  first  direct- 
ors of  the  said  company ;  and  so  soon  as  a  majority  of 
them  shall  meet  together  for  that  purpose,  in  the  county  of 
Meade  or  elsewhere,  they,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall 
have  the  right  to  organize  the  company  by  electing  one  of 
the  said  directors  president  of  the  company.  When  a 
president  is  so  elected,  the  said  company  shall  be,  and  ia 
hereby,  declared  duly  organized  under  this  charter. 

§  4.  When  thus  organized,  the  president  and  directors, 
and  their  successors  in  office,  shall  have  power  to  make, 
ordain,  establish,  and  enforce,  from  time  to  time,  by-laws, 
rules,  and  regulations  necessary  for  the  good  management, 
government,  and  prosecution  of  the  business  generally,  and 

Sarticularly  of  the  company,  as  well  as  its  fiscal  and  pru- 
ential  concerns,  aa  the  president  and  directory  may  think 
proper :  Providedy  That  all  such  by-laws,  rules,  and  regu- 
lations shall  be  consistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  char- 
ter, with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  this  State  and  of  the 
United  States. 

5.  The  president  first  elected  and  the  directors  named  in 
this  charter,  and  their  successors  in  office,  shall  hold  their 
offices  for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  in  office  shall 
be  elected  and  enter  upon  the  duties  of  their  offices  respect- 
ively. 

§  G.  An  annual  meeting  of  the  stockholders  shall  be  called 
by  the  president  at  some  day  and  place  to  be  named  in  the 
by-laws  in  the  same  month  of  each  year  in  which  the  first 
organization  of  the  company  shall  be  effected.  At  such 
annual  meetings  the  stockholders  shall  elect  the  directors 
of  the  company  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  provided  in 
the  by-laws,  but  not  to  exceed  five  in  number.  In  holding 
all  elections  each  stockholder  shall  have  as  many  votes  as 
they  may  have  or  hold  shares  of  the  capital  stock  of  the 
company,  and  absent  holders  or  owners  of  stock  may  vote 
by  proxy,  as  provided  in  the  by-laws.     The  company  may 
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from  time  to  time  elect  a  president  of  the  company,  whose       1860. 

term  of  office  shall  expire  at  the  next  annaal  meeting  of  ' 

the  stockholders: 

§  7.  The  president  and  directors  may  be  removed  and 
new  directors  elected  at  any  meeting,  at  any  time  called 
by  the  president,  by  the  directors,  or  by  a  majority  in  inter- 
est of  the  stockholders,  by  a  vote  of  the  holders  of  a  ma- 
jority of  the  capital  stock  of  the  company  then  issued. 

§  8.  At  every  annaal  meeting  or  called  meeting  the  offi- 
cers, agents,  and  clerks  of  the  company  shall,  if  so  requested, 
submit  a  correct  and  full  statement  of  the  affairs,  business, 
resources,  liabilities,  and  accounts,  the  number  of  cottages' 
built,  &c.,  &c.,  and  also  a  full  list  of  the  owners  or  holders  • 

of  the  stock,  and  the  number  of  shares  owned  by  each. 
>»  §  9.  If  the  annual  meeting  of  the  stockholders  should 
not  be  held,  as  provided  herein,  for  the  election  of  direct- 
ors, the  company  shall  not,  for  that  reason,  be  dissolved, 
nor  shall  this  charter,  for  that  reason,  be  forfeited ;  but  a 
majority  in  interest  of  the  stockholders  may,  at  any  time 
after  such  failure,  meet  and  proceed  to  elect  the  directors;  • 
and  the  directors  so  elected  may  elect  a  president  of  the 
company,  to  hold  their  offices  until  the  time  affixed  for  the 
next  election,  and  until  their  successors  enter  upon  the 
duties  of  their  offices.

ganized ;  and  for  recording  all  such  lists,  the  clerk  shall  be 
entitled,  to  two  cents  for  every  twenty  words  recorded  in  his 
office. 

§  12.  The  company  may  appoint  and  employ  agents, 
managers,  clerks,  and  other  officers,  and  take  bonds  from 
them  for  the  faithful  performance  of  duty;  and  all  con- 
tracts, written  or  verbal,  made  by  the  agents  or  clerks  of 
the  company,  within  the  scope  and  range  of  its  regular 
business,  for  the  benefit  and  in  the  name  of  the  corporation, 
shall  be  as  binding  as  if  made  by  the  president,  except  that 
conveyances  of  land  and  mortgages  must  be  made  by  the 
president,  as  herein:  provided,  or  by  an  agent  expressly  au- 
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1860.      thomed  and  empowered  by  a  properly  executed  power  of 
attorney.

§  1 .  That  William  Carpenter  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  au- 
thorized and  permitted  to  build  across  Troublesome  creek, 
Breathitt  county,  Kentucky,  a  dam,  so  that  said  dam  shall 
not  exceed  seven  feet  in  height  above  low-water  mark. 

§  2.  That  all  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  so  far  as  the  same  may  conflict  here- 
with, are  hereby  repealed. 

§  3.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

That  it  is  hereby  declared  to  be  lawful  for  the  county 
court  of  Harrison  county  to  erect  a  bridge  across  main 
Licking  river,  at  the  town  of  Claysville,  in  said  county.

CHAPTER  996. 

AN  ACT  in  relation  to  the  county  lines  of  Floyd,  and  Lawrence,  and  Johnson 

counties. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealih 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  line  between  Floyd  and  Lawrence  counties 
shall  continue  on  the  dividing  ridge  (at  the  head  of  Wolfe 
creek)  between  the  waters  of  Wolfe  creek  and  Rockcastle 
creek,  and  Wolfe  creek  and  Buck  creek,  to  the  nearest 
point  of  the  hill,  to  the  mouth  of  said  Wolfe  creek ;  thence 
to  the  mouth  of  Wolfe  creek ;  and  all  south  of  the  above 
line  shall  form  and  be  a  part  of  Floyd  county. 

$  2.  That  the  line  between  the  counties  of  Lawrence  and 
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Johnson  fihall  continue  on  the  dividing  ridge  between  the       1860. 
waters  of  upper  Laurel  and  Kenton^s  fork  of  Blain,  to  the 
Morgan  county  line,  including  said  Benton's  fork  in  the 
county  of  Lawrence. 

§  3.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  the  first  day 
of  May  next.

CHAPTER  997. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Kiddville  Turnpike  Road  Company. 

Be  it  efiacUd  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  CommaniDealth 
rf  Kentucky: 

^  1.  That  a  company  be,  and  is  hereby,  created,  under 
the  name  and  style  of  the  ^^  Kiddville  Turnpike  Road  Com* 
pany,"  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  macadamized 
turnpike  road,  in  the  county  of  Clarke,  from  a  point  near 
an  old  blacksmith  shop,  on  the  lands  of  Samuel  Chover,  on 
the  Winchester  and  Mount  Sterling  road,  and  near  the 
Montgomery  and  Clarke  line ;  thence  by  the  w^  of  Kidd- 
ville to  a  point  where  the  Winchester  e^d  Red  River  Iron 
Works  road  crosses  Lulbegrud  creek,  near  Zadoc  Kidd^s 
plantation,  the  best  and  most  practicable  route. 

^  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  may  be  thirty 
thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  one  hundred 
dollars  each. 

§  3.  A  book  for  the  subscription  of  stock  in  said  company, 
under  the  direction  of  John  H.  Goff,  A.  C.  Barrow,  Peyton 
Adams,  Wm.  N.  Thompson,  Samuel  G.  Stewart,  and  Har*. 
risen  Thompson,  as  commissioners,  any  one  or  more  of 
whom  may  act ;  and  procure  a  book  in  which  the  subscrib- 
ers to  the  stock  of  said  company  shall  enter  into  the  follow- 
ing obligation,  to-wit:  ^^We,  whose  names  are  hereto 
subscribed,  do  respectively  promise  to  pay  to  the  Kiddville 
Turnpike  Road,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  for  each 
and  every  share  of  stock  in  said  company  set  opposite  to 
our  names,  in  such  manner  and  proportions,  and  at  such 
times,  as  shall  be  required  by  the  president  and  directors  of 
said  company ; "  which  obligation  may  be  enforced  in  the 
proper  courts. 

§  4.  The  book  of  subscription  shall  remain  open  until  the 
whole  capital  stock,  or  enough  to  complete  said  road,  shall 
have  been  subscribed. 

^  5.  So  soon  as  five  thousand  dollars  shall  have  been 
subscribed,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commissioners,  or 
Bome  one  of  them,  to  give  notice  of  a  meeting  of  the  stock- 
holders of  said  company,  in  the  town  of  Kiddville,  for  the 
purpose  of  choosing  officers;  which  notice  shall  be  put  up 
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1860.  »t  three  of  the  tnost  public  places  on  the  contemplated  road, 
' for  at  least  ten  days  before  the  meeting ;  and  at  said  meet- 
ing d,t  least  two  commissioners  shall  be  present  and  super- 
intend and  conduct  the  election.  There  shall  be  elected  a 
president  and  five  directors,  who  shall  hold  their  office  one 
year,  and  until  their  successors  be  duly  elected  and  quali- 
fied. At  all  elections  the  stockholders  shall  be  entitled  to 
one  vote  for  each  share  of  stock  held,  and  their  vote  may 
be  caet  by  proxy.  The  president  and  directors  shall  take 
an  oath  before  some  justice  of  the  peace,  that  they  will 
faithfully  discharge  the  duties  of  the  respective  offices, 
without  favor  or  affection,  according  to  the  best  of  their 
judgment ;  and  upon  the  election  and  qualification  of  the 
president  and  directors  of  said  company,  the  stockholders 
thereof  shall  become  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the 
name  and  style  of  the  "Kiddville  Turnpike  Road  Compa- 
ny;" and  by  that  name  shall  have  perpetual  succession  ; 
contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  and  have 
all  the  powers  conferred  by  the  Revised  Statutes  on  turn- 
pike road  companies  incorporated  according  to  its  provis- 
ions. 

§  6.  That  the  provisions  of  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to 
incorperate  the  Parker's  Mill  Turnpike  Road  Company,*' 
approved  March  10, 1854,  from  section  seven  to  tw^enty,  in- 
clusive, shall  apply  to  the  corporation  hereby  created.

CHAPTER  968. 

AN  ACT  to  {Hrescribe  the  mode  of  working  the  public  roads  in  the  counties  of 

Union,  Spencer,  and  Carter. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Union  county  court 
at  the  September  term,  1860,  to  lay  off  and  allot  the  roads 
in  said  county,  into  as  many  road  districts  as  they  may 
consider  necessary,  in  such  manner  that  each  district  shall 
contain,  as  near  as  may  be  without  actual  measurement, 
an  equal  length  of  road ;  and  said  court  shall,  at  the  same 
term,  or  at  some  subsequent  term,  appoint  a  superintend- 
ent or  surveyor  for  each  of  said  districts,  who  shall  hold 
his  appointment  one  year,  or  until  his  successor  shall  be 
appointed  ;  and  it  shall  be  his  duty,  with  the  means  put  into 
his  hands  for  that  purpose,  to  superintend  and  control  the 
improvement  and  opening  the  public  roads  in  his  district; 
and  shall  keep  the  said  roads  in  repair  so  far  as  the  means 
provided  will  enable  him. 

§  2.  Within  ten  days  after  the  entry  of  said  order  (or  as 
soon  thereafter  as  practicable)  appointing  a  road  super- 
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visor,  the  clerk  of  said  court  shall  deliver  to  the  sheriff  of      I860. 

«aid  county  a  copy  of  the  order  establishing  the  district ^ 

«ind  the  appointment  of  a  supervisor ;  and  said  sheriff  shall 
deliver  a  copj'^  of  the  same  to  the  person  so  appointed,  and 
make  due  return,  indorsed  on  the  original  to  the  clerk  of 
said  court. 

§  3.  That  a  tax  of  one  cent  on  each  one  hundred  dollars 
•of  ad  vahrem  valuation  of  property  assessed  for  State  rev- 
•«nue  in  said  county,  and  a  poll  tax  of  not  more  than  one 
dollar  and  fifty  cents  on  each  tithe  subject  to  county  levy 
within  said  county,  shall  each  year  be  levied  and  collected 
for  road  purposes;  and  the  sheriff  of  said  county  shall  col- 
lect such  tax  from  the  several  persons  that  he  shall  find 
listed  upon  his  tax  book,  in  the  same  manner  as  he  is 
authorized  now  by  law  to  collect  the  county  levy  and  rev- 
enue tax ;  and  the  county  court,  in  taking  said  sheriffs 
bond  to  secure  the  collection  and  payment  of  the  county 
levy,  shall,  in  such  bond,  provide  for  the  faithful  collection' 
and  payment  of  this  road  fund;  and  when  this  fund  shall 
be  collected,  the  sheriff  shall  pay  the  same  over  to  such 
person  or  persons  entitled  to  receive  the  same  by  order  of 
said  court;  and  on  his  failure  to  do  sd,  may  be  proceeded 
sBtgainst  either  by  motion  or  suit  on  his  bond  against  him 
•and  his  sureties,  in  the  name  of  the  Union  county  court,  in 
•any  court  having  junsdietion ;  and  such  sheriff  shall  re- 
ceive the  same  fees  for  collecting  such  road  tax  as  is  now 
allowed  him  for  collecting  the  county  levy. 

§  4.  The  several  road  districts  in  «aid  county  shall,  from 
^ime  to  time,  receive  an  annual  allowance  out  of  said  fund,  ' 

which  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  several  superintendents  as 
the  county  court  of  said  co«inty  may  direct ;  and  said  super- 
intendent  shall  lay  out  and  expend  the  same  in  the  repair  of 
said  road>and  he  shall  beentitled  to  receive  such  compensa- 
tion as  the  said  county  court  shall  £illow,«o  that  such  allow- 
ance shall  not  exceed  twenty  dollars  per  year;  and  before 
«uch  allowa4ice  shall  be  made,  he  shall  make  a  full  and  true 
report,  under  oath  thereon,  stating  the  amount  he  has  re- 
ceived^ <and  the  manner  he  has  expended  it ;  and  for  failure 
to  make  said  report,  or  failure  to  pay  over,  or  expend  the 
money  in  the  way  herein  directed,  he  maybe  motioned 
against  in  said  court,  and  may  be  fined,  at  the  discretion  of 
the  court,  not  exceeding  double  the  amount  he  mc^  be 
4bund  a  defaulter,  which  motion  n^ay  be  made  by  the 
county  attorney,  by  giving  such  supervisor  ten  days'  notice 
in  writing. 

§  5.  That  should  any  road  supervisor  fail  or  refuse  to 
-act  when  thus  appointed,  or  fail  to  repair  said  road  and 
4ceep  the  same  in  good  order,  so  far  as  the  means  placed 
in  his  hands  shall  permit,  he  shall  be  subject  to  an  indict^ 
4»ent  by  a  grand  jury,  and  fined  in  such  sum  as  shall  be 
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1860.    •  adjudged  against  him,  but  not  to  exceed  the  som  of  fire 

dollars,  which  shall  be  applied  aud  made  part  of  the  road 

Aind  when  collected. 

§  6.  That  any  person  who  may  be  listed  or  assessed  for 
road  tax,  may  be  permitted  by  the  supervisor  to  work  out  the 
amount  of  tax  due  from  him  on  any  portion  of  road  with- 
in such  precinct,  on  such  terms  as  he  and  said  supervisor 
may  agree  upon ;  and  when  such  person  shall  obtain  the 
certificate  of  such  supervisor  and  present  it  to  the  sheriff, 
said  aheriff  shall  give  a  receipt  to  such  person  for  his  said 
..  road  tax,  and  take  in  such  certificate,  which  shall  be  a 
voucher  for  so  much  money  paid  out  by  him  in  bis  settle- 
ment with  the  said  court. 

§  7.  Said  county  court  shall  have  power  to  alter  or 
change  the  boundary  of  said  road  precinct  whenever  they 
may  see  proper ;  and  that  on  the  first  Monday  in  Septem- 
ber next,  the  general  laws  of  this  Commonwealth  pre 
scribing  the  mode  of  clearing  out  and  improving  the  public 
road?,  shall  be  inoperative  in  the  county  of  Union :  Pro* 
vided\  That  at  the  next  August  election  a  majority  of  all 
the  votes  cast  shall  vote  in  favor  of  adopting  this  act  a» 
the  road  law  of  said  county ;  and  to  ascertain  whether  a 
majority  of  the  voters  of  said  county  are  in  favor  of  it,  il 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sheriff  of  said  county  to  cause  ta 
be  opened  at  each  voting  precinct  therein,  two  columns  o» 
the  poll-books  to  record  Uie  votes  for  or  against  the  prO' 
visions  of  this  act;  and  each  voter  shall  vote  for  or  against 
the  same,  which  shall  be  set  down;  and  when  the  votes 
shall  be  compared,  if  it  shall  appear  that  a  majority  of 
votes  cast  at  said  election  shall  be  in  favor  of  the  pro^ 
visions  of  this  act,  the  county  court  of  said  county  shall 
proceed  to  carry  out  the  pfovisions  of  this  act  as  herein 
directed;  and  the  same  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect.. 

^  8.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  also  apply  to  the 
counties  of  Spencer  and  Carter. 

§  9.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

That  said  Cowgiil  shall,  with  three 
solvent  freeholders  as  surety,  execute  in  said  court  ist  cove- 
nant to  the  Commonwealth,  covenanting  that  he  will  not 
suffer  any  gaming  in  his  house  or  on  his  premises,  and 
will  not  suli'er  any  person  to  tipple  or  drink  more  than  is 
necessary  in  his  house  or  on  his  premises,  or  at  any  time 
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lS60i:  suffer  any  scandalous  or  disorderly  behavior  in  his  house*  or- 
" ^  on  hid  premises,  and  that  he  will  not  sell  or  give  any  spir- 
ituous liquors  to  any  slave,  or  suffer  or  permit  any  one  so 
to  act  in  his  house  or  on  his  premises :  Provided^  also,  That 
he  shall  take  an  oath  before  the  Umon  couaty  court  that  he 
intends  in  good  faith  to  keep  a  coffee-house  lor  the  accom- 
modation of  the  public,  and  that  he  will  not  sell  or  give,  or 
cause  to  be  sold  or  given,  to  any  slave  of  v^Uch  he  is  not 
the  owner  and  posesidBor^  or  which  is  not  in  his  employ  by 
contract  with  the  person  having  the  rightful'  authority  to 
hire  the  slave,  any  wine,  brandy,  whisky,  or  aay  other  spir- 
ituous liquor,  or  a  mixture  thereof,  without  an  order  from 
the  owner  or  other  person  having  authority  over  such 
slave. 

§  2.  For  a  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  he  shall 
be  indictable  by  a  grand  jury,  and  subject  to  the  same 
penalty  now  imposed  by  law  for  keeping  a  tippling-house.

and  any  voter  who  shall  vote  out  of  his  precinct  so  estab* 
lished,  shall  be  liable  to  the  penalties  denounced  against 
illegal  voting :  Provided,  No  change  shall  be  made  within 
ten  days  next  preceding  an  election.  The  council  shall  re- 
Xay re-arrange  arrange  and  equalize  the  wards,  whenever  it  is  made  to 
wards.  appear  to  them  that  the  white  population  of  the  ward  hav- 

ing the  lowest  number  in  population  is  as  much  as  one  fourth 
less  than  the  white  population  of  the  ward  having  the 
highest  number  in  population ;  and  in  such  re-arrangement» 
or  whenever  it  shall  be  deemed  necessary,  the  council  shall 
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have  power  to  make  a  new  ward  or  wards.  The  wards  in 
their  arrangement  shall  always  be  made  as  equal  in  popu- 
lation as  practicable.  An  enameration  of  the  population 
of  each  ward  shall  be  made  in  the  year  1860,  and  every 
fifth  year  thereafter,  by  the  assessor  of  the  city. 

§  3.  In  all  elections  under  the  city  charter  the  votes  shall 
be  given  by  ballot;  and  the  ballot-boxes  shall  be  provided 
by  the  city  council. 

§  4.  The  city  council  shall  Have  power,  from  time  to 
time,  to  assess  and  collect  taxes  for  specific  purposes,  and 
for  limited  periods  of  time,  upon  whatever  now  is,  or  from 
time  to  time  may  be,  taxable  under  this  charter  for  revenue 
purposes,  for  such  a  sum  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  of 
valuation,  and  for  such  a  period  of  time  as  the  oouneil  may 
designate :  Provided,  That  no  tax  shall  be  levied  under  this 
section,  unless  a  majority  cf  the  qualified  voters  of  said

levied  to  pay  for  improvements  done  by  order  of  the  city 
council,  in  accordance  with  said  charter,  on  the  streets  or 
sidewalks,  or  for  the  construction  of  new  streets  as  now 
provided,  may  be  enforced  by  a  suit  in  equity,  in  the  Ken- 
ton circuit  court,  by  the  contractor  or  any  claimant  under 
him,  who  shall  exhibit  a  copy  of  the  ordinance  or  order  of 
said  council  directing  said  work  to  be  done,  a  copy  of  the 
proceeding  accepting  said  work  by  said  council,  and  a  copy 
of  the  ordinance  levying  the  tax  on  the  property  fronting 
or  abutting  said  street  so  improved  with  sidewalk,  or  re- 
paired or  conatructed,  which  proceedings,  shown  by  said 
copies,  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  in  favor  of  the  claim  of 
the  contractor  or  any  one  claiming  under  him ;  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  said  court  to  correct  errors,  if  any,  in  the  assess- 
ment,  and  decree  an  enforcement  of  the  lien,  and  a  sale  of 
so  much  of  the  property  of  the  parties  defendant  as  will 
be  sufficient  to  pay  such  assessment  and  costs.

thereupon  the  Governor  shall  commission  the  person  thus 
elected. 

§  3.  That  upon  the  reception  of  said  commission,  and 
after  the  taking  of  the  constitutional  oath,  said  police 
judge  shall  be  at  liberty  to  enter  upon  the  discharge  of 
the  duties  of  his  office. 

§  4.  The  police  judge  of  said  town  shall  have  jurisdic- 
tion to  try  all  persons  charged  with  offenses  against  the 
by-laws  of  said  town,  and  the  same  jurisdiction  in  civil, 
y  penal,  and  criminal  cases  as  county  court  judges,  and  be 

entitled  to  the  same  fees ;  and  the  regular  tertns  for  trying 
civil  cases  to  be  fixed  by  the  county  court. 

§  5.  That  all  fines  assessed  before  said  police  judge  or 
others,  for  violations  of  the  by-laws  of  said  town,  or  viola-

of, shall  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  the  board  of  trustees, 
and  be  expended  by  the  trustees  in  the  improvement  of  the 
sidewalks,  streets,  and  alleys  of  said  town ;  in  case  there 
be  no  such  treasurer  at  any  time  the  fines  aforesaid  shall 
be  paid,  for  the  time  being,  to  the  county  court  clerk,  who 
shall  hold  same  subject  to  the  order  of  said  trustees. 

§  6.  The  person  elected  as  marshal  shall,  within  ten 
days  thereafter,  execute  bond  and  enter  upon  the  discharge 
of  his  duties  as  now  provided  by  law. 

§  7.  That  in  case  of  the  death,  resignation,  or  removal 
of  the  marshal,  the  vacancy  for  the  balance  of  the  term 
may  be  filled  by  the  board  of  trustees,  or  upon  their  failure 
for  one  month,  the  police  judge  may  make  the  appoint- 
ment; and  the  person  thus  appointed  shall  hold  his  office 
until  the  next  regular  election ;  and  in  case  of  the  death, 
removal,  or  resignation  of  the  police  judge,  the  authorized 
voters  as  aforesaid  may,  at  any  time  after  ten  days'  notice, 
to  be  given  by  the  county  court  clerk,  proceed  to  elect  a 
person  to  fill  the  vacancy,  who  shall  be  commissioned  as 
aforesaid.

§  8.  The  assessors  of  the  county  shall,  at  the  time  of  as* 
sessing  the  property  of  the  county,  ascertain  the  number  of 
dogs  owned  by  each  citizen  or  individual  of  the  county ; 
and  to  enable  him  to  obtain  this  information  he  is  hereby 
vested  with  the  same  power  that  he  now  has  by  law  in  as« 
sessing  property:    Provided^  That  every  dog  about  the 

f ^remises  of  each  housekeeper  shall  be  considered  as  be* 
onging  to  such  housekeeper* 

§  4.  The  sheriff  shall  collect  said  tax  in  the  same  manner 
and  for  the  same  compensation  as  he  now  collects  the 
county  levy. 

§  5.  The  proceeds  arising  from  said  tax  shall,  when  col-* 
lected,  be  paid  over  to  a  treasurer,  to  be  appointed  by  the 
judge  of  the  county  court  of  Shelby  county,  who  shall  give 
bond  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties.  The  funds 
thus  collected  shall  be  under  the  control  and  management 
of  the  justices  composing  the  court  of  claims,  and  shall  ap-

1^9 1856,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  re-enacted,  with  this 
"r^ exception :  the  tolls  allowed  by  said  act  of  1856  on  two- 
horse  wagons  shall  be  thirty  cents  instead  of  forty  cents,  as 
required  by  said  act;  and  that  all  persons  living  in,  as  well 
as  out  of  the  counties  of  Laurel  and  Rockcastle,  shall  pay 
toll  when  driving  stock  to  market,  or  when  hauling  goods, 
wares,  or  merchandise,  or  salt  on  said  road.

^  2.  That  the  county  judge  of  Rockcastle  county,  at  his 
October  term,  shall  appoint  a  tolUgate  keeper  and  over* 
seer,  if  one  is  necessary,  for  the  term  of  twelve  months ; 
and  that  the  said  county  judge  and  county  attorney  of 
Rockcastle  county  shall  have  full  and  entire  control  and 
management  of  the  manner  of  working  said  road ;  and  if 
they  think  the  interest  of  the  road  require  it,  shall  have 
full  power  and  authority  to  sectionize  the  same,  and  to 
regulate  the  number  of  hands  on  said  road ;  not,  however, 
to  list  any  hand  who  lives  over  one  half  mile  from  said 
road,  and  who  shall  be  governed  in  all  respects  by  the  laws 
now  in  force  in  relation  to  county  roads ;  and  the  tolls  from 
said  road,  afler  paying  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  gate- 
keeper, &c.,  shall  be  appropriated  to  paying  the  indebted*- 
ness  of  said  road. 

§3.  All  laws  coming  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  oT 
this  act  is  hereby  repealed.

purchasing  and  holding  all  such  real  and  personal  estate  as 
may  be  required  for  the  use  of  said  lodge ;  to  receive  all 
necessary  conveyances;  to  sell,  convey,  and  dispose  of  all 
such  real  or  personal  estate  as  they  may  have  or  hereafter 
acquire :  Provided^  The  amount  vested  in  real  estate,  ex- 
clusive of  buildings  thereon,  shall  at  no  time  exceed  ten 
thousand  dollars.

AN  ACT  to  change  the  mode  of  working  roads  in  McLean  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  ike  Commonuwalth  of 
Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  the  county  court  of  McLean  county,  a  minor- 
ity of  the  juatices  of  the  peace  of  said  county  being  pres- 
ent and  concurring,  shall  elect  a  superintendent  of  public 
roads  in  said  county,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  let  the  work-- 
ing  of  the  several  public  roads  in  said  county,  or  such  parts 
of  them  as  may  be  deemed  advisable,  with  specifications 
of  the  work  to  be  performed,  and  take  bond  and  security 
for  the  faithful  performance,  of  the  same.  The  county 
judge,  with  the  justices  of  the  peace  of  said  .county,  a  ma- 
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jority  of  the  justices  ooncarring,  shall  fix  the  salary  of  the       1860. 

superintendent,  and  adopt  such  rules  and  regulations  for r* 

kis  government  for  letting  out  of  roads,  and  the  mode  of 
working  the  same,  as  they  may  deem  advisable. 

§  2.  That  said  county  court,  a  majority  of  the  justices 
of  the  peace  concurring,  shall,  annually,  levy  one  dollar 
per  head  on  every  hand  liable  by  existing  laws  to  work 
roads,  and  on  the  owners  of  slaves  one  dollar  per  head  for 
each  slave  liable  by  existing  laws  to  work  the  roads,  as  a 
road  tax  to  raise  a  fund  for  the  working  and  improving  the 
roads  of  said  county;  the  said  .tax  to  be  due  and  collectable 
in  the  same  manner  that  county  levies  are  by  existing  laws 
due  and  collectable :  Pravidedy  That  said  tax  may  be  paid 
in  work  on  the  roads  at  such  prices  as  may  be  agreed  upon 
with  the  contractor  or  undertaker,  the  certificate  of  the 
contractor  to  be  evidence  of  the  amount  and  performance 
of  work,  and  the  sherifi*  to  receive  such  certificate  from  the 
person  performing  the  work,  and  credit  him  his  road  tax 
tkerehy. 

§  3.  The  superintendent  shall  make  a  report  of  all  the 
work  done,  specifying  the  same,  and  the  total  cost,  and 
when  practicable,  the  measurement  thereof;  whereupon, 
the  clerk  of  the  county  court  shall  certify  the  same,  and 
copy  it  in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose,  to  be  denom- 
inated the  county  road  book.  The  judge  of  the  county 
court  shall,  upon  the  back  of  such  certified  report,  give  an 
order  upon  the  sherifi*  of  said  county  for  the  amount  thereof, 
who  shall  pay  the  same  from  the  moneys,  collected  arising 
from  the  road  tax. 

§  4.  The  several  contractors  or  undertakers  of  work  on 
roads  under  this  system,  shall  be  liable  for  fine  for  failure 
to  comply  with  the  specifications  of  their  contract,  in  the 
same  way  and  manner  that  surveyors  of  roads  are  now 
liable  for  any  breach  of  the  covenants  in  their  bonds. 

§  5.  As  the  object  of  this  act  is  to  procure  the  making  of 
as  much  good  road  as  is  possible  in  McLean  county,  it  is 
to  be  understood  that  the  object  is  to  provide,  first,  for 
keeping  the  roads  in  good  repair,  and  then  for  constructing 
levies  and  other  improvements. 

§  6.  The  term  of  service  of  the  superintendent  shall  not 
exceed  one  year,  unless  re-elected.  He  shall  enter  into 
bond,  with  good  security,  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
the  duties  of  his  ofiice,  on  which  bond  he  and  his  sureties 
shall  be  liable  for  any  breach  thereof.  He  shall  take  an 
oath  in  open  court  to  perform  the  duties  of  his  office  faith- 
fully and  to  the  best  of  his  ability. 

§  7.  The  sherifi*  of  said  county  shall  have  the  same 
power  to  collect  the  road  tax,  and  be  allowed  the  same 
commission  for  collecting  and  paying  over  the  same,  as  he 
is  allowed  for  collecting  and  paying  over  the  county  levy, 
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'  1860.  and  be  liable  to  a  like  penalty  for  falling  to  collect  and  pay 
over  the  same. 

§  8.  At  the  end  of  each  year  the  sherifT  shall  render  the 
county  court  a  full  statement  of  the  amount  of  road  tax 
collected  by  him,  the  amount  paid  out  on  orders,  and  the 
balance,  if  any,  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  county  treasurer, 
subject  to  the  order  of  the  county  judge  as  hereinbefore 
provided,  or  subject  to  the  order  of  the  county  court  for  the 
improvement  of  roads. 

§  9.  That  on  the  first  Monday  in  August  next,  a  poll  shall 
be  opened  at  all  the  precincts  in  the  county  of  McLean,  to 
take  the  sense  of  the  people  of  said  county  as  to  the 
change  in  the  road  law  proposed  by  this  act.  The  judges 
of  the  election  shall  ask  each  voter  who  presents  himself 
at  the  polls  to  vote  the  following  question  :  ^'  Are  you  for 
or  against  the  proposed  change  in  the  road  law?"  and  his 
answer  shall  be  recorded  as  given.  If  a  majority  of  the 
votes  cast  shall  be  found  in  favor  of  the  proposed  change, 
then  the  county  court  shall  proceed  to  levy  the  road  tax  as 
herein  provided,  otherwise  the  county  court  shall  have  no 
such  power.

AK  ACT  sapplemental  to  an  act  to  provide  for  the  coostruction  of  a  Levee 
frum  the  town  of  Hickman  to  the  Tennessee  State  line. 

Whereas,  In  conformity  ivith  the  provisions  of  an  act  of 
the  General  Assembly  of  Kentucky,  entitled  **An  act  to 
provide  for  the  construction  of  a  levee  from  the  town  of  Hick- 
man to  the  Tennessee  line,"  approved  December  20,  1851, 
an  election  of  all  the  persons  owning  land  in  that  portion 
of  Fulton  county,  living  from  the  tovirn  of  Hickman  down 
the  Mississippi  river  to  the  Tennessee  line,  and  back  from 
the  river  as  far  as  the  land  overflows  at  the  highest  stage  of 
water,  was  had,  held,  and  reported  to  the  Fulton  county 
court,  by  which  it  appears  that  all  the  votes  cast  at  said 
election  were  in  favor  of  the  construction  of  the  said  pro- 
posed levee ;  and  whereas,  it  is  desirous  that  the  same 
should  be  built  at  as  early  a  day  as  practic/ible,  in  order  to 
protect  the  said  lands  from  overflow,  and  to  reclaim  the 
same  ;  and  whereas^  by  the  provisions  of  the  said  law  as 
aforesaid,  the  same  is  regarded  as  impracticable;  for  rem- 
edy whereof, 

Be  It  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  Thomas  R.  Upshaw,  William  Robinson,  Elijah 
Hawkins,  William  Hutchinson,  and  Thomas  B.  Claiborne, 
and  their  successors,  as  hereinafter  provided  for,  be,  and 
they  are  hereby,  appointed  a  board  of  commissioners,  for 
the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  objects  intended  to  be 
efllected  by  this  act,  which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  the  con- 
struction of  a  levee  from  the  western  boundary  of  the  city 
of  Hickman,  in  Fulton  county,  to  the  Tennessee  line,  along 
the  m^^anderings  of  the  Mississippi  river,  as  near  the  bank 
of  the  ,same  a«,  under  all  the  circumstances,  may  be  rea- 
sonably practicable,  in  order  to  protect  the  bottom  lands 
subject  to  overflow  from  the  inundations  of  the  said  Missis- 
sippi river. 

§  2.  The  said  commissioners  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby

to  levy  and  assess  a  tax  not  exceeding  thirty  cents  per  acre 
on  the  same,  which  said  tax  they  are  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered  to  assess  and  collect,  and  to  continue  from 
year  to  year,  for  the  construction  of  the  said  levee :  Ptxh 
vidcdy  The  whole  amount  to  be  assessed  for  such  construc- 
tion shall  not  exceed,  in  the  whole,  the  sum  of  two  dollars 
per  acre ;  but  with  this  express  and  further  proviso,  that 
the  said  lands  as  aforesaid,  shall  nevertheless  be  subject  to 
any  tax  that  may  be  required,  and  to  be  equally  assessed 
after  the  said  levee  is  completed,  to  keep  the  same  in  good 
order  and  repair.

Whereas,  George  Johnson,  a  free  man  of  color,  who 
was  murdered  in  McLean  county,  in  this  State,  was  the 
owner,  at/ftie  time  of  his  death,  of  a  tract  or  parcel  of  land, 
in  said  county,  containing  about  forty  acres,  conveyed  to 
him  by  Peter  N.  Johnson,  and  also  some  personal  estate, 
all  of'^which  will  escheat  to  the  Commonwealth  by  virtue 
of  law ;  and  whereas,  the  said  George  Johnson  was  the 
fatKer  of  a  girl  named  Emily,  now  the  slave  of  Samuel 
Erans,  of  said  county ;  and  whereas,  the  said  Samuel  Ev- 
fifns,  the  owner  of  said  Emily,  has  signified  his  willingneas 
to  manumit  said  slave  upon  the  payment  to  him  of  nine 
hundred  dollars ;  therefore. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealtk 

of  Kenttbcky: 

^  §  1.  That   the   administrators   of   George  Johnson,  de- 

.,/'  ceased,  are  hereby  authorized  and  required,  after  paying 

off  the  debts  of  said  Johnson's  estate,  to  dispose  of  the 

^ '  remainder  of'  his  effects,  and  after  collecting  the  money,  to 

appropriate  the  sum  of  not  execding  nine  hundred  dollan 

to  the  purchase  of  the  aforenamed  Emily. 

§  2»  That  the  surplus  of  said  estate^  after  paying  off  the 
debts  thereof  and  expenses  of  administration,  &c.,  shall 
be  set  apart  as  a  fund  for  transporting  said  Emily  to  Libe- 
ria, and  for  her  support  after  her  migration :  Provided, 
That  if  said  surplus  shall  not  amount  to  a  sum  sufficient 
to  defray,  the  expenses  of  transportation,  and  to  support 
the  said  Emily  six  months  after  her  arrival  in  Liberia,  then 
the  said  administrators  shall  hire  out  the  said  Emily  until 
such  sum  shall  be  obtained :  And  provided  further^  Thatsaid 
Emily  shall  elect,  within  one  year  from  the  time  of  it« 
passage,  to  avail  herself  of  the  benefit  of  this  act. 

§  3.  That  said  administrators  are  hereby  required  to  exe-

Provided^  however^  The  real  and  personal  estate  so  owned 
and  held,  shall  at  no  time  exceed  four  hundred  thousand 
dollars  in  value. 

^  5.  That  said  company  owning  any  mine  or  mines  in 
any  county  bordering  on  the  Ohio  river,  in  this  State,  shall 
have  power  to  own,  construct,  and  operate  a  railroad  or 
train  road,  or  other  roads  with  double  or  single  track,  to 
and  from  its  mine  or  mines  and  the  Ohio  river;  and  may 
locate  and  construct  the  same  to  and  from  said  mines  and 
the  river,  by  such  convenient  route  as  it  may  designate; 
and  for  the  purpose  of  location,  may  enter  upon  and  sur- 
vey over  the  intermediate  land  or  lands ;  and  if  said  com- 
pany cannot  acquire  the  right  of  way  over,  and  the  neccs- 
sai'y  earth,  gravel,  stone,  and  timber,  from  the  intervening 
and  adjacent  lands,  on  terms  deemed  reasonable,  it  may 
proceed  by  writ  of  ad  qwod  damnum j  to  condemn  the  right 
of  way  and  all  needful  materials  in  the  manner  provided 
in  the  Revised  Statutes,  chapter  103,  title  Turnpike  and 
Plank  Roads :  Frovidcdj  however y  If  the  owner  of  the  land 
or  lands  is  dissatisfied  with  the  finding  of  the  jtiry  in  the 
first  instance,  and  traverses  the  same,  then  should  said  com- 
pany pay  or  tender  the  sum  or  sums  and  costs  awarded  to 
the  person  or  persons  to  whom  the  same  has  been  or  may 
be  awarded,  it  may  proceed,  without  further  delay,  to  en- 
ter upon  the  land,  to  take  possession  of  the  road  and  ma* 
terials,  and  to  construct  and  operate  the  road. 

§  6.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

AN  ACT  to  inoorporate  the  Green  River  and    MintonTllle  Turnpike  Rosd 

Companj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  a  company  shall  be  formed  under  the  name,    NuBeAsirie. 
style,  and  title  of  the  Green  river  and  Mintonville  turnpike 
road  company,  for  the  purpose  of  forming  and  making  an 
artificial  road. 

§  2.  That  books  for  the  subscription  of  stock  in  said

Job.  Sweeny,  jr. ;  at  Carson's  store,  on  the  south  fork  of 
Green  river,  under  the  direction  of  Chesny  Jones,  Charles 
P.  Tate,  Anderson  Kigny,  Fred.  Cravins,  Robert  Carson, 
John  Baldock,  and  David  Riggins ;  and  at  the  town  of  Lib- 
erty, under  the  direction  of  Edmund  Wilkerson,  Joel  Mur- 
phy, B.  N.  C.  Allen,  Daniel  Edwards,  and  Joseph  Bell,  or 
some  two  or  more  of  them  at  each  place,  who  are  appoint- 
ed commissioners.

§  7.  That  ten  days  afler  the  expiration  of  the  time  lim- 
Whenmiii-  ited  for  filing  exceptions  to  the  verdict  of  the  jury,  or  taking 
remSreS!**^  ^  an  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  county  court  on  the 
same,  no  exceptions  being  filed  or  appeal  taken,  or  ten 
days  after  the  rendition  of  the  decision  of  the  circuit  com! 
on  such  appeal,  said  commissioners,  after  paying  to  said 
owner  or  owners,  or  making  a  tender  to  them  of  the  amount 
of  the  damages  adjudged  to  be  paid,  are  empowered  to 
remove  said  mill-dams  from  said  river,  at  the  cost  of  the 
owners,  unless  they  shall  remove  the  same  as  soon  as  prac- 
ticable, and  the  state  of  the  river  will  admit  of  its  bein^^ 
done.

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the  purchasers  all  the  stone,  timbery  and  other  materials 
collected;  the  quarries  cleared,  and  the  lock  sites  pur- 
chased, ior  the  slack  water  improvement  of  said  river  by 
the.  State  of  Kentucky  not  already  disposed  pf  in  pursu- 
ance of  former  acts,  and  apply  the  proceeds  of  the  same, 
pro  rata,  to  the  liquidation  of  the  damages  assessed  in 
favor  of  the  owners  of  said  several  mill-dams;  and  any 
residue  of  said  proceeds  that  may  remain  they  may  apply 
to  the  removal  of  any  other  obstructions  from  said  river 
between  said  points. 

§  9.  That  said  commissioners  may  receive  from  any  per- 
sons or  corporate  bodies  any  sums  of  iponey,  property,  or

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Hie  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

^  1.  That  the  bo'ard  of  managers  of  the  Christian  county 
and  Clarlcsville  turnpike  road  company,  incorporated  by  aa 
order  of  the  Christian  county  court,  an  the  26th  day  of 
July,  1858,  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  chapter 
103  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Kentucky,  shall  have  the 
power  and  authority,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to

§  1.  That  the  members  of  Taylorsville  Lodge,  No.  210, 
of  Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  of  the  town  of  Taylorsville, 
in  Spencer  county,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created  a  body 
politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of  "  Taylors- 
ville Lodge,  No.  210,"  with  perpetual  succession;  and  by 
that  name  shall  be  capable  of  contracting  and  being  con- 
tracted with,  of  suing  and  being  sued  upon  all  contracts 
hereaH^r  to  be  made  or  liability  incurred;  that  any  con- 
tract heretofore  made  by  said  lodge,  through  an  individual 
member  thereof,  be,  and  the  sanfie  is  hereby,  legalized,  and

acquire :  Provided^  The  amount  vested  in  real  estate,  ex-

§  2.  That  the  management  of  the  concerns  of  said  cor- 
poration shall  be,  and  is  hereby,  confided  to  the  master,

Be  it  enacted  by  tfie  Qencral  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  railroad  corporations  of  this  Common- 
wealth may  lawfully  contract  with  any  express  company 
or  companies  to  transport  for  them  nierchandise,  valuableii 
and  smalls,  at  an  agreed  part  of  the  charges  of  such  com- 
*  pany  or  companies,  or  to  afford  such  company  or  compa- 
nies an  agreed  space  in  their  cars  for  the  transportation  of 
the  same,  at  a  stipulated  price. 

§  2.  That  any  such  express  companies  ahall  incur,  for 
any  goods,  wares,  or  nierchandise,  or  anything  of  value 
delivered  to  them  for  transportation,  all  the  liabilities  of  a 
common  carrier  under  the  laws  now  in  force  in  this  State; 
and  all  such  express  companies  shall  issue  and  deliver  to  the 
owners  of  articles  so  placed  in  charge  of  any  such  com- 
pany, a  receipt  descriptive  of  them,  which  receipt  shall  be 
conclusive  evidence  in  any  court  of  such  delivery. 

§  3.  That  suits  for  the  recovery  of  damages  may  be 
brought  for  loss  or  injury  to  any  articles  of  value  delivered 
for  transportation  in  any  county  in  this  State  through 
which  or  into  which  said  companies  have  a  contract  for 
transportation;  and  service  of  process  upon  the  agent  of 
the  company  in  charge  of  the  business  of  the  company, 
residing  in  or  found  in  the  county  where  any  such  euitw 
brought,  shall  be  regarded  as  a  service  upon  the  company; 
and  an  execution  returned  by  a  sheriff  of  any  county  where 
any  such  judgment  is  rendered  no  property  found,  pball 
be  conclusive  as  to  the  insolvency  of  any  such  company;

and  any  and  all  such  contracts  shall  thereby  be  forfeited,       I860.

of  the  stock  to  be  made  more  rapidly  than  is  provided  for 
herein,  or  should  the  board  of  directors,  or  a  majority  of 
the  whole  number  elected,  consider  it  expedient,  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  them  to  borrow  on  the  credit  of  said  company  a 
sum  of  money  not  exceeding  five  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars; and  if  any  subscriber  shall  fail  or  neglect  to  pay  any 
installment  or  part  of  said  subscription  demanded  accord- 
ing to  the  provisions  of  this  section,  the  same  may  be  recov- 
ered by  action  in  the  name  of  said  corporation   again^^t 
such  defaulting  subscriber  before  any  tribunal  having  juris- 
diction of  such  cases ;  and  in  all  such  actions,  publication, 
as  directed  in  this  section,  shall  be  the  only  demand  neces- 
sary to  be  proved ;  or  in  case  such  failure  or  neglect  to  pay 
any   installment   or  part  of   said  subscription  demanded 
according  to  the  provisions  of  this  section,  shall  continue 
for  the  space  of  sixty  days  next  after  the  time  the  same 
shall  be  due  and  payable,  the  board  of  directors  may,  in 
their  discretion,  order  that  the  same  shall  be  forfeited  ^o 
the  company,  and  they  may  also  eell  it  for  the  benefit  of 
the  company,  if  they  think  proper ;  but  the  said  board  of 
directors,  by  a  majority  of  the  whole  board,  may  remit  any 
such  forfeiture  on  such-  terms  as  they  may  think  proper: 
Atid  provided  further^  That  it  shall   be  lawful  to  receive 
subscriptions  to  the  stock  of  the  company  payable  in  con* 
tracts  well  secured,  to  build  such  parts  of  the  road,  or  to 
perform  such  work  in  the  construction  thereof,  as  may  be 
accepted  by  the  company. 
§  5.  That  if  the  subscriptions  herein  tnade  necessary  to 
When  this  act  the  incorporation  of  said  company  shall  not  be  obtained 
to  be  null  and  within  ten  years  after  the  first  opening  of  the  books  by  the 
commissioners  under  this  act,  then  this  act,  and  all  tb^ 
subscriptions  under  it,  shall  be  null  and  void ;  and  said

commissioners  shall,  after  discharging  the  expenses    o'f       I860* 
opening  the  books,  return  the  residue  of  the  money  paid  in 
upon  the  subscriptions  to  the  several  subscribers,  in  pro- 
portion to  the  sums  respectively  paid  by  each. 

^  6.  That  at  the  expiration  of  the  period  for  which  the  When  meeting 
books  are  first  opened,  if  five  hundred  shares  of  the  capital  JSgiSi^^SJi^ 
stock  shall  have  been  subscribed,  or  if  not,  as  soon  there-  p*'*'^. 
after  as  the  same  shall  be  subscribed,  if  within  ten  years 
after  the  first  opening  of  said  books,  said  commissioners, 
or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  call  a  general  meeting  of  the 
subscribers,  at  such  time  and  place  as  they  may  appoint, 
and  shall  give  at  least  twenty  days'  public  notice  thereof  in 
one  or  more  of  the  newspapers  published  at  Owensboro  and 
Rnssellville ;  and  at  such  meetings  said  commissioners  shall 
lay  the  subscription  books  before  the  subscribers  then  and 
there  present,  and  thereupon  the  said  commissioners,  or  a 
majority  of  them  present,  shall  havie  the  power  to  elect  from 
among  the  stockholders  seven  directors,  by  ballot,  to  man- 
age the  afiairs  of  said  company  ;  and  these  seven  directors, 
or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  have  the  power  to  elect  a 
president  of  said  company,  either  from  among  the  direct- 
ors or  any  other  stockholder,  and  of  allowing  such  compen-

§  7.  That  to  continue  the  succession,  the  president  and     suoceMionof 
directors  of  said  company,  seven  directors  shall  be  chosen  SfJ'^^*  p^^ 
annually  on  the  first  Monday  in  June  every  year,  by  the  vWedfor, 
stockholders  of  said  company,  at  such  place  as  the  presi- 
dent and  directors  may  designate  :  Provided,  That  after 
the  first  election,  the  said  president  and   directors   may  om^Sm  aJ'^*' 
change  the  time  and  place  of  holding  all  subsequent  elec-

jority of  them;  and  that  the  president  and  directors  of  the 
company  shall  hold  and  exercise  their  offices  until  a  new 
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1860.        election  of  president  and  directors ;  and  that  all  elections

to  be  made  at  a  particular  time,  if  not  made  at  such  time, 
may  be  made  in  thirty  days  thereafter,  upon  notice  publicly 
given. 

§  8.  That  a  general  meeting  of  the  stockholders  of  said 
When  meeting  company  may  be  called  at  any  time  during  the  interval 
maylw  alued!  hetween  the  annual  meetings  by  the  stockholders,   or  a 

majority  of  them,  or  by  the  stockholders  owning  at  least 
one  fourth  of  the  whole  stock  subscribed,  upon  giving 
thirty  days'  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  hoIding^  the 
same,  in  one  or  more  newspapers  published  at  Russellville 
or  Owensboro  ;  and  when  any  such  meetings  are  called  by 
the  stockholders,  such  notice  shall  specify  the  object  of  the 
call ;  and  if  at  any  such  called  meetings  a  majority  in  value 
of  the  stockholders  are  not  present  in  person  or  by  proxy, 
the  same  shall  be  adjourned  from  day  to  day,  without 
transacting  any  business,  for  any  time  not  e^fceeding  five 
days ;  and  if,  within  five  days,  stockholders  having  a  ma- 
jority in  value  of  the  stock  subscribed  do  not  attend,  such 
meeting  shall  be  dissolved. 

§  9.  That  at  the  regular  annual  meeting  of  the  stock- 
UUncT^let**  l^olders  of  said  company,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  pre:<i- 
dent  and  directors  in  office  for  the  preceding  year,  to  exhibit 
a  clear  and  distinct  account  of  the  affairs  of  the  company ; 
that  at  any  called  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  a  majority 
in  value  of  the  holders  of  the  stock  subscribed  being  pres- 
ent, may  demand  and  require  similar  statements  from  the 
president  and  directors,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  furnish 
them  when  thus  required ;  and  that  at  all  general  meetings 
in  said  company,  a  majority  of  them  in  value  may  remove 
from  office  the  president,  or  any  of  the  directors,  and  fill 
up  the  vacancies  thus  made,  in  the  same  manner  that  they 
could  do  at  their  stated  annual  meetings. 

§  10.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company, 
T«  take  oath,  before  he  or  they  act  as  such,  shall  swear  or  affirm,  as  the 
case  may  be,  that  they  will  well  and  truly  discharge  the 
duties  of  their  respective  offices  to  the  best  of  their  skill 
and  judgment;  and  the  said  president  and  directors,  or  a 
majority  of  them,  or  a  majority  in  value  of  the  stockholders 
in  said  company,  at  any  of  the  stated  or  called  meetings  of 
said  stockholders,  shall  have  power  to  elect  or  appoint  a 
treasurer  of  said  company,  and  to  require  and  take  of  him 
ffiTobond.         such  bond,  in  such  penalty,  and  with  such  securities   as 

they  may  prescribe,  payable  to  said  company,  and  con- 
ditioned for  the  faithful  keeping  and  disbursing  of  all  such 
moneys  as  may  come  to  his  hands,  and  with  such  other 
conditions  as  may  be  prescribed,  upon  which  bond  recovery 
may  be  had  for  a  breach  of  the  conditions  thereof,  by  suit, 
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in  the  name  of  said  company,  in  any  cotirt  having  jurisdic- 
tion thereof. 

§  11.  That  if  any  of  the  stock  created  by  this  act  shall 
remain  unsubscribed  until  after  the  election  of  the  presi- 
dent and  directors,  as  provided  for  in  the  sixth  section  of 
this  act,  the  said  president  and  directors,  Qr  a  majority  of 
them,  shall  have  power  to  open  books  and  receive  sub- 
scriptions to  any  of  the  capital  stock  which,  may  remain 
un taken  or  unsubscribed  for,  or  to  sell  or  dispose  of  such 
untaken  stock  for  the  benefit  of  the  company,  not  under 
its  par  value ;  and  the  subscribers  or  purchasers  of  said 
stock  shall  have  all  the  rights  of  original  subscribers,  and 
subject  to  the  same  regulations. 

§  12.  That  the  said  president  and  directors,  or  a  majority 
of  them,  may  appoint  all  such  officers,  agents,  or  servants 
as  they  may  deem  expedient  for  the  business  of  the  com- 
pany, and  they  may  remove  any  of  them  at  pleasure ;  that 
they,  or  a  majority  of  them,  may  determine,  by  contract, 
the  pay  of  such  officers,  agents,  and  servants,  and  regulate, 
by  by-laws,  the  manner  of  adjusting  all  accounts  against 
the  company ;  that  they  shall  have  power  to  erect  ware- 
houses, work-shops,  depots,  and  all  other  buildings  neces- 
sary for  the  transaction  of  the  business  of  the  company ; 
that  they  shall  have  power  to  direct  and  regulate  in  what 
manner  and  by  what  evidence  stock  in  said  company  may 
be  transferred,  and  to  pass  all  by-laws  which  they  may 
deem  necessary  or  proper  for  exercising  the  powers  hereby 
vested  in  said  company,  and  for  carrying  into  effect  this 
act:  Provided^  The  same  shall  not  be  contrary  to  the  laws 
of  the  United  States  or  of  this  State. 

§  13.  That  if  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be 
deemed  insufficient  for  the  purpose  of  this  act,  it  shall  and 
may  be  lawful  for  the  president  and  directors  of  said  com- 
pany, or  a  majority  of  them,  to  increase  the  same  by  the 
addition  of  as  many  shares  ^  they  may  [deem]  necessary, 
not  exceeding  five  hundred  thousand  dollars,  giving  notice 
as  hereinbefore  prescribed. 

§  14.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  company 
are  hereby  vested  with  all  powers  and  rights  necessary  to 
the  construction  of  a  railroad  from  the  city  of  Russellville 
to  the  city  of  Owensboro,  the  route  to  be  by  them  selected 

and  determined,  not  exceeding feet  in  width,  with 

as  many  sets  of  tracks  as  they  may  deem  necessary ;  and 
that  they  may  cause  to  be  made  contracts  with  others  for 
making  said  railroad,  or  any  part  of  it;  and  that  they, 
their  agents,  engineers,  &c.,  or  those  with  whom  they  may 
contract  for  surveying  or  making  the  same,  or  any  part 
thereof,  may  enter  upon,  use,  and  excavate  any  lands 
which  may  be  wanted  for  the  site  of  said  road,  or  the  erec- 
tion of  ware-houses  or  other  structures  or  works  necessary 
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1860.       to  said  road  and  its  use,  or  for  any  other  purpose  necessary 

; or  UBeful  in  the  construction  or  repair  of  said  road,  or  its 

works  and  appurtenances ;  and  they  may  build  bridges  and 
construct  tunnels :  Provided,  The  same  do  not  obstruct  the 
navigation  on  navigable  streams;  may  fix  scales  and 
weights,  lay  rails,  take  and  use  any  earth,  timber,  gravel, 
stone,  or  other  material,  which  may  be  useful  or  necessary 
for  the  proper  construction,  completion,  or  repair  of  said 
road. 

§  15.  That  the  president  and  directors  of  said  corapaDV, 
May  agree  Or  a  majority  of  them,  or  their  authorized    agents,  may 
us^f landsllc^  agree  with  the  owner  of  any  land,  earth,  timber,  or  stone, 
or  any  other  materials,  or  any  improvement  which  may  be 
wanted  for  the  construction  or  repair  of  any  of  said  road 
or  any  of  its  works,  for  the  purchase  or  the  use  and  occupa- 
tion of  the  same;  and  if  they  cannot  agree,  and  if  the 
owner  or  owners,  or  any  of  them,  be  a  feme  covert,  under 
age,  non  compos  mentis,  or  out  of  the  county  in  which  the 
property  wanted  may  lie,  where  such  land  or  materials  may 
be  wanted,  application  may  be  made  to  any  justice  of  the 
peace  of  such  county,  who  shall  thereupon  issue  his  wa^ 
rant,  under  his  hand,  directed  to  the  sheriff  of  such  county* 
requiring  him  to  summon  a  jury  of  twenty  inhabitants,  not 
related,  or  in  anywise  interested,  to  meet  on  the  land, « 
near  the  property  or  materials  to  be  valued,  on  a  day  nam- 
ed in  said  warrant,  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  twenty

or  those  contracting  with  them  for  working  or  repairing 
the  same,  may  immediately  take  and  use  the  same,  they

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1860.       any  kind  whatsoever  transported  along  said  railway,  any 
sum  not  exceeding  the  following  rates,  to-wit :    On   all 
goods,  merchandise,  or  property,  for  every  one  hundred 
pounds  transported  over  twenty  miles  and  under  fifty  miles, 
three  and  a  half  mills  for  each  mile  ;  and  for  persons,  and 
every  species  of  live  stock,  and  every  other  description  of

company  or  companies  to  build  a  railroad ;  and  that  any 
such  railroad  or  railroads,  hereafter  constructed,  may  con- 
nect and  join  with  the  road  hereby  contemplated  ;  and  full 
right  and  privilege  is  hereby  reserved  to  the  State,  or  indi-

county  courts  concurring  therein,  respectively,  are  hereby  ^/u^BtoS 
authorized  to  subscribe  for,  and  on  behalf  of  said  counties, 
as  many  shares  in  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  as 
to  them  may  seem  expedient,  and  to  levy  the  sum  so  sub- 
flcribed  on  the  taxable  property  of  said  counties:  Provided^ 
That  before  said  county  courts  shall  make  such  subscrip-  ^ 

tion  and  levy,  the  proposition  in  detail  shall  be  submitted 
by  said  county  courts  to  the  voters  of  their  respective  coun- 
ties at  some  general  election,  and  the  same  shall  receive  a 
majority  of  a4l  the  votes  cast  in  its  favor.

AN  ACT  to  extend  the  limits  of  the  town  of  Somerset. 

Se  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commontvealtk 
^  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  corporate  limits  of  the  town  of  Somerset 
be  enlarged  and  extended  as  follows,  to-wit:  Beginning  at 
the  southwest  corner  of  the  original  plat  of  the  town,  which 
is  understood  to  be  a  short  distance  east  of  the  Baptist 
church  lot ;  thence  south  69  west  to  the  Baptist  church  lot ; 
thence  north  21  west  with  the  Baptist  church  lot,  and  on 
the  same  course  to  J.  Vickery's  lot;  thence  w^estwardly 
With  J.  Vickery's  lot  west  of  the  old  town  plat  as  far 
far  as  -will  inciude  his  lot  which  lies  west  of  the  old 
town ;  thence  north  21  west  so  far  as  will  intersect  a  right 
angle  line,  which  right  angle  line  shall  run  across  the  Stanford 
road  at  the  fork  of  the  Stanford  and  Crab  Orchard  road  a 
little  north  of  the  Rousseau  house ;  thence  from  said  inter- 
section, a  parallel  line  with  the  cross  streets  of  the  original 
town  plat,  which  is  understood  to  be  north  69  east  so  far 
as  to  intersect  a  right  line  parallel  with  Main  street,  and

judge  of  Pulaski  county  shall  cause  a  vote  to  be  takei  iD 
the  manner  directed  by  law  for  electing  town  officer,  at 
any  time  in  his  discretion,  after  giving  one  week's  notice 
in  the  newspaper  published  in  said  town,  and  at  six  public 
places  by  written  advertisements;  al  which  the  voten 
shall  vote  for  or  against. said  enlargement,  and  cause  the 
vote  to  be  recorded  on  some  one  of  the  record  hooks  of  the 
eounty  court  clerk's  office  of  said  county.

AN  ACT  to  aniend  an  act,  entitled  <'Aq  act  to  incorporate  the  R«ssellTilleii* 

8iiringfield  Turnpike  Company." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  CammonweM 
cf  Kentucky: 

§  1.  The  board  of  directors,  president,  secretary,  ^^ 
treasurer,  and  all  other  officers  or  employees  of  the  com- 
pany, shall  be  elected  annually. 

§  2.  The  stockholders  shall  meet  on  the  fonrth  Monday 
of  August  for  the  election  of  a  board  of  directors,  and 
transaction  of  such  other  business  as  the  affairs  of  the  com' 
pany  demand. 

§  3.  The  board  of  directors  shall,  at  their  first  regular 
meeting,  which  shall  be  held  within  the  first  week  of  tbeir 
service,  elect  a  president,  secretary,  and  treasurer,  and  all 
other  officers  or  employees  of  the  road,  and  shall  fill  any 
vacancy,  either  in  the  office  of  president,  secretary,  and 
treasurer,  or  other  employees,  that  may  occur;  they  may 
make  such  by-laws  and  regulations  as  are  needful  for  the' 
government  of  the  affairs  of  the  company  and  its  em- 
ployees; and  said  by-laws  and  regulations  shall  have  the 
force  and  effect  of  statutes,  and  be  in  like  manner  enforced 
by  the  courts  of  this  Commonwealth;  Providrd,  Nothing 
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therein  shall  be  contrary  to  the  conatitotion  and  laws  of      1866. 
this  GommonweaUh. 

§  4.  The  secretary  shall  publish  in  a  newspaper  publish- 
ed in  the  town  of  Russellville  a  notice  of  the  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  stockholders,  at  least  two  weeks  previous  to  the 
holding  of  the  same ;  and  when  any  meeting  of  the  board 
of  directors  is  called,  at  least  three  days'  notice  of  the  same 
shall  be  given  to  each  director,  if  within  the  county,  by  the 
president  or  secretary. 

^  5.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  company  to  erect  as  many 
toll-gates  and  collect  such  tolls  as  may  be  necessary  to 
secure  their  just  dues:  Prtmided^  The  tolls  levied  per  mile 
shall  not  exceed  the  rate  per  mile  on  similar  roads ;  any- 
thing in  the  charter  of  said  company  and  laws  of  the 
Commonwealth  notwithstanding. 

§  6.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  county  court  of  Logan 
county  to  convey  to  the  said  company  the  road  leading  from 
Russellville,  in  said  county,  to  Springfield,  in  the  State  of 
Tennessee,  through  the  village  of  Adairville,  for  a  turnpike 
road,  upon  the  agreement  of  said  company  to  keep  the  said 
road  in  good  condition,  except  as  to  the  bridges  across  the 
two  forks  of  Red  river,  which  shall  be  kept  up  by  the 
county . 

§  7.  The  board  of  directors  of  said  company,  with  the, 
assent  of  a  majority  in  interest  of  the  stockholders,  shall  have 
power  to  mortgage  the  property  and  franchises  of  the  road, 
or  pledge  the  current  income  of  said  road,  only  to  provide 
means  to  secure  the  completion  of  said  road» 

§  8.  That  this  act  take  effect  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  authorize  the  Ballard  county  court  to  re-distriot  gaid  county  iftto 

justice'^  districts. 

Be  U  enacted  by  the  Creneral  Assembfy  of  the  Cammomocalth 
of  Keniwckyi 

§  1.  That  the  county  court  of  Ballard  county  is  hereby 
authorized  and  directed  to  re-district  tibie  county  of  Ballard 
into  magistrate's  districts,  making  such  alterations  as  to 
them  may  seem  proper  and  right. 

§  2.  That  said  county  coUrt  is  hereby  authorized  to  create 
or  form  a  magistrate's  district  in  said  county,  in  addition  to 
the  number  already  established  in  said  county,  which  shall 
be  the  eighth  district. 

^  3.  That  said  court  is  hereby  authorized  to  establish  the 
places  for  holding  the  elections  in  the  several  magistrate's 
districts  in  said  county,  at  which  the  votes  shall  be  cast 
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1860.      under  the  general  election  laws  of  this  Commonwealth; 

and  that  at  the  first  general  election  that  will  be  held  in 

said  county  after  the  same  has  been  re-districted  into  mag- 
istrate's districts,  that  a  poll  shall  be  opened  in  the  eighth 
district  for  the  election  of  two  jui^tices  of  the  peace  and 
constable  for  that  district,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  until 
the  regular  elections  for  those  officers  under  the  general 
laws  of  the  Commonwealth. 

§  4.  that  the  county  court  of  said  county  shall  spread 
upon  the  record  of  the  court  the  boundaries  of  each  magis- 
trate's district  in  said  county,  and  the  places  of  voting 
therein  ;  and  that  the  justices  of  the  peace  now  authorized 
in  said  county  shall  not  be  affected  in  their  jurisdiction  as 
at  present  exists,  until  after  the  election  of  the  justices  of 
the  peace  and  constable  in  the  eighth  district,  which  may 
by  tiiis  act  be  created,  and  they  are  qualified  to  enter  upon 
their  official  duties  as  justices  of  the  peace.

§  I.  That  A.  S.  Walker,  E.  D.  Garrison,  J.  C.  Dance, 
Thompson  Marion,  and  J.  N.  Fitzpatrick,  and  their  success- 
ors in  office,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created  a  body  politic 
and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  "  Trustees  of 
the  Allen  Male  and  Female  College,"  and  by  that  title  to 
have  perpetual  succession,  with  power  to  sue  and  be  sued, 
plead  and  be  impleaded,  to  acquire,  hold,  and  convey,  and 
receive  conveyances  of  property,  both  real,  personal,  and 
mixed ;  and  to  have  and  uee  a  common  seal.

5  1.  That  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  be,  and  he  is 
hereby,  authorized  and  directed  to  draw  his  warrant  upon 
the  Treasurer  in  favor  of  James  C.  Hamilton,  for  the  sum 
of  three  hundred  and  seventy-five  dollars,  to  be  paid  out  of 
any  money  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated. 

§  2.  This  act  to  be  in  force  from  its  pctssage.

AN   ACT  to  authorize  the  citizens  of  Stamplog-Gronnd  to   elect  a  Town 

Marshal. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oencral  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  on  the  first  Monday  of  August,  1860,  and 
on  the  first  Monday  of  August,  186'^,  and  every  two 
years  thereafter,  a  marshal  for  the  town  of  Stamping- 
Ground,  Scott  county,  Kentuck}',  shall  be  elected  by  the 
qualified  voters  of  said  town,  under  the  supervision  of  the 
trustees  thereof,  and  at  such  place  in  said  town  as  they 
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i860.  may  designate,  whose  term  of  office  shall  be  two  yean, 
and  until  his  successor  be  qualified. 

§  2.  That  said  marshal  is  hereby  empowered  and  autho^ 
i2;ed  to  execute  all  summonses,  processes,  or  precepts  \7hich 
constables  are  authorized  by  law  to  do,  whether  civil, 
penal,  or  criminal,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  feee  to 
which  constables  are  by  law  entitled  for  like  services,  aod 
shall  have  power  to  collect  his  fees  in  the  same  way  and 
under  the  same  penalties;  and  he  shall  be  liable  for  any  fail- 
ure to  perform  his  duties,  in  the  same  way  and  to  the  same 
extent  as  constables  are. 

§  3.  That  said  marshal,  before  he  enters  upon  the  daties 
of  his  office,  shall  enter  into  a  bond  in  the  Scott  county  coart 
to  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky,  under  the  penalty  of 
two  thousand  dollars,  conditioned  as  constables'  bonds  are 
conditioned ;  and  shall  also  take  an  oath  before  said  conrt 
that  be  will  faithfully  discharge  the  duties  of  his  office 
aecoi^ding  to  law;  he  shall  also  execute  a  bond,  with  good 
security,  to  the  trustees  of  said  town,  in  the  penalty  of  one 
thousand  dollars,  conditioned  that  he  will  pay  over  all  fines, 
taxes,  and  other  moneys  collected  by  him,  to  which  they 
are  entitled. 

^4.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

§  1.  That  it  shafl  be  lawful  for  the  Glasgow  and  Scott-  ^^^j;jff 
ville  turnpike  road  company  to  file  a  bill  in  the  Barren  *** 
circuit  court  against  the  State  of  Kentucky,  alleging  that 
said  road  is  not  completed,  and  bannotbe  completed  under

to  attend  to  the  interest  of  the  State  involved  in  said  suit; 
the  process  shall  be  served  on  the  President  of  the  Board 
of  Internal  Improvements. 

§  2.  That  W.  E.  Munford,  William  Sampson,  James  G.  Q^m^iasAonmn 
Page,  and  Wm.  P.  Evans,  of  Barren ;  and  A.  S.  Walker, 
Joseph  W.  Heeter,  G.  M.  Mulligan,  and  Robert  F.  Pulliam, 
of  Allen  county,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  appointed  com- 
missioners, a  majority  of  whom  may  transact  any  business 
^r  duty  hereinafter  assigned  to  them  in  this  acL 
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§  3.  They  shall,  from  time  to  time,  and  at  such  piacei! » 
they  deem  proper,  open  books  for  the  subscription  of  addi- 
tional Btocic,  either  in  money,  property,  or  labor,  to  complete 
and  finiish  said  road,  after  having  given  ten  days'  previous 
notice  thereof;  or  they  may  let  to  or  permit  any  person  or 
persons  to  take  and  finish  any  part  of  said  road  by  mile* 
or  otherwise ;  and  whenever  any  person  or  persona  shall 
complete  and  finish  as  much  as  five  consecutive  miles  of 
said  road,  said  person  or  persons  shall  be  permitted  to 
place  upon  said  road  so  finished  a  gate,  and  collect  toll  as 
now  allowed  by  the  original  charter  of  th^s  connpany;  cack 
consecutive  five  miles  of  said  road  shall,  in  Kke  manner, 
entitle  the  persons  so  completing  it  to  such  gate  and  toll. 

§  4.  Before  any  person  or  persons  shall  undertake,  by 
subscription  or  otherwise,  to  finish  or  complete  any  portion 
of  said  road,  said  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
shall  prescribe  by  a  written  statement  or  schedule  how  and 
in  what  manner  said  road  shall  be  completed,  the  amountof 
new  grading,  (when  necessary,)  and  the  kind  of  metaling, 
its  thickness  and  width,  and  the  repairing  of  bridges  and 
culverts;  which  schedule,  when  so  made,  shall  be  preserved 
by  said  commissioners,  and  a  true  copy  thereof  given  U> 
such  person  or  persons  who  shall  undertake  to  finish  said 
road  or  any  part  thereof ;  and  said  commissioners,  or  a  ma- 
jority thereof,  when  said  work  shall  be  completed,  shall 
have  the  right,  and  it  is  hereby  made  their  duty,  to  deter- 
mine whether  said  work  has  been  done  as  required  in  said 
schedule ;  and  if  not  so  done,  they  shall  not  receive  th« 
same,  and  the  same  shall  remain  as  if  not  finished  or  com- 
pleted; and  the  person  or  persons  thus  undertaking  ^^ 
work  shall  not  be  permitted  to  erect  a  gate  thereon  as 
already  stated ;  and  if  the  distance  thus  contracted  to  be 
completed  be  less  than  five  nules,  the  undertaker  shall  not 
be  entitled  to  any  stock  in  said  road,  unless  at  such  re- 
duced price  as  said  commissioners  aforesaid  shall  dete^ 
mine. 

§  5.  After  any  portion  of  said  road  shall  be  completed  as 
aforesaid,  the  aforesaid  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  shall  then  make  an  estimate  of  the  value  of  the  labor 
expended  in  thus  completing  the  distance  finished,  and 
shall  record  the  same  in  a  book  to  be  kept  by  them  for  that 
purpose,  and  give  to  the  person  entitled  to  the  same  a  trae 
copy  thereof. 

§  6.  Whenever  said  road  shall  be  completed  as  contem- 
plated by  this  act.  the  said  commissioners,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  shall  consolidate  the  whole  into  one  company,  to  be 
called  the  "  Glasgow  and  Scottville  Turnpike  Road  Com- 
pany ; "  who  may  then  elect  a  president  and  directors  to 
manage  and  control  said  road  according  to  the  pres'^nt 
charter  of  said  company  and  the  amendments  thereto ;  ^^^ 
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upon  eaid  completion  Bald  oo'nmissioners,  or  a  majority  I860. 
thereof,  shall  hand  to  the  president  of  the  Board  of  Internal 
Improvements  a  statement  of  all  the  work,  property,  and 
money,  performed  and  furnished  by  each  per^son  or  persons 
in  the  flnishing  of  said  road,  who  shall  then  transfer  to  said  * 
person  or  persons,  or  to  their  assigns  or  legal  representa- 
tives, so  much  of  the  State  stock  now  owned  in  said  com- 
pany, in  proportion  to  the  respective  amount  of  labor, 
property,  or  money  furnished  by  each  person  or  persons,  as 
may  be  due  to  them,  according  to  said  report  of  said  com- 
missioners; and  to  give  to  such  person  or  persons  a  certifi- 
cate of  the  same,  which  shall  be  recorded  by  said  commis- 
sioners in  said  record  book,  which,  when  added  to  the 
amount  already  paid  in  labor,  property,  or  money,  shall  be 
that  much  stock  belonging  to  said  per^^on  or  persons,  and 
upon  which  they  shall  be  entitled  to  dividends  from  the 
earnings  of  said  road,  should  any  be  declared. 

§  7.  Said  commissioners  shall  keep  a  fair  and  full  record  Com'ritokoer 
of  all  their  proceedings  touching  said  road.

county,  to  some  suitable  point  on  the  Memphis  branch  oi 
the  Louisville  and  Naehville  railroad,  near  Volney,  in  L^ 
gan  county;  and  when  they  are  satisfied  as  to  the  btf* 
route  for  a  road  to  and  from  the  points  before  mentioned 
that  they  cause  the  route  selected  by  them  to  be  so  marM 
and  identified  that  there  will  be  no  difficultv  in  purjoi^f 
and  finding  the  same;  and  shall  make  a  report  in  writing 
to  the  county  courts  of  Logan  and  Muhlenburg  conntic^ 
designating  therein,  fully  and  explicitly,  the  route  »oa 
ground  over  which  said  propot^ed  road  shall  pass. 

§  2.  That  upon  the  reception  of  the  before  mentioned 
report  by  the  said  county  <>onrts,  the  route  therein  desij^B^' 
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cd  shall  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  established  a  State       I860. 

road ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  county  courts  to    ' 

lay  off  saiJ  road  into  conveni€nt  precincts,  and  appoint  a 
surveyor,  and  allot  hands  to  each,  to  clear  and  improve 
said  road  within  the  bounds  of  their  respective  counties, 
directing  that  said  surveyors  shall  cause  said  road  to  be 
cleared  out  at  least  thirty  feet  wide,  and  the  stumps  in  the 
same  cut  low  and  rounded  at  the  top,  the  bank  of  the  creek  .

§  2.  For  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  value  of  Ae 
taxable  property  in  said  district,  the  trustees  shall  appoint 
some  suitable  person  assessor,  who  shall,  within  such  tim^ 
as  the  trustees  may  prescribe,  take  a  list  of  said  taxable 
property;  said  assessor  shall,  in  taking  the  \hu  and  makioS 
the  valuation  of  property,  be  governed  by  the  laws  now'io 
force  in  this  Commonwealth;  and  shall,  before  he  enten 
upon  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  ofEce,  take  an  oath 
before  some  officer  authorized  to  administer  oaths,  faith' 
fully  and  impartially  to  discharge  the  duties  of  his  ofBcej 
and  a  certificate  of  such  oath  shall  be  filed  with  the  troa- 
tees;  he  shall  return  to  the  trustees  a  complete  list  and 
valuation  in  a  book  to  be  provided  for  that  purpose,  which 
shall  be  preserved  by  the  trustees,  and  open  to  the  insp^' 
tion  of  any  tax-payer  in  the  district. 

§  3.  Any  person  aggrieved  by  the  valuation  made  ^7 
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the  assessor,  may  have  the  same  corrected  by  the  trustees,        I860, 
they  being  satisfied,  from  proof  or  otherwUe,  that  injuBtice  ' 

has  been  done. 

§  4.  The  trustees  may  place  the  tax  list  in  the  hands  of 
the  marshal  of  the  town  of  Ashland,  or  any  constable  of  * 
Greenup  county,  for  collection,  who  shall  have  the  same 
power  to  collect,  by  distress  or  otherwise,  that  sheriffs  now 
have  in  the  collection  of  the  State  revenue ;  and  such  officer 
and  his  securities  shall  be  liable,  on  his  official  bond,  for  a 
failure  to  collect  or  pay  over  the  tax  collected ;  and  the 
treasurer  appointed  by  the  trustees  shall  and  may  prose- 
cute an  action  in  his  own  name  for  the  use  of  said  district, 
against  such  officer  for  a  failure  to  discharge  his  duties 
under  this  act.

The 
trustees  shall  have  power  to  remove  the  treasurer  at  pleas- 
ure, and  appoint  another.

§  1.  That  the  carpenters,  joiners,  brick-masons,  stone- 
masons, plasterers,  tinners,  painters,  brick-makers,  lumber 
merchants,  and  journeyman  laborers  employed,  and  suH- 
ci.nt:a.  to^^',  and  all  others  pcrfo.  ;iiing  labor  and  iurniiiliin^ 
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materials  for  the  construction  or  repair  of  any  building  I860. 
•whatever  in  the  counties  of  Lyon  and  Caldwell,  shall  have 
a  lien  to  the  extent  of  their  respective  interests  upon  the 
building  they  may  construct  or  repair,  or  towards  the  con- 
struction or  repairing  of  which  they  may  have  furnished 
material,  and  also  upon  the  lot  or  tract  of  land  upon  which 
such  house  or  building  may  have  been  erected  or  situated ; 
which  lien  shall  extend  to  the  interest  of  the  employer  or 
employers  in  and  to  such  house  or  land. 

§  2.  That  if  such  employer  or  emplo^'ers  hold  or  claim 
by  executory  contract,  and  for  any  cause  whatever  such 
executory  contract  shall  be  set  aside  or  rescinded,  the  lien 
herein  given  shall  continue  so  far  as  the  person  or  persona 
to  whom  the  estate  shall  come,  or  with  whom  it  shall  re-r 
m&in  by  reason  of  such  rescision  or  setting  aside,  shall  be 
made  richer  by  such  building,  repairing,  or  materials  fur- 
nished. 

§  3,  That  when  the  employer  or  employers  shall,  by  judg- 
ment at  law  or  decree  in  equity,  be  evicted  from  the  premi' 
ees,  and  shall  by  the  rules  of  law  or  equity,  be  entitled  to 
oompensation  from  the  successful  claimant  for  improve- 
ments made  on  the  premises,  the  person  or  persons  who, 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  have  liens  as  against 
such  employer  or  employers,  shall  to  the  extent  of  their  liens, 
respectively,  be  substituted  for  the  person  or  persons  evict- 
ed, and  recover  compensation  from  the  successful  claim- 
ant, so  far  as  by  law  or  in  equity  si^ch  claimant  is  bound 
to  make  compensation  to  the  person  or  persons  entitled. 

$  4.  That  the  lien  herein  declared  shall  exist  against  pri*' 
vate  corporations,  societies,  and  trustees,  holding  estates 
for  charitable  purposes,  whether  the  building,  repairing^ 
or  furnishing  materials  shall  be  done  at  the  request  of  such 
corporations,  trustees,  or  societies,  or  by  their  servants  or 
agents,  authorized  by  parol  or  otherwise. 

§  5.  That  every  person  or  persons  claiming  a  lien  in  vir* 
tue  of  this  act,  in  six  months  af\er  the  completion  of  the 
work  thereon,  by  the  order  of  the  employer  or  employers, 
shall  file  in  the  clerk's  office  of  the  county  courts  of  Cald- 
well and  Lyon  counties,  his  or  her  account,  specifying  the 
lien  claimed  by  him,  her,  or  them,  which  shall  operate  as 
notice  to  the  world  of  such  lien;  and  that  no  lien  exist  in 
favor  of  any  one,  in  virtue  of  this  act,  who  shall  not  have 
filed  such  account  within  the  time  specified,  or  proceed  by 
suit  to  enforce  such  lien ;  in  the  latter  case,  the  lis  pcjukns 
shall  be  construed  to  commence  from  the  filing  of  such 
bUl. 

§  6.  That  the  roles  of  equity  for  the  time  being,  for  tb^ 
enforcement  of  liens  and  the  settling  of  priorities,  shall . 
govern  in  all  cases  arising  under  this  act,  both  as  to  per*- 
sons  claiming  liens  in  virtue  of  thi-*  art  an^l  other  claimant*.

§  1.  That  John  Hays,  John  H.Meador,  Christopher  Hays, 
Samuel  M.  Jenkins,  Claiborn  D.  Gum,  and  Abraham  Jen* 
kins,  and  their  successors  in  office,  be,  and  they  aie  hereby. 
Created  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style 
of  the  Trustees  of  the  Union  Church,  in  Monroe  county, 
and  by  that  name  to  have  perpetual  succession,  with  all 
the  powers  incident  to  corporations,  for  the  purpose  of  con- 
tracting and  being  tjontracted  with,  of  sueing  and  bein^ 
sued,  of  pleading  and  being  impleaded,  so  far  as  maybe 
necessary  to  protect  and  preserve  the  rights,  titles,  and 
privileges  and  immunities  of  said  church,  which  now  do, 
may,  or  shall  hereafter  belong  to  the  same;  to  hold  the  lot

§  3.  They  shall  make  out  and  sign  two  copies  of  their 
survey,  one  of  which  shall,  as  soon  as  it  is  completed,  be 
lodged  for  record  in  the  clerk's  office  of  each  of  said 
counties  for  record. 

§  4.  The  county  courts  for  said  counties  shall  make 
a  reasonable  allowance  to  the  commissioners  for  their 
counties  for  said  services.

CHAPTER  1099. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  road  law  of  Kenton  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  CammonwealtA 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  road  law  of  Kenton  county  be  so  amended 
that  all  persons  who  choose  may^  by  themselves  or  an  able- 
bodied  substitute,  work  out  the  amount  of  their  tax  at  the 
rate  of  one  dollar  per  day  for  every  day's  work  performed ; 
and  the  surveyor  in  appointment  shall  be  entitled  to  one 
dollar  per  day  for  each  day's  attendance  he  shall  give  to 
the  notifying  of  the  hands  or  working  on  roads,  but  in  no 
one  year  to  exceed  the  sum  often  dollars;  and  the  poll-tax 
shall  be  two  dollars  instead  of  one  dollar  and  fifly  cents,  as 
heretofore. 

§  2.  That  if  any  person  liable  for  the  tax  named  in  this 
act,  and  elsewhere  in  the  road  law  in  and  for  Kenton 
coutity,  after  being  notified,  does  not  attend  and  labor  as 
required  by  the  road  law  of  said  county,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  surveyor,  the  surveyor  may  proceed  to  sue  tot 
the  same  by  action  in  ordinary,  in  the  name  of  the  Com- 
monwealth, before  any  court  having  jurisdiction  thereof; 
and  on  the  trial,  which  may  be  either  in  or  out  of  term 
time,  provided  the  summons  has  been  served  five  days  be- 
fore the  day  set  for  trial,  the  surveyor  shall  be  a  competent 
witness,  and  the  assessment  shall  be  taken  as  evidence,  or 
the  surveyor  may  go  before  any  officer  having  authority  to 
issue  a  distress  warrant,  and  make  oath  to  the  amount  of 
tax  due  from  any  person  or  persons ;  and  thereupon  such 
officer  shall  issue  a  distress  warrant,  directed  to  the  sheriff 
or  a  constable  of  the  county,  authorizing  such  officer  to 
distrain  the  personal  estate  of  the  person  or  persons  owing 
the  tax  for  tiie  amount  due,  with  interests  and  coats,  and 
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the  of&cer  receiving  said  warrant  shall  proceed  in  all       1860.  ' 

respects  as  though  the  same  were  a  distress  warrant  for   ' 

rent,  except  that  the  defendant  shall  have  no  right  to  re- 
plevy ,the  same.  The  officer  issuing  either  an  execution  on 
a  judgment  under  this  act,  or  a  distress  warrant,  shall 
indorse  on  the  same  no  security  of  any  kind  to  be  taken ; 
and  should  such  execution  or  distress  warrant  be  returned  no 
property  found  to  make  the  same,  in  whole  or  in  part,  the 
surveyor  may  take  a  certified  copy  of  the  record,  and  file  the 
same  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  circuit  court  of  the 
county  where  the  tax  was  due,  and  the  said  clerk  shall  issue 
an  execution,  as  in  other  cases  upon  judgments  in  said 
court,  for  the  amount  due,  and  the  costs  of  the  court  below 
and  costs  of  transcript,  which  execution  shall  be  indorsed, 
^*  no  security  of  any  kind  to  be  taken."  The  defendant 
may  contest  said  distress  warrant  In  the  same  manner  that 
he  can  contest  a  distress  for  reut,  and  not  otherwise. 

§  3.  The  surveyor  shall  list  and  assess  for  work  all  per- 
sons who  may  move  into  his  district  after,  the  assessment 
has  been  made  by  the  assessor  or  commissioner  of  tax ;  and 
all  persons  so  assessed,  that  have  not  that  year  worked  on 
another  road  in  Kentucky,  shall  be  liable  in  all  respects  to 
work  out  or  pay  the  tax,  the  same  as  though  they  had  been 
taxed  by  the  assessor. 

§  4.  No  property  shall  be  exempt  from  the  road  tax  of 
Kenton  county.     All  laws  and  parts  of  laws  in  conflict  with    * 
this  act  are  hereby  repealed ;  and  this  act  shall  take  efiTect 
from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1100. 

AN  ACT  concerning  the  Lexington  and  Big  Sandy  Railroad  Company. 

Wherbas,  It  is  represented  to  the  General  Assembly  that 
there  is  a  suit  now  pending  to  sell  the  Lexington  and  Big 
Sandy  railroad,  for  the  purpose  of  paying  its  indebtedness; 
and  whereas,  said  railroad  company  is  unable  to  complete 
the  said  road ;  and  whereas,  doubts  exist  whether,  if  said 
railroad  shall  be  sold  by  a  judgment  of  any  court,  the  pur- 
chaser or  purchasers  will  be  invested  with  the  franchises  of 
said  company,  and  the  charter  of  said  company;  and 
whereas,  it  is  for  the  interest  of  all  parties,  and  especially 
for  the  benefit  of  the  public,  that  said  road,  after  any  such 
sale  as  may  be  confirmed  by  the  court,  shall  be  maintained 
and  managed  under  the  charter  of  said  road  and  the  sever-al 
amendments  thereto,  and  subject  to  all  rights  and  liabilities 
therein  provided.    Now,  therefore,  to  settle  said  doubts. 
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I860.  ^^  i^  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  CommomoeaUk 
ofKeidupky: 

§  1.  That  if  a  sale  of  said  Lexington  and  Big  Sandy  rail- 
road shall  be  made  and  confirmed,  all  the  estate  aod 
franchises  of  said  company  shall  thereby  pass  to  and  vest 
in  the  purchaser  or  purchasers,  so  far  as  ordered  by  the 
court)  and  he  or  they  shall  become  invested  with  the  said 
charter^  and  be  entitled  to  re-organize  thereunder,  and 
create  stock  not  exceeding  five  millions  of  dollars,  and  by 
the  election  of  a  board  of  directors,  with  all  the  righta  and 
privileges,  and  subject  to  all  the  liabilities  incurred  after 
such  reorganization. 

§  2.  All  the  property  and  choses  in  action,  of  whatever 
description,  belonging  to  said  company,  or  constituting  its 
assets,  other  than  that  which  the  court  may  adjudge  to  be 
sold,  shall,  upon  and  at  the  date  of  said  reorganization, 
pass  to  and  be  invested  in  said  company  as  reorganized, 
upon  trust  to  hold  the  same,  subject  to  the  rights  and  lia- 
bilities of  any  creditor  or  other  person  having  a  right  to 
look  to  the  same,  in  as  full  and  ample  a  manner  as  if  such 
sale  or  reorganization  had  not  been  had ;  and  said  reorgan- 
ized company  shall  be  no  further  liable  on  account  of  said 
property  or  assets  than  as  trustee  of  the  same ;  and  all  the 
property  and  franchises  which  may  be  so  sold  and  confer- 
red shall  forever  remain  exempt  from  the  claims  of  all 
creditors  and  stockholders  existing  before  such  sale  and  re- 
organization; Provided,  however ,  That  the  creditors  of  said 
railroad  company  may  collect  the  stock  due  from  individual 
stockholders  as  now  provided  by  law,  and  this  shall  in  no 
wise  interfere  with  any  such  right. 

§  3.  The  counties  of  Clairke,  Montgomery,  Bath,  and 
Carter,  and  the  cities  of  Lexington  and  Louisville,  and  the 
Louisville  and  Frankfort  railroad  company  unitedly,  or  any 
one  or  more  of  them,  may  purchase  said  Lexington  and  Big 
Sandy  railroad,  just  as  an  individual  may  do,  and  enjoy  aU 
the  rights,  franchises,  and  privileges  which  any  person 
could  acquire  under  this  act. 

§  4.  The  new  company,  after  its  organization,  shall  be 
entitled  to  any  subscriptions  of  stock  heretofore  made  on 
conditions,  whenever  such  conditions  shall  be  complied 
.    with. 

§  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

body  corporate  and  politic,  with  perpetual  succession,  under 
the  name  and  style  of  the  Louisville  and  Cane  Run  Road 
Company,  to  have,  enjoy,  possess,  and  exercise  all  the 
rights,  privileges,  and  franchises  held  and  possessed  by  the 
original  corporators  of  this  company  under  their  charter, 
and  the  amendments  thereto. 

§  2.  That  said  company  shall  have  the  right  to  levy  and 
collect  tolls  from  persons  traveling  over  said  road;  shall 
also  have  the  right  to  make  contracts  with  persons  for  tolls 
to  be  paid  quarterly,  half  yearly,  or  annually,  and  shall 
also  have  the  right  to  terminate  their  said  road  at  the  point 
east  where  it  intersects  tlie  Louisville  and  Salt  River  road;

^  1.  That  John  M.  Menzies,  M.  M.  Benton,  S.  H.  Cam- 
bron,  Edward  Riiey,  Robert  A.  Athey,  and  their  associatCB 
and  successors,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  declared  a  body 
politic  and  corporate,  under  the  style  of  **  The  Covington 
Law  Library  Association,"  to  be  located  in  the  city  of  Cov- 
ington and  Kenton  county,  for  the  purpose  of  establishing 
a  law  library ;  and  by  that  name  shall  nave  perpetual  suc- 
cession, with  power  to  adopt  and  use  a  common  seal,  and 
to  change  the  same  at  pleasure ;  to  make  contracts  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Association ;  to  sue  and  be  sued ;  to  plead 
and  be  impleaded,  and  to  be  capable,  in  law,  of  receiving,

prescribe.  Said  association  shall  have  the  right  to  require 
such  bonds  of  any  or  all  its  officers  as  may  be  deemed 
sound  and  prudent. 

§  5.  That  books  shall  be  opened  for  taking  stock  by  ell 
or  any  three  of  the  incorporators ;  and  when  four  hundred 
dollars  shall  have  been  subscribed,  said  incorporators,  or 
any  three  of  them,  may  call  a  meeting  at  the  city  hall  of 
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Covington,  Kenton  county,  of  BtockboMerB,  at  eudh  time  a0      1860. 
they  may  think  proper ;  and  the  Btockholders  may,  in  per-  ''^ 
son  or  by  proxy,  proceed  to  elect  the  officera  hereinbefore 
mentioned,  in  whom  shall  be  vested  the  powers  of  the  in- 
corporation.

§  1.  That  a  company  shall  be,  and  are  hereby,  incorpo- 
rated to  construct  a  road  from  Russellville,  to  the  boundary 
line  of  Logan  county,  in  the  direction  of  Nashville,  Ten- 
nessee, via  £li  Orndorff's  mill,  by  the  name  and  style  of 
the  "  Russellville  and  Tennessee  Turnpike  Road  Company;" 
and  by  that  name  may  sue  and  be  sued,  may  plead  and  be 
impleaded,  contract  and  be  contracted  with ;  and  have  and 
use  a  common  seal,  and  change,  alter,  or  amend  the  same 
at  pleasure.

A.  Linebaugh,  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  open  books  for  subscription  of  stock ;  in 
case  the  said  persons  shall  refuse  to  act,  from  any  cause

^  4.  That  so  soon  as  one  hundred  shares  shall  have  been 
subscribed  of  said  capital  stock,  the  commissioners  ehatl  give 
ten  days^  notice  thereof  in  some  newspaper  printed  in  the 
town  of  Russellville  of  the  fact,  and  appoint  a  time  and 
place  for  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  in  Russellville,  who 
shall,  by  vote  or  written  proxy,  elect  a  president  and  five 
directors  to  conduct  the  business  of  said  corporation  by  the 
style  aforesaid ;  the  president  and  directors,  and  all  other 
officers  of  said  company,  shall  severally  take  an  oath  before 
some  justice  of  the  peace  faithfully  to  discharge  the  duties 
of  their  respective  offices;  they  shall,  so  soon  as  maybe, 
locate  said  road,  or  any  part  thereof,  and  are  hereby  au- 
thorized to  receive  the  written  consent  of  any  landholder 
through  whose  or  near  whose  lands  the  said  road  may  pasi, 
and  the  grant  of  the  right  of  way,  timber,  stone,  or  soil  to 
make  said  road  or  keep  the  same  in  repair ;  which  consent, 
.  when  so  given,  shall  be  valid  to  every  intent  and  purpose; 
and  if  most  practicable,  in  the  discretion  of  said  company, 
said  road,  or  any  part  thereof,  may  be  constructed  over  the 
way  now  leading  from  Russellville  to  the  Tennessee  line, 
by  the  way  of  Eli  Orndorff's  mill,  in  Logan  county. 

§  5.  That  when  said  road  shall  be  opened  and  graded 
^    thirty  feet  wide  or  wider,  if  necessary,  not  to  exceed  fifty 

feet,  and  shall  be  graded  not  to  exceed degrees,  at 

least  fifteen  feet  wide  at  the  bottom  of  said  road  where 
the  ground  will  admit  such  width  and  grade. 

§  6.  That  when  said  road  shall  be  opened  and  graded  for 
any  distance  thereof  equal  to  five  miles,  it  shall  be  lawful 
for  said  company  to  erect  a  gate  or  gates  upon  the  same, 
and  collect  for  the  travel  on  said  road  one  half  of  the  rates 
of  tolls  usually  collected  on  finished  turnpike  roads,  and  at 
the  same  rates  for  any  greater  distance  of  said  road  as  soon 
as  the  same  shall  be  opened  and  graded  as  aforesaid ;  and 
whenever  the  said  road  shall  be  paved  with  stone,  or  mac- 
adamized with  stone  or  hard  gravel,  at  least  fifteen  feet 
wide,  then  said  company  shall  have  full  power  to  charge 
and  collect  full  toll  for  so  much  of  said  road  as  may  be 
completed. 

§  7.  That  the  president  and  directors  and  company  may 
take  and  use  any  timber,  earth,  gravel,  stone,  or  other  ma- 
terials necessary  for  the  construction  or  repair  of  said  road, 
or  any  of  its  works;  and  may,  for  the  purposes  aforesaid, 
cither  by  themselves  or  agents,  or  those  with  whom  they 
may  contract,  enter  upon,  use,  and  excavate  any  such  ma- 
terials as  may  be  wanted  for  the  building  or  repair  of  aaid 
road,  or  for  the  erection  of  buildings  necessary  to  its  con- 
struction or  repairs:  Provided^  Such  damages  shall  bepaia 
to  the  owners  thereof,  as  may  be  assessed  by  a  jury  under 
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a  writ  of  ad  (pjuod  damnum^  issued  by  the  Logan  county       1860. 
court,  as  in  other  Ataes  provided. 

§  8.  That  said  company  shall  have  the  power  to  make 
all  the  necessary  by-laws  and  rules  for  its  government; 
and  shall  have  the  power  to  make  such  other  officers  as  it 
may  deem  proper  to  a  successful  organization,  and  fix  and 
pay  such  salarie?  to  its  officers  as  it  may  determine. 

§  9.  The  president  and  directors  shall  keep  a  record  of 
their  proceedings  in  a  well-bound  book,  which  shall  at  all 
times  be  accessible  to  each  and  every  one  of  the  stock- 
holders for  inspection  upon  application  to  said  board. 

§  10.  This  this  act  take  effect  from  its  passage.

§  1.  That  H.  Kohler,  J.  Schulz,  W.  KnoUer,  G.  Huber, 
and  M.  Hoffman,  and  their  associates,  be,  and  they  are 
hereby,  created  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name 
and  style  of  Winnebago  Tribe,  No.  23,  Independent  Order 
of  Red  Men ;  and  they,  with  their  associates  and  successors, 
shall  so  continue  and  have  perpetual  succession,  and  by 
that  name  are  hereby  made  capable  in  law,  as  natural  per- 
sons, to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  plead  and  be  impleaded,  to 
contract  and  be  contracted  with,  to  answer  and  be  answer- 
ed, in  all  courts  of  law  and  equity  in  this  Commonwealth 
and  elsewhere ;  to  make,  have,  and  use  a  common  seal, 
and  the  same  to  break,  alter,  or  amend  at  pleasure.  They 
may  make  and  ordain  such  regulations  and  by-laws  for 
their  government  as  from  time  to  time  they  may  deem 
proper,  and  may  change  and  renew  the  same  at  pleasure  : 
Provided^  That  they  be  not  in  contravention  with  the  laws 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  I.  O.  R.  M.  of  the  State  of  Maryland, 
of  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States,  or  of  this 
Commonwealth. 

§  2.  The  said  Tribe  shall  have  the  right  to  purchase  and 
hold  a  suitable  lot  for  a  building  to  hold  their  meetings  in, 
and  may  hold  other  property  in  value  not  exceeding  ten 
thousand  dollars. 

§  3.  Said  corporation  shall  have  the  power  to  sell  or 
otherwise  dispose  of  the  ground  acquired  by  virtue  of  this 
act,  or  any  portion  thereof:  Provided^  They  deem  the  same 
necessary. 

§  4.  Within  thirty  days  after  the  passage  of  this  act  the 
corporators  herein  named,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  call 
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1860.  a  meeting  at  a  convenient  time  and  place  in  the  city  of 
Louisville,  and  give  due  notice  thereof  to  the  residue,  and 
at  such  meeting  may  adopt  such  permanent  regulations  as 
to  the  majority  may  seem  proper. 

§  5.  Said  Winnebago  Tribe,  No.  23,  I.  O.  R.  M.,  shall 
not  have  or  exercise  under  this  charter  any  power  or  privi- 
lege not  herein  expressly  granted ;  and  the  Legislature  re- 
serve the  right  to  modify,  amend,  or  repeal  this  act;  bat  the 
repeal  shall  not  deprive  the  said  Winnebago  Tribe,  No.

died  in  Monterey,  in  Mexico,  while  in  the  line  of  his  duty 
as  a  soldier,  and  that  Lieutenant  Lewis  M.  Reese,  also  a 
resident  of  the  same  county,  was  a  companion  in  arms  in 
the  same  company  with  said  Powell,  and  that  when  said 
Powell  died  said  Reese,  at  his  own  expense,  purchased  two 
lead  coffins,  and  with  them  brought  the  body  of  his  dead 
comrade  to  Kentucky,  and  that  the  State  took  said  body 
and  honorably  interred  it  with  other  soldiers  in  the  ceme- 
tery near  Frankfort.  It  further  appears  that  said  Powell 
was  poor  ai^d  left  no  estate,  and  that  said  Reese  then  was, 
and  still  is,  ^  very  poor  man  in  needy  circumstancefl,  and 
that  his  said  generous  conduct  deserves  honorable  mention 
by  his  native  State,  and  in  order  to  reimburse  him  the 
money  so  expended  by  him  as  of  1847,  the  date  when  he 
paid  it  out ;  therefore.

§  1.  That  the  general  council  of  the  city  of  Louisville 
may  pass  ordinances,  from  time  to  time,  authorizing  the 
construction  of  a  railroad,  to  be  propelled  by  horse  power, 
and  to  be  used  only  for  the  transportation  of  passengers, 
in  any  street  in  said  etty,  and  regulating  the  mode  of  con- 
structing and  using  the  same ;  but  no  such  ordinance  shall 
be  passed  until  the  majority  in  interest  fronting  the  street 
between  the  termini  of  the  proposed  railroad  shall  petition 
in  writing  for  the  same. 

§  2.  Every  such  ^ordinance  shall  recite  on  its  face  that 
such  petition  had  been  presented  to  the  general  council ; 
and  in  all  suits  or  proceedings  instituted  to  prevent  or  re- 
strain the  construction  of  such  railroad,  or  in  aliy  way 
involving  the  right  to  construct  the  same,  this  recital  shall 
be  received  as  prima  facte  evidence  of  the  facts  recited ; 
and  in  all  suits  or  proceedings  to  prevent  or  restrain  the 
use  of  said  railroad,  or  to  remove  obstructions  therefrom, 
or  to  enforce  penalties  for  obstructing  the  same,  said  recital 
shall  be  received  as  conclusive  of  the  facts  recited. 

§  3.  The  right  to  construct  and  use  any  railroad  which 
may  be  authorized  by  ordinance,  shall  be  publicly  let  to 
the  person  or  persons  who  will  agree  to  transport  passen- 
gers for  the  smallest  sum,  or  who  will  pay  the  city  the 
largest  per  centum  of  his  or  their  gross  receipts,  whichever 
shall  be  required  in  the  ordinance,  and  will  comply  with 
all  the  conditions  required  by  the  ordinance;  notice  of  the 
time  and  place  of  the  letting  shall  be  published  at  least 
ten  days  in  three  daily  papers  published  in  said  city;  and 
the  ordinance  shall  be  published  along  with  said  notice : 
Provided,  howqver^  The  general  council  may  have  the  right 
to  reject  any  such  offer  or  bid,  should  they  deem  the  amount 
so  bid  insufficient.

B.  Monroe ;  the  fifth 
and  seventh  volumes  of  the  Reports  of  J.  J.  Marshall ;  the 

third  and volumes  of  the  Reports  of  A.  K.  Marshall ; 

the  third  and  fourth  volumes  of  Bibb*s  Reports ;  the  second 
and  third  volumes  of  LittelPs  Reports ;  Monroe  and  Har- 
lan's Digest;  and  the  Session  Acts  of  1849,  1850,  1851, 
and  1852. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  efifect  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1127. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  old  State  Road  and  Ripple  creek  Turnpike  Road 

Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  a  company  be,  and  is  hereby,  incorporated  as 
a  body  politic  and  corporate,  in  the  county  of  Campbell,  by 
the  name  and  style  of  the  *'01d  State  Road  and  Ripple 
creek  Turnpike  Road  Company,"  for  the  purpose  of  con- 
structing a  turnpike  road  from  the  point  of  junction  of  the 
old  State  road  with  the  Campbell  turnpike  road  to  Licking 
Valley  church,  in  saicl  county ;  said  road  shall  commence 
at  the  junction  of  the  old  State  road  with  the  Campbell 
turnpike  road  at  L.  M.  Eckart's ;  from  thence  shall  pass 
G.  R.  Tolferd's,Sam.  Lyons',  and  John  Dye's  houses,  along 
the  old  State  road;  thence,  leaving  the  old  State  road, 
shall  pass  P.  White's,  on  Ripple  creek ;  and  thence  to  Lick- 
ing Valley  church. 

§  2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be 
twenty  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  twen- 
ty  dollars  each. 

'  §  3.  That  books  for  the  subscription  of  said  stock  may  be 
opened  immediately  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  at  the 
Walnut  Hill  school-house,  in  said  county,  tinder  the  direc- 
tion of  L.  M.  Eckart,  Stephen  Losey,  S.  Lyons,  John  Dye, 
and  6.  R.  Tolferd,  all  of  whom  are  hereby  appointed  com- 
missioners  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  subscriptions  to 
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1860.  said  road,  under  the  same  general  directions  as  are  con- 
tained  in  the  charter  of  the  Campbell  turnpike  road  com- 
pany. 

§  4.  That  the  books  shall  remain  open  until  the  sum  of 
five  thousand  dollars  shall  be  subscribed,  or  until  a  8ufii- 
cient  amount  has  been  taken  or  subscribed  to  grade  fi?e 
miles  of  said  road,  when  the  said  company  may  be  organ- 
ized as  is  directed  in  the  aforesaid  charter  of  the  said 
Campbell  turnpike  road  company ;  and  when  five  miles  of 
said  road  shall  have  been  graded,  the  company  may  erect 
gates,  and  charge  half  toll  for  travel  upon  the  same. 

§  5.  The  provisions  embodied  in  an  act,  entitled ''An  act 
to  incorporate  the  Campbell  Turnpike  Road  Company," 
approved  February  17th,  1846,  and  the  amendments  there- 
to, approved  respectively  March  1st,  1854,  and  February 
13th,  1858,  shall  apply  to  the  company,  and  are  hereby 
made  part  of  this  charter,  except  as  modified  in  the  forego- 
ing sections.

Be  it  enacted  by  tlie  General  Assembly  of  the  CornmonweM 
of  Kentvjcky:

pSStepowewV  Nisbet,  C.  P.  Lyon,  Charles  Seymour,  Dr.  John  Ray,  Robt. 

B.  Speed,  George  L,  Wetherly,  Richard  Gregory,  and  their 
associates,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created  a  body  politic 
and  corporate,  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Madison- 
ville  Cemetery  Company ;  shall  have  perpetual  succession. 
and  shall  be  able  and  capable  in  law  to  have  and  use  a 
common  seal,  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  plead  and  be  implead- 
ed, defend  and  be  defended,  in  all  courts  of  this  Common- 
wealth and  elsewhere.  They  shall  have  power  to  purchase 
any  quantity  of  land  not  exceeding  fifty  acres,  to  be  located 
not  more  than  three  miles  from  the  town  of  Madisonville' 
in  Hopkins  county,  and  receive  a  conveyance  therefor,  with 
such  covenants  of  warranty  as  they  may  deem  proper 
The  land  and  appurtenances,  when  conveyed  to  said  com- 
pany, shall  be  held  solely  and  exclusively  for  a  cemetery 
and  ornamental  grounds  connected  therewith,  and  shall 
never  be  alienated,  sold,  or  used  for  any  other  purpose 
whatever;  but  the  company  may  permit  their  superintend- 
ent or  other  officers  to  use  any  portion  of  their  grounds  not 
sold  for  burial  lots  or  horticultural  purposes,  but  the  same 
shall  not  be  used  in  a  manner  inconsistent  with  the  rever- 
ence and  respect  due  to  the  cemetery  of  the  dead.    The

§  5.  That  so  soon  as  the  ground  is  purchased  and  the 
Teiayont  trustees  elected  and  qualified,  they  shall  have  power  to 
grSinSa?*""^  lay  out  and  ornament  the  same,  or  any  part  thereof;  and, 
from  time  to  time,  erect,  repair,  or  add  such  fixtures  or

*  the  cemetery  grounds ;  or  shall  have  power  to  sell  burial 

lots,  at  either  public  or  private  sale,  and  execute  convey- 
ances to  purchasers.  When  the  lots  shall  be  laid  off,  and 
before  any  sale  shall  be  made,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
trustees  to  assign  by  lot,  or  in  some  other  equitably  man- 
ner, and  convey  to  each  subscriber  to  the  stock  of  the  com- 
pany one  or  more  lots,  corresponding  in  valuation  with  the 
amounts  of  their  respective  subscriptions,  which  convey- 
ance shall  be  in  full  satisfaction  thereof. 
§  6.  That  when  a  burial  lot  is  sold  or  allotted  by  said 
To  give  oertifl-  Company,  the  trustees,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  execute 
obaSerf^of  fJII*  ^^  ^^®  purchaser  a  certificate  thereof,  under  the  seal  of  the 
company,  which  shall  vest  the  purchaser  yiiXh  title ;  which 
certificate  shall  be  recorded  in  the  clerk's  office  of  the 
Hopkins  county  court;  and  the  seal  of  the  company  being 
annexed  to  said  certificate,  shall  be  a  sufficient  authentica* 
tion  to  admit  it  to  record ;  and  for  recording  each  certifi- 
cate of  title,  together  with  his  own  official  certificate 
appended  thereto,  the  clerk  of  said  court  may  charge  a 
fee  of  fifty  cents,  and  no  more.  All  subsequent  transfew 
shall  be  required  to  be  proved  or  acknowledged  and  rt* 
corded  in  the  manner  required  by  the  laws  of  this  State  ia 
relation  to  conveyances  of  real  estate.

Erovement  of  the  grounds,  the  erection  of  the  necessary 
uildings  and  inclosures,  the  payment  of  its  incidental  ex- 
penses, and  to  the  purchase  of  additional  grquuds,  if  enough 
should  not  be  secured  in  the  original  purchase. 

§  8.  It  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  corporate  author*      HadMonviUe 
ities  of  the  town  of  Aladisonville,  and  for  the  county  court  "*  015^*20 
of  Hopkins  county,  to  subscribe  to  the  stock  of  said  com*  "^P^* 
pany  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars 
each ;  and  in  the  event  of  such  subscriptions  being  made, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  company  to  assign  to  them 
propgr  lots,  according  to  the  amounts  by  them  respectively 
subscribed,  and  give  certificates  of  title  therefor;  and  said  '• 

lots  so  assigned  and  conveyed,  shall  be  forever  set  apart  as 
a  place  of  burial  for  paupers,  strangers,  or  sojourners  who 
may  die  within  the  county  of  Hopkins;  and  to  all  such 
the  same  respect  shall  be  paid  as  to  those  who  may  be  the  ^ 

owners  of  lots;  and  the  money  to  pay  such  subscriptions 
shall  be  raised  by  said  county  court  and  town  authorities 
in  the  same  manner  in  which  they  raise  their  town  and 
county  revenue.  It  shall  also  be  lawful  for  all  Lodges  of 
the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  of  all  Chapters  of 
Royal  Arch  Masons,  of  all  Lodges  of  Free  and  Accepted 
Masons,  and  of  all  Divisions  of  the  Sons  of  Temperance, 
in  said  county,  each,  to  subscribe  for  and  hold  stock  in  said 
company  to  the  amount  of  one  hundred  dollars ;  and  upon 
such  subscriptions  being  made,  they  shall  be  entitled  to  all 
the  rights  and  privileges,  and  subjected  to  the  same  rules 
and  regulations  which  may  be  adopted  for  the  government 
of  individual  stockholders.

CHAPTER  1130. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Ccab  Orchard  Coal  and  Mannfadaring  CompAo^' 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  A&sembly  of  the  Cornmonwealth 
of  Kentvcky: 

§  1.  That  Ambrose  G.  Gordon  and  Charles  Seymour, 
together  with  their  successors,  associates,  and  assigift,  be, 
and  they  are  hereby,  created  a  body  politic  and  corporate, 
by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Crab  Orchard  Coal  and  Man- 
ufacturing Company,  and  by  that  name  and  style  are  made 
capable  in  law  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  to  have, 
enjoy,  and  retain  to  themselves  and  their  successors,  lands, 
rents,  tenements,  hereditaments,  goods,  chattels,  and  effects, 
as  may  be  necessary  and  convenient  for  the  working  of 
«oal  mines,  for  manufacturing  coal  oil,  or  other  thing,  and 
for  the  erection  and  working  all  necessary  mills,  and  for 
other  powers  and  privileges,  business  and  employments 
now  used  by  private  coal  companies,  or  private  manufac- 
turing companies  in  this  Commonwealth.  They  may  build 
branch  railroads  to  connect  any  of  their  works  with  any 
railroad  now  chartered  or  which  may  be  chartered;  baton 
the  condition  of  their  obtaining  the  right  of  way  by  con- 
tract; and  if  such  right  of  way  cannot  be  so  procured,  the 
said  company  may  have  the  same  condemned  by  filing  its 
petition  for  that  purpose  with  the  clerk  of  the  county  court 
of  the  county  in  which  the  land  is  sitCiated,  and  obtaining 
thereon  the  necessary  writs  of  ad  quod  damnum^  and  pro- 
curing the  regular  condemnation  thereof,  as  required  by 
law  in  the  condemnation  of  lands  for  the  use  of  turnpike 
roads :  Provided^  however^  That  no  property  shall  be  so  taken 
without  the  value  thereof  having  been  first  paid.  The  said 
company  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded, 
defend  and  be  defended,  in  all  courts  of  record  or  other 
place ;  to  have  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to  alter  at 
pleasure ;  to  ordain,  establish,  and  put  in  execution  all  such 
by-laws,  ordinances,  and  regulations  as  shall  seem  neces- 
sary and  convenient  for  the  government  of  said  corporation, 
not  being  contrary  to  the  constitution  and  laws  of  this  Stal« 
or  af  the  United  States;  and  all  written  contracts  eigned 
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by  the  president  in  the  name  of  the  company  shall  be       1860. 
binding  and  obligatory  upon  the  company. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  five  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  such  number  of 
shares  as  the  stockholders  may  by  their  by-laws  declare. 

§  3.  The  said  company  may  buy,  build,  or  erect  all  kinds 
of  machinery ;  buy  coal  and  coal  lands  and  coal  reserva- 
tions for  carrying  on  their  business,  and  may  dispose  of 
their  property  of  any  character  by  sale  or  otherwise.  They 
may  receive  real  estate  in  payment  of  such  part  of  the 
subscription  of  stock  as  they  may  deem  advisable,  at  such 
prices  as  the  parties  interested  may  agree.  They  shall  have 
the  right  to  hold,  either  by  purchase  or  otherwise,  such  real 
estate,  mining  rights,  and  rights  of  way,  as  by  them  may 
be  thought  necessary  for  the  successful  prosecution  of  their 
business,  and  the  same,  or  any  part  thereof,  to  sell  or  other- 
wise dispose  of  as  the  ititerest  of  the  company  may  require. 

§  4.  The  business  of  the  company  to  be  conducted  by 
five  directors,  to  be  chosen  annually  by  the  stockholders ; 
the  said  directors  to  choosy  one  of  their  number  as  presi- 
dent. They  shall  also  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  in 
their  own  body,  and  appoint  from  time  to  time  all  necessa- 
ry ofi[icers  and  agents  that  they  may  deem  necessary. 
There  shall  be  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  annually,  at 
which  the  said  directors  shall  be  elected,  the  time  to  be 
fixed  by  a  by-law  of  the  company ;  in  all  elections  each 
share  of  stock  shall  entitle  the  holder  to  one  vote,  and  the 
stockholders  may  vote  in  person  or  by  proxy. 

§  5.  The  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  deemed  personal 
estate,  and  may  be  transferred  upon  the  books  of  the  com* 
pany  after  such  shall  have  been  fully  paid. 

§  6.  The  first  meeting  of  the  stockholders  for  the  election 
of  directors  shall  be  advertised  in  some  newspaper  printed 
in  this  Commoawealth ;  and  the  president  and  directors 
shall  be  authorized  to  require  bond,  with  security  in  ade- 
quate penalty,  from  their  treasurer,  or  any  other  agent  or 
ofiicer  of  their  company ;  and  for  failure  to  pay  up  their 
stock  by  any  stockholder,  the  share  or  shares  of  such  stock- 
holder may  be  forfeited  by  the  president  and  directors,  or 
they  may  sue  and  recover  the  same. 

§  7.  Books  for  the  subscription  of  stock  may  be  opened 
at  any  time  and  place,  and  closed  again  at  pleasure  :  Pra- 
videdy  however^  That  the  stock  at  no  time  shall  .exceed  the 
maximum  amount  herein  named. 

§  8.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  president  and  directors  of 
said  company,  from  time  to  time,  to  borrow  or  obtain  on 
loan  such  sum  or  sums  of  money,  and  on  such  terms  as 
they  may  deem  expedient,  and  to  pledge  or  mortgage  all 
or  any  part  of  the  estates,  improvements,  privileges,  efiects, 
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1860.  and  assets  whatsoever  of  said  company  for  the  repayment 
— ^ "  of  such  loans  or  of  any  indebtedness. 

§  9.  In  all  suits  instituted  against  this  corporation,  the 
service  of  process  may  be  on  the  president ;  and  it  shall 
not  be  necessary  to  show  a  contract  under  the  seal  of  the 
corporation  to  maintain  a  suit  against  or  for  it ;  but  said 
corporation,  by  its  duly  authorized  agent  or  agents,  may 
make  parol  contracts  which  shall  be  binding,  and  on  such 
parol  contracts  suits  may  be  maintained :  Provided^  Sndi 
contract  shall  be  within  the  fair  meaning  of  the  po^ver  or 
authority  granted  or  delegated  to  such  agent  or  agents. 

§  10.  For  any  violations  of  the  provisions  of  this  charter, 
the  Legislature  reserves  the  right  to  repeal  this  act  at  any 
time ;  and  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1132.

§  1 .  That  each  person  or  corporation  who  has  sabscrib- 
ed  and  paid,  or  who  hereafter  shall  subscribe  and  pay  to 
said  company  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars,  as  also  each 
lot-holder,  to  a  like  amount  shall  be  shareholders  in  the 
same ;  and  for  ever}'^  share  whilst  so  held  shall  be  entitled 
to  one  vote  in  the  election  of  its  trustees ;  but  no  person  or 
body  corporate  shall  be  entitled  to  more  than  five  votes. 

§  2.  That  the  grounds,  property,  and  estate  of  said  cor* 
poration  shall  always  be  exempt  from  the  payment  of  State 
revenue  or  county  or  town  tax. 

§  3.  That  any  person  who  shall  tr^pass  upon  the 
grounds,  buildings,  fences,  inclosures,  dircrobery,  improve- 
ments, or  appurtenances  of  said  company,  shall  (in  addi- 
tion to  being  liable  for  the  injury  done)  be  subject  to  a  fine 
of  not  less  than  five  or  more  than  fifty  dollars. 

§  4.  That  for  a  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  or  the  act  to  what  it  is  an  amendment,  or  any  of  the 
by-laws  of  said  company,  suit  may  be  prosecuted  in  the 
name  of  said  company,  before  the  police  judge  of  Georige* 
town,  or  apy  justice  of  the  peace  for  Scott  county ;  and  all 
damages,  fines,  and  penalties  recovered  or  assessed  shall 
be  for  the  benefit  of  said  company.

AN  ACT  concerning  the  books  of  surveys  on  lands  in  Jacjcson  county* 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  tfie  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1 .  That  ^e  surveyors  of  the  counties  of  Madison,  Estill, 
Owsley,  Rockcastle,  Laurel,  and  Clay,  be,  and  they  are 
hereby,  required  to  make  out  from  the  books  of  surveys 
now  held  by  them,  exact  transcripts  of  such  surveys,  field 
notes,  and  other  papers,  as  embrace  the  lands  now  situated 
in  the  boundary  of  Jackson  county,  and  taken  from  their 
own  counties  respectively,  so  far  as  the  same  can  be  done^ 
and  to  file  them  in  the  office  of  the  surveyor  of  Jackson 
county;  and  for  this  service,  when  rendered,  the  county 
court  of  Jackson  county  is  authorized  and  required  to  levy, 
at  their  next  court  of  claims,  such  sum  as  will  be  a  fair  and 
just  compensation  for  their  labor  and  service  in  the  per- 
formance of  this  duty. 

§  2.  This  act  to  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to  declare  T.  A.  Shenstone  the  heir  at  law  of  Isaac  Ackley. 

Whereas,  It  appears  to  the  General  Assembly  that  Isaac 
Ackley,  of  Pendleton  county,  has  intermarried  with  the 
mother  of  Thomas  A.  Shenstone,  and  desired  to  adopt  as 
his  heir  at  law  the  said  Thomas  A.  Shenstone,  the  son  of 
his  said  wife,  and  has  petitioned  the  General  Assembly  for 
the  passage  of  a  law  to  that  effect;  therefore. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the' said  Thomas  A.  Shenstone  be,  and  he  is 
hereby,  declared  the  heir  at  law  of  the  said  Isaac  Ackley, 
and  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  rights  and  privileges,  and 
subject  to  all  the  liabilities  and  responsibilities  of  an  heir, 
and  shall,  at  the  death  of  said  Isaac  Ackley,  inherit  and 
take  his  estate  as  an  heir,  if  the  said  Ackley  shall  die  in- 
testate. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  Milan  WUliamB,  of  Carter  countj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  CammonwcaUk 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  provisions  of  the  law  now  in  force  in  this 
State  upon  the  subject  of  idiots  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby, 
extended  to  Milan  Williams,  of  Carter  county,  who  is  rep- 
resented to  be  a  lunatic,  or  person  of  unsound  mind :  Pro- 
vided, That  upon  an  inquest,  to  be  held  in  the  Carter  circnit 
court,  he  shall  be  found  to  be  a  person  of  unsound  miod, 
and  no  hope  of  his  recovery  if  sent  to  the  lunatic  asylum: 
And  provided  further  y  That  said  court,  in  extending  the  pro- 
visions of  said  law  to  and  for  the  benefit  of  said  Milan 
Williams,  cause  an  order  to  be  made,  requiring  the  com- 
mittee who  may  be  appointed  to  take  charge  of  him,  not 
to  permit  him  to  run  at  large,  but  to  keep  him  within  the 
inclosures  of  said  committee,  except  ivhen  attended  by 
some  person  who  can  control  and  manage  him. 

§  2.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1139. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  the  late  Sberifis  of  the  ooontj  of  Daviess  and  tbe 

countj  of  Clay. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  tfie  CommonwealA 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  Thomas  Landrum,  late  sheriff*,  and  Josiah 
Veech,  late  deputy  sheriff*  of  Daviess  county,  be,  and  they 
are  hereby,  allowed  the  further  time  of  two  years,  from  and 
after  the  passage  of  this  act,  to  settle  up  the  unfinished 
business  in  their  hands,  and  that  they  be  allowed  to  coUeet 
all  taxes,  fines,  or  fee  bills  in  their  hands,  or  their  own  fe« 
bills,  and  that  they  may  distrain  for  the  same;  or  they, or 
either  of  them,  may  list  their  uncollected  taxes  and  fee 
bills  with  the  present  sheriff  of  Daviess  county  for  collec- 
tion, and  that  he  shall  be  bound  to  receive,  receipt  for,  and 
collect,  and  account  for  the  same  within  six  months  after 
he  receives  the  same,  and  that  he  may  distrain  for  the 
same :  Provided,  That  the  said  sheriff  shall  be  liable  for  the 
issuance  of  illegal  fee  bills  in  all  the  penalties  now  pro* 
vided  by  law. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  also  apply  to  Asa  Gilbert  and  hisd^P' 
uties,  of  Clay  county. 

§  3.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  1140.  I860. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  LouisTiUe  Gas  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kcntvjcky: 

§  1 .  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Louisville  gas  oom-  ^ 
pany  to  contract  with  the  city  of  Louisville,  and  for  the  city 
of  Louisville  to  contract  with  said  gas  company,  to  retire 
the  stock  of  individuals  in  the  gas  company,  by  ceasing  to 
make  dividends  on  the  stock  of  the  city,  and  applying  the 
same  from  time  to  time  to  the  purchase  of  the  stock  held  by 
individuals,  and  for  the  transfer  of  the  same  to  the  city. 

^  2.  That  it  shall  also  be  lawful  for  said  gas  company 
and  the  city  of  Louisville  to  contract  that  the  gas  company 
shall  cease  to  make  dividends  of  the  net  profits  amongst 
the  stockholders,  and  d,pply  the  whole  net  profits  to  the 
purchase  ^nd  transfer  to  the  city  of  the  stock  of  individuals 
at  an  agreed  rate,  not  exceeding  seventy-five  dollars  per 
share,  and  at  an  agreed  annual  interest  not  exceeding  six 
dollars  .per  share,  payable  semi-annually,  until  all  the  stock 
of  the  company  shall  become  the  property  of  the  city :  Pro- 
vided,  however,  That  afler  the  city  has  purchased  the  whole 
of  the  individual  interest  in  the  gas  company,  that  the  city 
may  from  time  to  time  transfer  to  individuals  one  share  of 
stock,  so  as  to  qualify  the  holder  for  th^  office  of  president 
or  director,  and  thus  keep  up  the  organization  of  the  com- 
pany, for  the  better  management  of  its  financial  and  pru- 
dential concerns. 

§  3.  That  the  management  and  control  of  the  gas  com- 
pany shall  remain  as  it  now  is  under  the  present  charter, 
until  the  whole  of  the  individual  stock  becomes  the  proper- 
ty of  the  city, 

§  4.  That  from  and  after  the  time  that  the  city  shall  have 
become  owner  of  all  the  stock  in  the  company  except  what 
the  president  and  directors  may  hold,  the  city  shall  have  no 
authority  to  levy  and  collect  a  tax,  as  now  authorized,  to 
pay  for  the  public  lights ;  and  from  and  after  the  same 
time  the  price  of  gas  to  other  consumers  shall  be  reduced 
so  that  not  more  than  six  per  cent,  net  profits  shall  be 
realized  on  the  stock  of  the  company,  after  paying  for  re- 
pairs, extensions,  expense  of  management  and  manufac- 
ture; and  the  city  shall  cause  a  report  of  the  operations  of 
the  company^  and  of  its  finances ;  and  any  surplus  profit 
over  six  per  cent,  on  any  cne  year  shall  constitute  a  fund 
for  extensions  the  next. 

§  5.  If  the  gas  pompany  and  the  city  of  Louisville  shall 
not  be  able  to  agree  and  contract  on  the  principles  of  the 
preceding  sections,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  them  to  agree  and 
contract  in  relation  to  the  terms  upon  whidh  the  city  shall 
become  the  proprietor  of  the  gas  works  and  the  individual 
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i860.      stock;  and  to  secure  the  payment  by  a  lien  on  the  gas 

—  works  and  other  property  of  the  gas  company;  and  that 

the  manag^ement  of  the  gas  works  shall  remain  under  tlie 
control  of  the  individual  stockholders  as  it  now  exists,  antil 
the  agreed  terms  are  complied  with,  or  otherwise,  as  agreed 
by  the  gas  company  and  the  city.

CHAPTER  1141. 

AN  ACT  to  improye  tfie  navigation  of  Cumberland  rirer. 

Be  it  enacted  ly  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Conwwnweallk 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  the  county  court  of  Whitley  county  is  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered,  by  an  order  of  said  court,  to 
draft  any  and  .all  hands  legally  bound  to  Work  roads  under 
the  general  laws,  and  living  within  one  mile  of  CumberlaDd 
river,  on  either  side  thereof,  between  the  county  line,  where 
the  same  crosses  Cumberland  river  at  the  mouth  of  Mill 
creek  and  the  falls  of  Cumberland  river,  or  any  portion  of 
the  same,  as  the  court  may  deem  best;  which  hands  may  be 
ordered  to  work  on  said  river  any  number  of  days  not  ex- 
ceeding six  days  in  any  one  year. 

§  2.  The  county  court  may  lay  off  said  section  of  the 
river  into  convenient  precincts  or  districts,  and  appoint  an 
overseer  of  survey  in  each  precinct,  and  have  an  order 
served  on  him,  allotting  his  hands  and  designating  his  dis- 
trict, as  in  cases  of  roads ;  and  he  shall  proceed  to  notify 
the  hands  in  his  district,  at  such  times  as  he  may  deem  best 
for  working  on  said  river,  and  for  such  number  of  days  as 
the  court  may  direct,  (not  exceeding  six  in  any  one  year,) 
and  shall  proceed  to  remove  such  obstructions  of  rock; 
timber,  or  like  matter,  as  he  may  deem  most  obstructive  to 
the  flat-boat  navigation,  rafts,  or  other  craft,  coming  within 
the  limits  of  the  means  herein  provided ;  and  for  any  fail- 
ure to  discharge  the  duties  assigned  him,  shall  be  liable  in 
like  manner  under  the  laws  now  in  force  or  which  may  here- 
after be  enacted  in  relation  to  surveyors  of  roads,  so  far  as 
duties  are  applicable,  and  shall  be  subject  to  like  penalties. 

§  3.  That  the  general  laws  of  this  Commonwealth,  pre- 
scribing the  duties  of  hands  to  work  roads,  are  hereby  made 
applicable  to  the  hands  which  may  be  allotted  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  and  they  may  be  proceeded  against 
for  any  failure  or  refusal  to  work,  when  notified  in  like 
manner  under  said  general  laws,  and  liable  to  the  fines  and 
penalties  therein  fixed ;  which  fines  and  penalties,  when 
collected,  shall  be  applied  to  the  improvement  of  said  river 
in  the  manner  herein  prescribed. 
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§  4.  All  hands  allotted  by  said  county  court,  under  this       1860. 
act,  shall  be  exempt  from  working  roads,  exceipt  that  they 
may  be  drafted  to  open  new  roads. 

§  5.  The  county  court  shall  have  power  in  their  discre- 
tion to  extend  the  limits  to  one  and  a  half  miles  on  either 
side  of  the  river,  or  of  contracting  the  distance  on  either 
side  of  the  river  to  one  half  mile  on  either  side  of  the 
river.

AN  ACT  for  th«  benefit  of  Warren  Tbomsberry,  J.  M.  Grace,  and  James  C. 
Calhoun,  aecurities  of  Henry  Lewis,  late  Sheriff  of  McCracken  county. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
oj  Kentucky: 

§  1.  Warren  Thomsberry,  J.  M.  Grace,  and  J.  C,  Cal- 
houn, of  McCracken  county,  sureties  of  H.  S.  Lewis^  late 
sheriff  of  said  county,  on  his  revenue  bond  for  the  year  1858, 
have  and  be  allowed  until  the  first  day  of  January,  1861, 
to  pay  into  the  treasury  the  unpaid  balance  due  from  said 
H.  S.  Lewis,  deceased,  on  said  bond  for  the  collection  of 
the  State  revenue  for  the  year  1858. 

§  2.  Provided^  That  they  shall  not  thereby  be  released 
from  any  obligations  attaching  to  them,  or  either  of  them, 
as  sureties  on  said  revenue  bond  for  1858. 

§  3.  That  this  act  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1146.

That  so  much  of  said  act  as  prohibits  the  judges  of  the 
county  and  quarterly  courts  from  entering  into  a  partner-

of  said  courts.

Whereas,  It  is  represented  to  the  General  Assembly,  that 
William  Gracey,  who  was  a  soldier  in  the  second  regiment 
of  Kentucky  volunteers  in  the  late  war  with  Mexico,  has 
lost  both  of  his  arms  by  the  explosion  of  a  cannon,  in  con- 
sequence of  which  he  is  wholly  unable  to  earn  a  support;

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  AssenMy  of  the  Comnumtualik 
of  Kentttcky: 

§  1.  That  the  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  be,  and  he  is 
hereby,  directed  to  draw  his  warrant  on  the  Treasurer  in 
favor  of  B.  H.  Elliston,  for  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollar?, 
which  sum  shall  be  expended  by  said  Elliston  in  purchas- 
ing a  pair  of  artificial  arms  for  said  William  Gracey.  Any 
sum  which  may  remain  after  purchasing  said  arms,  shall 
be  paid  over  to  said  Gracey  by  said  Elliston. 

§  2.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage.

Whereas,  It  is  represented  to  the  present  General  Assem- 
bly that  some  years  since  the  remains  of  Daniel  Boone  and 
wife  were  removed  from  the  State  of  Missouri,  and  interred 
in  the  Frankfort  cemetery,  and  that  their  graves  are  with- 
out any  lasting  mark  to  point  the  next  generation  to  the 
spot  where  the  bones  of  that  distinguished  pioneer  and  his 
wife  are  deposited  ;  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonweal^ 
of  Kentucky: 

§1.  That  his  Excellency,  the  Governor  of  Kentucky, 
cause  to  be  erected  over  the  graves  of  said  Daniel  Boone 
and  wife  a  durable  monument,  of  such  size  and  design,  and 
with  such  inscriptions  as  may  be  suitable,  and  as  in*)' 
appropriately  convey  to  posterity  the  estimation  in  which 
they  were  held  by  the  present  generation. 

§  2.  That  the  Governor  be  authorized  to  use,  in  the  erec- 
tion of  said  monument,  any  money  that  may  be  raised  by 
private  subscription,  and  that  he  draw  upon  the  treasu^ 
for  the  balance  of  the  cost  of  said  monument,  not  exceed- 
ing two  thousand  dollars. 

§  3.  This  act  to  be  in  force  from  its  passage.

That  so  much'  of  the  county  of  Harrison  as  is  now 
embraced  within  the  following  boundary,  viz:  Begin- 
ning at  a  point  where  Flat  Run  creek  empties  into  South 
Licking  river;  th«nce  with  said  river  at  low  water  mark, 
on  the  eastern  bank  thereof,  to  where  Fish  Pond  run 
empties  into  said  river ;  thenc«  up  Fish  Pond  run  to  the 
Covington  and  Lexington  railroad ;  thence  with  the  rail- 
road, on  the  eastern  side,  to  William  T.  Redmon's  north 
line ;  thence  with  Redmon's  line  to  the  corner  of  Wall  and 
January ;  thence  with  the  line  of  Wall  and  January  until 
it  intersects  the  old  corporation  line  of  the  town  of  Cyn- 
thiana ;  thence  vidth  the  old  corporation  line  until  it  reaches 
the  southeast  corner  of  the  lot  of  ground  upon  which  stands 
the  African  church ;  thence  in  a  line  parallel  with  Main 
street  of  Cynthiana,  northwardly,  crossing  the  grounds  of 
Henry  F.  Cromvirell,  to  the  southern  side  of  the  Claysville 
road ;  thence  with  said  road,  on  the  southern  side  thereof, 
to  the  eastern  side  of  said  railroad ;  thence  with  said  rail- 
road to  the  culvert  over  Flat  run ;  thence  with  Flat  run  to 
the  beginning,  shall  be,  and  is  hereby,  declared  to  be  a  city ; 
and  the  inhabitants  are  created  a  body  politic  and  corpo- 
rate, with  perpetual  succession,  by  th«  name  and  style  of 
the  City  ol  Cynthiana ;  and  as  such,  by  that  name,  shall 
be  capaUe  in  law  of  contracting  and  being  contracted 
with,  of  suing  and  being  sued,  pleading  and  being  im- 
pleaded, answering  and  being  answered  unto,  in  all  courts 
and  placesy  and  in  all  matters  whatsoever ;  and  may  have

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1880.       and  use  a  corporate  seal,  a«d  change,  alter,  and  renew 

the  same  at  pleasure:  Pf^ovided,  however ^   That  no  other 

part  of  said  boundary  of  Harrison  shall  be  included  within 
the  boundaries  of  said  city  of  Cynthiana,  other  than  that 
now  included  within  the  boundaries  of  said  city  of  Cyn- 
thiana, unless  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  ground  propos- 
ed to  be  included,  shall  petition  the  mayor  and  council  of 
said  city,  to  be  added  to  said  city. 

§  2.  That  sections  two,  three,  four,  five,  six,  eight,  nine, 
ten,  eleven,  twelve,  thirteen,  fourteen,  fifteen,  trixteen,  sev- 
enteen, eighteen,  nineteen,  twenty,  twenty-one,  and  twenty- 
two,  of  an  act,  entitled  "An  act  to  incorporate  the  city  of 
Augusta,"  approved  February  28,  1850,  be,  and  the  same 
are  hereby,  enacted  as  a  part  of  this  charter,  substituting 
Cynthiana  for  Augusta,  and  Harrison  county  for  Bracken 
county,  where  they  occur  in  said  sections,  and  making  all 
I  such  other  provisions  conform  to  the  true  intent  and  mean^ 

ing  of  this  charter,  ;with  the  exception  that  so  much  of  said 
third  section  as  r^equires  the  payment  of  a  poll  tax  as  a 
pre-requisite  for  Ijhe  right  of  suffrage,  shall  not  apply  to 
the  voters  of  the  city  of  Cynthiana.

§  1.  That  a  company  shall  be  formed,  under  the  name 
and  style  of  the  Stanford,  Hamilton's  Ford,  and  Lancaster 
Turnpike  Road  Company,  for  the  purpose  of  constructiflg 
an  artificial  road  from  or  near  Logan's  creek  bridge,  on  the 
turnpike  road  leading  from  Stanford  to  Crab  Orchard,  by 
way  of  Hamilton's  ford  across  Dix  river,  to  intersect  the 
Lancaster  and  Crab  Orchard  turnpike  road  at  or  near 
Thomas  K.  Salter's,  in  Garrard  county,  with  stone  and 
gravel.

those  subscribing  to  the  said  line  of  road  from  BrooksvilU

§  2.  But  before  any  ordinance  to  procure  the  construe* 
tion  of  a  sewer  or  sewers  within  any  district  shall  be  en- 
forced, an  estimate  of  the  cost  of  the  same  shall  be  made 
by  the  city  engineer,  and  the  ordinance,  with  said  estimate, 
shall  be  published  at  least  three  times  in  two  daily  news- 
papers, published  in  said  city ;  and  said  ordinance  shall,  at 
least  thirty  days  after  the  first  date  of  such  publication,  at 
a  general  election  held  in  said  city  for  officers  thereof,  ot 
on  a  special  day,  to  be  designated  by  the  general  council, 
be  approved  by  a  majority  of  all  the  lot  owners  for  and 
against  it,  by  the  lot  owners  of  said  district.  The  returns

§  5.  That  said  battalion  shall  at  all  times  hold  itself  sub- 
ject to  the  orders  of  the  Governor  of  the  State  of  Ken- 
tucky, the  local  authorities  of  the  city  of  Lottisville,  and 
the  county  of  Jefferson ;  and  if  at  any  time  its  officers  or 
soldiers  shall  disobey  orders  of  superiors,  or  the  authorities 
aforesaid,  or  shall  engage  in  any  insurrection,  or  rebel 
against  the  civil  authorities,  this  charter  [shall]  thereby  be 
forfeited,  and  all  of  the  property  v^hich  this  corporation 
may  have  acquired  shall  also  be  forfeited  to  the  Common- 
wealth of  Kentucky  for  the  benefit  of  the  school  fund.

hold  his  office  for  four  years ;  the  election  to  fill  the  office 

of  marshal  shall  be  every  two  years,  and  for  that  of  police 

judge  every  four  years.     Said  election  shall  be  held  by  the 

officers  required  by  law  to  hold  elections  in  the  district  in 

said  county  in  which  the  town  of  ToUsboro  is  situated, 

and  the  poll-books  used  in  said  election,  certified  according 

to  law,  and  returned  to  whoinsoever  shall  be  elected  as 

said  trustees,  to  be  kept  by  them  or  their  clerk  as  official 

records. 

§  2.  Said  trustees  may  enact  by-laws  and  ordinances  for 
the  government  of  said  town,  and  impose  suitable  fines 
for  their  violation,  not  exceeding  a  magistrates'  jurisdiction. 
Shall  have  power  to  lay  and  collect  a  tajc  upon  the  tithes 
and  property  of  said  town,  not  exceeding  one  dollar  per 
head  on  the  tithe,  and  the  sum  of  fifty  cents  on  each  one 
hundred  dollars  of  property  in  said  town;  to  establish 
streets  and  alleys ;  to  make  out  a  plat  and  survey  by  some 
competent  person,  showing  the  metes  and  bounds  of  said 
town,  not  exceeding  one  half  of  a  mile  square,  taking  the 
store-house  of  A.  H,  Pollitt  for  the  central  point  of  said 
district,  which  survey  and  plat  shall  be  made  out  and 
recorded  in  the  clerk's  office  for  the  county  court  of  said 
county. 

§  3.  Said  trustees  may  appoint  a  clerk  of  their  boards 
who  shall  keep  a  faithful  record  of  their  acts  and  doings, 
and  of  all  by-laws  and  ordinances  by  them  enacted,  attest 
the  same,  and  post  them  in  some  public  place,  and  perform 
such  other  legal  duties  as  the  trustees  may  require  of  him. 

§  4.  That  sections  4,  5,  6,  and  7,  o£  an  act,  entitled  "An 
act  to  establish  and  incorporate  the  town  of  Johnsonville^ 
in  Anderson  county,"  approved  February  2,  1858,  (Session 
Acts,  1857-8,  vol.  1,  page  260,)  are  hereby  adopted  as  part 
of  this  act,  so  far  as  the  same  are  applicable. 

§  5.  This  act  shall  take  efiect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1165. 

AN  ACT  coQceraing  the  Majfield  Semioarj  and  Grares  College. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  tiie  Commonwealth 
of  Kenificky: 

^  1.  That  the  trustees  of  the  Mayfield  Presbyterial  Semi- 
nary are  hereby  authorized  to  sell  and  convey,  for  such 
consideration  as  they  may  agree  upon,  any  lots  or  ground 
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1860.  in  or  near  the  town  of  Mayfield,  Graves  county,  to  which 
"  they  may  have  title,  and  a  majority  of  said  trastees  shall 
be  competent  to  make  such  conveyance. 

^  2.  That  the  trustees,  or  a  majority  of  them,  of  the  town 
of  Mayfield,  shall  have  authority  to  sell  and  convey  any 
lots  or  ground,  to  which  said  trustees  of  the  Mayfield  Pres- 
byterial  Seminary  may  claim,  to  the  same  person  or  per- 
sons, corporation  or  body  politic,  to  which  said  trustees  of 
said  seminary  may  sell;  and  when  said  trustees  of  said 
seminary  and  said  town  shall  sell  and  make  deeds,  the  legal 
title  to  the  lots  or  ground  so  sold  is  hereby  declared  to  paas 
by  said  deeds  to  the  vendee  or  vendees. 

$3.  That  the  Graves  county  court  shall  appoint  five 
trastees  for  the  Graves  College,  at  Mayfield ;  and  said  court 
from  time  to  time,  fill  all  vacancies;  said  trustees  shall  hold 
their  office  for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are 
qualified.  Said  trustees,  and  their  successors,  shall  be  a 
corporation  with  perpetual  existence;  and  in  the  name  of 
the  Graves  College  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  im- 
pleaded, hold  estate  of  any  and  all  kinds  for  the  benefit  of 
said  college;  said  trustees  may  elect  a  president,  and  such 
other  officers  as  are  usual  to  such  institutions,  and  select 
the  different  professors. 

^  4.  That  said  trustees  of  the  Graves  College  shall  have 
the  right  to  purchase,  for  the  use  of  the  college,  lands  and 
other  property.

CHAPTER  1167. 

AN  ACT  to  incoqMrate  the  Union  Steamboat  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commontoealtk 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  a  corporation  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby. 
created,  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Union  Steam- 
boat Company;  and  shall  have  all  the  rights,  immuni- 
ties, and  powers  necessary  and  proper  for  conducting  its 
business,  which  shall  be  the  building,  runninu:,  and  con- 
ducting of  steamboats,  or  either,  upon  any  of  the  navigable 
waters  in  the  State  of  Kentucky,  or  upon  any  other  waters ; 
and  by  the  name  aforesaid  shall  be  capable  in  law  of 
taking,  purchasing,  holding,  and  possessing  such  tenements, 
goods,  caattels,  merchandise,  goods,  and  effects  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  purposes  of  said  corporation,  and  the 
same  to  sell,  dispose  of,  and  convey  the  same  at  pleasure ; 
also,  may  in  that  name  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  im- 
pleaded, answer  and  be  answered,  defend  and  be  defended, 
in  all  courts  and  places. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  not  exceed 
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three  hundred  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of       I860. 

five  hundred  dollars  each ;  and  subscriptions  to  the  capital  "^ 

stock  may  be  made  by  persons  signing  their  names  to  a 
covenant  to  take  the  number  of  shares  opposite  their 
names,  and  to  pay  to  the  company  the  amount  thereof,  at 
such  times  and  in  such  sums  as  they  may  require. 

§  3.  That  George  W.  Tripiett,  his  associates  and  assigns, 
be,  and  they  are  hereby,  appointed  commissioners,  any  ona 
of  whom  may  act,  to  open  books  and  receive  subscriptions 
to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company ;  and  when  the  sum 
of  twenty^five  thotisand  dollars  is  subscribed,  they,  or  a 
majority  of  them,  may  call  a  meeting  of  the  subscribers^ 
who  may  organize  the  company  by  the  election  of  a  pres' 
ident  and  seven  directors,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  for 
such  length  of  time  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  stock' 
holders ;  and  shall  conduct  and  manage  the  affairs  of  the 
corporation  in  such  manner  as  the  stockholders  may  direct, 
not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  this  State. 

§  4.  There  shall  be  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  held 
annually,  or  oftener,  if  called  by  the  president  and  direct^ 
ors,  or  a  majority  of  the  stockholders,  and  at  every  such 
meeting  the  officers  of  the  corporation,  if  required,  shall 
submit  a  full  statement  of  the  affairs^  business,  and  ac 
counts  of  the  company ;  and  a  majority  of  the  stockholders, 
from  time  to  time,  may  permit  culditional  stock  to  be  sub' 
scribed,  until  the  whole  amount  authorized  by  this  act  shall 
have  been  taken.  Stockholders  may  be  represented  at  all 
meetings  of  the  company  by  proxy  in  writing,  and  each 
stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  as  many  votes  as  he  holds 
shares.  Certificates  of  stock  shall  be  issued  in  such  man* 
ner  as  the  by-laws  may  direct. 

§  5.  The  president  and  directors,  from  time  to  time,  may 
make  such  calls  on  the  shareholders  as  they  see  fit ;  and  if 
any  shareholder  shall  fail  to  pay  any  call  so  made,  his 
stock,  or  as  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  may  be 
sold,  after  twenty  days'  notice  in  any  of  the  newspapers  ^ 
published  in  Louisville,  at  public  auction,  to  the  highest 
bidder;  and  if,  at  such  sale,  said  stock  shall  not  bring 
enough  to  pay  the  deficit,  then  such  defaulting  stockholder 
shall  be  bound  to  make  it  good ;  but  if  it  sell  for  more  than 
sufficient  to  pay  the  whole  amount  of  said  defaulter's  stock, 
with  the  interest  and  cost,  then  such  excess  shall  be  paid 
to  such  stockholder. 

§  6.  The  stock  in  said  company  shall  be  considered  and 
held  as  personal  estate,  and  be  transferred  on  the  books  of 
the  company  in  person  or  by  power  of  attorney;  but  the 
company  shall  have  a  lien  on  the  stock  of  any  subscriber 
or  stockholder  for  any  debt  he  may  owe  said  company. 
Dividends  may  by  declared  annually,  or  semi-annually,  of 
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1860.      the  profits  of  said  company;  but  no  dividend  shall  evef 
"  ^  diminish  the  capital  stock  subscribed. 

§  7.  The  president  and  directors  shall  have  power  to  em- 
ploy such  agents  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  management 
of  the  business  of  the  company,  to  fix  their  compensation, 
and  dismiss  them  at  pleasure. 
§  8.  Notice  shall  be  given  by  advertisement  in  one  of 
'  the  newspapers  published  in  Louisville,  of  the  organization 
of  the  company  under  this  act. 

§  9.  This  corporation  may  continue  fbr  fifty  years,  sub- 
ject to  the  right  of  the  General  Assembly  to  change  or  re- 
peal this  charter  at  pleasure.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentitcky: 

^\.  That  A.   M.   Vanarsdell,  W.   JE.   Cleland,  Joseph 
Adams,  Robert  Forsythe,  P.  R.  Dunn,  Andrew  Forsythe, 
and  R.  A.  Armstrong,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  constituted 
a  body  politic  and  corporate,  to  be  ktiown  by  the  name 
of  the  Trustees  of  McAfee  Instftute;  and  by  that  name 
and  style  shall  have  perpetual  succession;  and  a  common

§  2.  The  said  corporation  shall  be  a  joint  stock  company, 
And  the  trustees  thereof  may  open  books  for  the  subscrip- 
tion of  stock,  as  soon  after  the  passage  of  this  act  as  they 
may  deem  expedient,  in  shares  of  such  amounts,  and  pay- 
able  at  such  periods,  as  may  be  agreed  on  by  a  majority  of 
themselves ;  and  when  the  shares  of  stock  are  paid  in,  they 
flfaall  issue  certificates  of  stock  to  the  subscribers  of  the 
same  for  as  many  shares  as  may  be  paid  in  by  them,  and 
such  certificates  of  stock  shall  be  negotiable,  assignable, 
and  transferable,  and  the  assignees  thereof  shall  have  all 
the  rights,  interest,  and  privileges  of  original  stockholders. 

§  3.  The  trustees  shall  be  elected  annually  on  the  first  Sat- 
urday in  April  of  every  year  by  the  stockholders,  who  shall 
have  one  vote  for  every  share  of  stock  held  by  them,  and  by 
each  of  them ;  and  they  shall  have  the  privilege  of  voting 
in  person  or  by  proxy ;  and  one  of  the  trustees,  appointed 
by  themselves,  and  the  clerk  of  the  institute,  shall  preside 
at  all  elections,  and  have  a  true  record  made  of  the  same 
ih  the  record  book  of  the  institute.

That  so  much  of  section  9,  of  article  6,  of  the  charter  of 
the  city  of  Louisville,  approved  March  24, 1851,  as  prevents 
the  auditor  of  said  city  from  delivering  to  the  officers,  school 
teachefs,  and  creditors  of  said  city,  his  warrant  upon  the 
treasurer  thereof  for  the  amount  of  their  salaries  as  they 
become  due,  and  for  claims  which  may  have  been  allowed 
by  resolution  or  ordinance  of  the  general  council,  which 
warrant  shall  pass  by  assignment,  and  be  received  for  any 
debt  due  said  city,  be^  and  the  same  is  hereby,  repealed. 
But  nothing  herein  shall  be  construed  to  allow  said  city  to 
create  debts  otherwise  than  is  now  provided  in  its  charter.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonweabk 
<ff  Kentucky: 

§  1 .  That  a  company  shall  be,  and  are  hereby,  incorpo- 
rated to  construct.a  road  from  Russellville  to  the  boundaij 
line  of  Logan  county,  in  the  directioh  of  Elkton,  by  tkt 
name  and  style  of  the  "Russellyille  ind  Elkton  Turnpike 
Road  Company;"  and  by  that  name  may  sue  and  beeuei 
may  plead  and  be  impleaded^  contract  and  be  contracted 
with;  and  have  and  use  a  common  seal)  and  change,  alter, 
or  amend  the  same  at  pleasure. 

§  2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  tei 
thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dolla» 
each ;  and  if  it  shall  be  ascertained  that  the  amouDt  of 
capital  stock  is  not  sufficient  to  accomplish  the  object  of 
this  act,  then  the  president  and  directors  may  increase  it 
to  such  amount  as  they  may  deem  necessary,  and  opeaiob- 
Bcription  therefor,  in  such  way  as  thejr  may  deem  best.

by  the  style  aforesaid ;  the  president  and  directors,  and  all 
other  officers  of  said  company,  shall  severally  take  an  oath 
before  some  justice  of  the  peace,  faithfully  to  discharge  the 
duties  of  their  respective  office^;  they  shall,  so  soon  as

road  as  may  be  completed. 

§  7.  That  the  president  and  directors  and  company  may 
take  and  use  any  timber,  earth,  gravel,  stone,  or  other  ma- 
terials necessary  for  the  construction  or  repair  of  said  road, 
or  any  of  its  works,  and  may,  for  the  purposes  aforesaid, 
either  by  themselves  or  agents,  or  those  with  whom  they 
may  contract,  enter  upon,  use,  and  excavate  any  such  ma- 
terials as  may  be  wanted  for  the  building  or  repair  of  said 
road,  or  for  the  erection  of  buildingis  necessary  to  its  co|i- 
struction  or  repairs :  Provided,  Such  damages  shall  be  paid 
to  the  owners  thereof  as  may  be  assessed  by  a  jury  under 
a  writ  of  €id  quod  damnum,  issued  by  the  Logan  county  court, 
as  in  other  cases  provided. 

§  8.  That  said  company  shall  have  the  power  to  mako 
all  the  necessary  by-laws  and  rules  for  its  government ;  and

§  14.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  company  or  for  the

the  court,  on  motion  of  either  party,  to  order  an  actual 
view  by  the  jury,  under  charge  of  the  sheriff,  of  the  prem- 
ises required,  and  to  order  the  damages  assessed  by  the  jury 
to  be  paid,  and  also  the  damage  to  the  adjacent  land  of 
the   proprietors,  first  deducting  therefrom  the  amount  of 
estimated  advantage  so  assessed,  to  he  paid  upon  the  taking 
of  the  same  by  said  company ;  and  the  court  shall  have 
the  right  to  grant  to  either  party  a  new  trial,  for  the  same 
causes  for  which  new  trials  are  ordinarily  granted  at  law ; 
and   either  party  may  appeal  to  the  circuit  court  of  the

adjudged  by  the  court  again.st  the  unsuccessful  party.

§  2.  Thatif  any  coffee-house,  restaurant,  victualing  house, 
or  a  house  of  public  resort  where  spirituous  liquors  or  beer 
may  be  offered  for  sale,  shall  presume  to  carry  on  their 
business  without  applying  for  and  paying  for  license,  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  said  trustees  to  sue  for  and  recover 
of  such  offending  person,  before  the  police  judge  of  said 
town,  or  before  the  county  judge,  a  sum  equal  to  the  amount 
of  tax  levied  by  the  board  with  costs ;  and  which  may  be 
collected  by  the  town  marshal  for  the  use  and  benefit  of 
said  town ;  and  in  the  collection  of  such  judgments  the 
officer  shall  be  governed  by  the  laws  now  in  force  in  rela- 
tion to  the  collection  of  fines,  &;c.

being  sixteen  thousand  dollars^  as  fixed  by  the  stockholders ; 
and  whereas,  the  company  has  been  organized  by  the  elec- 
tion of  William  T.  Hardin  as  president,  and  J.  W.  Craw- 
ford, H.  H.  Goodrich,  John  G.  Mitchell,  W.  C.  Calloway, 
Jas.  M.  Todd,  and  Isaac  Davis,  as  directors ;  and  whereas, 
the  board  has  located  said  road,  excepting  one  and  one 
fourth  miles  thereof,  have  put  under  contract  four  and  three 
fourths  miles,  and  one  and  a  half  miles  of  which  is  already

§  9.  The  president  shall  give  notice^  in  such  manner  as 
he  may  deem  proper,  of  the  amount  of  call  on  each  share 
of  stock,  and  of  the  time,  of  payment ;  and  if  any  stock- 
holder shall  neglect  to  pay  his  amount  of  stock  so  called 
for,  for  the  space  of  twenty  days  after  the  time  of  payment^ 
such  stockholder  shall,  in  addition  to  the  amount  so  called 
for,  pay  at  the  rate  of  two  per  cent,  per  month  for  every 
delay  of  payment ;  and  if  he  shall  fail  to  pay  the  amount 
of  the  call  and  the  penalty  aforesaid  for  the  space  of  four 
months  after  the  time  such  payment  is  required,  he  shall 
forfeit  such  share  or  shares  to  the  corporation :  Provided^ 
That  no  stockholder  shall  vote  at  any  election,  or  be  enti- 
tled to  any  rights  of  a  member  of  said  company,  unless  the 
whole  amount  due  and  payable  as  aforesaid  on  each  share 
by  him  held  shall  have  been  paid,  agreeable  to  the  requisi- 
tion of  the  president. 

§  10.  The  president  and  directors  hereafter  to  be  elected 
shall  appoint  a  treasurer,  and  such  other  officers  as  they  * 

may  deem  necessary,  with  such  compensation  for  their 
services  as  the  president  and  directors  may  deehi  just,  who 
shall  hold  the  offices  for  one  year,  and  until  others  shall  be 
appointed  and  qualified.  The  treasurer  of  said  company, 
before  he  enters  on  the  duties  of  his  office,  shall  give  bond 
and  security  in  such  penalty  as  the  president  and  directors 
may  require,  payable  to  them^  conditioned  to  pay  over  any 
amount  in  his  hands  to  the  order  of  the  president  and  di- 
rectors. 

§11.  That  if  ^ny  person  shall  go  around  or  turn  off  from 
said  road,  with  the  fraudulent  intent  of  avoiding  the  pay- 
ment of  toll  as  fixed  by  the  president  and  directors  afore- 
said, he  or  they  shall,  on  conviction  thereof  before  a  jus- 
tice of  the  peace  of  that  county  in  which  the  gate  so 
avoided  is  situated,  or  of  that  county  in  which  the  ofiender 
resides,  be  fined  five  dollars,  to  be  collected  as  other  sums 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  justices  of  the  peace  of  this  Com- 
monwealth. 

§  12.  All  shareholders  owning  stock  in  said  road  to  the 
amount  of  one  hundred  dollars,  shall    have   one    hand 
exempted  from  worthing  on  any  road;  and  for  each  one 
VOi.2— lOL 
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1860.       hundred  dollars  of  stock  additional,  shall  have  one  band 
exempted  from  service  in  working  roads. 

^  13.  That  the  president  and  directors  shall  deliver  a  cer* 
tificate  of  stock  signed  by  the  president,  and  countersigned 
by  the  treasurer,  to  each  shareholder  for  each  share  by  him 
or  her  subscribed  and  held,  which  certificate  shall  be  trans- 
ferable on  the  books  of  said  company,  in  person  or  by 
attorney;  but  no  share  shall  be  transferred  till  all  the 
arrearages  are  paid  thereon.  The  original  certificate  of 
the  share  or  shares  transferred  shall  be  surrendered,  and  a 
new  certificate  shall  be  given  the  purchaser,  who  shall  be 
entitled  to  all  the  benefits  and  privileges  that  would  have 
accrued,  as  belonged  to  the  original  owner. 

§  14.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  president  and  direct- 
ors of  the  aforesaid  company,  to  make  any  set  of  by-laws 
for  the  government  of  the  samCf^not  inconsistent  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act  and  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the 
State  of  Kentucky:  Provided,  Nothing  herein  contained 
shall,  at  any  time,  prevent  the  Legislature  from  altering  or 
amending  this  charter. 

§  15.  This  act  to  take  efiect  from  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  1234.  I860. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  IIudgenTille  Turnpike  Rood  Company^ 

Be  it  enacted  by  t/ie  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwecdth 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  a  company  shall  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby, 
established,  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Hodgenville 
Turnpike  Road  Company,  with  a  capital  stock  of  twenty 
thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  twenty-five  dol- 
lars each,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  turnpike  road 
from  Green  B.  Price's,  on  the  Bardstown  and  Green  river 
turnpike  road,  to  Hodgenville,  and  from  Hodgenville  to 
Middle  creek,  in  the  direction  to  Elizabethtown,  Hardin 
county ;  and  as  such  shall  be  competent  to  contract  and  be 
contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded, 
answer  and  be  answered,  defend  and  be  defended,  in  all 
the  courts  of  this  Commonwealth ;  with  power  to  acquire, 
hold,  possess^  use,  and  occupy  all  such  real  and  personal 
estate  as  may  be  necessary  and  convenient  for  the  site  or 
route  of  said  road,  for  piers  or  abutments  of  all  such 
bridges  as  may  be  requisite  on  said  road,  and  a  lot  for  a 
toll-house  and  the  residence  of  a  gate-keeper  on  said  road; 
also  all  necessary  stone,  gravel,  sand,  timber,  and  earth  for 
the  construction  and  repair  of  said  road,  and  the  manage- 
ment of  its  financial  concerns,  not  contrary  to  the  constitu- 
tion or  laws  of  this  Commonwealth. 

§  2.  That  the  width  of  said  road  shall  be  no  more  than 
fifteen  feet  in  width,  nor  less  than  twelve  feet,  and  the 
grade  not  to  exceed  three  and  a  half  degrees. 

§  3.  That  W.  H.  Slaughter,  Wm.  Bethel,  D.  W.  Dyer, 
Dr.  J.  Howard  Thomas,  E.  R.  Hays,  and  Albert  Goodin, 
be,  and  they  are  hereby,  appointed  commissioners  to  open 
books,  in  the  town  of  Hodgenville,  for  the  subscription  of 
stock ;  and  when  an  amount  equal  to  one  third  of  the  esti- 
mated cost  of  the  road  shall  be  subscribed,  said  commis-  • 
sioners,  or  a  majority  of  them,  may  call  a  meeting  of  the 
stockholders  at  the  town  of  Hodgenville,  at  such  time  as 
they  may  deem  convenient  and  proper,  having  first  adver- 
tised the  time  of  said  meeting  at  two  of  the  most  public 
places  in  the  said  district;  and  the  stockholders,  in  pursu- 
ance of  said  call,  shall  proceed  in  person  or  by  written 
proxy  to  choose  a  president  and  five  managers,  who  shall 
be  stockholders,  in  whom  shall  be  vested  all  the  powers  of 
the  corporation  for  the  construction  and  management  of 
said  road;  after  the  board  is  thus  organized  an  annual 
election  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Saturday  in  April  for  the 
election  of  a  president  and  five  directors;  the  president 
and  managers  shall  hold  their  ofiices  until  their  successors 
are  elected  and  qualified. 

§  4.  That  when  the  said  stock  is  subscribed,  as  afore-

1860.       said,  and  the  board  organized,  as  aforesaid,  a  majority  of 

the  board,  with  the  president,  may  file  a  written  petition 

in  the  county  court  of  Larue  county,  praying  said  court  to 
order  an  election  to  be  held  of  the  qualified  voters  who 
reside  in  district  No.  1,  known  as  the  Hodgenville  district, 
and  thereupon  the  court  shall  order  the  same  to  be  spread 
upon  the  records  of  said  court,  and  order  an  election  to  be 
held  upon  some  given  day,  at  the  court-house  of  Larue 
county,  in  the  town  of  Hodgenville,  said  election  not  to 
take  place  upon  the  day  of  a  general  election,  nor  in  less 
than  thirty  days  after  such  order  is  made  upon  the  proper- 
ty of  said  district  subscribing  four  thousand  shares  of  cap- 
ital stock,  or  so  much  as  will  be  necessary  to  complete  said 
road;  and  before  said  election  shall  take  place,  said  court 
shall  cause  the  same  to  be  advertised  in  printed  advertise- 
ments in  at  least  eight  public  places  in  said  district ;  and 
when  said  election  shall  have  taken  place,  if  it  shall  be 
ascertained  that  a  majority  of  the  votes  shall  have  been 
cast  in  favor  of  the  proposition,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said 
court  to  order  a  levy  to  be  made  on  all  the  taxable  proper- 
ty in  said  district  which  is  now  taxable  by  law  for  State 
purposes,  not  .to  exceed  twenty  cents  on  the  one  hundred 
dollars^  worth  of  property,  including  all  matters  taxed  under 
the  ad  valorem  system,  and  every  year  thereafter,  such 
amount  not  to  exceed  twenty  cente)  on  the  hundred  dollars 
as  aforesaid,  until  an  amount  sufficient  shall  be  raised  to 
pay  the  st;ock  so  subscribed  in  said  road.  The  sherifi, 
judges,  and  clerks  of  the  State  elections,  appointed  to  super- 
intend the  State  elections,  shall  attend  at  the  voting  place 
aforesaid ;  and  on  the  failure  of  any  sherifiT  or  other  officer 
to  attend,  those  who  do  shall  appoint  and  qualify  others 
in  their  places. 

§  5.  The  poll  books  shall  be  kept  open,  as  required  by 
the  constitution,  and  the  books  shall  be  certified  by  the 
officers  of  the  election,  and  returned  to  the  office  of  tibe 
county  court  clerk  on  the  third  day  afler  the  election. 

§  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sheriff  to  collect  this  tax 
as  the  other  revenues  are  collected,  and  receive  the  same 
compensation,  and  also  be  liable  as  in  cases  for  the  pay- 
ment of  same,  and  make  out  a  receipt  and  give  to  the  payer, 
which  receipts,  when  amounting  to  one  share  or  more,  shall 
entitle  the  holder  to  one  vote  for  each  share  so  holden. 

§  7.  The  county  judge  and  county  court  clerk,  and  treas- 
urer of  the  road  company  shall,  ex  officio^  constitute  a  board 
of  commissioners  of  the  sinking  fund,  whose  duty  it  shall 
be  to  manage  the  money  so  raided  to  pay  the  subscription 
made  by  the  court  aforesaid. 

§  8.  That  when  this  road  shall  have  been  finished,  the 

J  resident  and  directors  may  erect  a  toll-gate  between  tbe 
lardstown  and  Green  river  turnpik'^  and  Hodgenville^  and 
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one  between  said  town  and  Middle  creek,  and  charge  such       1860. 
fees  for  travel  upon  said  [road]  as  is  now  allowed  by  law  ""^ 
over  said  Bardstown  and  Green  river  turnpike  road ;  and 
the  provisions  of  the  charter  of  the  road   aforesaid,  in 
reference  to  enforcing  the  collection  of  tolls,  &c.,.  shall  ap- 
ply to  this  a^t.

CHAPTER  1235. 

AN  ACT  for  tbe  benefit  of  Jonathan  F.  Cessna,  late  Bheriff  of  Larue  county. 

Be  U  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

That  Jonathan  F.  Cessna,  late  sheriff  of  Larue  county, 
be,  and  he  is  hereby,  allowed  the  further  time  of  two  years, 
from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  to  settle  up  the  un- 
finished business  in  his  hands ;  that  he  be  allowed  to  collect 
all  taxes,  muster  fines,  and  fee  bills  in  his  hands,  and  his 
own  fee  bills ;  that  he  may  distrain  therefor,  or  may  list 
the  same  with  any  collecting  officer  or  officers  for  collec- 
tion ;  but  is  to  be  responsible  in  the  same  manner  and  to

§  1.  That  it  shall  and  maybe  lawful  for  the  presiding 
judge  of  tbe  Greenup  county  quarterly  court  to  appoint  a 
cterk  to  discharge  all  the  duties  required  of  said  judge  as 
clerk  of  his  own  court;  all  of  which,  however,  shall  be  done 
in  the  name  of  said  judge ;  and  for  the  due  and  proper 
transaction  of  which  the  said  judge  shall  be  liable  in  the 
same  manner  as  if  done  by  himself  in  person ;  said  clerk  to 
take  the  oath  now  required  by  law  to  be  taken  by  circuit 
court  clerks,  to  be  administered  by  the  clerk  of  the  county 
court  of  Greenup  county.

CHAPTER  1238. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  Felix  Jarboe>  late  sheriff  of  Marion  coiintj. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky  : 

§  1.  That  Felix  Jarboe,  late  sheriff  of  Marion  coan^, 
shall  have  until  first  day  of  May  next  to  make  out  and 
return  his  delinquent  list  to  the  Auditor  for  the  years  1855 
and  1856,  and  when  so  returned  the  Auditor  is  hereby  di- 
rected to  credit  him  by  the  amount  of  said  lists. 

§  2.  Said  sheriflT  shall  be  released  from  all  damages  w^hen 
he  makes  his  returns,  as  provided  for  in  this  act,  and  pays 
any  balance  that  may  be  due  from  him  with  six  per  cent 
interest  and  costs. 

§  3.  Said  sheriff  and  his  deputies  shall  have  two  years 
from  the  passage  of  this  act  to  wind  up  his  unfinished 
business.

CHAPTER  1239. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  toim  of  Lagrange. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  AjssemMy  of  the  Commonweahh 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  trustees  of  the  town  of  Lagrange,  or  a 
majority  thereof,  may,  in  their  discretion,  grant  to  any  per- 
son or  persons,  within  the  town  limits,  a  coffee-house  license 
to  sell  spirituous  liquors  by  the  year,  as  keepers  of  taverns 
are  now  allowed  to  sell  in  this  Commonwealth,  with  power 
to  renew  the  same  from  y^ar  to  year,  if,  in  their  judgment, 
they  deem  it  right  and  proper. 

§  2.  That  said  trustees  shall  require  of  any  person  or 
persons  to  whom  they  shall  grant  the  license  named  in 
the  above  first  section,  to  execute  bond  with  approved 
security,  in  the  penalty  of  one  hundred  dollars  ($100)  to 
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eaid  trustees,  conditioned  that  the  applicant  will  keep  an  1860. 
orderly  house,  and  will  permit  no  one  to  drink  or  tipple  in 
his  coffee-house  more  than  is  necessary,  and  will,  at  all 
times,  comply  with  any  and  all  ordinances  that  may  be 
passed  by  said  board  of  trustees  touching  the  government 
of  coffee-houses  in  said  town. 

^  3.  That  said  trustees  shall  have  full  power  to  fix  the 
tax  to  be  paid  for  a  coffee-hout^e  license,  which  amount 
shall  be  paid  by  the  applicant  at  the  time  of  granting  said 
license ;  and  all  sums  thus  received  by  said  trustees  for  such 
license,  shall  be  expended  by  them,  from  time  to  time,  in 
the  improvement  of  the  streets  and  alleys  of  said  town. 

§  4.  That  said  trustees  of  said  town  may,  for  a  violation 
of  any  of  the  conditions  mentioned  in  the  bond  required 
by  the  second  section  of  this  act,  or  for  a  violation  of  any 
ordinance  of  the  trustees,  passed  in  reference  to  coffee-, 
houses,  proceed  at  once  to  revoke  the  license  granted  by 
them,  and  may  also  have  remedy,  by  proceedings  ordinary, 
upon  said  bond,  in  the  Oldham  circuit  court,  for  the  full 
penalty  of  said  bond ;  and  the  proceeds  thereof  shall  be 
applied  as  is  required  in  the  third  section  hereof. 

^  5.  That  the  said  trustees  nhall  par's  no  ordinance  under 
this  amended  act,  inconsistent  to  or  in  conflict  with  any 
statute  of  this  Commonwealth,  touching  the  unlawful  sale 
of  liquors. 

§  6.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1240. 

AN  ACT  incorporating  the  Covington  and  Bank  Lick  Passenger  Railway  Com- 
pany. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonvxalth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  William  D.  Holt,  N.  B.  Stephens,  L.  F.  Dough- 
erty, and  A.  V.  Winston,  and  their  associates,  be  created 
a  body  corporate  and  politic,  with  perpetual  succession,  to 
sue  and  be  sued,  to  plead  and  be  impleaded,  to  answer  and 
be  answered  unto,  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  *'  Cov- 
ington and  Bank  Lick  Passenger  Railway  Company." 

§  2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  two 
hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares 
of  fifty  dollars  each. 

§  3.  An  Installment  of  five  dollars  on  each  share  of  stock 
shall  be  payable  at  the  time  of  making  the  sub^^cription, 
and  the  res>idue  thereof  shall  be  paid  in  such  installments, 
and  at  such  times  and  places,  and  to  such  persons  as  may 
be  required  by  the  directors  of  said  company. 
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1860.  §  4.  If  any  installment  of  stock  shall  remain  unpaid  for 

-^ siJtty  days  after  the  time,it  may  be  required,  whether  such 

stock  is  held  by  an  assignee,  transferee,  or  the  original  sub- 
scriber, the  same  may  be  collected  by  action  in  ordinary,  or 
they  may  cancel  the  subscription  to  said  stoclL  at  pleasure. 

§  5.  That  the  persons  named  in  this  act  of  incorporation, 
or  any  three  of  them,  shall  be  authorized  to  order  books 
for  the  subscription  to  the  capital  stock  to  be  opened,  at 
such  time  and  place  as  they  may  deem  expedient,  after 
having  given  at  least  thirty  days'  notice  of  the  same,  in 
some  newspaper  of  general  circulation  within  the  city  of 
Covington ;  and  as  soon  as  ten  per  centum  of  the  capital 
stock  shall  be  subscribed,  they  may  give  like  notice  for  the 
stockholders  to  meet  at  such  time  and  place  as  they  may 
designate,  for  the  purpose  of  choosing  five  directors  for 
said  company,  who  shall  continue  in  office  until  the  time 
fixed  for  the  annual  election,  and  until  tbedr  successors  are 
chosen  and  qualified;  at  the  time  and  place  appointed, 
said  directors  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot,  by  such  of  the 
stockholders  as  shall  attend  for  that  purpose,  either  in  per- 
son or  by  lawful  proxies ;  each  share  shall  entitle  the  owner 
to  one  vote,  and  a  plurality  of  votes  shall  be  necessary  to 
a  choice ;  but  after  the  first  election  of  directors,  no  per* 
son  shall  vote  on  any  share  on  which  any  installment  ia 
due  and  unpaid.     The  persons  named  in  this  act  of  incor- 
poration, or  any  three  of  them,  shall  be  inspectors  of  said 
election,  and  certify  what  persons  are  elected  directors,  and 
appoint  the  time  and  place  for  holding  their  first  meeting; 
a  majority  of  said  directors  shall  form  a  board  and  be  com- 
petent to  fill  vacancies  in  their  board,  make  by-laws  for 
their  government,  and  transact  all  botsiness  of  the  corpo- 
ration; shall  determine  at  what  time  an  annual  election 
of  directors  shall  be  held,  and  as  soon  after  as  may  be  con- 
venient choose  one  of  their  number  to  be  president,  and 
shall  appoint  a  seen  tary  and  treasurer,  and  such  other 
officers  as  may  be  necessary. 

§6.  That  said  directors,  before  entering  upon  their  duties, 
shall  take  an  oath  or  affirmation  faithfully  to  discharge 
their  duties;  and  they  shall,  from  time  to  time,  make  such 
dividends  of  profits  as  they  may  think  proper. 

§  7.  That  the  termini  of  said  railway  company  shall  be 
at  the  foot  of  Scott  street,  in  the  city  of  Covington,  and  at 
eleventh  street,  on  Bank  Lick  street,  or  Pike,  with  the  priv- 
ilege of  making  such  branch  or  branches  as  they  may 
require:  Providedy  That  they  first  obtain  the  consent  of 
the  city  of  Covington,  and  the  managers  of  such  turnpike 
roads  as  they  may  wish  to  con -struct  their  track,  for  the 
occupancy  of  their  respective  streets  or  roads;  and  the 
said  city  of  Covington  and  turnpike  companies  are  hereby 
authorized  to  agree  upon  the  terms,  conditions,  and  manner 
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upon  which  any  of  their  streets  or  roads  may  be  so  occu-       ]  860. 
pied ;  and  the  city  of  Covington  shall  have  authority,  and 
power  is  hereby  vested  in  them,  to  pass  such  ordinances 
and  regulations  as  they  may  deem  proper,  for  the  proper 
regulation  and  management  of  the  running  of  said  road. 

§  8.  That  said  company  shall  have  power  to  borrow 
money  on  the  credit  of  the  corporation,  not  exceeding  their 
capital  stock,  at  a  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  ten  per

§  9.  That  said  company  may  acquire,  by  purchase  or 
gift,  any  lands  in  the  vicinity  of  said  road  for  the  purpose 
of  constructing  thereon  such  building,  cars,  house,  stables, 
or  offices  as  they  may  require,  and  may  sell  the  same  at 
pleasure ;  all  such  deeds  or  conveyances  shall  be  signed  by 
the  president  and  secretary  of  the  company.

§  1.  That  a  company  is  hereby  incorporated  to  construct 
a  bridge  across  the  south  fork  of  Nolin,  in  the  county  of 
Larue,  near  Bechell's  &  M ather^s  mill  on  said  stream,  on  or 
near  the  road  leading  from  Hodgenville  to  Munfordville. 
The  name  of  said  company  shall  be  "  The  South  Fork 
Bridge  Company;"  and  by  that  name  may  sue  and  be 
sued,  may  plead  and  be  impleaded,  contract  and  be  con- 
tracted with,  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  shall  have 
corporate  succession. 

5  2.  William  Bethell,  Samuel  Wilson,  Burr  W.  Owsley, 
Cary  W.  Mather,  and  Daniel  W.  Dyer,  are  hereby  ap- 
pointed commissioners  to  open  books  for  the  subscription

§  1.  That  the  mayor  of  the  city  of  Louisville,  the  jailer 
of  Jefferson  county,  the  judge  of  the  Jefferson  county  court, 
and  the  public  officers  who  may,  from  time  to  time,  keep 
their  offices  In  the  Louisville  court-house,  be,  and  they  are 
hereby,  incorporated  in  the  name  of  the  Board  of  Commis- 
sioners of  the  Louisville  Court-House,  and  in  said  name 
may  sue  and  be  sued,  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and 
the  same  change  at  pleasure,  and  do  all  other  things  neces- 
sary and  proper  to  the  exercise  of  the  powers  and  perform- 
ance of  the  duties  provided  for  herein. 

^  2.  Said  board  shall  provide  by  by-laws  for  the  election 
of  a  secretary  and  such  other  officers  as  they  may  deem

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proper  fuel,  and  see  that  said  court-house^  and  the  rooms,       I860. 

halU,  and  offices  therein,  except  the  town  hall  and  base- ' 

ment  stores,  are  always  kept  properly  warmed,  cleaned, 
and  lighted.  The  expense  of  attendance  in  said  building 
and  of  warming  the  same  shall  be  paid  by  the  following 
named  parties  in  the  proportion  of  the  numbers  following 
their  respective  names :  the  State  of  Kentucky,  33 ;  the 
city  of  Louisville,  33 ;  the  county  of  Jefferson,  1 1 ;  the  clerk 
of  the  Louisville  chancery  court,  5 ;  the  clerk  of  the  Jeffer- 
son county  court,  5;  the  clerk  of  the  Jefferson  circuit  court, 
6  ;  the  commissioner  of  the  chancery  court,  4 ;  the  marshal 
of  the  chancery  court,  2 ;  the  sheriff,  2.  The  said  board 
trtiaH  provide,  by  by-law,  some  equitable  mode  of  appor- 
tioning the  cost  of  gas  consumed  in  their  respective  apart- 
ments, in  proportion  to  the  amount  consumed  by  each  court 
respectively. 

§3.  The  accounts  of  said  board  against  the  State  of 
Kentucky,  the  city  of  Louisville,  and  the  county  of  Jefferson, 
shall  be  made  out  by  the  secretary  at  such  times  as  the 
board  may  direct,  and  be  accompanied  by  his  affidavit  of 
their  correctness.  The  accounts  against  the  State  shall 
be  presented  to  the  circuit  court,  and  allowed  if  found 
correct,  and  upon  being  presented  to  the  Auditor,  with  a 
proper  certificate  of  allowance,  he  shall  draw  his  warrant 
on  the  Treasurer  for  the  amount  of  the  same  in  favor  of 
the  said  board.  The  accounts  against  the  city  of  Louis- 
ville shall  be  presented  to,  and  when  correct,  ordered  to  be 
paid  by  the  general  council  thereof.

§  4.  When  any  of  said  parties  fail  or  refuse  to  pay  their 
respective  assignments,  the  same  may  be  recovered  by  ac- 
tion, and  the  warming,  lighting,  and  attendance  of  the 
apartments  of  the  delinquent  parties  may  be  stopped  until 
payment  has  been  made  in  full. 

§  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  janitor  to  arrest  and 
prosecute  all  persons  who  may  commit  any  depredation 
upon,  or  nuisance  within,  said  building,  or  the  adjacent 
yard ;  and  within  said  building  and  yard  he  shall  have  all 
the  powers  of  a  policeman  of  said  city.

AN  ACT  incorporating  the  Goshen  and  Louisrllle  Turnpike  Road  Compftny. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Creneral  Assembly  of  the  Comfnontoealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  a  company  is  hereby  formed  and  created  a 
body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the 
Goshen  and  Louisville  Turnpike  Company,  for  the  purpose 
of  building  a  turnpike  or  gravel  road  from  the  termination 
of  the  River  road  company,  two  miles  from  the  city  of 
Loui:^ville,  to  where  the  road  leading  from  Lagrange  to 
Mead's  Landing  crosses  the  Bedford  and  Louisville  road ; 
and  by  that  name  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  im- 
pleaded, defend  and  be  defended,  in  all  the  courts  of  this 
Commonwealth. 

^  2.  That  in  order  to  raise  the  means  necessary  to  build 
said  road,  it  shall  be  lawful,  and  there  is  hereby  imposed

to  the  provisions  of  this  act ;  one  copy  of  which  shall  be 
preserved  in  the  clerk's  office  of  said  court,  and  also  a  copy 
furnished  to  the  treasurer  of  said  company.

CHAPTER  129(^. 

AN  ACT  to  ameud  the  charter  of  Mayfield« 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwcolih 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1 .  That  the  chairman  and  board  of  trustees  of  the  town 
of  Mayfield,  Graves  county,  shall  have  the  power  to  im- 
prove the  streets  of  said  town,  or  either  of  them,  by  grav- 
eling the  streets  and  sidewalks,  or  paving  the  sidewalks,  or 
improving  said  streets  and  sidewalks,  or  either  of  them,  in 
such  manner  as  said  chairman  and  board  of  trustees  may 
deem  advisable  ;  and  for  this  purpose,  said  chairman  and 
board  of  trustees  shall  have  the  right  to  levy  an  ad  tyilorm 
tax  on  all  the  property  within  the  corporate  limits  of  said 
town,  subject  to  the  revenue  tax  of  this  Commonwealth; 
and  said  trustees,  in  the  collection  of  said  tax,  shall  be 
governed  by  the  rules  prescribed  for  the  collection  of  said 
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revenue  tax,  and  shall  have  the  same  remedies  to  enforce  1860. 
the  collection  of  the  same:  Provided^  That  the  rates  shall 
be  the  same  on  all  species  of  property;  and  that  slaves  be- 
longing to  persons  who  do  not  reside  in  town,  and  which 
are  merely  hired  to  persons  living  in  said  town,  shall  not 
be  subject  to  such  taxation;  also,  that  said  trustees  shall 
not,  in  any  one  year,  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  levy  exceed- 
ing one  dollar  on  the  hundred  dollars'  worth  of  property ; 
also,  that  said  chairman  and  board  of  trustees  shall  have 
the  power  to  appoint  their  own  assessor,  collector,  and 
treasurer,  and  shall  demand  bond,  with  good  surety,  from 
the  collector  and  treasurer,  and  shall  have  the  same  rem- 
eiliea  on  said  bonds  as  are  given  against  defaulting  sheriffs 
on  their  revenue  bonds;  said  assessor,  collector,  and  treas- 
urer shall  take  the  oath  required  by  the  constitution  before 
they  shall  enter  on  the  discharge  of  their  duties. 

§  2.  That  said  chairman  and  board  of  trustees  may  let 
out  said  improvements  to  the  lowest  bidder,  after  advertis- 
ing the  same  at  least  ten  days,  and  making  out  specifica- 
tions ;  or  said  chairman  and  board  of  trustees  may  have 
said  improvements  done  in  such  other  way,  or  by  such 
other  means  as  they  may  deem  advisable;  that  all  the  fines 
and  forfeitures  assessed  for  a  breach  of  the  penal  laws  of 
this  Commonwealth,  within  the  corporate  limits  of  said 
town,  shall,  after  paying  the  attorney  for  the  Common- 
wealth the  amount  allowed  him  by  the  existing  laws  now 
in  force,  be  given  to  the  said  chairman  and  board  of  trus- 
tees for  the  purpose  of  improving  the  streets,  sidewalks,  &c. 

§  3.  That  the  said  chairman  and  board  of  trustees  shall 
have  the  right  to  demand  of  every  tavern-keeper  who  shall 
sell  liquor  by  the  small,  or  keep  a  bar-room  where  liquor  is 
sold,  the  same  amount  they  charge  for  coffee-house  license ; 
and  no  tavern-keeper  shall  be  protected  by  his  tavern 
license  in  selling  liquor  by  the  small  within  the  corporate 
limitd  of  said  town,  without  having  obtained  this  license 
from  said  board  of  trustees ;  and  the  amount  thus  charged 
shall  go  into  said  improvement  fund.

CHAPTER  1299. 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Russellville  and  Greennlle  Turnpike  Road  Com- 
pany. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  a  company  shall  be,  and  are  hereby,  incorpo- 
rated to  construct  a  road  from  Russellville  to  the  boundary 
line  of  Logan  county,  in  the  direction  of  Greenville,  by 
the  name  and  style  of  the  ^'Russellville  and  Greenville 
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1860.       Turnpike  Road  Company ;"  and  by  that  name  may  sue  and 

be  sued,  may  plead  and  be  impleaded,  contract  and  be 

contracted  with,  and  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and 
change,  alter,  or  amend  the  same  at  pleasure. 

§  2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be 
twenty-five  thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of 
fifty  dollars  each ;  and  if  it  shall  be  ascertained  that  the 
amount  of  capital  stock  is  not  sufiicient  to  accomplish  the 
object  of  this  act,  then  the  president  and  directors  may 
increase  it  to  such  amount  as  they  may  deem  necessary, 
and  open  subscription  therefor  in  such  way  as  they  may 
deem  best. 

§  3.  That  Osmond  Roberts,  P.  N.  Bradley,  J.  M.  Claik, 
Jonathan  Keedy,  George  Richardson,  Jas.  M.  Beali,  Charles 
Burgher,  Henderson  Ward,  Thos.  Grubbs,  B.  G.  Williams, 
and  .Martin  Rush,  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  open  books  for  the  subscription  of 
stock.  In  case  the  said  persons  shall  refuse  to  act  from  any 
cause  whatever,  the  county  court  of  Logan  may,  from  time 
to  time,  fill  any  vacancy,  or  appoint  some  other  person  to 
act  in  place  of  such  one  or  more  of  said  commissionew 
who  may  refuse  to  act.  The  said  commissioners  shall  give 
notice  of  the  time  and  place  when  and  where  books  are 
to  be  opened  for  subscription  of  stock  in  said  company. 

§  4.  That  so  soon  as  one  hundred  shares  shall  have  been 
subscribed  of  said  capital  stock,  the  commissioners  shall 
give  ten  days'  notice  thereof,  in  some  newspaper  printed  in 
the  town  of  Russellville,  of  the  fact^  and  appoint  a  time 
and  place  for  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders,  in  Russellville, 
who  shall,  by  vote  or  written  proxy,  elect  a  president  and 
five  directors  to  conduct  the  business  of  said  corporation 
by  the  style  aforesaid ;  the  president  and  directors,  and  all 
other  officers  of  said  company,  shall  severally  take  an  oath 
before  some  justice  of  the  peace,  faithfully  to  discharge 
the  duties  of  their  respective  ofiices ;  they  shall,  so  soon  as 
may  be,  locate  said  road,  or  any  part  thereof,  and  are  here- 
by authorized  to  receive  the  written  consent  of  any  land- 
holder through  whose  or  near  whose  lands  the  said  road 
may  pass,  and  the  grant  of  the  right  of  way,  timber,  stone, 
or  soil,  to  make  said  road  or  keep  the  same  in  repair ;  which 
consent,  when  so  given,  shall  be  valid  to  every  intent  and 
purpose ;  and  if  most  practicable  in  the  discretion  of  said 
company,  said  road,  or  any  part  thereof,  may  be  construct- 
ed over  the  way  now  leading  from  Russellville  to  Green- 
ville as  a  public  road. 

§  5.  The  Logan  county  court  may  subscribe  stock  in  said 
company,  a  me^ority  of  its  justices  being  present  and  con- 
curring, by  an  order  directing  its  clerk  to  mi^e  such  sub- 
scription, and  when  made  shall  be  obligatory  on  said  county 
court ;  and  to  enable  said  court  to  pay  such  subscriptioDi 
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when  made,  it  is  hereby  empowered  to  levy  a  tax  oa  the'      1860. 

landd  and  other  estates  of  the  citizens  of  said  county,  sub- 

ject  to  State  revenue,  not  to  exceed  ten  cents  on  the  one 
hundred  dollars'  worth  of  property  in  any  one  year ;  and 
said  tax,  when  levied,  shall  be  collected  by  the  sheriff  of 
said  county,  and  by  him  paid  over  to  the  county  treasurer, 
on  or  before  the  first  day  of  January  next  succeeding  the 
year  in  which  the  same  is  levied  and  to  be  paid;  and  the 
county  treasurer  shall  pay  the  same  at  such  times  and 
places,  and  in  such  manner  and  amounts,  as  shall  be  re- 
quired of  him  by  the  president  and  directors  of  said  com- 
pany :  Provided,  That  the  dividends  arising  on  the  stocks 
thus  taken  by  said  county  court  shall  be  applied,  when 
collected,  towards  lessening  the  county  levy. 

§  6.  That  when  said  road  shall  be  opened  at  least  thirty 
feet  wide,  or  wider  if  necessary,  not  to  exceed  fifty  feet, 

and  shall  be  graded  not  to  exceed degrees,  at  leadt 

fifteen  feet  wide  at  the  bottom  of  said  toad  where  the 
ground  will  admit  such  width  and  grade. 

§  7.  That  when  said  road  shall  be  opened  and  graded, 
for  any  distance  thereof  equal  to  five  miles,  it  shall  be  law- 
ful for  said  company  to  erect  a  gate  or  gates  upon  the  same 
and  collect  for  the  travel  on  said  road  one  half  of  the  rates 
of  tolls  usually  collected  on  finished  turnpike  roads,  and  at 
the  same  rates  for  any  greater  distance  of  said  road  as  soon 
as  the  same  shall  be  opened  and  graded  as  aforesaid ;  and 
whenever  the  said  road  shall  be  paved  with  stone  or  mac- 
adamized with  stone  or  hard  gravel  at  least  fifteen  feet 
wide,  then  the  said  company  shall  have  full  power  to  charge 
and  collect  full  toll  for  so  much  of  said  road  as  may  be 
completed. 

§  6.  That  the  president  and  directors  and  company  may 
take  and  use  any  timbers,  earth,  gravel,  stone,  or  other 
materials  necessary  for  the  construction  or  repair  of  said 
road  or  any  of  its  works ;  and  may,  for  the  purposes  afore- 
said, either  by  themselves  or  agents,  or  those  with  whom 
they  may  contract,  enter  upon,  use,  and  excavate  aoy  such 
materials  as  may  be  wanted  for  the  building  or  repair  of 
said  road,  or  for  the  erection  of  buildings  necessary  to  its 
construction  or  repairs :  Provided,  Such  damages  shall  be 
paid  to  the  owners  thereof  as  may  be  assessed  by  a  jury 
under  a  writ  of  ad  quod  damnum,  issued  by  the  Logan 
county  court,  as  in  other  cases  provided. 

§  0.  That  said  company  shall  have  the  power  to  make 
all  the  necessary  by-laws  and  rules  for  its  government,  and 
shall  have  the  power  to  make  such  other  officers  as  it  may 
deem  proper  to  a  successful  organization,  and  fix  and  pay 
such  salaries  to  its  officers  as  they  may  think  right. 

§  10.  That  an  election  for  president  and  five  directors 
of  said  company  shall  be  held  annually,  at  such  tin^e  and

18G0.  place  as  may  be  fixed  upon  in  the  by-laws;  and  the  stoek- 
holders  in  such  elections  shall  have  the  right  to  cast  their 
vote  by  written  proxy. 

§  11.  The  president  and  directors  shall  keep  a  record  of 
their  proceedings  in  a  well-bound  book,  which  shall  at  all 
times  be  accessible  to  each  and  every  one  of  the  stock- 
holders for  inspection,  upon  application  to  said  board. 

§  12.  That  this  act  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1300. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  Jacob  Swigert,  late  clerk  of  the  court  of  appeals 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Gencrcd  Assembly  of  the  Commonweaiti 
of  Kentvjcky: 

§  1.  That  the  further  time  of  two  yee^rs  is  hereby  given 
to  Jacob  Swigert,  late  clerk  of  the  court  of  appeals  of  Ken- 
tucky, to  list  and  collect  his  fee  bills  yet  due  and  unpaid; 
and  the  collecting  officers  with  whom  he  may  (or  any  per- 
son for  him)  list  the  same,  shall  have  power  to  distrain 
in  the  same  manner  that  fee  bills  of  the  clerks  in  this  Coia- 
monwealth  are  now  collected  by  law.

That  S.  A.  Higgins,  wife  of  John  P.  Iliggins,  of  the 
county  of  Lincoln,  be,  and  she  is  hereby,  enabled  to  do  any 
and  every  act  in  regard  to  her  property  and  estate,  whether 
separate  or  not  separate  estate,  which  she  could  do  if  she 
were  an  unmarried  woman,  free  from  the  control  of  any 
trustee  or  trustees  heretofore  appointed,  and  free  from  the 
control  of  hfer  husband,  not  intending  hereby  to  give  her 
husband,  present  or  future,  any  interest  in  or  control  over 
the  same  whatever.

§  1.  That  W.  E.  Pr!c6,  Jas.  P.  Buckner,  R.  W.  Henry, 
D.  J.  Hooser,  Thos.  Petree,  and  Gano  Henry,  together  with 
their  successors  and  associates  and  assigns,  be,  and  they 
are  hereby,  created  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  under  the 
name  and  style  of  '*  The  Union  Insurance  Company,  of 
Hopkinsvillo,"  and  shall  continue  until  the  first  day  of  Jan- 
uary, 1890  ;  and  by  that  name  are  made  capable  in  law  to 
have,  purchase  and  receive,  possess,  enjoy  and  retain,  sell, 
convey,  or  otherwise  dispose  of,  to  them  or  their  successors, 
lands,  tenements,  rents,  goods,  chattels,  public  and  private 
securities  of  any  kind,  quality,  and  nature  whatsoever, 
including  shares  of  the  capital  stock  of  this  corporation, 
not  exceeding  at  any  one  time  the  amount  of  the  capital 
stock  of  this  corporation  and  accumulated  profits ;  and  to 
sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded  in  any  court  of 
record  in  this  Commonwealth,  or  in  any  other  place  what- 
soever; and  to  make  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  the  same 
to  break,  alter,  or  renew  at  pleasure  ;  also  to  ordain,  estab- 
lish, and  put  in  execution  and  amend  such  by-laws  as  may 
be  necessary  and  convenient  for  the  government  of  the  said 
corporation,  not  contrary  to  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  ss^i^l  corporation  shall  be  fifty 
thousand  dollars,  in  five  hundred  shares  of  one  hundred 
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1860.       each;  but  at  anytime  after  the  organization  of  the  com- 

"*"  pany,  the  president  and  directors,  with  the  concurrence  of 

the  owners  of  a  majority  of  the  stock,  should  deem  it  advi- 
sable  to  increase  the  capital  stock  of  the  company,  the  same 
may  be  increased  to  any  amount  not  exceeding  two  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars,  by  sale  of  additional  shares  of  one 
hundred  dollars  each,  on  such  terms  and  in  such  manner 
as  the  president  and  directors  may  direct. 

§  3.  The  corporators  named  in  this  act,  rr  any  one  of 
liiem,  shall,  as  soon  as  may  be  deemed  advisable  by  them 
after  the  passage  of  this  act,  open  books  of  subscription 
for  five  hundred  shares  of  capital  stock  of  said  corporation, 
first  giving  at  least  ten  days'  notice  of  the  time  aad  place 
of  opening  said  books  of  subscription,  by  publication  in 
some  newspaper  published  in  Hopkinsville ;  and  when  five 
hundred  shares  shall  have  been  subscribed  for,  the  books 
shall  be  closed  ;  and  thereafter  notice  shall  be  given  in  like 
manner,  as  in  case  pf  opening  books,  of  a  meeting  of  the 
subscribers,  at  which  meeting  five  dollars  in  money  ehall 
be  paid  on  each  share  subscribed  for,  and  the  company  be 
organized,  after  which  the  remaining  ninety-five  dollars 
on  each  share  ehall  be  secured  by  the  notes  of  the  t^ubecrib- 
ers,  secured  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  president  and  directors, 
and  to  be  paid  at  such  times  as  they  may  designate,  li 
any  of  the  corporators  named  in  this  act  shall  fail  to  sob- 
scribe  for  stock  when  the  books  are  opened  for  subscrip- 
tions, they  shall  cease  to  be  corporators  ;  and  if  any  persoD 
or  company  subscribing  for  shares  of  the  stock  of  said 
company,  shall  fail  to  pay  the  five  dollars  on  each  share 
at  the  time  and  place  such  payment  is  to  be  made,  acconl- 
ing  to  notice,  such  stock  shall  be  forfeited  to  the  companj. 
and  may  be  disposed  of  by  sale  or  otherwise ;  and  if  at 
any  time  any  shareholder  shall  fail  to  pay  any  call  upon 
the  note  for  unpaid  installments,  or  shall  refuse  or  neglect 
to  give  a  note  satisfactory  to  the  president  and  directors  oi 
said  company,  the  stock  of  such  shareholders  shall  be  for- 
feited thereby  to  the  company,  and  may  be  sold,  the  com- 
pany accounting  for  the  proceeds  of  sale  thereof,  fir^^ 
deducting  all  claims  for  calls  or  other  claim  againsi^t  such 
shareholder  held  by  the  company. 

§  4.  The  shareholders  who  shall  own  one  hundred  shares 
of  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  in  their  own  rigbt 
shall,  by  virtue  thereof,  be  directors  of  the. company;  an'' 
the  shareholders  owning  less  than  one  hundred  shares  of 
the  stock  shall  have  the  right  to  designate  one  or  more 
persons  of  their  number  as  directors. 

§  5.  The  directors  of  said  company  shall  first  organiie 
by  the  election  of  one  of  their  number  as  president,  to  hold 
ofiice  until  his  successor  is  elected  and  qualified.  There 
shall  not  be  less  than  three  directors,  which  may  be  in- 
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creaaed  to  five,  who  shall  be  elected  to  serve  until  the  first  1860. 
day  of  June ;  and  then  annually  thereafter,  the  president 
shall  have  the  general  direction  and  control  of  the  trans- 
actions of  the  corporation ;  and. the  president  and  directors 
shall  elect  such  officers  apd  agents  as  may  be  necessary 
for  the  transaction  of  business  of  the  company,  fix  their 
salaries,  and  prescribe  their  duties ;  and  may  require  from 
any  ofilcer  bond  with  security  in  such  sum  as  they  may 
deem  adequate.

surance on  property  of  any  and  every  kind  within  the  Uni- 
ted States  or  elsewhere,  on  the  general  conditions  of 
marine  and  fire  insurance,  or  upon  particular  principles 
and  conditions  designated  in  the  policies  issued  by  the  said 
company. 

§  7.  The  said  company  may,  with  the  concurrence  of  the 
owners  of  a  majority  of  the  shares  of  the  capital  stock, 
transact  the  insurance  business  upon  the  mutual  principle, 
dividing  the  profits  with  insurers  on  such  terms  as  may  be 
prescribed  in  the  by-laws  of  the  company,  and  issuing 
scrip  stock  certificates  for  the  portion  of  profits  divided  to 
non-shareholders ;  which  scrip  stock  shall  be  liable  for  the 
losses  before  the  capital  stock  of  the  company  ;  and  when 
scrip  stock  has  been  is:^ued  to  the  amount  of  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars,  the  subsequent  accumulation  of  profits 
represented  by  scrip  stock  shall  be  applied  to  the  redemp- 
tion of  the  amount  in  excess  of  one  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars, beginning  with  the  certificates  of  the  oldest  date 
outstanding,  paying  pro  rata  of  the  sum  to  be  thiis  applied 
when  there  is  a  larger  amount  of  scrip  of  one  date  than  the 
sum  applicable  to  its  redemption. 

§  8.  The  form  of  certificates  of  stock  and  certificates  of 
scrip  stock,  and  the  manner  of  transfer  of  the  same,  shall 
be  fixed  in  the  by-laws  of  the  company ;  and  a  lien  is  here- 
by created,  in  favor  of  the  corporation,  on  the  shares  of 
stock  or  scrip  stock  of  any  holder  thereof,  for  any  claim  of 
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1860.       any  kind  whatever  which  the  company  may  bold  against 
the  holders  of  such  shares  of  stock  or  scrip  stock. 

§  9.  The  office  for  the  transaction  of  business  of  the  com- 
pany shall  be  in  Hopkinsville,  in  Christian  county,  Ken- 
tucky.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  CommnrnttaH 
ef  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  the  members  of  said  association^  to- wit:  R.C 
S.  Alexander,  James  R.  Duke,  Benj.  Adams,  and  others, be 
incorporated,  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body  politic 
and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of  "The  Louisvilk 
Association  for  the  improvement  of  the  breed  of  horses ;" 
and  by  that  name  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  withtk 
powers  incident  to  limited  corporations  not  incont^i^teDt

§  5.  The  officers  of  said  association  shall  appoint  n 
police,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  arrest  violators  and  offend-

Woodson ;  and  whereas,  the  Quarter-Master  General  of 
the  State  notified  said  Bruce  and  sureties  to  return  said 
arms ;  and  whereas,  Woodson  has  returned  thirty-one  of 
the  forty  n^uskets,  and  in  his  letter  to  the  Quarter-Master 
General  states  that  the  muskets  are  lost,  and  that  he  is 
ready  to  do  what  is  required  of  him ;  therefore. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  t/ie  Commonwealtli 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  W.  G.  Woodson  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  released 
from  ail  liability  to  the  State  as  the  surety  for  W,  A.  Bruce 
on  a  bond  for  ordnance  stores,  dated  fourteenth  day  of 
July,  1847 :  Provided^  He  shall,  by  proper  proof,  convince 
the  Governor  and  Quarter-Master  General  of  the  State 
that  he  has  done  all  that  a  prudent  man  can  do  in  return- 
ing said  stores. 

§  2.  This  act  to  take  effect  from  its  passage.

CHAPTER  1324. 

AN  ACT  for  the  benefit  of  the  Tate's  Creek  Turnpike  Road  Company. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Camirumwealth 
of  Kentucky: 

That  the  Tate's  Creek  Turnpike  Road  Company  be,  and 
it  is  hereby,  empowered,  by  one  or  more  stock  dividends,  to 
increase  its  capital  stock  to  an  amount  equal  to  the  entire 
cost  of  the  road  and  its  appurtenances.

CHAPTER  1328, 

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Henry  County  Deposit  BanL 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonuxabk 
of  Kentucky: 

§  1.  That  Thomas  Rodman,  James  W.  Roberts,  James 
G.  Leach,  Isaac  N.  Webb,  William  S.  Pryor,  Thomas  P. 
Force,  James  Crutcher,  and  Joseph  Blinker,  are  hereby  ap- 
pointed commissioners  to  obtain  subscriptions  to  the  stock 
of  the  corporation  hereinafter  created,  who,  or  a  majority 
of  whom,  may  meet  at  some  convenient  time  and  place 
in  the  town  of  New  Castle,  of  which  one  month'«  previoos 
notice  shall  be  given  in  the  National  Democrat,  ptiUi*W 
at  New  Castle,  at  which  time  they  may  open  books  and 
receive  subscriptions  of  stock  to  said  institution;  and  shall 
keep  said  books  open  for  one  month,  and  as  much  loDgff 
as  said  commissioners  shall  deem  necessary,  ift  until  the 
stock  is  taken. 

§  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  institution  shall  not  be  less 
than  forty  thousand  dollars,  nor  more  than  one  hundfd 
and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dol- 
lars each,  which  shall  be  personal  estate,  and  transferable 
only  on  the  book-s  of  the  company,  in  such  manner  and 
subject  to  such  regulations  ^s  the  board  of  directors  mat 
prescribe. 

§3.  As  soon  as  forty  thousand  dollars  shall  have  been 
subscribed  to  the  stock  of  said  company,  the  books  of  eo^ 
scription  may  b«  cloised  and  delivered  over  to  the  subscri- 
bers, v^rho  shall  thereupon  constitute  a  body  politic  ana 
corporate,  with  the  corporate  name  of  the  '*  Henry  ConniJ 
Deposit  Bank."  They  and  their  successors  shall  so  coe* 
tinue  for  the  term  of  fifty  years;  and  may  contract  and  be 
contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded, 
and  may  exercise  all  the  other  powers  usually  incident  to 
such  corporations. 

§  4.  Upon  the  receipt  of  the  books  of  subscription,  the 
subscribers,  or  a  majority  in  value  of  them,  shall  meet  and 
elect  four  persons,  who  shall  be  stockholders,  to  serve  as 
directors  of  said  institution  until  the  first  Monday  in  Jan- 
uary following,  and  until  their  successors  shall  be  elected. 
The  annual  meeting  of  the  stockholders  shall  thereafter  he 
held  on  the  first  Monday  in  January  in  each  year,  ^ 
meetings  may  be  held  oftener  if  the  directors,  or  a  majority 
of  them,  require  it;  and  in  all  meetings  of  stockholders 
each  person  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  for  every  share  of 
stock  held  by  him.  The  officers  shall  hold  their  oflSceafo' 
one  year,  and  until  their  successors  shall  be  elected, bat 
may  be  removed  by  a  majority  at  any  regular  or  calM 
meeting  of  the  stockholders.  The  directors  may  choose  one 
of  their  number,  or  out  of  the  other  stockholders,  »« their

president ;  may  appoint  a  secretary,  and  such  other  officers 
as  they  may  require;  fix  their  compensation,  preiKcribe 
their  duties,  and  take  bond  and  security  for  the  faithful 
discharge  thereof;  may  prescribe  the  manner  and  times  of 
paying  in  the  stock;  and  shall  have  the  general  control  of 
the  ati'airs  of  the  bank. 

§  5.  The  directors  shall  annually  appoint  two  or  more 
stockholders  to  attend  and  hold  the  annual  election. 

§  0.  At  each  annual  meeting  of  the  stockholders  a  com- 
mittee shall  be  appointed,  who  shall,  at  least  twice  in  each 
year,  examine  iato  the  condition  of  the  bank,  and  file  their 
report  in  said  bank,  subject  to  the  inspection  of  all  the 
stockholders. 

§  7.  The  business  of  said  bank  shall  be  to  receive  money 
and  bank  notes  on  deposit;  and  it  may  allow  the  deposit- 
ors such  interest  thereon  as  may  be  agreed  on;  to  deal  in 
gold  and  silver  coin,  bullion,  bills  of  exchange  and  prom- 
issory notes;  to  buy  and  sell  the  stock  of  other  companies, 
and  the  bonds  of  this  SState,  and  of  the  United  States;  but 
it  shall  not  issue  notes  or  bills,  or  certificates  of  depo:dt,  or 
any  other  instruments  intended  for  circulation  as  money. 

§  8.  All  promis.-'ory  notes,  negotiable  and  payable  at 
some  incorporated  bank  of  issue  in  this  State,  purchased 
or  discounted  by  said  bank,  shall  be  put  on  the  footing  of 
foreign  bills  of  exchange,  and  remedy  may  be  had  jointly 
and  severally  against  the  drawers  and  indorsers  thereon. 

§  9.  The  directors  shall  annually  declare  dividends  of  the 
profits  arising  from  the  business  of  the  bank. 

§  10.  Should  any  person  make  a  deposit  in  said  bank, 
and  be  refused  payment  thereof  on  demand  made  for  the 
same,  according  to  the  terms  of  deposit,  and  without  law- 
ful excuse,  said  bank  shall  pay  to  the  depositor  the  amount 
of  hid  deposit,  and  fifteen  per  cent,  damages  on  the 
amount  thereof,  to  be  recovered  by  suit  in  the  Henry  cir- 
cuit court. 

$11.  Said  bank  shall  pay  its  deposits  in  gold  and  silver, 
or  currency  of  the  like  kind  and  value  of  that  deposited. 

§  12.  The  said  bank  may  purchase,  hold,  sell,  and  convey 
any  real  or  personal  estate  which  may  be  necessary  to 
carry  out  the  object  of  its  creation ;  and  it  may  receive 
conveyances  of  real  estate  or  any  other  property  as  may  be 
necessary  or  proper  to  secure  any  debt  due  to  it,  or  which 
may  be  sold  for  the  payment  of  such  debt. 

§  13.  This  charter  shall  be  forfeited  by  the  violation  of 
any  of  the  provisions  thereof  by  any  of  the  officers  of  the 
institution ;  and  a  failure  or  refusal  of  the  company  to  pay 
any  tax  imposeil  upon  its  capital  stock  by  the  general  laws 
of  this  Commonwealth,  shall  work  a  forfeiture  of  the 
charter.

AN  ACT  to  charter  the  Deposit  Bank  of  Lawrenceburg,  in  AndersoD  eovti 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  CommomcGM 
of  Kentucky : 

§  1.  That  there  is  hereby  established  the  "  Deposit  Bank 

Name^atyle,  of  Lawrenceburg,"  with  a  capital  stock  of  fifty  thousaa' 

SowerS!"^'***  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each,  to  he 

subscribed  and  paid  for  by  individuals,  companies,  an(ico^ 
porations,  in  the  manner  hereinafter  specified  ;  which  sah* 
scribers  and  shareholders,  their  successors  and  at^signees,  are 
hereby  created  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name 
and  style  aforesaid,  and  shall  so  continue  a  body  corporate 
and  politic  until  the  first  day  of  June,  1890;  and  by  that 
name,  under  the  restrictions  hereinafter  prescribed,  shallbe 
competent  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  to  soe  aud

constitution  and  laws  of  this  State  or  of  the  United  States. 
§  2.  That  the  business  of  the  institution  shall  be  to  re-

borrower,  indorser,  surety,  or  otherwise. 

§  13.  That  if  the  cashier,  clerks,  teller,  or  agent,  or 
other  officer,  shall,  without  the  authority  of  the  president 
and  directors,  appropriate  any  of  the  funds  of  said  corpo- 
ration to  his  own  use,  or  that  of  any  other  person,  or  shall 
willfully  fail  to  make  correct  entries,  or  shall  knowingly

CHAPTER  1330. 

AN  ACT  creating  a  Deposit  Bank  at  Oweneboro. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Commanwtom

§  1 .  That  there  is  hereby  established  the  "  Deposit  Bank 

Name* style,  of  Owcnsboro,"   with   capital   of  fifty  thousand  doUw*

dctmages  at  the  rate  of  fifteen  per  cent,  per  annum  for  the 
detention,  to  be  recovered  by  suit  in  the  Union  circuit

§  9.  The  said  bank  may  purchase)  hold,  sell,  and  convey 
any  real  or  personal  estate  that  may  be  necessary  to  carry 
ill  to  effect  the  objects  of  its  creation,  and  no  other;  and  it 
may  receive  any  conveyance  of  such  property  as  may  be 
necfssaiy  or  pfoper  to  secure  any  debt  due  it,  or  which 
n^fty-be^sold  for  the  payment  of  any  such  debt. 

/§  10.  This  charter,  and  all  privileges  and  rights  therein 
g^ranted,  shall  be  forfeited  by  any  violation  of  the  provis- 
ions thereof  by  any  of  the  officers  of  the  institution ;  and 
the  failure  upon  the  part  of  the  officers,  or  refusal  by  them, 
to  pay  any  tax  imposed  upon  the  capital  stock  of  the  insti- 
tution by  this  charter,  or  by  any  general  law  of  this  State, 
shall  also  work  a  forfeiture  of  this  charter.     The  circuit 
courts  of  Union  and  Franklin  counties  shall  each  have 
jurisdiction  to  try  and  declare  the  forfeiture  thereof,  upon 
the  petition  of  the  Attorney  for  the  Commonwealth  at  any 
time,  or  upon  the  petition  of  the  Attorney  General,  when 
directed  so  to  do  by  the  Governor  or  by  the  General  As- 
sembly, fully  setting  forth  and  stating  the  acts  complained 
of. 

§  11.  That  the  stockholders  of  said  institution  shall  be 
held  liable  individually  for  the  redemption  of  all  notes 
issued  by  the  same,  as  well  as  for  all  debts  and  liabilities 
thereof,  in  the  same  manner  that  other  persons  and  part- 
nerships not  incorporated  are  now  liable  by  law. 

§  12.  The  General  Assembly  reserves  the  right  to  exam- 
ine into  the  condition  of  affairs  of  the  institution  by  any 
person  or  persons  or  committee  selected  or  appointed  for 
that  purpose,  at  any  time,  and  in  such  manner  as  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  shall  think  proper;  and  the  officers  of  the 
institution  are  required  to  report  to  the  Secretary  of  State, 
on  the  first  day  of  January  and  July  of  each  year,  a  full  and 
correct  statement  of  the  business,  condition,  and  affairs  of 
the  institution. 
§  13.  This  act  shall  take  efiect  from  and  after  its  passage.
